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PREFACE. 


CONSCIOUS  of  my  inability  to  entertain  the  reader 
%vith  the  Style  and  Language  of  fome  late  writers.  I 
humbi  y  folicit  his  candor  and  indulgence  for  the  many  inacura- 
cies  he:  will  meet  with  in  the  pcrufal  of  the  work.  However 
great  fome  of  its  defeats  may  apjjear,  I  hope  they  will  in  fome 
meafure  be  compenfated  for  by  the  veracity  of  my  narrative. 
I  do  not  pretend  to  give  animated  dcfcriplions  of  a  country  I 
have  never  vifited,  nor  of  the  cuftom  and  manners  of  a  people 
I  have  never  fecn.  The  tranfadions  of  the  day  were  in 
general  entered  at  the  ciofc  of  the  fame  ;  and  little  did  I  then 
fufped,  that  they  ould  ever  be  exhibited  to  the  eye  of  the 
Public.  They  wci '  written  for  no  other  purpofe,  than  to  fcrve 
as  memorandums  for  my  o\vn  ufe  and  perfonal  reference. 

After  my  return  to  England,  I  had  often  been  folicited  by 
fome  of  my  friends,  who  had  occafionally  read  parts  of  the 
manufcript,  to  print  the  work ;  but  I  never  could  prevail  on 
myfelf  to  do  fo,  until  I  was  urged  thereto  by  one  in  particular, 
to  \vhom  I  fliould  have  thought  myfelf  guilty  of  great  in- 
gratitude had  I  refufcd. 
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I  llatKrinyHiriliat  it  \s  ill  not  be  drciiicd  jinpntincnl,  il.by 
wnv  of  cxciilo  fijrnota.fi'iiuin;;  my lolf  better,  I  give  (to  thcll" 
\^h()Uo  not  already  kiiuW  it)  a  Ihorl  Iketch  t»(  iny  ble. 

I  was  bom  on  the  twelfth  of  Fel)ruary  (old  ftylc)  17:^9,  of 
an  ancient  family  at  Ma'-nhiiui,  in  the  county  of  Xottni-jham. 
Xot  bcinn;  the  cklc!l  fon.  and  my  father  having  but  a  moderate 
ellafo  and  nine  other  (  hildren,  it  was  not  in  fiis  power  lo  do 
mucii  for  me.  I  received  part  of  my  ednration  at  Xewaik,  and 
diirinj;  a  few  of  liie  lall  years,  attended  the  Latin  Sciiool.  I  was 
one  year  at  Randall's  Academy,  at  Heath  in  Vorklhirc  ;  from 
whence  I  returned  and  continued  another  year  at  Xewark.  On 
the  firit  of  February  1753,  1  was  appointed  a  Genth;man  Cadet, 
in  the  Cadet  Company  at  Woolwich,  where  I  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  improving  my  felf,  at  the  Royal  Academy  in  that  place, 
for  one  year.  But,  (brry  am  I  to  fay,  that  either  the  want  of 
genius  or  of  application,  rendered  of  little  ufc  to  mc,  the  in- 
Aruelions  of  thofe  excellent  mailers  with  which  that  inllitution 
was  then  finniilicd. 

On  the  fixth  of  March  in  tlu^  following  year,  I  embarked 
for  the  Ead  Indies,  being  the  feventh  of  twelve  Cadets,  who 
were  lent  to  fill  up  the  Commifrions  which  might  become 
vacant,  either  in  a  detachment  of  Artilleiy,  commanded  by- 
Captain  Lieutenant  William  Hiflop,  or  in  the  Thirty -ninth  Regi- 
ment of  foot,  which  was  then  fent  to  that  part  of  the  world, 
under  the  command  of  Colonel  John  Adlercron,  who  was  ap- 
pointed Commander  in  Chief  of  all  the  Forces  employed,  or  to 
be  employed,  in  the  Eaft  Indies. 

In  little  more  than  a  year  after  my  arrival  in  India,  I  ob- 
tained an  Enfigncy  in  Colonel  Adlercron 's  Regiment,  by  the 
death  of  Captain  Lyon.    But  1  had  not  the  good  fortune  to  be

one  of  a  dctacljincnt  wliich  went  to  rirn;;;il  on  hoard  Ad'.iMal 
Watloii's  fquadroii,  wIutc  they  were  latidcil  under  tlie  cdiii. 
uiand  uC  Lieulcnat)t  Colonil*  Clive,  andallilUd  in  the  rc-laking 
oi  Kort  Wilhani,  the  taking  orCiiandcrncgorc  Irom  the  French, 
and  in  obtaining  the  lignal  viclory  over  the  Nabi>b  of  lieng^'. 
at  Plalfy;  which  laid  the  hiundalion  of  the  Britilh  power  in 
that  part  of  the  world,  and  lilled  the;  piirfes  of  all  who  were 
employed  on  that  fervicc. 

In  the  year  1757  Qjlontl  Adlcrcron  and  his  regiment  were 
recalled.  At  the  end  of  the  next  year  I  was  one  of  fix  oflicers 
who  landed  at  Limerick  ;  and  Ibon  afterwards  I  was  promoted 
to  a  Lieutenancy. 

Early  in  the  Year  Sixty,  on  the  application  of  the  lato 
Marcjuis  of  Granby,  I  was  ordered  to  Germany  ;  where  I  had 
the  honor  to  ferve  his  Lordlhip  in  the  capacity  of  Aid  de  Camp, 
during  the  remainder  of  the  German  War. 

An  Aid  de  Camp  to  a  Commander  in  Cliicf,  is  alwav" 
fuppofed  to  be  in  the  fure  line  of  promotion  ;  but  it  was  my 
ill  luck  to  obtain  nothing  better  than  the  breve  1  rank  of  Captain. 
I  flill  remained  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Thirty-ninth  Regiment : 
but  after  my  return  to  England,  at  the  cxprels  defiie  of  the 
Marquis,  to  favc  me  the  mortilication  of  ferving  under  two 
junior  officers  who  had  been  permitted  to  purchafe  Companies 
over  my  head  without  their  ever  being  olfcrcd  to  me,  I  ex- 
changed to  half-pay,  and  received  two  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds  for  the  difference,  between  that  and  my  full  pay.  The 
greatefl  part  of  this  fum  was  appropriated  to  the  payment  of 
the  debts  which  I  had  contra61cd  in  Germany ;  by  being  obliged 
to  keep  a  number  of  horfes  and  fervants,  to  enable  me  to  attend 

his  Lordfliip  on  all  occafions..

»  Late  Lord  Clive. 
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Ill  the  Spiiiig  of  i7<^j  I  made  an  cxcurfion  to  Scotland,  to 
indiil^je  my  iufitiablc  piojKtility  lor  fliooting:  but  I  foon  found 
that  two (hilhni^s  atul  (ourinrico  a  day,  was  too  I'mall  an  income 
to  triable  me  to  hve  in  a  llaronct's  country  feat,  and  to  keep 
a  female  coni|)anio:i,  two  Icrvants,  a  couple  of  horfcs,  and 
three  brace  of  do^s.  As  my  pocket  would  not  permit  me  to 
have  any  dealings  with  the  butcher,  myfelf  and  family  were 
compelled  to  fall,  when  neilher  my  gun  nor  fifhing-rod  would 
fupj)ly  us  with  pnn'ilions.  No  looncr  did  my  refourccs  fail, 
by  the  feaicity  of  fifli  and  game  at  the  approach  of  winter, 
than  I  made  an  auction  of  all  my  furniture,  and  returned  to 
London  by  lea  with  the  lady  and  dogs, 

London  being  no  place  Ibr  a  man  of  my  fcanty  circum- 
ftance  to  remain  in,  I  ioon  went  down  to  Plymouth,  where 
my  brother  John  then  commanded  the  Sherborne  Cutter,  and 
cruifcd  with  him  againll  the  fmugglers,  until  he  was  difcharged 
from  that  venil,aiid  appointed  firll  lieutenant  of  the  Guernfey, 
of  fifty  guns,  then  lying  at  Spit  Head  and  bound  for  New- 
foundland; on  board  winch  ihip  the  prefent  Sir  Hugh  Pallifer, 
who  was  dien  (iovernoi  of  that  illand,  had  his  Broad -pendant. 
Having  no  particuhr  en;;agemciit,  and  hearing  that  bears  and 
deer  were  plentiful  iliere,  I  R  It  fo  rtiong  an  inclination  to  be 
among  them,  that  I  accompanied  my  brother  on  that  voyage. 

On  our  arrival  at  St.  John's,  the  command  of  a  fntell 
fchooner  was  conferred  on  my  brother,  and  he  was  lent  on 
fome  fervice  lo  one  of  the  Xoitliern  harbours,  whore  I  ac- 
companied him  ;  am!  it  was  then  that  I  obtained  mv  lirR  know- 
ledge of  the  Red,  or  \XM  Indian.^ 

On  the  return  of  the  Ihip  to  Portlinouth,  I  found,  that  my 
good  h  ;cnd  the  Marciuis,  who  hatl  been  appointed  Commander 
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in  Chief  of  the  Army  durifig  my  abfcncc,  had  obtained  for  mc 
a  Company  in  the  Thiriy-lcvcnlh  Rcgnnt-nt  of  foot,  upon  a 
vacancy  made  by  the  death  of  C'aptain  Slack,  who  died  in 
confcquence  ol  a  wound  in  his  ihoulder,  wiiich  he  received 
irom  one  of  the  lall  (hots  that  were  fired  by  tlie  Ircnch  army 
in  Germany. 

The  regiment  was  at  that  time  at  Minorca,  and  I  joined  it 
there  the  lollowmg  Summer.  I  very  foon  caught  the  inveterate 
endemic  ague  ol  that  iHand,  and  in  fix  months  was  fo  greatly 
reduced,  that  I  mull  fhortly  have  died,  had  not  Lieutenant 
Governor  Johnllone  been  fo  kind,  as  to  permit  me  to  return  to 
England.  I  had  a  tedious  paflage  homo,  but  was  perfe6lly  free 
from  my  complaint  while  at  fea,  although  it  conilanUy  returned 
the  inflant  the  .Qiip  entered  a  harbour.  It  was  the  end  of  April 
1768,  when  I  arrived  at  Spit  Head,  where  the  Guernfey  Man 
of  War  was  then  lying,  under  failing  orders  for  Newfoundland. 
Finding  that  I  could  not  live  on  fhore,  I  obtained  leave  from 
Lord  Granby  and  made  a  fecond  voyage  to  Newfoundland  in 
that  fhip.     By  thefe  means  my  health  was  pei  {cetly  rcllorcd. 

During  the  Guernfcy's  flay  at  St.  John's,  I  went  upon  an 
expedition  againfl  the  Wild  Indians;  and  it  was  that  which  firll 
gaA'c  rife  to  the  voyages  which  I  afterwards  made  to  Labrador, 
Mv  defign  being  laid  before  the  King,  his  Mnjrfly  was  gracioufly 
plealisd  to  permit  mc  to  retire  on  lialf-pay,  eaily  in  the  year 
1770,  in  order  that  I  niiglit  put  it  hi  evecuLiun,  and  I  foon 
after  failed  for  that  country. 

The  reader  may  naturally  conclude,  from  the  life  I  have 
led  fince  my  leaving  the  Academy  at  Woolwich,  that  it  was 
not  probable  that  I  fhould  have  improved  the  flight  education 
which  I  received  in  my  youth  -,  and  indeed  fuch  a  conclufion 

is 
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is  very  juft,  as  I  had  fcldom,  during  that  time,  attempted 
to  read  any  thing  but  a  newlpaper.  On  my  arrival  in 
Labrador,  being  fccbidcd  from  lociety,  I  had  time  to  gain 
acquaintance  with  inyldf:  and  I  could  not  help  bluftiing  when 
I  perceived,  how  fliamefuUy  I  had  mifemployed  my  time. 
The  little  improvctnent  I  have  fince  made,  has  been  entirely 
owing  to  writing  my  Journal,  and  to  reading  a  fmall  coUeclion 
of  books  which  1  took  out  with  me ;  but  it  was  too  late  in  hfe, 
for  me  to  receive  much  benelit  from  thofe  helps. 

It  ^\'as  fuggcfled  to  me,  that  I  ought  to  have  put  the  manu- 
fcript  into  abler  hands,  who  would  render  it  lefs  unworthy  of 
the  Public  eye  ;  but  as  it  appeared  to  me,  that  by  fo  doing  I 
fhould  arrogate  lo  myfelf  an  honour  to  which  I  was  not  enti- 
tled ;  and  alio  pay  Inch  a  price  as  would  fwallow  up  the  greater 
part,  if  not  the  whole,  of  the  profit  arifing  from  the  fale  of  ray 
books,  I  did  not  approve  of  the  one,  nor  could  I  afford  the 
other. 

The  only  merit  to  which  I  have  any  pretenfions,  is  that  of 
a  faithful  Journalifl,  wlio  prefers  the  fimplicity  of  plain  language 
and  downright  truth,  to  all  the  fpecious  ornaments  of  modern 
flyle  and  defcription.  I  humbly  trufl,  that  this  apology  will 
fatisfy  my  friends,  and  ferve  to  extenuate  thofe  errors,  which 
mull  be  too  obvious  to  be  overlooked  by  critical  examination.

A  piece  of  board  placed  within  a  deathfall ;  one 
end  of  which  is  hunj^  to  a  fmall  (lake  \>y  a  piece  of  twine,  and  the 
othci  end  is  fui)[)OUc-d  in  an  horizontal  pofition  by  a  peg  (called  a 
tongue.)  When  an  animal  treads  on  it,  the  peg  is  drawn  out,  which  fets 
the  cat-killer  at  liberty,  and  that  falls  upon  tlie  back  of  the  creature 
and  kills  it. 

Bridge  of  a  Trap.  A  plate  of  iron  in  the  centre  of  a  trap  for  the  animal  to 
tread  on,  which  then  falling  down,  (L'ts  the  jaws  at  liberty.

GlOGER  OR  JiG(iKR.  A  pair  id'  lirge  liooks  fixed  liack  to  back  witli  fume  lead 
run  upon  liic  lliankt,  in  tlic  fliape  oi  a  filh.

Haul  a  Net.  Such  nets  as  are  conllantly  moored  in  the  water  are  hauled  by 
going  out  to  them  in  a  boat,  laying  hold  of  one  end,  and  haulinsr  the 
boat  along  by  the  head-rope  to  the  other  end,  taking  the  fifli  out  into  the 
boat;  the  melhes  being  made  large  en«ugh  lor  the  filh  to  entangle  them- 
felves  in  them.  A  I'eine  is  hauled,  by  fliooiing  it,  by  degrees,  out  of  a 
boat  into  the  water,  and  hauling  it  on  Ihorc  again  by  the  two  ench.

bottom,  under  wkich  one  end  ol  the  tongue  is  fixed,  while  the  other 
fupports  the  bridge;  which  being  picllcd  by  the  animal,  difeiignges 
the  point  of  the  tongue,  that  lets  the  cat-killer  at  liheity  and  it  falls 
down  upon  the  ground-killer  ;  onl'cipiently  falls  down  upon  the  bad'. 
of  any  animal,  which  may  be  Handing  acrols  the  latter.  And  the 
Mdin-killcr;    one  end  of  which  relh  upon  the  ground  and  the  other 
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upon  tlie  elevated  end  of  the  Cat-killer,  and  falls  with  it;  ferving  to 

keep  the  latter  down.

OME  previous  communications  having  pafled  on  the  fub- 
jeft,  Lieutenant  Francis  Lucas  of  the  Royal  Navy  and  I

partnerfhip  with  Meffrs.  Thomas  Perkins  and  Jeremiah  Cogh- 
lan,  merchants  of  that  city,  under  the  firm  of  Perkins,  Coghlan, 
Cartwright,  and  Lucas,  for  the  purpofe  of  carrying  on  various 
branchesof  bufinefs  upon  the  coafl  of  Labrador;  and  particularly, 
of  endeavouring  to  cultivate  a  friendly  intercourfe  withtheEfqui- 
maux  Indians,  who  have  always  been  accounted  the  moll  favage 
race  of  people  upon  the  whole  continent  of  America,  They  have

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atdifFercnt  times cominitfcd  fcvcral  mbbcricsandmurdcrsonthe 
property  and  perfons  c'  the  adventurers  in  Labrador.  'J  Inee 
years  ai;o,  ihcy  murdered  three  lei  vants  at  Cape  Charles,  vhj 
belonged  to  *  Mr.  Nieholas  Dai  by,  an  adventurer  from  Brillol. 
This  occalioned  him  to  abandon  that  place,  and  has  ever  fince 
interrupted  nil  commerce  between  that  nation  and  the  Britifh. 
That  affair  has  alfo  deterred  every  other  adventurer  from  ex- 
tending his  bufinefs  to  the  nordnvard  of  Chateau  Bay,  where 
Government,  near  iivc  years  ago,  erected  a  block-houle  in  a 
finall  Fort,  vviiich  is  garifbned  by  an  oflcer  and  twenty  men 
from  the  Governor  of  Newfoundland's  fbip.  A  Sloop  of  W'ar 
is  alfb  flationed  there  during  the  Siunnier,  not  only  to  prote'i 
the  merchants  and  their  people  froni  tlie  Iiuhans,  but  alfo 
to  prevent  encroachments  from  the  Krencli,  who  carry  oa 
very  extenfivc  filheries  in  all  the  noithem  harbuuis  of  New- 
foundland. 


In  confequence  of  our  partnerlliip  it  was  refolved,  that  we 
Ihould  purchafe  from  Mellrs.  Perkins  and  Coghlan  ^who  arj 
in  the  Newfoundland  trade)  a  fchooner  of  eighty  tons,  then 
lying  in  the  harbour  of  Poole  ;  that  Mr,  Lucas  Ihould  have  tiic 
command  of  that  velfel;  and  that  I  lliould  relide  ui  Labrador,. 
to  dire6i  and  manage  all  our  concerns  on  lliore.

In  the  beginning  of  May  I  returned  to  Brillol  in  expe6lation 
of  going  out  to  Labrador  in  the  fchooner  which  we  had  agreed 
for  with  MefTrs.  Perkins  and  Coghlan,  but,  by  fome  extraordi- 
nary management  of  thole  gentlemen,  I  lound  that  the  veffel 
was  already  failed  for  Fogo,  a  fmall  illand  contiguous  to  the 
eallern  coall  of  Newfoundland  (where  they  carry  on  the  prin-

ci'pal  part  of  their  bufmefs)  in  order  to  be  delivered  to  us  there. 
Mcffrs.  Coghlan  and  Lucas  failed  for  Fogo  on  the  morning 
after  my  arrival;  and  as  no  other  velfcl  was  going  from  thence 
to  that  part  of  the  world,  Mr.  Perkins  and  I  purchafed  a 
fchooner  of  fifty  tons,  whidi  had  hU(;ly  arrived  with  dil'patchcs 
from  Bodon.  We  named  her  the  Nimrod,  appointed  a  Mr. 
French  to  the  coinm.md  of  her,  and  on  the  2'3lh  1  failed  in  her 
for  Fogo.

Findinii^  mat  it  would  flill  be  fome  lime  before  the  Enterprize  Monday  9. 
was  fit  tor  lea,  I  borrowed  a  fmall  Hoop  of  Mr.  Coghlan,  took 
captain  French,  Mrs.  Sclby,  Charles  and  Edward,  together  with 
iM  the  dogs,  and  failed  this  morning  on  a  cruife  up  the  Bay  of 
Exploits,  in  hopes  of  meeting  with  fome  of  the  Wild  Indians, 
as  numbers  of  them  frequent  that  bay  at  this  time  of  the  year. 
Mr.  Coghlan  reinforced  my  crew  with  one  of  his  coopers, 
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whom  I  was  to  leave  at  his  falmon-fiftiery  in  Charles's  Brook. 
The  weather  was  ferene  and  fine  all  day,  and  at  night  we  an- 
chored and  moored  m  a  fmall  harbour  on  the  South  fide  of  New 
World  Ifland. 

As  it  blew  too  hard  all  day  for  us  to  proceed,  1  went  out  in 
the  wherry  (one  which  I  had  built  at  Briftol  for  my  own  ufe) 
and  tried  feveral  of  the  fmall  iflands  with  the  hounds,  but  could 
find  neither  foxes  nor  hares :  nor  could  1  kill  any  thing  but  a 
lingle  fhellbird. 

We  got  under  weigh  foon  after  daylight,  and  as  we  towed 
towards  Comfit  Illand  I  difcovered,  by  the  help  of  a  pocket 
Dolland,  a  party  of  the  Wild  Indians  upon  a  very  fmall  ifland 
which  lies  contiguous  to  the  Eafl  end  of  Little  Cold  Hall.  They 
had  two  whigwhams,  about  a  hundred  yards  from  the  fliore, 
with  a  fie  in  each,  and  two  canoes  lying  or\  the  beach ;  one  of 
which  they  feemed  to  be  mending.  I  counted  fix  people,  and 
one  of  them  appeared  to  be  remarkably  tall,  but  I  could  not 
didinguifli  of  which  fex  they  were ;  they  did  not  feem  to  be 
alarmed  at  us,  becaufe  their  ignorance  of  the  powers  of  the  tele- 
fcope,  made  them  not  fufpeft  we  had  difcovered  them  at  that 
diflance.

We  proceeded  to  Comfit  IllaiKl,  where  we  came  to  an  anchor 
and  then  landed,  in  hopes  of  killing  plenty  of  hares,  but  were 
difappointed,  as  we  faw  none.  We  did  not  go  empty  away 
however,  for  I  fhot  a  brace  of  groufe,  and  a  pair  of  young  fad- 
dlebacks.  We  then  :*e-embarked  and  failed  about  three  miles 
further  to  the  North  North  Eafl,  where  we  came  to  an  anchor 
during  the  night,  in  the  mouth  of  a  fmall  cove  in  the  main  land. 
This  cove  was  expofed  to  a  fwell  from  the  fea,  the  water  was 
deep  and  bottom  foul ;  but  as  the  weather  was  fine  and  I  had 
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formed  a  plan  for  furprifing  the  Indians,  I  determined  to  con- 
tinue here,  fince  I  did  not  know  a  better  (ituation  in  this  neigh- 
bourhood. At  midnight,  I  propofed  going  off  in  the  wherry  with 
all  the  men,  but  I  then  found,  that  my  Englifh  captain  and  Irifh 
cooper  did  not  chufe  to  venture  their  lives  on  an  expedition 
which  threatened  fome  danger,  with  no  profpe6l  of  profit. 
Charles  was  eager  to  go,  but  Ned  wilhed  to  be  excufed.  I 
therefore  gave  up  the  fcheme,  fince  I  forefaw,  that  it  would 
be  impoflible  to  fucceed,  without  fhedding  innocent  blood. 
Befides,  I  did  not  think,  that  I  was  very  likely  to  gain  the 
friendfhip  of  a  man,  whofe  father  or  fon  I  had  murdered  be- 
fore  his  face,  by  way  of  introduftion  to  his  acquaintance. 

Thefe  Indians  are  the  original  inhabitants  of  the  ifland  of  New- 
foundland, and  although  beyond  a  doubt  dcfccndants  from  fome 
of  the  tribes  upon  the  continent  of  America,  and  mofl:  probably 
from  the  Mountaineers  of  Labrador,  yet  ii  will  be  very  difficult 
to  trace  their  origin.  They  have  been  fo  long  fcparated  from 
their  ancient  flock,  as  well  as  from  all  mankind,  that  they  dif- 
fer widely  in  many  particulars  from  all  other  nations.  In  my 
opinion,  they  are  the  moll  forlorn  of  any  of  the  human  fpecies 
which  have  yet  come  to  my  knowledge,  the  Indians  of  Terra 
del  Fogo  excepted;  for  thefe  are  not  only  excluded  from  all  in- 
tcrcouri'c  with  the  refl  of  mankind,  but  are  furroundcd  by  in- 
veterate enemies,  and  not  even  polfelfed  of  the  ufeful  fervices 
of  a  dog. 

Asfar  aslcanlearn,  there  were  many  Indianson  the  ifland  wlien 
itwasfirfl  difcovered  by  Europeans,  and  there  are  llillfilhermen 
living,  who  remember  them  to  have  been  in  much  greater  num- 
ber than  at  prefent,  and  even  to  have  frequented  moll  parts  of 
the  ifland.  They  are  now  much  diminiflicd,  and  confme  them- 
felves  chiefly  to  the  parts  between  Cape  Freels  and  Cape  John. 
The  reafon,  I  prefume,  of  their  preferring  that  dillri6l  to  any 

other 
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other  is,  becaufe,  within  it  are  feveral  deep,  winding  bays, 
with  many  illands  in  them,  where  they  can  more  eafily  pro- 
cure fubfiftance,  and  with  greater  fecurity  hide  themfelves  from 
our  fifhermen.  I  am  forry  to  add,  that  the  latter  are  much  great- 
er favagcs  than  the  Indians  themfelves,  for  they  feldom  fail  to 
fhoot  the  poor  creatures  whenever  they  can,  and  afterwards 
boafl  of  it  as  a  very  meritorious  a6lion.  With  horror  I  have 
heard  feveral  declare,  they  would  rather  kill  an  Indian  than  a 
deer! 

Thefe  Indians  are  called  Red,  from  their  cuRom  of  painting 
themfelves,  and  every  thing  belonging  to  them,  with  red  ochre, 
which  they  find  in  great  plenty  in  various  parts  of  the  illand  ; 
and  Wild,  becaufe  they  fecrete  themfelves  in  the  woods,  keep 
an  unremitting  watch,  and  are  feldom  feen;  a  conduct,  which 
their  defencelefs  condition,  and  the  inhuman  treatment  which 
they  have  always  experienced  from  flrangcrs,  whether  Europe- 
ans or  other  tribes  of  Indians  from  the  Conlinent,  have  compel- 
led them  to  adopt. 

They  are  extremely  expert  at  managing  tlicir  canoes,  which 
are  made  with  very  thin  light  wood-work,  covered  with  birch 
rinds,  and  worked  by  fingle-headed  paddles  ;  they  vary  in  fize, 
according  to  the  number  of  perfons  which  they  are  intended  f  o 
carry. 

They  are  excellent  archers,  as  many  of  our  fifhermen  have  too 
fatally  experienced,  and  they  are  likewife  good  furriers.  In- 
deed, if  they  had  not  thcfc  rcfources,  the  whole  race  mud  long 
fince  have  been  extirpated  by  cold  and  famine. 

Formerly,  a  very  beneficial  barter  was  carried  on  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Bonavida,  by  fome  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  har- 
bour.   They  ufcd  to  lay  a  variety  of  goods  at  a  certain  place,  to 

which 
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which  the  Indians  reforted,  who  took  what  they  were  in  want  r 
of,  and  left  furs  in  return.  One  day,  a  villain  hid  himfelf  near 
the  denofite,  and  fhot  a  woman  dead,  as  (he  was  furnifhing  her- 
Iclf  wiih  what  pKiafed  hsr  bed.  Since  that  time,  they  have 
been  aiways  hoflile  to  Europeans.  I  fear  that  the  race  will  be 
totally  extina  in  a  few  years;  for  the  fiOiing  trade  continually 
increafmg,  almoft  every  river  and  brook  which  receives  falmon 
is  already  occupied  by  our  people,  and  the  bird-iflands  are  fo 
continually  robbed,  that  the  poor  Indians  mull  now  find  it 
much  more  difficult  than  before,  to  procure  provifions  in  the 
fummer:  and  this  difficulty  will  annually  become  greater.  Nor 
do  they  fuccced  better  in  the  winter;  for  our  furriers  are  con- 
fiderably  incicaftd  in  number,  much  improved  in  Ikill,  and 
venture  firihcr  in^o  the  country  than  formerly;  by  which,  the 
breed  of  beavers  is  greatly  d.minillied. 

About  two  years  ago,  I  went  on  an  expedition  up  the  River 
Exploits,  which  is  the  largefl  in  Newfoundland,  many  miles  Iiigh- 
er  than  any  Euro;i(^an  ever  was  before,  and  I  there  faw  a  great 
number  of  the  Indian  houfes  uninhabited;  I  concluded  from 
thence,  thai  the  Indians  retired  into  the  country  at  the  approacJi  of 
Winter,  to  feed  on  venilon  and  beaver,  and,  if  I  may  judge  by  the 
number  of  deer's  heads  which  I  faw  by  the  river  fide,  they  mull 
be  very  dexterous  hunters.  The  very  long,  and  llrong  fences 
which  tliey  had  made,  were  convincing  proofs,  thatlhey  knew 
their  bufiaefs.  I  observed,  that  thefe  fences  weie  of  two  kinds.. 
Thole  Indians  who  lived  on  the  South  fide  of  tiie  river,  erect- 
ed theirs  on  the  top  of  the  bank,  and  extended  it  for  a  mile  or 
two  in  length.  Where  they  found  plenty  of  tall  trees,  they 
felled  them  fo  as  to  fall  parallel  to  the  river,  and  one  upon  ano- 
ther; the  weak  places  they  filled  up  with  the  tops  of  other  trees. 
Where  any  open  place  intervened,  they  made  ufe  of  a  fort  of 
fewell,  made  of  narrow  drips  of  birch  rin  J,  tied  together  in  the 
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form  of  the  wing  of  a  paper  kite :  each  of  thefe  was  f  ufpended 
from  the  end  of  a  (lick,  ftuck  into  the  ground  in  an  oblique 
pofition,  that  it  might  play  with  every  breeze  of  wind.  Thefe 
fewells  were  placed  at  no  great  didance  from  each  other,  and 
the  elfe6l  produced  by  their  motion,  was  confiderably  heighten- 
ed by  the  noife  of  the  ftrips,  when  they  ftruck  againft  each  o- 
ther.  By  thefe  means,  the  deer  were  deterred  by  the  fewells 
from  attempting  to  enter  the  woods  at  the  open  places,  and  the 
fences  were  too  high  to  be  overleaped,  and  too  ftrong  to  be 
forced.  Of  cdurfe,  they  were  compelled  to  walk  along  the  fhore, 
until  they  could  pafs  thofe  obftruftions,  and  proceed  to  the 
Southern  parts  of  the  ifland,  to  which  they  always  refort  in  great 
numbers,  at  the  approach  of  Winter.  They  find  there  many 
extenfive  trafts  of  land  dellitute  of  wood,  and  covered  with 
plenty  of  Reindeer  Lichen,  Empetrum  Nigrum,  and  other 
herbage;  and  which  the  want  of  trees  keeps  free  from  fnow, 
by  the  wind  drifting  it  oflF,  from  all  fuch  places  as  are  expofed 
to  its  force.  The  Northern  parts  of  the  ifland  are  in  general  fo 
well  covered  with  timber,  where  the  fnow  never  drifts,  that 
the  herbage  is  buried  too  deep  for  them :  yet  there  are  fome 
fmall  fpots  of  open  ground  in  thofe  parts,  where  a  few  herds  of 
deer  find  fubfillence  every  Winter.  At  certain  intervals  the 
Indians  make  flands,  from  whence  they  fiioot  the  deer  with 
their  arrows,  as  they  pafs  along  under  the  fence:  fome  of  thofe 
I  obferved  were  erected  in  large  fpreading  trees,  and  others 
were  raifed  behind  the  fence. 

The  other  kind  of  fence  is  always  built  on  the  North  fide  of 
the  r  ver,  and  is  fo  confl^rufled,  that  a  herd  of  deer  having  once 
entered,  it  is  almofl  impofTible  for  one  of  them  to  efcape.  From 
their  houfe,  which  is  always  fituated  by  the  fide  of  the  river, 
they  erect  two  high,  and  very  ft;rong  fences,  parallel  to  each 
other,  forming  a  narrow  lane  of  fome  length,  and  ftretching  in- 
to 
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to  the  country.  From  the  farther  end  of  eiich,  they  extend  two 
very  long  wing- fences,  i he  extremities  of  which  arc  from  one 
mile  to  two,  or  more,  afiinder.  The  deer  travel  in  fmall  compa- 
nies, few  of"  them  exceeding  a  dozen  head,  and  ^vhen  they  meet 
with  thefe  hawk,  or  wing-fences,  they  walk  along  them,  until 
they  are  infenfibly  drawn  into  the  pound,  aii  partridges  are  into 
a  tunnel  net.  The  ^\'omen  prevent  them  from  returning,  and 
they  are  all  killed  with  great  cafe  by  the  men. 

Belides  the  whigwhams  (which  are  conllrucled  with  flight 
poles,  in  the  form  of  a  cone,  about  fix  or  leven  feet  in  diameter 
at  thebaic,  eight  or  nine  in  height,  and  covered  with  birch  rinds, 
<)r  fkins,  and  often  with  I'ails  which  they  contrive  to  Heal  from 
the  fifhing-rooms)  we  alfo  obferved  feveral  houfes  fubllantially 
built  of  timber.  They  were  about  ten  or  twelve  feet  fquare; 
Ibmc  of  tlie  lidcs  were  conllruded  with  fquared  timber,  laid 
horizontally  upon  each  other,  with  mofs  between;  others  were 
built  of  upright  logs  Handing  very  open,  with  a  flight  frame  of 
lattice-work  on  the  inlide;  upon  the  latter  we  obferved  deer's 
hair,  from  which  we  concluded  they  made  ufe  of  the  flcins  of 
thofe  animals  to  keep  out  the  weather.  The  roofs  were  low 
pyramids,  with  a  hole  in  the  top  for  the  emiflion  of  fmoke;  the 
jfire  was  in  the  centre,  and  the  inhabitants  llecp  round  it. 

The  bows  of  thefe  people  are  made  of  fycaniore,  but  they 
do  not  feem  to  think  a  ftraight  clear  piece  any  way  elTential ; 
for  we  found  none  of  them  to  be  fb.  The  backs  were  round, 
the  inner  fide  flat,  except  in  the  grafp,  and  we  obl'erved,  that  all 
of  them  had  one  edge  thicker  than  the  other,  v/hich  we  fup- 
poied  was  for  the  truer  direction  of  the  arrow  ;  a  principle  not 
attended  to  by  other  archers.  The  length  was  about  five  feet 
and  a  half. 
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The  arrows  are  made  of  Weymouth  pine  ;  they  are  flender, 
hght,  periei':tly  flraight,  and  about  tliree  feet  long.  The  head 
is  a  barbed  lance,  made  out  of  an  old  nail,  and  about  fix  inches 
long,  let  into  a  cleft  in  the  top  of  the  fhalt,  and  lecured  there 
by  a  thread  of  deer's  linew.  U  licy  are  leathered  at  the  other 
end  from  the  winsr  of  the  jjoofe  or  eade. 

As  they  cannot  always  get  a  regular  fupply  of  provifions ;  in 
times  of  plenty,  they  take  care  to  provide  for  thofe  of  fcarcity. 
This  they  do  by  jerking  venifon,  feal's  flelh,  birds,  and  fifh; 
and  by  making  faufages,  leveral  of  which  I  often  found  when  I 
was  formerly  in  Newfoundland.  They  confifted  of  the  flefli 
and  fat  of  feals,  eggs,  and  a  variety  of  other  rich  matter,  ftuffed 
into  the  guts  of  feals ;  for  want  of  fait  and  fpices,  the  compofi- 
tion  had  the  haul  goiU  to  perk^.tlion. 

It  is  a  lingular  and  alraod  incredible  facl,  that  thefe  people 
{hould  viiit  Funk  Kland,  which  lies  forty  miles  from  Cape  Freels, 
and  fixty  from  the  Illand  of  Fogo.  The  iiland  being  fmall  and 
low,  they  cannot  lee  it  from  either  of  thole  places,  nor  is  it  pof- 
lible  to  conceive,  liO'.v  they  could  get  inlbrmation  from  any 
other  nation.  '1  he  Indians  repair  thither  once  or  twice  every 
year,  and  return  with  their  canoes  laden  with  birds  and  eggs ; 
for  the  number  of  fea-fowl  which  re  fort  to  this  ifland  to  breed, 
are  far  beyond  credibility. 

That  our  people  might  cafily  have  eflabliflied  a  friendly  inter- 
courfe,  and  beneficial  traffic  with  thefe  Indians,  the  circum- 
flance  \vhicli  I  have  already  related  renders  highly  probable  : 
but  vilvj  murder  full  produced  a  fpirit  of  revenge  in  them, 
and  that  has  been  made  a  pretence  for  unheard  of  cruelties,  on 
the  parts  of  our  fifhcrmen.  I  could  relate  feveral  recent  inllan- 
ce5,  fome  of  which  I  had  from  the  accounts  of  the  perpetrators 
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themfelves;  butthey  are  fo  diabolically  Hiocking,  that  I  will  fpare 
the  reader  the  pain  of  pending,  and  myfelf  that  of  writing,  an 
account  of  acls,  which  would  difgrace  the  greatell  favages. 

The  expedition,  in  which  I  was  engaged  two  years  ago,  was 
undertaken  at  my  inllance,  under  the  aufpices  of  Commodore 
Pallifer,  then  Go\cnior  of  Newfoundland,  in  the  year  1768, 
with  a  dcfign  to  explore  the  interior  parts  of  the  country,  and 
to  endeavour  to  furprife  ibme  of  the  Indians.  Our  object  was, 
through  their  means,  to  eftablifh  an  amicable  intercourfe  with 
the  natives  for  the  promotion  of  trade.  The  party  confilled  of 
my  brother  John,  fird  Lieutenant  of  the  Guenifey  Man  of  War, 
the  flaglhip;  the  Rev.  Nevile  Stow,  Chaplain  to  the  Guern- 
fey;  John  Coufens,  a  Planter,  who  lived  in  the  Bay  of  Exploits; 
nine  feamen  belonging  to  the  Guernfey,  my  fervjmt,  and  myfelf. 

Our  rendezvouf.  ^vay  Coufcns'.s  houie,  from  \v'hence  we  row- 
ed up  the  river,  in  the.  Guernfey's  fmall  cutter,  as  high  as  the 
boat  could  go.  We  there  hid  her  in  the  woods,  and  then,  di- 
viding ourfelvcs  into  two  etjual  })arties,  each  of  us  carrying 
fourteen  pounds  of  bread,  [wen  pounds  of  pork,  a  gun,  am- 
munition, Iiatchet,  &c.  on  our  backs,  we  proceeded  u]3wards 
on  each  fule  of  the  river.  On  the  evening  of  the  fourth  day,  be- 
ing then  five  and  forty  miles  aboxe  our  boat,  1  and  four  of  our 
men  found  ourfelves  nearly  barefoot.  The  rocks,  over  which 
we  had  walked  the  greatell  part  of  the  dillance,  had  chafed 
the  flitches  tlnough,  and  fct  the  foles  of  our  fliocs  at  liberty. 
This  misfortune  caufed  us  to  turn  back  the  next  moriiing,  and 
we  reached  the  boat  on  the  third  night  after,  \vith  the  lofs  of 
our  fhoes  and  the  feet  of  our  (lockings.  Mr.  Stow  and  the 
other  man  croffed  the  river  and  joined  my  brother;  who  with 
the  refl  of  the  company  advanced  two  days  march  fardier,  and 
then  came  to  a  noble  lake,  from  whence  the  river  ifllies.     To 
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this  expanln'C  flieet  of  water  they  gave  the  name  of  Lieutenant's 
Lake  :  they  judged  it  to  be  levcnty  miles  above  the  place  from 
whence  we  Itarted  ;  and  winch  had  nc\'cr  till  then  been  feen 
by  any  European.  Tlic  ri\  cr  there.  Avas  at  Icalt  two  hundred 
yards  broad.  At  the  dilhuKc  of  about  tv/enly  miles  above  the 
place  where  we  left  oiu  boat,  the  land  riies  fuddeiily  to  a  con- 
iiderablc  elevation  above  the  level  of  the  intervening  fpace, 
and  forms  a  chain  of  magniliccnt  cataracls,  extendmg  half  a 
mile  ill  length.  On  tiic  north  lide,  the  Indians  have  cut  a  good 
path.  The  refl  of  the  bed  of  the  river  runs  more  on  a  level, 
but  is  incommoded  by  many  rocky  obftruclions,  which  form 
falls,  flioots,  and  rapids.  My  brother  and  his  party,  finding  it 
impoflibic  to  advance  farther  ^vithout  fubjecling  themfelves  to 
great  diilrefs,  from  the  want  of  better  fhoes  and  more  provifion, 
and  at  the  fame  time  feeing  no  probability  of  meeting  with 
any  Indians,  as  they  had  good  rcafon  to  believe  the  whole  race 
of  them  were  then  on  the  fea  coafl,  turned  back  the  feventh 
morningi  and  got  fafe  do'.vn  to  Coufens's  houfe,  the  elevendi 
evening.  There  they  foimd  me  and  the  rellof  our  people  re- 
galing oiirfches  on  a  roalled  quarter  ot"  a  l)hick  bear,  which  I 
had  Ihot  the  day  before  ;  :.'nd  on  a\ liich  wc  all  feailed  like  a 
]jack  of  hungry  houud.;  :  for  notliing  ^vliets  the  a])petite  equal 
to  good  cxercifc,  deeping  in  the  open  air,  and  drinking  water. 

What  nmnber  of  thefe  Indians  may  Hill  be  lei't,  no  perfon 
can  even  hazard  a  conjecture  :  but  it  mull  dccreale  annually  : 
for  our  people  niurch^r  all  they  can.  and  alfo  deilroy  their  Hock 
of  provilion,  canoes,  and  nnplemcnts  of  all  forts,  whenever  a 
furprize  forces  thcni,  by  a  precipitate  retreat,  to  leave  thofe 
things  behind  them.  This  lofs  has  frequently  occafioned 
whole  families  to  die  by  famine.  The  Mickmack  Indians,  who 
come  from  Cane  Breton,  and  are  furnifhed  with  fire-arms,  are 
alfo  their  implacable  enemies ;  and  greatly  an  overmatch  for 
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thefe  poor  wretches,  who  have  no  better  defcnfive  wcapoiis,   <- 
than  bows  and  arrows. 

In  confequence  of  their  having  fo  many,  and  fuch  formidable 
enemies,  they  generally  kuep  themfelves  concealed  in  the 
woods,  in  places  bell  lituated  for  difcovering  the  approach  of 
danger ;  and  from  whence  they  can  make  a  fafe  and  unper- 
ceived  retreat.  Whole  fummers  therefore  often  pafs  without 
an  Indian  been  feen,  although  frefh  xelliges  of  them  arc  daily 
obferved.  When  I  was  formerly  in  Newfoundland,  both  in 
the  years  1766  and  1708,  I  met  with  whigwhanis  upon  feveral 
of  thefe  iflands  (which  are  very  numerous)  in  which  the  fires 
were  burning-,  yet  I  never  faw  an  Indian:  nor  fhould  I  have 
been  gratified  with  a  fight  of  one  now,  hud  they  not  fuppofed, 
that  we  were  at  too  great  a  dillance  to  difcover  them. 

Wegotunder  fail  at  day -light,  and  went  to  Night  Ifland.  At  "^ 
fix  o'  clock  we  came  to  anchor  off  the  well  end  of  it,  and  land- 
ed \vith  all  the  hounds.  It  was  not  long  before  we  found  a  fox, 
and  chafed  him  for  four  hours;  but  the  weather  was  then  fb  ve- 
ry hot,  that  tlie  dogs  could  hunt  no  longer.  This  illand  is 
about  two  miles  in  circumference,  has  t^vogood  finall  harbours, 
v/hich  are  very  fafe  for  fhallops,  but  too  linall  for  veflels  of  a 
larger  lize:  it  is  covered  with  bad  wood,  and  is  feldom  with- 
out foxes;  for  tlicrc  is  a  foil  upon  it  well  adapted  for  burrow- 
ing in.  We  then  re-embarked  and  made  fail  f'oi*  Charles's  Brook, 
where  we  arrived  at  fun-fet.  As  we  nui  pall  a  cove  in  Thwart 
Ifland,  I  difcovered  a  deer  flanding  upon  the  beach,  but  be- 
fore I  could  get  into  the  wherry,  it  walked  into  the  woods; 
and  as  that  ifland  is  a  large  one,  being  a  triangle  of  nearly  fe- 
ven  miles  each  fide,  and  the  greatell  part  of  it  full  of  timber,  I 
did  not  attempt  to  follow  it.  Two  years  ago,  I  fpent  feveral 
days  upon  this  ifland,   and  obferved,  that  it  was  well  flocked 
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with  deer.  There  is  a  conical  hill  with  a  bare  crown,  near  the 
fhore  on  the  north  fide,  from  whence  I  could  fee  fcveral  marfli- 
cs;  but  all  the  rell  is  covered  with  fmall  timber,  which  is  not 
likely  ever  to  arrive  at  any  great  fize. 

Upon  landing  at  tlie  falmon-poft,  I  found  the  crew  to  confiil 
of  three  men;  and,  from  feveral  circumllances,  they  had  little 
opportunity  of  enriching  their  employers.  The  people  inform- 
ed me,  that  this  was  the  firll  feafon  of  an  Englilh  crew  living 
here;  but  that  it  had  hitherto  been  conftantly  occupied  by  In- 
dians, to  whom  it  anfwered  very  well ;  that  foon  after  they 
came  here,  feveral  large  canoes,  full  of  Indians,  came  into  the 
mouth  of  the  brook,  but  immediately  retired  again;  and,  that 
they  flill  remained  hid  in  the  neighbouring  woods,  but  had  not 
yet  done  them  any  mifchief :  they  however  added,  that  the  na- 
tives had  often  made  their  appearance  on  the  oppolite  lide,  and 
ufed  threatening  tones  and  geflurcs.  They  had  alfo  been  daily 
vifitedby  black  bears,  fcveral  of  which  they  had  fhot  at  w;th- 
in  fliort  diftances,  and  wounded  them  all,  but  killed  none;  the 
reafon,  I  found,  was,  becaufe  they  had  fired  with  too  many  balls; 
for  a  Newfoundlander  will  feldom  fire  at  a  deer  or  a  bear,  with- 
out putting  from  feven  to  fourteen  balls  into  his  piece.,  which 
fo  overweights  the  powder,  that  it  lofes  great  part  of  its  eifed. 

The  weather  ^vas  fercne,  clear,  and  hot  all  day. 

"When  the  falmonicrs  vifited  their  nets  this  morning,  they 
found  that  the  Indians  had  flolcn  one  fleet.  Salmon  was  very 
fcarce  to  day ;  the  people  have  no«^  yet  killed  thirty  tierces,  and 
the  fifli  fail  fall. 

I  took  a  fiiort  walk  this  morning  into  fome  neighbouring 
marfhes,  and  expelled  to  have  met  with  a  deer,  but  faw  none. 
On  my  return  to  tlic  falmon-poft,  I  fixed  up  a  boat's  fail  be- 
tween 
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twcen  two  trees,  at  a  fliort  dillance  from  the  buildin^js,  to  keep 
off  the  rain,  under  which  Mrs.  Sclby  and  I  fat  watching  a  bear- 
path  until  the  evening.  At  that  time  a  large  bitch  bear  made 
her  appearance,  and  I  fliot  her  through  the  heart  with  my  Ha- 
noverian rille;  fhe  had  not  had  a  cub  this  year,  and  was  very 
poor.  Wcimin-'diately  rodlled  ajoint,  and,  although  it  tafted 
fank,  it  ferved  very  well  to  fatisfy  a  craving  a^jpetitc,  as  we  had 
lived  very  indiiferently  fince  we  left  Fogo. 
Fog  with  fmull  rain  all  day. 

As  foon  as  we  had  difpatched  fome  plentiful  dillics  of  bear 
fteakes  this  morning,  we  took  a  walk  to  a  pond  which  lies  up- 
on the  brook,  and  not  far  from  the  mouth  of  it,  to  look  at  a  new 
beaverhoufe,  in  which  the  falmoniers  had  killed  four  beavers. 
The  appearance  on  the  outfide  refembled  a  heap  of  earth,  (lones, 
and  Hicks ;  it  was  built  adjoining  to  tlic  bank,  and  the  crown  of 
it  was  about  four  feet  above  the  level  of  the  water,  I  examined 
it  very  flriftly,  to  fee  if  1  could  difcover  thofc  marks  of  faga- 
city  and  contrivance,  which  are  related  by  thofe  authors  who 
have  entertained  the  world  wit'n  the  natural  liiftory  of  thefe  cu- 
rious animals;  but,  for  want  of  a  competent  knowledge  in  ar- 
chitecture, I  prefuine,  I  could  perceive  only  the  order  of  con- 
Juftoyi.  As  to  the  inlide  I  can  fay  nothing,  for  we  did  not  open 
it;  but  that,  I  am  told,  is  in  the  form  of  an  oven. 

We  afterwards  took  the  hounds  to  a  fmall  ifland  which  lies  a 
little  dillance  from  the  fhore,  and  tried  it  for  a  fox,  but  could 
not  find  one.  I  fhot  a  black-duck,  which  is  an  excellent  bird ;  it  is 
the  fize  and  fhape  of  the  Englifh  wild-duck,  but  the  feathers  are 
black,  with  a  bar  of  fhining  blue  on  each  wing:  there  is  no 
perceptible  difference  between  the  duck  and  the  mallard,  the 
latter  not  having  the  curled  feathers  on  the  rump.    The  reft  of 
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the  day,  I  fpeiit  in  angling  for  trout,  and  caught  a  great  number, 
by  baiting  my  hook  with  part  ol  the  heart  ot  a  lalmon. 

Strong  gales,  with  fog  aloft.  •') 

At  fix  o'clock  this  morning,  leaving  the  cooper  behind,  we 
failed  for  Burnt  Iflands;  but  the  wind  dying  away,  wc  were 
obliged  to  get  the  wherry  ahead,  and  tow  the  floop.  On  draw- 
ing near  the  wellernmoll  illand,  I  landed  upon  it,  and  walked 
acrofs  to  the  harbour.  Upon  a  fmall  rock,  and  in  a  thick  part 
of  the  woods,  I  found  a  hatchet,  which  I  immediately  knew  to 
have  belonged  to  my  brother  John,  who  had  been  there  laft 
year.  This  idand  is  very  hilly,  and  covered  with  woods:  in 
the  vallies,  where  there  is  a  fufficiency  of  good  foil,  the  trees 
grow  well  and  flraight,  and  arrive  at  a  ufeful  fize;  but  on  the 
tops  and  fides  of  the  hills,  they  arc  cankered,  crabbed,  and 
fmall.  By  the  number  of  paths  and  quantity  of  frcfli  Hot,  there 
mud  be  plenty  of  deer  upon  it,  but  I  faw  none.  The  only  way 
to  kill  deer  on  this  ifland  would  be,  to  befet  every  path  with 
flips,  and  then  chafe  them.  At  fun-fet,  I  turned  the  foxhounds 
on  fhore,  and  they  kept  in  full  cry  all  night,  but  I  could  not 
difcovcr  o"-\  game. 

A  bright  hot  day.  ,1 

I  went  on  fhore  at  day -light,  to  try  if  I  could  get  a  Ihot  at 
whatever  the  hounds  were  in  purfuit  of,  but  to  no  purpofe:  at 
fix  o'  clock  they  \v'cre  all  tired  and  came  down  to  the  fliore, 
when  I  took  them  on  board.  I  then  went  in  the  wherry  to  the 
North-Eafl  end  of  the  harbour,  where  I  fliot  a  feal  with  my 
Hanoverian  rifle,  but  he  funk  before  the  boat  could  reach  him. 
As  they  are  lean  at  this  time  of  the  year,  they  always  fink  the 
inftant  they  teafe  to  breathe.  , 

This 
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This  is  a  good  harbour  for  frnall  vcirds,  but  boats  only  can    r—^ \ 

enter  at  the  North-Eallcnd:  it  is  lormed  by  two  idands,  being       juiyV 
part  oJ  a  chain  oi'  four  or  five  others,   %vhich  extend  in  a  hric 
irom  North  Head  to  New -World  lllund:  the  anchorage  is  good, 
and  depth  of  water  moderate. 

At  ten  o'  clock,  wc  came  to  fail  again;  and  at  dark,  anchor- 
ed near  Lobller  illand. 
A  clear  line  day. 

I  went  on  (liore  at  day-ligiif,  to  try  for  hares;  but  finding  T,.,Wavi7. 
none,  loon  returned  on  board,  and  made  lail.  Upon  the  illand  modtrau. 
where  we  had  Ren  the  Indians  as  \ve  went  up  the  Bay,  there 
Hill  remained  one  whigwham  with  a  fire  in  it;  but  the  inhabi- 
tants were  moll  probably  on  a  cruife  for  provifion,  for  I  could 
not  difcern  their  canoe.  I  foon  after  difcovered  another  whig- 
wham, uj^on  an  illand  near  Solid  Illand,  which  was  not  there  on 
the  elcveniii  inllant. 


We  now  made  a  difcovery  of  a  different  kind,  which  put  us 
into  no  fm;ill  conRernation.  We  perceived  ourfelves  to  be  in  the 
midll  of  a  number  of  rucks,  the  heads  of  which  were  only  a  few 
inches  under  water:  as  1  was  the  only  perfon  on  board  who  had 
ever  been  within  this  labyrinth,  and  that  only  twice;  the  firll 
time  four,  and  the  lail  two  years  ago;  and  as  my  attention  was 
fixed  fo  much  upon  the  Indians  as  to  neglect  the  pilotage,  we 
we  got  on  the  wrong  fide  of  an  illand,  into  the  danger  which 
then  threatened  us :  fortunately  however,  the  rocks  were  de- 
taclied,  and  having  a  pretty  commanding  breeze,  with  fmooth 
and  clear  water,  we  were  enabled  to  fee  and  avoid  them. 

The  dillance  from  Fogo  to  Charles's  Brook,  is  eftimatcd  at 
fifteen  leagues,  and  the  navigation  is  fo  intricate,  from  the  mul- 
VoL.  I.  D  tiphcity 
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tiplicity  of  injiiids,  and  the  litnilaiity  of  ihcir  appearance,  (for 
there  are  neither  buildings  nor  cultivation  to  didinguifh  them) 
that,  a  man  much  better  acquainted  with  tiiem  than  I  was, 
might  eafily  make  fuch  a  mi  Hake. 

Having  got  fafe  through  this  danger,  I  foon  condu6ied  the 
veflel  into  the  proper  channel,  and  avc  returned  lafe  to  Fogo  at 
dark. 

Delightful  weatlicr  all  day. 

TueUay  24.  The  tim(^  between  the  cightccntli  and  this  day,  was  employed 
in  making  tlie  necefliiry  preparations  for  our  departure  lor  La- 
brador. Mrs.  Sclby  had  the  misfortune  to  fall  down  in  walking 
to  a  neighbouring  *  houfe:  by  this  accident  fhe  broke  the  fmall 
bone  of  her  right  leg,  and  dillocated  her  ancle. 

This  morning  I  embarked  on  board  the  Enlcrprize  fchooner, 
commanded  by  lieutenant  Lucas,  and  iaih^d  lor  Labrador.  In 
addition  to  my  former  luniily,  1  brought  with  me  troin  Fogo 
two  carpenters,  a  mafon,  John  Fogarty,  and  Ann  Obrien,  whole 
hufband  was  a  blackfmith,  and  one  of  the  Ichooner's  crew.  The 
fchooner  was  mounted  with  eight  fwivels,  manned  with  twenty 
men,  and  furnilhed  with  as  many  Hands  of  fmall-arms. 

Friday  £7.  Nothing  remarkable  occurred  until  the  evening  of  the  27th. 
when  one  of  our  bed  men  was  knocked  overboard  by  a  jerk  of 
the  boom,  in  alliding  to  reef  the  mainfail;  but  we  favcd  him 
with  the  boat.  Being  at  that  time  arrived  olf  Cape  Ouiruon, 
we  lay  to  till  midnight,  and  then  made  fail  acrol's  the  iliaits  o: 
Belle  Ifie;  notwithdanding  there  was  a  very  thick  fog,  and 
the  wind  dead  on  the  Labrador  fliore.      I'he    coufequence 

Saiiirday  ng.    was,  tlut  at  fivc  o'  clock  this  morning  we  found  ourlelvcs  alm<  »il

in  the  breakers,  and  to  the  wcRward  of  York  Point.  Wc  were 
very  near  running  on  ll^.ore,  once  or  twice  afterwards;  but  atlafl 
we  contrived  to  fnid  our  way  into  Pitt's  Harbour  in  Labrador. 

Wc  found  lying  here  tlie  Nautihis  and  the  Otter  Sloops  of 
Wai  •,  the  former  commanded  by  captain  Williams,  and  the  lat- 
ter by  captain  Morris.  Mr.  Lucas  and  I  went  on  board  of  both 
the  velk'ls,  to  pay  our  rcfpecls  to  the  captains;  one  of  whom  had 
brougiit  twenty  ftands  of  li)i:ill-arms  for  my  ui'c ;  which  I  was 
informed  Sir  Edward  Hawke,  now  hrd  Lord  of  the  Admiralty, 
had  ordered  Commodore  Byron,  the  Governor  of  Newfound- 
land, to  furnifli  me  with,  fearing  led  I  fhould  ncc  have  a  fuffi- 
ciency  for  my  defence  againll  (he  Elquimaux  ;  ■•'  but  being  al- 
ready lupi^licd  ivith  enough  of  our  own,  I  declined  accepting 
them.  I  then  went  on  lliort  o  York  Fort  to  vifit  lieutenant 
Davyes  of  tlie  marines,  wlio  belonged  to  the  Guernfcy  during 
both  the  voyages  that  I  failed  in  her,  and  now  ''uivmands  here. 
He  prefented  me  with  a  New  England  whale-boat,  and  Ihcw- 
ed  me  two  hams  of  a  white  bear,  in  brine,  intended  as  a 
compliment  to  the  Governor,  which  he  and  his  people  kil- 
led lail  winter,  upon  the  ice  in  the  harbour;  the  weight  of 
the  animal,  he  alfured  me,  was  a  hundied  and  tv/enty  Hone  of 
fourteen  pounds  each.  In  the  flight-time,  Avhicli  commences 
about  the  middle  of  April,  and  commonly  ends  with  the  month 
of  May,  he  faid,  they  had  killed  above  fifteen  hundred  ducks, 
wliich  appeared  probable  enough,  from  tlic^  bags  of  feathers  he 
lliewed  me. 

At  day-light  this  morning,  we  failed  for  Charles  River,    and 
brought  along  ^vlth  us  a  baitfkiff  belonging  to  Perkins  and  Cogli- 

D  2  Ian, 

*  I  (liould  be  ungrateful  not  'o  nieiuion,  tliat  Sir  Kdward,  with  wliom  I  liad  not  even 
the  Iionor  of  a  pcrfonal  acquaintance,  ordered  this  fuppl)'  without  any  application  en 
my  part. 
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Ian,  that  had  been  left  at  the  fort  lafl  year.  There  being  but 
httle  wind,  I  got  into  the  wherry  when  we  drew  near  St.  Peter's 
Iflands,  and  landed  upon  one  of  them,  wheie  I  fliot  four  eider 
ducks,  and  feven  lords  and  ladies ;  the  latter  being  in  full  moult 
could  not  fly,  but  they  were  very  fat.  From  thence  we  rowed 
to  the  outer  point  of  Camp  I  Hands,  ^vhere  we  caught  many 
large  cod-filli,  by  whic:h  the  boat  was  fu  deeply  laden,  that  we 
were  in  danger  of  linking,  and  could  hardly  make  ufe  of  the 
oars  to  row  on  board  the  fchooner  again.  In  tiie  evening  I  landed 
on  Seal  Ifland,  near  Cape  Charles;  which  had  never  been  occupi- 
ed by  any  perfon  fince  captain  Darby  abandoned  it,  after  the  Ef- 
quimaux  had  killed  three  of  his  people  there;  and  took  pofleflion 
of  it  for  our  company.  We  afterwards  proceeded  for  Charles  Ri- 
ver, and  anchored  in  the  mouth  of  it  at  ten  o'  clock  at  nightv 
not  having  light  to  go  higher  up. 
Very  fine  -weatlier  all  day. 

At  day -light,  I  font  Xed  on  fhoie  ujjou  South  Head,  where 
he  burnt  priming  at  a  (tout  Hag.-*  \Vc  then  got  under  weigh, 
and  worked  up  the  river  above  Barred  liland,  where  we  came 
to  an  anchor  again  and  moored:  as  there  did  not  appear  to  us 
to  be  a  fufficient  depth  of  water  for  our  velTel  any  higher. 

After  breakfad,  Mr.  Lucas  and  I  got  into  the  wherry,  and 
rowed  up  the  river  to  the  place  where  captain  Darby  had  lived; 
which  is  as  high  as  a  boat  can  go.  There  we  found  his  old 
houfe  in  fuch  good  condition,  that  it  might  eafily  be  made  proof 
againfl  the  weather,  by  chinfmg  between  the  lluds  with  mofs, 
and  giving  it  an  additional  covering.  I'here  were  alfo  the  ru- 
ins of  a  fervant's  houfe,  awork-fliop,  andfifhing  ftage;  all  thefe 
we  took  poffeffion  of,  and  returned  on  board  to  dinner.     The 

people 

*  All  the  deer  in  this  country  are  rcin-dcer,  yet  I  (hall  take  the  liberty  to  tall  tliem 
fld^s,  hiiiJs,  &c.  the  fame  as  red  deer  are  diftinguiihcd. 
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people  were  bufily  employed  all  day  in  landing  the  provifions 
and  goods  ^vhich  were  doltined  for  my  ufc,  as  I  had  relblved  to  fix 
my  refidence  here.  Two  men  were  Icl't  on  fhore  at  night  to  take 
care  of  them,  and  the  hve  flock;  for  I  had  brought  from  Fogo, 
a  couple  of  goats  and  a  few  poultry.  As  none  of  thofe  people, 
who  were  employed  in  the  boats,  had  ever  been  in  this  part  of  the 
world  before,  they  were  greatly  terrilied  with  the  continual 
crying  of  the  loons,  believing  them  to  be  Indians ;  and  one  man 
even  fwore,  that  he  fa w  two  upon  the  flioi  e. 

Early  in  the  morning,   I  landed  on  South  Head  with  Ned,   TucfJayai. 
and  took  a  walk  upon  the  barrens.     We  were  not  fo  fortunate 
as  to  meet  with  a  deer;  but  I  got  fliots  at  an  otter,  a  black- 
duck,  and  a  fpruce-game,  with  my  Hanoverian  rifle,  and  killed 
them  all. 

The  people  were  employed  in  landing  the  goods ;  and  all 
thofe,  who  are  to  remain  here  with  me,  ilept  on  Ihore,  except 
the  two  carpenters. 


In  the  courfe  of  this  day,  we  landed  the  remainder  of  my 
florcs.  I  fent  Ned  out  in  quell  of  deer,  and  he  faw  one,  but 
could  not  get  a  fliot  at  it.  In  the  evening,  I  put  out  a  falmon- 
net.  The  women  and  I  lay  on  fliore  to-night,  for  the  firft  time, 
and  Ilept  in  tlie  houfe;  but  I  had  a  tent  pitched  for  the  men. 

This  morning,  there  was  ice  half  an  in.'h  thick;  but  whether 
tliisbethe  lafl  of  the  Spring,  or  the  liril  of  the  Autumn  frofls, 
I  cannot  yet  determine;  but  this  I  am  certain  of,  that  it  will 
freeze  moll  fevercly  before  Chriftmas-day.  I  fent  Ned  out 
again,  but  he  was  dill  unfucccsful.  In  the  courfe  of  this  day, 
we  killed  about  thirty  falmon,  but  they  were  all  poolers;  which 
fhews,  that  the  feafon  for  their  coming  frelh  from  fea  is  pall. 

After 
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After  dinner  I  went  on  board  the  fchooner,  and  returned  al 
night.  At  the  fame  time  (he  got  under  weigh,  in  order  to  fall 
down  the  ri\'er ;  but  foon  ran  aground,  where  I  left  her. 

I  took  a  walk  through  the  woods,  \vellvvard  of  the  houfcs, 
and  found  a  pool  or  large  pond,  which  lies  about  a  mile  in  the 
country,  and  empties  into  Charles  River  a  hundred  yards  above 
this  place.  I  named  it  \A'atfon  Pond,  and  was  greatly  furprif- 
ed  to  find  bcavcrcuttings  by  the  fide  of  it:  for,  Mr,  Lucas,  who 
li\'ed  a  year  at  Chateau,  allured  me,  that  there  were  no  beavers 
in  this  country.  I  met  with  three  fpruce-game,  and  knocked 
all  their  heads  off,  at  feparate  fhots,  with  my  rifle.  In  the  even- 
ing I  fet  live  Hips  for  deer,  in  fome  bad  paths  which  fall  into  a 
fmall  marfh  at  the  back  of  my  houfc.  The  carpenters  were 
landed  to  day,  and  employed  in  rough  covering  the  old 
du'cUinghoufe,  which  I  have  determined  to  convert  into  a  llore- 
houfe.  We  killed  fome  falmon  in  the  net,  and  1  had  excellent 
fport  in  trout  fiOiing  with  an  artificial  fly. 

The  fervants'  old  houfe  I  mean  to  repair,  and  put  it  to  the 
fame  ufe  again;  the  workihop  I  have  refolved  io  convert  into  a 
dwellinghoule,  for  myfelf;  but  came  to  no  refolution  refpecting 
the  llage,  for  it  appeared  too  bad  to  be  mended.  This  morning 
I  fet  the  carpenters  to  work  on  the  intended  dwcllinghoufe, 
which  is  thirty-lcven  feet  by  fourteen,  with  orders  to  divide  it 
into  three  equal  puts;  the  Ibuth  apartment  to  be  the  kitchen, 
the  centre  a  dining-room,  and  the  north  to  be  fubdivided 
longitudin'cilly  into  two  bcd-i(joms  ;  with  a  loft  for  goods  over 
the  whole.  7  he  mafon  began  a  chiniiicy  in  one  of  the  bed- 
rooms, with  the  bricks  and  lime,  which  I  brought  out  for  that 
purpole. 

I  took  Charles  and  Ned  along  with  me  in  the  \vhcrry,  with 

fome 
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fome  hounds,  and  rowed  down  the  river  to  South  Head;  where 
we  landed  and  traverfcd  all  the  land  between  this  river,  and 
Niger  Sound.  Ned  got  a  Ihot  at  a  deer,  but  miflcd  it;  Charles 
faw  another,  and  I  got  fight  of  f'oiu-.  The  hrll  curlews  appear- 
ed to-day. 

In  the  afternoon,  I  went  down  tlie  river  in  the  wherry,  and 
examined  a  fmall  torrent,  whicii  empties  itlclf'into  this  ilream, 
from  the  eaflward;  it  difcharges  a  fullicient  quantity  of  water, 
but  the  defcent  is  too  great,  and  the  interruptions  too  numerous, 
for  it  to  receive  many  falmon. 


I  fent  Ned  and  Charles  to  South  Head,  where  they  killed  a  Monday  6. 
brace  of  curlews  and  throe  groufc.  1  walked  to  the  top  of  a  hill, 
■which  lies  a  mile  and  a  half  Eall  of  this  place,  and  found  part 
of  it  to  be  barren,  and  the  rell  covered  with  crabbed  fpruce- 
bufhes,  from  one  to  three  feet  high:  and  on  the  farther  fide, 
there  is  an  elevated  hommock,  from  whence  I  had  an  extenfive 
view.  The  loot  of  this  lull,  which  I  named  Prolpeci  Hill,  is 
wafhed  to  tiie  eaflward,  by  a  pool,  at  lead  a  mile  in  length,  and 
above  two  hundred  yards  in  breadth:  About  two  hundred 
yards  above  that,  is  a  lake  three  miles  in  lengih,  and  half  a  mile 
in  breadth,  in  which  arc  feveral  liuall  illands;  and  Hill  higher 
up,  arc  many  other  pools  of  an  inferior  lize,  which,  I  prefume, 
arc  fupplied  from  fmall  tributary  dreams:  and  below  the  firll 
of  thefe  are  two  or  three  fmall  ponds.  All  of  which  are  com- 
municated by  a  brook,  running  from  one  to  another,  that  takes 
a  weRern  direction  for  fomc:  miles,  and  afterwards  winds  by  a 
northern  courfe  into  Charles  River,  at  the  [)lacc  above  menti- 
oned, which  I  examined  yeflerday.  To  the  two  principal  ones 
I  gave  the  names  of  Ill.rad  Lake,  and  Long  Pool.  I  judjj^e  the 
fpring-head  of  thefe  waters  not  to  be  far  diflant  from  the  brook 
-which  empties  itfelf  into  St.  Peter's  Bay.    It  might  be  fuppofed, 

from 
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< — ^ — »  from  the  fituation,  to  produce  plenty  of  beavers,  if  there  were 
Auguii.  proper  food  near  the  water  fide.  In  the  woods  between  the  river 
and  the  hill,  I  obferved  a  great  deal  of  very  ufeful  timber,  but 
no  large  trees;  and  I  think  them  very  likely  for  the  refort 
of  martens.  The  reft  of  the  people  were  employed  on  the 
buildings. 

Tuefday  7.  Ned  was  engaged  in  erefling  a  dogkennel ;  Charles  in  clear- 
ing a  fpot  of  ground  for  a  garden;  and  all  the  reil  as  they  were 
yellerday. 

Wednef.  8.  All  hands  were  engaged  in  the  fame  employment  as  before. 
Salmon  fail  fait;  for  we  have  now  killed  almoll  all  which  were 
flopped,  by  the  lownefs  of  the  river,  from  proceeding  higher; 
and  no  frefli  ones  come  in  from  fca. 

71.:uJay9.  Fogarty  chinfcd  the  Ilorehoufe  with  mofs,  and  the  refl;  were 
occupied  as  ufual.     I  made  preparations  lor  going  to  Chateau. 

Friday  10.  Early  in  the  morning,  I  took  Charles  and  Ned  with  me,  and 
failed  for  Chateau  in  our  baitlkiff;  but  we  had  no  fooner  got 
below  the  narrows,  into  the  more  open  part  of  the  river,  than 
I  met  my  brother  John  in  a  whalcboat.  I  was  informed  by  him, 
that  Sir  Edward  Hawke,  judging  I  fliould  meet  with  many  un- 
forcfcen  dillicultics  in  ellabliihinrr  my  new  fettlement,  had  been 
{^  particularly  kind  and  attentive  to  me,  as  to  give  direclions 
to  governor  Byron  to  furnifh  me  with  fuch  anillance  as  was  in 
his  power.  In  confequence  of  this,  the  governor  had  lent 
my  brother,  fiom  St.  John's  \\\  Newfoundland,  in  the  Ranger 
fchooner,  with  Mr.  Dixon,  a  midlhipman;  Mr,  Langman,  a 
mate;  two  carpenters,  and  ten  fcam.en,  under  his  command. 
My  brother  hearing  of  Mrs.  Selby  s  accident,  had  alio  brought 
from  Chateau  Mr.  John  WiUiams,  a  furgeon's  mate,  belonging 

to

to  the  Antelope,  tvIio  chanced  to  be  there.  Mr.  Dixon  was  with 
him,  but  he  had  leit  the  Ranger  at  Seal  IT  md,  under  the  care 
of  Mr.  Langman,  until  he  Ihould  difcover  tlie  place  of  my 
abode.  We  rotinned  home  to  brcakfall,  and  afterwards  went 
down  to  South  Head  a  Ihooting;  where  my  brother  killed  a 
brace  of  fpruce-game,  and  I,  a  curlew.  In  the  mean  time  he 
fent  the  whale-boat  to  Seal  Illand,  to  order  the  fchooner  up 
the  river. 
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The  fchooner  arrived  in  the  river  this  morning,  and  Mr 
Williams  came  on  fliore;  \vhcn  he  was  ib  obliging  as  to  take 
charge  of  my  aflairs  here  during  my  abfence,  as  my  brother 
and  I  had  rcfolved  to  go  to  the  northward  in  the  Ranger,  for 
the  purpofe  of  reconnoitcring  Alexis  River  and  the  adjacent 
places.     I  killed  a  feal  with  my  rille. 

With  the  affiRance  of  the  Ranger's  cvcw,  we  got  a  piuit  of  Snuiay  ts. 
mine,  and  their  fmall  boat,  into  a  \vindiiig  pond,  which  hes 
between  this  river  and  Niger  Sound  ;  to  which  I  gave  the 
name  of  Punt  Pond.  As  we  rowed  down  the  river,  three  wild- 
geefe  flew  pad  us,  when  I  fired  at  one  of  them  with  my  rifle, 
and  fent  the  ball  through  the  bread  of  it;  the  bird  foon  alighted 
in  the  rixer,  Iwam  on  lhc;re,  and  hid  itfclf  in  the  woods,  where 
we  could  not  find  it. 


Farlv  tliis  niorning,  my  brother  ^\•itll  all  his  people,  anri  1  ^^or•.I^a)•  t  ], 
wiih  Xcd  and  Charles,  went  to  Punt  Pond  with  llie  hounds,  in 
expeclation  of  finding  deer  by  the  lide  of  it;  where  there  are 
til  ck  woods.  After  manning  both  boats,  we  turned  the  refl  of 
the  peopU^  and  all  llu;  hounds  into  the  woods,  but  were  diflip- 
pointed:  lor  one  of  the  party  killed  only  a  fpruce-game.  We 
uot  the  bo  ;  3  out  arain  and  returned  home. 

It  rained  hard  all  day,  which  detained  us  at  Iiome. 
Vol.  I.  K 
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In  the  evening,  we  cnibai  kcd  on  board  die  Rangor,  and  fail- 
ed for  Chateau ;  leaving  one  of  my  brother's  carpenters  to  allill 
my  people.  At  ten  in  the  evening  we  came  to  an  anchor  ni  Seal 
Tickle,  where  we  found  fome  fiihing  boats  from  Chateau. 

The  wind  being  contrary,  \ve  tried  Little  Caribou  with  the 
hounds.  We  linv  the  Irelh  Hot  of  a  deer  there,  and  ran  a  fox 
into  a  cliff:  alfo  my  brother  lliot  four  black-ducks. 

We  tried  Eyr^^  Iflatid  to-day,  and  faw  die  vefliges  of  what  we 
fuppofed  to  be  a  black  bear;  but  if  fo,  the  animal  had  returned 
to  the  continent.  Upon  fmall  rocks,  whicli  appeared  out  of  the 
water  near  different  parts  of  the  ffiore  of  this  ifland,  we  obferv. 
ed  feveral  feals  bafking  ni  tlie  fun;  my  brother  killed  one  of 
them,  and  I  fhot  three,   and  a  fea  pigeon. 

To-day  we  tried  Little  Caribou  again,  but  found  nothing. 

Early  in  the  morning  we  failed  for  Chateau.  On  entering 
Seal  Tickle,  near  Cluitcau,  we  llruck  on  a  fmootli  rock  \vhich 
lies  at  the  north  entrance,  and  foon  alter  got  aground  on  a  Ihoal 
lying  near  the  fouth  end;  but  extricated  ourlelvcs  \vidiout  rc- 
ceivmg  any  damage.  Ax.  fun-fet  we  anchored  in  Pitts  Harbour; 
and  I  immediately  went  to  Henly  Uland,  Here  1  found  the 
Nimrod  arrived  from  Fogo,  with  fome  boards  and  other  things 
for  me;  all  of  which  I  ordered  to  be  forwarded  to  Charles  River, 
in  a  ihallop  belonging  to  Perkins  and  Coghlan. 

At  day-light  I  went  again  to  Henly  Ifland,  where  I  fhot  three 
curlews  and  a  grey  plover.  I  made  an  engagement  with  lieute- 
nant Davyes  to  fend  the  Nimrod  to  St.  John's  with  lome  oil 
(whicli  he  had  feized  from  captain  Darby,  the  inilant  ll.e  return- 
ed from  Fogo)   whither  the  was  bound  with  wet  iilh  belonging

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to  Perkins  and  Coghlan.    In  the  evening  I  difpatched  a  fhallop 
to  Charles  River  with  boards  and  other  articles. 
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Soon  after  day-hglit  this  morning,  we  failed  to  the  north-   Tuefday  21, 
ward;  and  at  the  clofe  of  the  evening  anchored  and  moored  in      rr.s.  iv. 
a  fmall  indifferent  harbour  in  a  large  illand,  to  which  I  gave 
the  name  of  Granby  Illand;  the  harbour  I  called  Ranger  Har-       •^'''^' 
bour.

At  five  o'clock  this  morning  wc  all  went  on  fliorc  a  fliooting, 
and  difpcrfed  ourfelves  upon  the  illand.  I  met  with  a  young 
hind  and  killed  her;  I  alfo  killed  a  curlew,  a  brace  of  grey  plo- 
ver, anr*  two  brace  of  groufe.  Ned  fhot  at  another  deer,  but 
miffed  ic  -.  and  one  of  the  marines  faw  a  hind  and  calf,  but  could 
not  get  a  fhot  at  them. 


We  went  on  fliore  at  day-liglit,  when  Ned  and  I  ported  our-   Thnrfd^iy  20. 
felves  in  a  narrow  part  of  the  illand,  whilfb  the  rell  beat  it,  but      '*'•''"''• 
we  could  not  find  a  deer;  wliicli  made  us  fufpcci  that  they  had 
all  quitted  the  illand  lad  night.     I  killed  a  curlew. 

Tlic  wind  fliifting  at  noon,  wc  returned  on  board,  and  fail-  E./rejh. 
<  1  up  Gilbert's  River,  as  high  as  a  peninlula,  called  OliveRone, 
;i.nd  there  anchored  in  the  mouth  of  a  branch  which  comes 
Irom  the  fouthward.  As  we  ran  up,  my  brother  difcoverd  a 
ilout  ilag  feeding  by  the  lide  of  a  barren  hill:  my  brother,  Ned, 
and  I,  landed  and  Avent  after  him ;  but,  haN'ing  winded  and 
fecn  the  veflel,  he  went  off  before  \\v.  could  approach  him.  In 
tlie  evening  we  landed  on  Olivtilone,  where  I  killed  a  groufe.        mcdcrau. 

Early  in  the  morning,  we  fent  Ned  and  a  marine  over  to  the     ^^-^^ . , 
north  fide  of  the  river,  a  deer  fliooting;  but  they  returned  in      ^^'■f"f•^■ 
the  evening  without  any  fuccefs;  at  a  dillance  they  faw  a  deer 
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which  liad  been  (hnuihcd.  My  brother  and  I  went  in  his 
wliale-boat  up  Porcupine  Creek,  which  we  lound  to  run  about 
three  miles  to  the  welhvard,  and  to  be  very  narrow;  but  there 
was  water  enough  foi  the  Ranger  all  the  way,  except  at  the 
mouth,  where  there  is  a  bar,  on  which  there  is  but  little  water 
at  half  tide,  i  he  fhores  on  each  lide  are  hilly,  and  we  ob- 
lerved  many  ligns  of  porcupines  and  fe\eral  rubbingplaces : 
I  tailed  a  couple  of  old  traps  on  two  of  them,  near  the  enirance 
of  the  creek. 

Mr.  Langman  went  on  fhore  at  Olive  11  one  to  roafl  a  haunch 
of  venifon,  and  bake  a  venilon  pally;  jull  as  they  were  ready, 
the  woods  caught  (ire,  and  burnt  with  great  fury,  ^vhich  forced 
him  and  his  alliilants  to  make  a  precipitate  retreat;  though 
he  faved  the  venil()n  and  implements  of  cookery;  but  a  boats 
fail  and  a  few  other  things  were  confiderably  injured  by  the 
accident. 

I  got  into  the  whale-boat  at  fix  this  morning,  and  endeavoured 
to  go  up  to  the  head  of  the  river,  but  it  blew  t*^ )  itiong.  I  then 
landed  on  the  fbuth  lide,  and  law  very  recent  maiks  of  Moun- 
taineer Indians.  From  thence  I  went  to  the  traps,  and  took 
tliem  both  up;  an  otter  had  been  caught  in  one,  but  the  buoy- 
line  being  entangled  by  a  rock,  and  the  fpring  too  weak,  he 
cfcaped.  In  the  mean  time  my  brother  landed  and  took  a  ^valk 
on  the  fhore  of  Olivcflone,  where  he  met  with  an  old  flag,  and 
fired  at  him  \vithout  fuccefs.  At  three  in  the  afternoon  \vc 
weighed,  ran  back,  and  turned  up  Alexis  River,  as  high  as  Ne- 
vile  Ifland,  where  we  anchored  for  the  night.  I  killed  four 
black-ducks  to-day. 

The  fchooncr  got  under  fail  at  day-light,  and  proceeded  up 
the  river.    At  the  fame  time  I  landed  on  the  South  fhore,  and 
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walked  ulon^;  it  until  I  pilll-il  Grove  Illuiid,  where  the  boat  took 
me  on  board  a;Tain.  At  ilie  mouth  of  Btaver  Brook  was  u 
Moutitaiiieer  whigvvham  tiiat  liad  been  occupied  very  lately; 
and  near  this  place  we  oblerved  tlie  head  ot  a  beaver,  whicli 
appeared  to  be  newly  picked,  I  could  (ce  no  diflerencc  ot* 
llrudiire  between  this  whigwhani  and  ihofe  made  by  the  wild 
Indians  of  Newfoundland.  On  (bme  low  hills,  jjartly  barren, 
and  the  rcll  covered  with  fmall  bad  fpruce-bulhes,  weic  many 
l.irge  flocks  of  curlcAvs  fcedins;  on  the  berries,  wiiich  were  very 
plentiful  there;  but  could  kill  only  one.  'i  lie  berries  of  the 
Kmpetrum  Nigrum,  and  likewife  fome  cUlicious  blue  berries 
which  grow  on  a  fmall  Ihrubby  plant,  called  Groiuid  Whortle, 
both  of  which  are  now  ripe,  are  what  the  curlews  delight  to 
feed  oti.  Thefe  not  only  make  tiiem  uncommonly  fat,  but: 
ulfo  ffivc  their  flelh  a  moll  delicious  flavor.

In  the  evening  ^ve  anchored  a  little  below  Gilbert's  Narrows,  !r,„r!s.i.. 
when  my  brother  and  I  landed  on  the  north  point,  which  is  low, 
flat,  and  without  trees.  TIumc  we  found  another  whigwham 
which  we  concluded  had  been  lately  inhabited,  as  we  law  the 
the  frefh  footmarks  of  the  Indians  on  the  fand.  On  the  upper 
fide  of  the  point  were  abundance  of  beaver-cut  flicks,  that  had 
been  carried  down  the  river,  and  had  lodged  there.  From  this 
circumflance,  I  judged,  that  bea\'ers  mull  be  \ery  plentiful  ui 
the  lakes,  pools,  and  ponds,  Avhich  lie  upon  thefe  llrcams. 

Gilbert's  River,  from  its  mouth  to  this  place,  has  width  and 
depth  of  water  fufhcient  for  the  largell  Man  of  War;  but  in  the 
Narrows,  there  is  but  one  fathom  of  water  when  the  tide  is 
out,  and  the  current  is  of  couriJj  very  rapid:  for  the  river  wi- 
dens a^iin  iin  n^diately  above  this  place.  I  killed  a  loon  with 
my  rille  as  it  was  fwimming  in  the  water.

A  very  fine  day,  but  the  evening  was  foggy,  and  it  rained 


hard. 


Early  in  the  morning  we  weighed,  ran  through  the  narrows, 
and  anchored  again  about  a  mile  above,  near  to  the  north  (bore. 
My  brother  and  I  went  higher  up  in  the  whale-boat,  and  found 
feveral  obflrudions  from  fand-beds.  About  four  miles  above, 
are  feveral  fmall  low  iilands,  on  which  grow  many  fine  white, 
and  black  fpruces.  We  found  the  water  there  quite  Ihallow; 
havingabedof  very  white  fand.  On  each  fide  there  is  much 
ufeful  timber.  1  he  woods,  from  tiieir  appearance,  afford  good 
(belter  for  foxes  and  martens.  We  law  many  figns  of  black- 
bears  and  porcupines,  and  in  the  river,  falmon  are  mofl  proba- 
bly to  be  found.  I  tailed  a  couple  of  traps  for  otters,  but  did 
not  find  many  rubbingplaces.  On  the  north  fide  was  another 
frefh  whigwham.  We  obfcrved  in  the  water  many  gecfe 
and  feals.  By  the  quantity  of  water,  the  head  of  this  ftream 
mull  lie  far  from  hence ;  and  as  the  bed  of  the  river  runs  through 
a  flat  vale  for  fome  dillance  above  the  (hallow  part,  we  per- 
ceived that  the  adjacent  land  was  liable  to  high  floods,  and  raf- 
tering of  the  ice  in  the  Spring;  for  the  bark  of  the  trees,  which 
grew  near  the  water,  was  torn  oIF,  at  leafl  fix  feet  above  the  level 
of  the  ground. 


After  breakfafl  I  went  up  the  river  again;  looked  at  the  traps; 
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nwjtrate.      got  a  tub  of  fine  fand:  and  killed  a  doater  with  my  rille.

Early  in  the  morning  I  fent  tlie  boat  for  the  traps;  one  of 
which  hud  been  llruck  up.  As  fooii  as  they  returned,  my  bro- 
ther and  I  went  down  the  river  in  the  whale-boat;  leaving  the 
veflTel  to  follow.  We  landed  oppofile  Grove  Illand,  and  walk- 
ed upon  the  low  hills,  where  we  found  plenty  of  partridge  ber- 
ries; and  were  incommoded  by  millions  of  flies,  from  which 

our

our  eyes  fuffcrcd  mucli.     We  killed  three  curlews,  and  faw  nu-   t ^ , 

merous  flocks  of  ihofe  birds;  and  many  marks  ol  black-bears.      Aujjuii. 
Having  tailed  both  the  traps  on  a  rubbingplace,  at  the  mouth  of 
Beaver  Brook,  we  returned  on  board  tiie  Ichooncr,  which  we 
met  about  four  miles  above;   flie  dropped  down  with  the  ebb 
two  miles  lower,  and  there  we  anchored  for  the  night. 

On  Grove  Ifland,  and  the  neighbouring  fhore,  are  exten- 
five  trails  of  birch;  which  are  now  of  a  proper  fize  for  making 
hoops. 

We  weighed  at  day -light,   and  towed  down  to  the  mouth  of  ThurfJay  30. 
Beaver  Brook,  where  we  anchored  for  the  flood.     I  went  on 
fliore,  took  up  the  traps,  and  killed  twenty  brace  of  fine  trout 
with  a  fly,  in  a  very  fliort  time.     At  four  in  the  afternoon  we     .„ 
came  to  fail,  and  worked  down  to  a  cove  on  the  fouth  fliore,       /"f- 
oppofite  Cartwright  Illand;  where  we  anchored  for  the  night. 

In  our  return,  the  whale-boat  unfoitunatcly  overfct  with 
tliree  men,  who,  however,  efcupcd  with  the  Ioli>  of  two  hatch- 
ets, and  a  Dutch  cap. 

We  failed  at  day -light  and  anchored  again  olf  the  eafl  end  of  Fii.iay  ^r. 
Cartwright  liland,  where  all  the  Ihooters  landed  and  llationed  ^"^'  ''"''' 
themfclvcs  acrofs  the  middle  of  it;  each  placing himfelf  within 
proper  dillance  of  his  next  neighbour.  After  lending  the  two 
boats  to  lie  off  different  points,  we  difpatched  a  few  of  the  failors 
into  the  woods  with  the  Iiounds.  In  the  afiernoon,  a  young 
hind  palfed  within  (liot  of  my  broiher,  but  he  did  not  fee  her. 
An  hour  after,  I  faw  her  again,  Handing  up  to  her  belly  in  a 
pond,  which  was  above  a  mile  below  mc;  there  I  got  within 
diflance  ;  nd  killed  her.  In  the  courfe  of  the  day  I  ihot  three 
curlews,  three  groufe,  and  anauntiary;  the  rell  of  the  party 
killed  four  groufe,  one  curlew,  oneaunlfaty,  andawhabby.

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r — "l ■>       There  arc  fovcrnl  good  rubbingplaccs  and  otfcrpaths  in  tins 

Sc|n<mbtr.     ifland:  and  it  lias  been  much  uled  by  deer  this  lununer. 
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This  being  a  rainy  foggy  day,  wc  continued  on  board  the 
yellel,  and  regaled  ourfelvt  s  wiili  great  plenty  ol"  venilon.  The 
ilelh  ol  rein-deer  is  far  luperior  to  that  of  any  other  deer,  which 
I  ever  tailed. 

Early  in  the  morning,  we  manned  both  boats,  and  fcnt  them 
to  lie  olf  different  parts  of  ihe  iiland;  wiiile  the  reft  of  us  dif- 
poled  of  ourlelves  in  the  fame  manner  as  on  Friday  laft;  and 
Ned  tried  the  woods  with  the  hounds.  One  of  the  company  got 
a  fliot  at  a  deer,  but  without  fuccefs;  it  took  the  water  and  fwam 
to  Langman  llland.  I  killed  two  brace  of  curlews  and  a  groufe; 
and  the  rell  of  the  party  lliot  four  brace  of  curlews,  and  two 
brace  of  groufe. 

Early  this  morning  both  the  boats  were  equipped,  and  wc 
took  all  the  hounds  along  with  us,  and  failed  to  Langman  Iiland, 
but  found  no  deer  there;  nor  is  that  a  likely  place  for  them  to 
continue  on:  fcjr,  it  is  a  lleep  narrow,  ridge  of  a  hill,  covered 
with  bad  woods,  and  dellitute  of  proper  food.  A  great  num- 
ber of  curlews  weic  upon  the  ILoie;  and  my  brother  Ihot  three 
of  them.  We  returned  on  board  at  four  in  the  afternoon,  and 
immediately  failed  for  CluuLs  River. 

We  arrived  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  at  four  o'clock  this 
morning,  and  tlicre  anchored.  We  ihen  landed  on  South  Head, 
and  met  wiih  the  track  of  a  very  large  \vhite-bear,  which  was 
fo  freih,  that  the  bloodhound  challenged  it.  Ned  diew  upon 
it  Willi  the  dog  for  a  conliderable  diilance,  but  could  not  obtain 
fight  of  him.  In  the  mean  time,  Mr.  Dixon  and  I  walked  over 
the  hills,  where  we  killed  Icxqu  curlews  and  three  groufe.  On 
our  return  on  board,  we  got  under  weigh,  ran  up  into  Pond 

Beach, 
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Rftch,  where  we  anchored  and  moored;  after  which,  we  came  r^-^ — »

home  ill  the  whale-boat.    The  carpenter,  whom  my  brother  left    Sej)u«bcr. 
here,  died  of  an  apoplexy  on  tlie  2d  of  Auguft.    The  buck 
rabbit  had  the  misfortune  to  be  killed  by  the  greyhound:  in 
confcquence  of  which  the  biced  is  loll,  as  the  furviving  doe 
brought  forth  two  female  young  ones. 

Mr.  Langman  failed  for  Chateau   in  my  baitfkifF,  manned    Wedncf,  5. 
by  fome  of  the  ichooner's  people.     At  day-light  this  moining, 
my  brother  landed  his  other  car}x:ntcr,  to  aHilt  my  people  in 
building. 

Hard  rain  all  day. 

Got  two  more  men  from  the  fchooner  to  work  on  (hore.    I    ThurfJay  6. 
tailed  two  traps  oppofite  to  the  houfc.  /"m^'. 

Much  rain  and  wind  all  day. 

After  breakfaft  I  walked  over  Profpcft  Hill.    I  tailed  four     Friday  7, 
flips  for  deer,  and  fct  three  fuares  in  fome  tracks,  which  I  ob- 
ferved  had  lately  been  made.    I  fliot  three  brace  of  groufe, 
and  found  a  mink  in  one  of  the  traps  which  I  tailed  yellerday. 

The  fame  trap  caught  another  mink  to-day.    Befides  the  flips    Saturday  8. 
which  I  tailed  yellerday,  there  are  ten  others  out,  North  Eaft 
of  this  place. 

I  caught  another  mink  to-day,  and  fhifted  one  of  the  traps  to     Sunday  9. 
a  rubbingplace,  by  the  fide  of  the  river,  a  mile  below  the  houfe, 
and  tailed  it  for  an  otter.    My  brother  and  I  then  went  on 
board  the  fchooner,  and  brought  her  up  above  Rabbit  Ifland. 

After  breakfaft,  we  went  in  the  boat  to  the  mouth  of  Ifland    Monday  10. 
Brook,  where  we  landed,  and  walked  to  the  top  of  a  ftcep,  crag- 
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gy  hill ;  to  which  I  jt;i\ c  tlie  name  of  Ru<^f!;cd  and  'J'ough.  The 
iidcs  of  this  hill  being  abrupt,  and  covered  with  (hort,  rough 
fpriices  and  firs,  about  fix  feet  high,  it  was  very  dilHcult  either 
to  afcend  or  defcend.  The  top,  from  whence  there  is  an  ex- 
tenfivc  profped,  is  barren.  I  killed  two  brace  of  groufe  there ; 
and  my  brother,  one  brace,  an<l  a  curlew.  On  our  return,  I 
tailed  a  fnare.  In  the  mean  time,  Mr.  Di.xon  moved  the  I'choon- 
er  up  the  river,  and  moored  her  near  the  houfe.    . 

At  mid-niglit  Mr.  Langman  returned  from  Chateau,  and  in- 
formed us,  that  the  foulhern  tribes  of  Elcjuimaux  had  lately 
been  there;  but  were  gone  home  again.  I'hey  had  a  quantity 
of  whalebone  wiih  them,  the  greatell  part  of  which,  fome  *  Mo- 
ravians who  chanced  to  be  there,  had  purchafed. 

At  day-light  another  carpenter  was  landed,  whom  Mr.  Lang- 
man  had  brougiit  from  tiie  Oitei  Sloop  of  War.  At  the  fame 
time  I  received  a  packet  of  letters  Irom  England,  together  with 
a  pair  of  fnow-fhocs,  or  rackets;  alfo  a  ktter  from  lieuteuant 
Davycs,  informing  me,  that  the  Nimrod  had  returned  from 
Fogo,  and  that  flic  vas  taking  his  oil  on  board  for  St.  John's. 
After  breakfall  I  went  down  the  river,  looked  at  the  otteritap, 
and  tailed  another,  and  two  flips.  In  a  fmall  cove  below  the 
Narrows,  1  found  t%vcnty  good  larch  i)lanks;  which  I  fuppofed 
had  been  fawed  by  captain  Darby. 

Mr.  Simpfon,  the  gunner  of  I  he  Otter,  came  up  here  in  a 

fmall  boat ;  and  informed  me,  that  he  had  brought  a  few  boards 

from  Chateau,  in  the  Otter's  tender,  which  he  had  left  at  anchor 

in  Mahar's  Cove. 

I  fent 

•  Thefe  Moravians  went  to  Labrador,  in  a  fmall  vclTel  chartered  by  the  fociety,  in 
order  to  cflablith  a  fcttlement  among  tlie  Efquimaux;  but  their  oftcnGble  purpofe,  was, 
to  cuavcit  the  Indians  to  chriAianity. 
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I  Pent  Ned  and  Charles  to  vifit  the  flips  and  fnarcs  on  Profpeft  r  ^^^    ■> 

Hill,  but  they  lound  nothing  in  them :  they  tailed  fix  moic  flips,  Sei)icinber. 
and  killed  live  brace  of  Iprucc-game.

At  day-light,  I  got  four  other  men  from  the  Ranger  to  work  "Wedncf, 
on  fiiorc.  After  breakfad  Mr.  Langman  went  down  to  Cape 
Charles  to  fifli,  and  to  bring  uj)  the  boards  on  his  return.  At 
the  fame  time  Mr.  Simp(()n  and  Mr.  Williams  left  this  place,  in 
order  to  return  to  Chateau.  I  vifilcd  my  traps,  brought  home 
the  planks  from  Larch  Cove,  and  tailed  a  flip  there.  The  roof 
of  tiie  florehoufc  was  now  covered  with  flieathing-paper,  and 
pitch  and  (ar.  To  prevent  from  being  flooded  by  the  melting  of 
the  fhow  in  the  Spring,  as  the  lull  liles  very  fuddenly  at  the 
back  of  my  houfe,  I  relulved  to  have  a  drain  cut  parallel  to  the 
upper  fide  of  it;  and  another  from  each  end  of  that,  down  to  the 
river;  accordingly  this  icheme  was  put  into  execution  to-day. 

Two  carpenters  were  employed  in  flitting  the  larch  planks,  Thurfdiy  13. 
to  give  my  houfe  an  addilional  (overing;  and  I  lent  the  reft  of 
the  people  into  die  woods  to  cut  timber,  that  I  might  cafe  the 
houfe  with  fquared,  horizontal  logs,  and  fill  the  intermediate 
fpace  with  earth;  fur  tiie  prelcnt  walls  are  only  round,  upright 
fluds. 


The  carpenters  and  labourers  were  employed  as  ycflcrday.  F'iday  «4. 
At  day-light  Ned  and  Charles  vifited  the  traps,  and  returned 
with  an  oiter.  After  breakfall  I  look  Charles  with  me,  and 
went  to  Atkinfon  Pond;  by  the  fide  of  which  we  tailed  Icven 
flips  and  three  Inares,  and  I  flioi  a  loon.  Mr.  Langman  return- 
ed to-day  with  only  a  fcorc  of  fifli,  but  found  no  boards.  Ned 
killed  a  brace  of  fpruce-game. 

Early  this  morning  Mr.  Langman  went  down  the  river  again,    Saturday  1 5. 
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to  look  for  the  boards;  which  he  found,  and  returned  with  them 
in  the  afternoon.  Ned  examined  the  flips  and  fnares  at  Long 
Pool,  and  killed  three  fpruce-game.  Charles  went  to  the  flips 
near  Watfon  Pond,  in  one  of  which  a  deer  had  been,  but  had 
efcaped;  I  fuppofe  it  mud  have  been  caught  by  a  hind  leg  in 
leaping  through  the  (lip;  he  alfo  killed  three  fpruce-game. 
The  people  brought  home  fifty  live  turns  of  timber.  I  have 
now  forty  flips,  ten  fnares,  and  two  traps  out. 

The  weather  was  fo  exceedingly  hot  to-day,  that  at  three 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  mercury  in  Farenlieit's  thermome- 
ter flood  at  84". 


Sunday  :6.  After  brcakfaft  I  went  in  the  wherry  to  examine  Atkinfon 
Brook,  but  found  it  too  fmall  for  falmon.  I  brought  home  widi 
me  a  good  board,  which  I  found  there,  and  took  up  two  fnares 
that  had  been  let  by  the  river  lidc.  Ned  vi filed  the  flips  near 
Punt  Pond,  and  tailed  two  more  there. 

Monday  17.  \  got  thrce  additional  men  from  the  Ranger  this  morning; 
and  all  hands  were  employed  to-day,  as  follows:  fix  men  in 
the  woods;  three  on  the  drain;  two  carpenters  flitting  the 
planks;  one  at  work  in  the  houfo;  and  another  nailing  battens 
on  the  paper,  which  was  put  upon  the  Aore  roof;  my  bro- 
ther, the  mafon,  and  a  helper,  in  fetting  up  a  copper  in  the 
kitchen;  two  men  were  employed  in  bringing  tree-roots  out  of 
the  garden,  and  piling  them  up  for  firing;  Mr.  Langman  and  a 
boy,  in  building  an  oven  at  a  little  diflance  from  the  houfe;  ano- 
ther, in  flubbing  up  roots  '\n  the  garden;  and  I  was  engaged  in 
making  four  canvafs  bags  for  the  purpofe  of  bringing  home  ve- 
nifon,  and  alfo  in  fcraping  the  otter's  fliin. 

Tuefday  18.  The  drain  was  finifhed  to-day,  and  we  began  to  fill  with  clay, 
the  vacancy,  between  the  wall  of  the  houfe  and  the  outfide 

cafing. 
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caHng.    In  the  evening  Mr.  Dixon  and  I  vifited  the  traps;  one 
of  which  was  ftruck  up. 
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Finding  my  provifions  decreafe  very  fart,  I  could  not  fup-  Wednef.  «9 
ply  the  Ranger's  crew  any  longer,  on  which  occaHon  they 
refufcd  to  work  for  me;  although  I  Uill  offered  to  continue  the 
payment  of  two  fliillings  a  day  to  each  of  the  carpenters,  and 
one  Ihilling  a  day  each,  to  all  the  red.  In  the  afternoon  I  lent 
two  of  my  people  to  look  at  the  traps,  and  to  bring  home  a  larch 
tree,  which  lay  by  the  (ide  of  the  river. 

All  the  Ranger's  people  returned  to  work  again  this  morning,   Thurfday  20. 
except  John  Shaw;  and  as  he  was  the  ringleader  in  the  combi- 
nation, my  brother  would  not  fuffer  him  to  be  employed  any 
more. 

I  fent  Ned  to  the  flips  at  Long  Pool,  Charles  to  thofe  at  At- 
kinfon  and  Watfon  Ponds;  and  my  brother  and  I  went  to  Punt 
Pond,  where  we  found  an  otter  in  one  of  the  traps:  alfo  we 
killed  four  brace  of  fpruce-game,  which  were  the  joint  produce 
of  us  all. 

Mr.  Langman  completed  his  oven  to-day;  and  {he  Eaft  end 
of  the  houfe  being  habitable,  I  took  poffcflion  of  1 .  this  evening. 

We  laid  a  coat  of  pitclicd  paper  upon  the  roof  of  the  houfe,  FrUay  21. 
and  a  fccond  covering  of  boards  upon  the  paper.  The  reft 
of  tlie  hands  were  bufy;  fome  in  bringing  timber  out  of  the 
woods,  and  others  in  fquaring  it,  while  the  remainder  were 
going  on  with  the  cafing  and  other  work,  Mr.  Langman  having 
taken  out  of  the  oven,  the  ftones,  which  he  had  made  u(e  of 
to  turn  the  arch  upon,  was  making  a  fire  in  it,  in  order  to  bake 
a  pie;  when,  alas!  down  it  fell;  to  the  no  fraall  mortification  of 

us 
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us  all.     I  employed  myfclf  mod  part  of  this  day  in  fkinning 
and  fprcading  the  oitcr. 


Saturday  as.  My  lioufc  Hot  liaving  yet  been  diflinguilhed  by  any  name,  we 
called  it  Ranger  Lodge,  in  honor  of  his  Majelly's  fchooner, 
which  was  moored  before  the  door. 

We  finiflied  the  roof  of  the  Eafl;  end  of  the  houfe  to-day, 
and  fet  up  a  Buzaglo  llovc  in  the  dining-room.  Mr.  Langman 
began  another  oven. 

Sunday  23.  The  kitchcn  chimney,  being  a  wooden  one,  and  the  roof  of 
the  dining  room,  (which  the  funnel  of  the  ftove  almoR  touched) 
took  lire  to-day ;  but  it  was  extinguiflicd  before  they  had  re- 
ceived much  damafifc. 

Mondjyij.  I  took  Ned  with  me  this  morning,  and  fcarched  the  neigh- 
bouring woods  for  flout  timber;  but  the  trees  are  fo  finall  in 
general,  that  I  did  not  find  many  which  would  fuit  my  purpofc. 
Each  oi  us  killed  u  brace  of  fpruce-game  with  our  rifles. 

Tuefday  55.  Wc  finifhed  my  whole  flock  of  pitch,  tar,  and  nails  to-day; 
and  I  fhould  have  been  fatisfied,  had  we  finiflied  the  houfe  alfo; 
but  that  is  far  from  being  tlie  cafe  yet.  My  brother  lent  me 
half  a  barrel  of  pitch,  and  as  much  tar;  but  he  had  no  nails  to 
fpare.  Ned  vifited  the  flips  in  the  South  Weft  walk,  but  found 
nothing  in  them,  nor  did  he  find  any  fVefh  flot  of  deer;  which 
induces  me  to  think,  that  there  are  not  many  in  thefe  parts: 
there  is  too  much  wood,  and  too  little  feeding  ground.  Mr. 
Langman  finifhed  his  fecond  oven;  and  we  baked  a  pic  and  a 
pudding  very  much  to  our  fatisfaftion.  The  roof  of  the  old 
houfe  took  fire  to-day,  from  the  heat  of  the  ftove  funnel. 


I  made 
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I  made  a  box-trap  for  martens,  and  fet  it  on  the  oppofite  fide  < — ^ — > 

of  the  river.    Mr.  Dixon  and  I  took  a  walk  round  Prolpctt  Hill  s-'|m'mb.r. 

this  afternoon,  where  I  killed  two  brace  of  groufe  with  my  ^''^""'  ''^• 
double-barrel. 

^   Sent  Charles  to  the  North  Eall  walk,  alfo  got  a  large  raft  of 
firewood  home  for  the  winter's  ufe. 


The  roof  of  the  houfe  was  finilhed  to-day.    The  reft  of  the    Thurfday  27, 
upper  boards  were   fccured  with  pegs.     We  then  took  down 
the  llore  chimney,    and  roofed  up  the  hole.   My  baggage  was 
moved  into  the  houfe;  the  goods  in  the  llore  were  llowedafrclh; 
and  we  got  home  another  raft  of  firewood. 

The  Weft  end  of  the  houfe  took  fire  this  afternoon,  at  the 
back  of  the  kitchen  fireplace;  but  it  was  fooii  extinguilhed.  It 
is  eafy  to  perceive,  th:it  thefe  wooden  houfes,  arc  very  inllam- 
niable  buildings;  particularly,  when  the  chimneys  are  con- 
ftrucled  with  boards,  and  the  back  of  the  iireplace  is  a  ftone 
wall  of  four  feet  high  only. 

Taking Ciiarlcs  with  tne,  I  went  down  the  river  in  the  wherry;     Friday  rP. 
looked  at  the  traps;  and  walked  a  ihort  diiUnce  into liic country, 
but  got  nothing. 

At  noon  the  Ranger  fell  down  the  river  below  the  flioals. 

Ned  went  the  South  Weft,  and  Charles  the  North  Eaft  walk;  ^•""'^'''  ''^^ 
but  m  illur  of  them  was  fuccefsful.  As  we  were  filtin<>-  at  table 
after  dnmer,  a  hmd  tcx)k  the  water  and  was  fwiniming  acrofs 
the  river  to  the  very  door;  but  (bmc  of  the  people  made  lb 
muchnoife,  thatlheturnedback.  My  brother  fired  atlier  without 
ttfect:  therefore  1  immediately  lent Nedover  with  the  hounds;  at 
the  fame  time  my  brother  and  I  got  into  the  whale-boat  and  went

Mr.  Langman  killed  a  |)oiTupine  upon  the  hill  at  ibc  Eart 
end  of  the  houle,  whuh  1  have  named  Battery  HilU  ixxnw  k 
battery  of  fwivel  guns  which  Ca]Uain  Darby  eieded  on  it,  to 
defend  himlelf  ajjainll  the  Efquimau-x.  I  wrot«»  fevt* tal  letters 
to  England  and  Newlbnndland;  alio  fettled  tlrp  aeco^^^pts  of  tlM 
Ranger's  cn?w,  and  gave  them  bills  for  the  balance.  My  btx>tlicr 
left  me  this  evening,  in  order  to  return  to  Si.  John's. 


ot\oVet  ^^y  houfe  being  now  ncaily  finiflicd,  I  had  the  car[)entcrs* 

MonJ.i)  I.  bench  taken  down,  and  the  kitchen  put  in  order.  !  took  a 
fliort  walk  down  the  river  fide,  and  killed  three  fliellbirds;  alfo, 
made  a  cap,  a  llider,  and  a  I'pring  to  it,  for  my  little  ride. 


Tucfdav  e. 
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Ned  walked  down  the  river  on  one  fide,  and  Charle.«;  on  tlie 
other;  they  returned  with  three  fliellbirds  and  a  faddleback.  I 
made  a  fpring  lor  the  lliiler  of  my  Hanoverian  rifle,  and  a  cap 
for  my  large-lhot  gun. 

A  lall  of  fnow  the  whole  day,  for  the  firft  time. 

I  fent  Charles  and  Ne<l  to  vifit  fome  of  the  flips;  the  forrncr 
killed  a  brace  of  fprucc-gamc;  I  walked  into  the  woods  and 
killed  one. 

The  Weft  end  of  the  houfe  took  fire  four  times  to-day ;  the 
chimney  of  die  copper  being  too  near  the  Uuds,  I  (hall  be  under 
the  neceflity  of  taking  it  down. 

A  warm  day.    Mofl  of  the  fnow  was  melted  before  night.

Mr.  Lucas  informed  mc,  that  alter  he  had  cinired  along  ihc 
(oall,  li)me  dilhiiK  e  to  the  norihward;  he,  al  length,  had  the 
good  fortune  to  dilcover  one  of  the  Llijiiimanx  letUements, 
calli  (I  .Aiichhncktoke;  where  he  had  j)ui'  haleda  hnall  ((uantity 
of  whalehone,  and  a  few  yoinig  leal  Ikins  ;  and  that  he  had 
j)ie\adetl  uj)on  the  chief  of  that  tribe,  tog(  ther  with  his  fanii- 
1', .  to  accompany  hiin  hither;  and  to  winter  nearmc:  in  order, 
'lo  \i[\('  Muan  oj)j)ortunity,of  laying  a  fouiulation  lor  a  friendly 
i.uercourle  with  them. 

The  chief's  name  is  Attuiock,  and  liis  family  confifls  of  two 
wives,  three  young  children,  a  brother,  a  nephew,  and  a  rnaid- 
fervunt. 

At  day-light  I  ordered  fome  of  the  men  lo  get  the  fkilT  ready 
and  go  on  board  of  the  fchooner.  At  nine  o'clock,  Attuiock, 
Vor.  L  G  Tooklavinia, 
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Tooklavinia,  his  brother,  a  youth  about  fovcnteen  years  of  age; 
and  Etuiock,  the  nephew,  a  youth  ol"  hheen;  came  up  here  in 
tiieir  kyacks,  and  breakfaded  with  me;  after  winch  they  went 
back,  in  order  to  bring  up  the  women  and  children.  The  Ikilf 
returned  in  the  evening,  accompanied  by  the  ichooncr's  boat; 
and  both  of  them  were  laden  Avith  goods  intended  lor  Indian 
trade.  As  foon  as  the  goods  \vere  landed,  I  lent  both  the  boats 
back  again.  Attuiock  returned  in  one  of  them,  to  apologize  lor 
theablence  of  his  wives;  the  weather  being  too  wet  lor  them 
to  come  on  lliore. 

The  carpenters  finiPiicd  the  maid's  cabin,  and  all  their  other 
work  in  the  kitchen.  Charles  and  Ned  vifiied  the  Hips,  and  the 
latter  killed  a  brace  of  fpruce-gamc;  but  poor  Charles,  who  is 
a  better  Ibldier  than  a  markfman,  returned  like  the  Knigiit  of 
the  Sorrowful  Countenance;  for,  in  Ihooting  ata  bird,  he  had 
killed  his  dog. 


Saturday  6.  Tlic  carpcntcrs  began  to  crcS  a  porch  to  llic  lioufe  door,  and 
the  refl  of  the  people  v.  ere  bufy  in  allilling  to  unlade  the  fchoon- 
er.  Attuiock  brought  his  wives  and  children  up  to-day;  and 
they  dined  witii  mc. 

Sunday  7.  Thc  pcoplc  wcrc  employed  as  yeflerday :  but  as  the  fchooner 
lies  about  four  miles  below  the  lodge;  where  a  conilant  llream 
runs  down,  and  as  our  boats  are  but  fmall;  the  bulinefs  of  un- 
loading is  very  tedious  and  troublefbme.  I  was  engaged  in 
wiiting  letters  to  England  all  the  forenoon  ;  after  dinner  I  went 
on  board  the  Enterprize,  and  returned  home  at  night.  One 
of  the  people  having  carelefsly  left  a  bucket  upon  the  deck  yef- 
terday,  with  a  gallon  of  rum  in  it,  Mr.  Lucas's  goat  drank  aU 
mofl  the  whole  of  the  contents,  and  has  continued  ever  fince  in 
fo  complete  a  Rate  of  intoxication,  as  to  be  unable  to  get  upon 
her  legs.      1  fliot  a  bird  called  a,  lady. 

I  \vas 
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I  was  employed  in  writing  letters  moll  part  of  this  day.    After   . ^ . 

whicii,  I  went  on  board  the  fchooner,  and  returned  home  at  oaib^r. 

night,  jull  in  time  to  prevent  the  houfe  from  being  burnt  to  the  ^^°'"^''^  ^' 
ground:  for  the  kitchen  chinmcy  had  taken  (ire,  and  there  was 
only  one  man  at  liome. 

I  liired  the  fmith  and  two  other  men  for  the  cnfuing  year. 
At  night  I  fc-nt  a  boat  down  to  the  veflcl. 

It  blew  i'o  hard  all  day,  that  the  boat,  which  went  down  to    Tucfdayi). 
the  fchooner  lall  night,  could  not  return.    My  kitchen  chimney    '""'"'*'" 
being  built  of  logs,  wickcrwork,  and  boards,  with  a  thin  plafler 
of  clay ;  I  gave  direclioas  to-day  to  Iccure  it  in  a  more  fubflan- 
tiul  manner.

The  boat  rctinncd  this  morning.  Had  the  copper  pulled 
down.  Taking  two  hands  in  the  wherry,  I  went  down  the  river 
to  the  ndff,  intending  to  go  to  Sc  al  Illand  in  her,  that  I  might 
ainil  the  Indians  in  building  their  houfe;  but  finding  her  out  of 
repair,  I  went  on  board  the  fchooner  ;  and  lent  the  carpenter 
to  a  wrecked  fliallop,  ^vhich  lay  not  far  diflant,  to  flrip  off  fome 
})lanks  for  repairing  the  Ikiff.     I  returned  home  at  night. 

I  arofe  early,  and,  taking  three  hands  with  mc,  went  back  to  Ti,u,fany  ,,. 
the  fkilf,  and  there  met  with  two  of  the  Indians  ;  who  felled  a 
l(iad  of  timber,  while  my  people  refitted  the  boat.  In  the  even- 
ing we  failed  with  it  for  Seal  Kland,  wheie  we  arrixed  at  night. 
I  now  found,  that  my  new  friends  intend  to  fpend  the  AVin- 
tcr  in  the  bottom  of  the  cove,  whicli  lies  between  the  illand  and 
the  cape,  called  Cape  Cove.  Mr.  Lucas  failed  lor  Fogo  at 
day-light  this  morning,  in  order  to  carry  from  thence  a  cargo 
oi  lilh,  on  freight,  to  market.  In  my  way  hither,  I  removed 
one  of  the  traps,  and  fliot  a  gull. 

G  2  Early 
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Early  in  the  morning,  I  went  to  pay  a  vifit  to  the  Indians: 
but  of  all  the  people  I  ever  yet  heard  of,  the  Elquimaux,  I 
think,  are  the  moll  uncleanly.  They  cxen exceed  the  accounts 
which  I  have  read  of  the  Hottentots:  for,  they  not  only  eat  the 
^'Tutsoi  an  animal;  but,  with  a  ilill  higher  gout  for  delicacies  of 
this  kind,  they  devour  even  the  contents!  Their  tent  was  high- 
ly impregnated  with  tlic  effluvia  of  fuch  favoury  dainties. 
At  the  farther  end,  a  little  raifed  from  the  ground,  on  pieces  of 
boards,  were  abundance  of  dcer-lkins  and  garments,  on  which 
they  both  fat  and  llept;  the  reil  xvas  well  hlled  with  veffels  for 
eating  and  drinking;  bags  of  feals'  oil,  part  of  the  carcafe  of  a 
feal  recently  killed;  fat,  guts,  fifli;  and  a  great  variety  of  other 
good  things,  all  lying  in  glorious  confiifion;  on  which  their  dogs 
and  themfelves  fed  promifcuoully !  I'he  ^vhole  was  naufeous 
in  the  highefl  degree,  and  I  xvas  obliged  to  quit  the  place 
without  much  reluclance.  Afterwards,  I  walked  upon  the  cape 
land;  where  I  killed  a  pair  of  cider  ducks,  a  groufe,  and  a 
ptharmakin. 

While  I  was  at  my  work  upon  tlic  illand  in  the  evening,  I 
was  llartled  by  the  firing  of  a  gun,  and,  on  turning  round,  per- 
ceived the  fchooner  running  back  for  the  rixer. 

Early  in  the  morning  I  obferved  the  Enterprize  coming  down 
again,  and  boarded  her  near  the  illand.  Mr.  Lucas  then  inform- 
ed me,  that,  after  running  about  ten  leagues  to  fra,  he  found 
he  had  left  his  half-hoiu'  glafs  at  my  houfe;  in  confequence  of 
which  he  had  turned  back  for  it.  He  fired  the  gUxi  lafl  night 
as  a  fignal,  that  he  intended  coming  to  an  anchor  in  the  mouth 
of  the  river. 

On  my  return  to  the  illand,  Attuiock  came  to  me,  and  rc- 
quellcd  mc  to  go  up  the  river  for  another  load  of  wood  ;   I  at- 
tempted 
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tempted  it,  but  could  not  work  up,  as  I  had  the  wherry  in  tow,   ^7^'^7~' 
and  two  kyacks  on  board.  October. 

I  then  fent  two  of  my  pcopL:  upon  the  hills  to  pick  berries; 
and  went  out  with  the  other,  in  the  wherry,  a  iiihing,  near  the 
cape;  but  caught  nothing.  On  my  return,  1  paid  my  friends 
another  vifit;  Ickcongogue  (the  youngdl  wife)  was  dreding  a 
green  feal  Ikin,  which  had  lain  in  oil  and  filih  fomc  days,  and 
feeding  her  infant  daughter  with  the  Icrapings;  as  a  mofl  deli- 
cious morfel.  She  fom^times  indulged  the  child  with  the  tail 
of  a  raw  fculpin  to  fuck ;  but  the  liih  frequently  dropping  down, 
fhe  as  often  picked  it  up  out  of  the  mire  and  prefcntcd  it  again. 

I  went  out  a  filhing  again,  in  the  evening,  and  killed  a  codHlh. 

Early  in  the  morning  I  failed  for  die  river,  in  company  ^\'iLh     Sm,<iav  i  u 
the  Indians,  where  I  left  the  Ikilf  and  two  hands  to  allill  them;      m!^uruu. ' 
and  returned  home  in  the  wherry  ^vith  the  other.     A  marten 
wascaucjlit  in  t!ie  tra)  oppoiite  the  houfe. 

I  flvinned  the  marten,  and  made  a  board  for  it.     The  people    MokIu  tj. 
were  employed  about  the  porch;  xx\  fhifting  fome  fait;  and  in 
flowing  fonie  hav,  which  was  cut  for  the  goats;  having  brought 
a  couple  of  them  from  Fogo.     In  the  aiicrnoon  I  again  baited 
tlie  marten  traps. 

I  went  down  the  river;  fliifted  one  of  the  ottertraps;  and  kill-    I'-f^'-'y  'G. 
ed  a  Ival  with  my  ri!le. 

Taking  Cli.'irles  with  me,  I  went  into  the  country  this  morn-   ^VJll.r.  ■-. 
ing;  and  walked  about  eight  miles  to  the  Welt  North  Well. 
Four  miles  beyond  Wat  Ion  I'ond,  I  met  with  a  l^rook,  which 
rifes  not  far  from  Charles  River,  and  keeps  an  eailcily  cou rfe 
towards  the  head  of  Atkinfon  Pond;  into  which  it  mull  run. 

There 
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'~~^ — '  There  were  fevcral  fine  pools  contiguous  to  it;  in  one  of  which 
Odobcr.  ^vere  feveral  beaver-cut  logs.  All  the  reft  of  the  country  is 
covered  with  wood,  nioft  of  which  is  \'ery  indifferent.  I  faw 
the  frefh  Hot  of  fome  deer,  and  a  few  paths;  in  one  of  which  I 
tailed  a  wire  flip.  Two  miles  farther,  we  came  to  the  top  of  a 
barren  hill ;  beyond  \vhich  all  the  country  for  a  confiderable  ex- 
tent has  been  burnt,  but  a  few  years  ago.  At  the  diftance  of  fix 
or  feven  miles,  we  obferved  a  lake  of  very  great  length ;  but  not 
half  a  mile  in  breadth.  In  the  woods,  by  the  lide  of  this  hill,  we 
made  a  good  fire;  and  thert;  palled  a  very  comfortable  night. 
Clear  weather  with  moderate  iroll:. 

Tiiuifaay  18.  At  day-light  we  turned  to  the  Weftward,  and  found  fome 
more  deerpaths;  and  I  tailed  two  wire  flips  in  them.  Then  in- 
clining to  the  Southward  we  came  to  Charles  River,  about  four 
miles  above  the  Lodge :  from  thence  we  walked  along  the  fide  of 
the  river,  which  being  low  and  having  a  bed  of  rock  and  coarfe 
gravel,  made  the  walking  tolerable;  and  we  reached  the  houfe 
in  the  evening.  In  our  return  we  found  two  old  furriers'  tilts, 
and  fnow  death-falls :  which  appeared  to  be  of  Canadian  con- 
flruftion.  Charles  killed  three  fpruce-game,  and  I  knocked  off 
the  heads  of  three  others;  alio,' I  fliot  a  falmon  through  with 
my  Hanoverian  rifle,  but  did  not  get  it. 

At  night,  the  tvro  men  whom  I  left  with  die  Indians  returned 
home,  and  delivered  me  a  letter  from  Mr.  Lucas,  Avhich  was 
brought  from  Chateau  by  Hezekiah  Guy;  who,  together  with 
live  other  men,  ariixcd  at  Seal  Ifland  from  Fogo  on  I'uefday 
lalt ;  in  order  to  catch  fcals  for  our  company.  Thefc  men  are 
engaged  on,  what  is  ceillcd,  the  fhares:  that  is,  they  find  their 
own  provilions,  and  we  f  urnifh  them  with  nets,  &c.  for  the  loan 
of  which,  we  receive  one  half  the  produce  of  their  labour;  and, 
the  other  half,  they  engage  to  fell  us  at  a  ftipulated  price. 

After 
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After  breakfiil  two  b  )ats  were  equipped,  and  all  hands  went 
on  boarJ  and  iailed  down  the  river.  In  Furriers'  Cove,  we  met  oru'"'r. 
wuh  fome  of  the  fi-al-catchers,  cutting  firewood.  We  got  the  ^'"^'^  '^' 
punt  out  of  a  po.id,  in  which  Ihc  had  been  left  fome  time  ago. 
We  took  up  two  of  the  traps  which  had  been  tailed  for  otters, 
and  fet  them  for  vermin  near  the  river  lide;  where  I  found  one 
of  my  dogs  dead,  which  was  miffing  on  the  2gth  of  lall  month. 
We  alfo  made  a  raft  of  firewood,  and  left  it  to  float  with  the 
tide;  and  in  the  evening  we  towed  it  home.  I  fliot  thirty-two 
faiidpipers,  a  fhellbird,  and  an  auntfary. 

At  day-light  we  were  all  engaged,  in  clearing  and  levelling    Saturday  20. 
the  ground,  about  the  houfe.     After  breakfafl  we  made  a  large 
rafr  of  firewood.     While  the  red  were  at  work,  I  walked  down 
the  river  fide,  and  fiiot  feven  fandpipcrs.     I  returned  at  night, 
at  which  time  the  raft  was  completed  and  we  towed  it  home. 

There  was  a  fharp  frofl  all  day. 


Early  in  the  morning  the  Difpatch  fliallop  arrived  from  Fogo, 
laden  with  provifions,  other  fiorcs,  a  fhecp,  a  fmall  pig,  and 
fome  traps.  Six  men,  who  are  hired  to  our  company  for  the 
enfuing  year,  came  in  this  boat;  two  of  whom  are  furriers.  In 
the  afternoon  I  read  prayers  to  my  family. 

There  was  a  continual  fall  of  Ihow  all  the  day  ;  but  in  the 
evening  it  turned  to  rain. 

We  unloaded  the  fhallop,  and  got  both  the  rafts  of  firev/ood 
piled  up.  Put  pitched  paper  upon  the  roof  of  the  flore  over 
the  old  chimney;  hid  a  tarpaulin  over  the  old  dog  kennel,  for 
the  goats  and  the  fheep;  had  a  death-fall  built  in  Profped  Hill 
path,  and  caught  a  marten  in  in  one  of  the  traps  near  the  dead 
dog.

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' — ~'^r~^  ^  ^^^^  l-h^  flialloj)  to  fba  this  morning  witli  four  hands,  to  trv 
()no!H,.  if  they  could  catch  fomc  lllh.  At  eight  o'clock  a  whale-boaL 
'"•  '  arrived  from  York  Fort;  in  which,  came  Mr.  Jones,  the  furgeon-. 
and  Air.  Macleod,  a  midihi]Mnan.  on  a  vifit  to  nic.  I  fent  Charles 
and  the  two  furrieri  to  t;;;!  traps  for  otters  near  Watlbn  Pond; 
and  to  look  at  the  llips  in  llie  north  walk.  After  break  fail  my 
two  viliiors  and  I  went  a  iiiooting  upon  Piofpecl  Flill;  but  wc 
killed  nothing;  for  the  day  turned  out  very  wet.  At  night  the 
three  Indian  men  came  here,  Avhcn  Attuiock  informed  me  of 
the  lofs  of  one  of  Jiis  children,  that  had  died  a  few  days  ago; 
i\\{h,  he  complained,  that  his  houfe  was  too  bad  to  live  in,  and 
tliat  he  could  kill  no  provi lions  there. 

v,\,',n.r.  2  1.  At  day-light  this  morning,  obferving  a  falcon  flriking  at  my 
ducks,  I  lliot  him.  lie  was  a  llrong,  beautiful,  Ipeckled  bird. 
I  fent  Ned  and  the  two  lurricrs  to  tail  traps  for  otters  in  Punt 
Pond:  and  gave  orders  to  the  Chateaumen  for  repairing  an  old 
Canadian  houi'e,  about  half  a  mile  down  the  ri\'cr:  (or  the  better 
accommcxlation  of  Attuiock  and  his  family:  the  Indians  and  I 
M-alked  down  to  the  place  to  view  die  premifcs;  of  which  I 
made  them  a  prefcnt  in  due  form. 

Ned  and  the  two  furriers  went  with  more  traps  to  Punt  Pond, 
and  did  not  return  home  at  night.  My  vilitors  choofmg  to  re- 
turn home,  I  -^vent  with  them  in  their  boat  to  the  mouth  of 
Punt  Brook:  where  we  landed  and  walked  from  thence  to  Seal 
Illand.     Here  their  boat  met  us  and  we  flayed  the  night. 

6.         Earl}'  in  the  morning  the  gentlemen  went  off  for  Chateau, 

and  I  walked  home  by  myfelf :  the  dillance  is  twelve  miles.     1 

got  lliots  at  an  otter,  and  two  feals,  with  my  little  rifle;  but  killed 

„     none  of  them.     Ned  and  the  furriers  returned  in  the  evening, 

having  killed  only  a  picd-duck.     They  had  tailed  a  trap  on  the 

landwafli 
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landvsrani  at  the  head  of  Niger  Sound,  which  caught  me  by  the   f~^^^^ 
foot,  as  I  was  creeping  to  get  a  Ihot  at  the  otter.     Charles  went     Ottober. 
the  north  walk;  he  killed  a   fprucc-ganie,  and  found  a  rabbit 
and  a  porcupine  in  two  of  the  fnarcs  on  Hare  Hill. 

After  breakfaa  I  took  Charks  and  the  two  furriers  with  me  Saturday  27. 
in  the  wherry,  and  rowed  down  to  Furriers'  Cove;  where  we 
landed,  and  proceeded  to  the  norih  walk,  with  an  intention  of 
returning  the  fame  way.  When  we  got  upon  North  Head,  I  dif- 
covered  an  old  Hag,  with  a  hind  and  her  calf,  upon  Lyon  Neck.  I 
then  fent  the  furriers  to  lie  off  Salt  Point  in  the  wherry,  in 
cafe  the  deer  Ihould  take  the  water;  while  Charles  and  I  croffed 
at  the  head  of  the  cove,  to  the  leeward  of  them.  I  killed  the 
ftag;  and,  wc  both  fired  at  the  hind,  but  miffed  her.  Another 
Hag,  fonie  years  younger,  then  made  his  appearance ;  but  hav- 
ing difcovered  us,  before  we  faw  him,  I  was  prevented  from 
approaching  nearer  than  a  hundred  and  fifty  yards:  I  fired 
at  him,  but  without  doing  any  execution. 

The  other  two  men  having  joined  us,  we  attempted  to  carry 
the  flag  to  the  boat;  but  he  Avas  Uh)  heavy  for  us  to  lift  off  the 
ground,  till  he  was  paunched  and  his  head  cut  off  near  to  his 
(lioulders.  Even  dien,  we  could  carry  him  but  a  few  yards  at 
a  time,  although  he  had  not  an  ounce  of  fat;  as  this  is  the  rut^ 
ting  feafon.  His  *  horns  are  a  noble,  branching,  pair;  with 
fifty-fix  points.  We  got  home  at  eight  o'clock  at  night,  and  I 
had  the  deer  ftripped  and  broke  up  immediately. 


In  the  forenoon  my  fkiff  came  up  from  Seal  I  (land,  and 
brought  the  Indian  family  to  their  houfe  near  the  river.  My 
people  of  the  fliallop  not  having  killed  any  fifh,  I  lent  them 
Ibme  more  provifions,  and  ordered  the  veffel  to  Chateau,  to  try 
Vol.  I.  H  if 

*  The  head  of  this  ftag  is  now  in  Averiiam  Park  Lotlge,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham^ 
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if  any  were  to  be  met  with  there.  After  dinner  I  walked  down 
to  the  Indians,  and  was  accompanied  back  by  the  men;  who 
made  me  but  a  fliort  vilit.

Monday  ag.  Early  in  the  morning  I  took  Charles,  Ned,  and  the  two  fur- 
riers with  me  in  the  wherry,  and  attempted  f o  go  into  St.  Lewis's 
Bay;  but,  the  wind  coming  to  the  ealhvard,  wc  put  back  iiiio 
Salt  Cove,  and  conllrudcd  a  buck-till  near  the  brook;  in  which 
we  paflTed  a  very  comfortable  night.  I  walked  upon  Lyon  Neck, 
and  there  broke  both  the  legs  of  a  large  grey  owl;  alio  Ihot  at  a 
groufe,  with  my  little  rifle,  and  grazed  it;  but  killed  neither  of 
them;  for  I  fcklom  do  much  e.\ecution  with  that  piece. 

"^""I'^huu^'  ^  tailed  a  tmp  on  a  rubbing[)lace  at  the  mouth  of  the  brook, 
and  a  wire  flip  on  the  neck.  We  took  a  ITioi  t  walk;  but  wi.  re 
foon  driven  back  by  the  badnefs  of  liie  weather;  alio  we  cut 

n.w.jirong.  a  path  into  Teale  Pond,  to  get  a  boat  into  it.  The  wind  fhifting 
in  the  afternoon,  wc  were  obliged  to  pull  down  our  tilt,  and 
change  the  from  cjf  it. 

Much  fmall  fnow  fell  in  the  early  part  of  the  duv ;  but  it  dif- 
appeared  before  noon.     A  (harp  froll  came  on  at  night.

Early  in  the  morning  I  fent  die  furriers  out  with  flips;  and 
they  tailed  two.  As  our  provifions  were  exhaulled,  and  the 
weather  very  bad,  we  determined  to  return  home.  VViih  much 
difficulty  we  rowed  into  the  river,  I  then  landed  Ned  and 
Charles,  and  fent  them  to  the  fnares  on  Hare  Hill;  all  ol  which 
they  found  down :  they  fet  them  again;  and  alfo  fix  more.  Wo 
looked  at  the  traps  by  the  river  fide,  and  came  home  much 
fatigued. 

Hard  gales  all  day,  with  fharp  frofl. 

Ned  and  the  furriers  examined  the  traps  by  Punt  Pond,  and 

brought

broimlit  home  a  niaiLcii  and  a  pair  of  ducks.     Charles  went  «— '^'— ^ 

round  tlic  (lips  and  fnarcs  in  the  South  Walk,  and  the  other  Novnnber. 

tlucc  men  piled  firewood  in  Indian  Cove.     I  killed  a  foal  with  moderati. 
my  Hanoverian  rifle  from  the  top  of  Battery  Hill. 

The  Indian  men  came  here  this  mornlncf ;  and  Attuiock  walk- 
ed widi  me  to  Walfon  Tond,  where  I  feated  a  little,  at  whicli 
he  was  greatly  allonillied,  luning  never  {ccw  any  fuch  thing  be- 
fore. From  thence  we  took  a  lliort  circuit,  and  looked  at  three 
flips.     Attuiock  killed  a  fpruce-game  with  an  arrow. 

The  day  \vas  very  fine  with  a  gentle  froll. 

Sent  the  furriers  to  the  Northward,  to  tail  flips  at  the  back  of     yvA^y  2. 
Black  Hill.     I  difpatched  Charles  to  the  North  Eall  walk,  and 
three  men  to  cut  a  deathfall  path,  up  to  Profpert  Hill;  alfo  vilit- 
ed  the  Indians,  who  had  killed  a  feal  this  morning.     The  river 
was  frozen  over  for  the  full  time,  and  continued  all  the  day. 

A  very  fine  day.     Thermometer  8''  16" 

Three  men  were  employed  in  tlie  deathfall  path;  Ned  went  SatuMny  •?. 
to  the  weltvvard  and  returned  at  night  wiUi  four  brace  of 
fpruce-game,  which  he  killed  with  my  Buckeburg  rifle.  Charles 
made  fomc  cat-houfes  near  Watfon  Brook;  and  I  took  up  two 
of  my  traps,  and  tailed  them  and  leven  odiers,  near  that  brook. 
The  Indian  men  went  off  for  Chateau  this  morning  acrofs  the 
country ;  but  came  back  again  at  night. 

The  furriers  returned  in  the  evening  and  informed  me,  that,         i. 
on  an  illhmus,  which  lies  between  Atkinfbn  Pond  and  an  arm 
of  St.  Lewis's  Bay,  they  had  difcovered  fome  good  deer-paths ; 
which  had  lately  been  much  more  ufed  than  any  others  that 
they  had  feen, 

H  2  The 
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Small  fnow  with  mild  weather  all  day. 

At  day-light  I  fent  the  furriers  to  Watlbn  Brook,  where  they 
found  three  martens  caught-,  and  brought  home  three  of  the 
traps,  which  they  afterwards  tailed  in  the  path  of  Profped  Hill; 
they  alfo  built  another  dcalhfall  there.  I  caught  a  marten  near 
the  river  fide,  and  tailed  the  two  double-fpring  traps  on  the 
north  (hore.  Ned  cut  a  path  to  the  brook,  and  the  other  three 
men  altered  the  kitchen  chimney.  In  the  afternoon  I  made 
twenty-four  bridges  and  tongues  for  dcathfalls,  and  caught  two 
jays  on  the  porch,  with  birdlime. 

It  thawed  all  day ;  fome  (howcrs  of  fmall  fnow  fell ;  but  it 
began  to  freeze  again  at  night. 

Three  hands  at  work  about  tlie  houfe.  Charles  and  the  two 
furriers  cut  a  path  towards  Hare  Hill,  and  built  four  dcathfalls 
in  it.  Ned  and  I  went  to  Long  Pool,  and  looked  at  all  the  ilips, 
fnares,  traps,  and  dcathfalls,  on  that  fide  of  the  river;  but  found 
nothing  in  any  of  them. 

It  was  a  very  fine  day,  and  froze  moderately. 

At  day-light  I  fent  Ned  and  the  furriers  for  the  traps  near 
Punt  Pond,  and  they  brought  them  all  home,  except  three ; 
which  they  tailed  by  the  fide  of  this  river.  Charles  and  I  vilit- 
ed  the  fnares  on  Hare  Hill,  all  of  which  were  down,  and  the 
h.Il  was  tracked  over  by  rabbits ;  we  fet  them  all  again  in  frelh 
places. 

In  the  afternoon  two  of  the  (hallop's  crew  came  up  here,  and 
ifo'' j'.it  mc  three  large  codfifh.  They  defired  I  would  let  them 
iiavc  fome  alliftance  to  thwart  the  boat  up  for  the  winter.  They 

had 
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ha  J  laid  her  on  fhore  by  the  old  wreck,  which  hes  on  a  beach   ' — ^ — \ 
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near  the  lide  of  Charles  Harbour.  November. 

Three  men  were  employed  in  buildinj?  a  chimney  for  the 
flovt'  funnil.  I  mended  an  old  trap  and  tailed  it  at  the  back  of 
thehoul'e.  1  he  ice  on  the  river  is  firm  enough  to  walk  upon. 

The  two  jays  which  I  caught  on  the  fifih  indant,  I  have 
hitherto  kept  confined  in  a  cage  ;  but  they  now  have  the  li- 
berty of  the  room;  and  I  was  greatly  furprilcd  to  lee  them  fly 
to  me  for  food,  and  familiarly  perch  upon  my  hand:  they 
even  fuHercd  me  to  llroke  them  with  one  hand,  while  they 
were  eating  fome  pork  fat  out  of  the  other. 

1  he  weather  was  dark  and  cold  all  day,  and  it  fnowcd  in 
the  evening. 

Early  in  the  morning  we  got  tlie  \vherry  upon  the  ice,  and  I 
fent  fevcn  men  down  with  her  to  the  Ihallop.     Chailcs  and  I    i"i";;'"<i.iv3. 

.  .  HindS. 

vilitedall  the  traps,  fnarcs,  anddeathlalls,  ni  Hare  Hill  walk;  but 
found  nothing  in  any  of  them.     We  tailed  four  more  fnarcs. 


At  nine  o'  clock  this  morning,  an  old  flag,  a  hind,  and  her 
call,  came  down  the  river  upon  the  ice,  and  Hopped  oppofite 
to  the  houfe ;  there  was  alfo  a  young  Hag,  (bllowing  at  a  diRancc. 
I  fnatched  up  my  Hanoverian  riOe,  and  Ihould  certainly  have 
killed  the  hind,  but  the  gun  was  not  loaded.  On  hearing  the 
fnap  of  the  cock,  they  hallily  ran  back  agcijn.  As  loon  as  I  had 
loaded  the  piece,  I  took  it,  with  my  little  rillc,  and  walked  up 
the  river  on  this  fide;  but,  finding  thai  they  had  taken  the 
woods  on  the  other,  I  returned,  crolled  before  the  door, 
and  hallened  for  Profpeft  Hill;  fending  Charles  and  the  boy 
with  a  bloodhound,  to  draw  upon  the  Hot.    Upon  the  hill,  I 

came 
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'—^-^  came  upon  tlu  ir  Hot  in  tlic  fiiou',  and  loon  go'  williin  u  hnn- 
Novnnbcr.  clrcd  yuids  ol'  tlicni;  when  I  killed  the  hind  with  one  onn,  and 
fhot  the  call"  through  the  neek  with  the  other.  '1  he  lla-^s  went 
off  and  CI  oiled  Long  Tool ;  I  lollowcd  the  calf  lor  about  a 
mile,  and  Ihot  her  ihiouoh  the  lide;  but  was  obliged  to  Hip 
my  greyhound,  In  lore  I  eoul<l  li  cure  her.  I  Hnpped  and  <,iiui- 
tcred  both  the  deer,  and  hung  the  venilbn  upon  loine  trees. 
While  I  was  employed  on  the  hind,  a  raven  came  and  peiehcd 
on  a  tree  within  lliot,  and  I  killed  him,  alio.  I  did  not  get 
home  till  tiie  evening,  and  was  both  tired  and  wet;  for  the 
fnow  was  a  kx)t  deep  on  the  ground,  and  the  trees  were  loaded 
with  it.  Charles  had  taken  the  Hot  the  wrong  way,  and  gone 
to  ibme  ponds  where  the  deer  had  led  this  morning;  and  he 
was  but  jull  got  home  when  I  returned.  At  (even  in  the  e\-en- 
ing,  all  hands  returned  from  the  fliallop,  after  having  thwarted 
and  blocked  her  up  for  the  winter. 

Saturday  lo.  At  day-light  I  fent  four  men  for  the  venifon  i  had  left,  (which 
they  brought  home  at  twice)  but  they  found  the  hind  in  a 
mangled  condition:  all  the  fat  was  eaten  off,  together  with  Ibmc 
pounds  of  both  the  haunches.  AHb,  they  tailed  a  trap  at  each 
place.  On  my  return  home  lall  night  I  obferved  the  bloodhound 
dog  to  be  mucii  fonder  of  me  than  ufual ;  but  could  not  account 
for  it;  though  I  am  now  convinced  that  he  winded  the  blood 
of  the  deer  upon  my  clothes  ;  in  confequence  of  which,  he  mud 
liave  traced  my  footlleps  back  to  the  hind,  and  regaled  him- 
lelf  with  the  venifon,  which  hung  within  his  reach. 

One  man  was  employed  in  brewing.  The  reft  brought  the 
fhallop's  fails  and  rigging  and  the  crew's  clothes  home  from  llie 
narrows,  where  they  were  left  yeflerday;  the  river  being  flill 
open  below  that  place.

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frclh  Hot  ol   three  tlicr,  k    Jms  to  the  joiiihward;  but  had  no     NuvuuUr. 
tunc  to  lollovv  the  g.iiiie.     Noiluo^:  m  the  traps,  deutlifalls,  Ihps, 
or  hiares. 

Mild  weather,  very  wet,  and  bad  walking. 


The  Indians  made  mc  a  vilit  to-day,  and  complained,  that 
their  provdions  were  entirely  txhaulled.  I  gave  them  a  Ikin- 
bag  of  Oil,  which  Mr.  Lucas  purchaled  at  Auchbucktokc,  and 
left  here.  No  people  on  earth,  I  think,  except  th  nidlves,  would 
have  eaten  its  contents;  for  it  had  been  lillcd  with  phrippcrs, 
pieces  of  flelh,  and  rands  of  Icals'  fat.  It  was  a  complete  mix- 
ture of  oil  and  corruption,  with  an  intolerable  llench;  even  the 
very  fight  of  it  was  naulc ous.  'I  he  Indians,  however,  were  of  a 
different  opinion,  and  confidercd  it  as  a  moll  luxurious  treat. 
I  had  a  martin  in  my  trap  on  Dog  Point.

martens.     The  carpenters  were  employed  in  helving  hatchets,   """"^  ^■^■' 


fettingand  whetting  whip-laws,  and  other  work, 
liaid  rain  all  day. 

I  got  one  faw  to  work  to-d;iy.  Tv/o  men  began  a  new  dog-  T.irHay  13. 
kennel;  and  throe  others  gathered  mols  to  chinlc  the  fervants'  ^v.mcdtrate. 
houfe.  Ned  and  o;ic  of  the  furrii-rs  weie  engaged  in  cutting 
a  path  to  VVatfon  Pond;  in  which  tliev  tailed  one  trap,  and 
built  ibm-  dcathfalls.  The  furrier  brought  away  t!ie  traps  from 
Profpeft  Hill,  and  tailed  one  of  them  in  the  path  leading  up  to 
it:  he  caught  two  martens.  Charles  lengihened  the  path  up 
Hare  Hill;  in  which  he  tailed  two  traps,  and  built  one  death- 
fall.  I  went  to  Hare  Hill,  where  I  found  a  rabbit  in  a  fnarc: 
from  thence  1  proceeded  beyond  fomc  fmall,  burnt  hills;  and

got  to  the  top  of  Beh'oir  Hill ;  1  had  an  extcnfivc  view  of  the 
Novtinhcr.  couiitry  froni  this  fituation;  at  which  place  I  broke  the  legs  of 
a  large  white  owl  with  my  rifle.  I  relLirned  homeacrofs  Wat- 
fon  Pond,  and  along  the  path  which  is  now  cutting  up  to  it,  for 
the  ufc  of  the  fawyers. 
It  was  a  delightful  day. 


in,:d  .V.  /f. 
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I  fent  Ned  to  Seal  Kland,  for  a  watch,  and  a  pair  of  carpen- 
ter's compades ;  and  Charles  to  work  in  Hare  Hill  path.  I  ordered 
one  of  the  furriers  to  mark  a  path  from  the  norih  well  fide  of 
Watfon  Pond,  acrofs  Nefcaupick  Ridge,  to  the  head  of  Fortune 
Pond;  and  to  tail  four  traps  in  it.  The  other  furrier  accompa- 
nied me  in  rummaging  for  beavers.  We  began  with  Atkinlbn 
Pond,  and  proceeded  up  the  brook;  examining  every  pool  and 
pond  Avhichlay  upon,  or  near  it,  until  we  arrived  at  the  head 
of  Falcon  Pond.  From  thence  I  turned  home  acrofs  Nefcaupick 
Ridge,  leaving  my  attendant  behind,  to  join  the  other  man,  aiid 
pafs  the  night  in  the  woods;  in  order,  that  they  might  finilli 
the  rummage  of  that  brook  to-morrow.  By  the  help  of  my 
fcates,  I  flew  fwiftly  round  the  ponds  alternately,  while  my  man 
walked  up  the  middle  ;  for  there  was  no  fnow  on  the  ice.  We 
found  three  old  beaverhoufes,  and  fome  frefh  cuttings;  by 
which  I  was  alfured,  that  there  nmft  be  beavers  fomewhere  up- 
on that  llream,  or  the  adjoining  rivulets.  On  Nefcaupick  Ridge, 
I  met  with  an  old  mountaineer  whigwham,  and  the  frelh  track 
of  a  large  white  bear. 

The  other  men  Avcrc  employed  as  folloAvs :  two  in  fawing 
up  timber;  two  in  building  the  new  dogkcnnel;  and  the 
rell  were  engaged  in  converting  the  old  one  into  a  dwelling- 
houfe,  for  the  accommodation  of  themfelves.  I  had  one  mar- 
ten to-day. 


Taking 
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l-aking  Charles  with  me,  wc  rummaged  the  lower  part  of 
Atkinfon  Pond,  and  fome  of  the  Ihiall  adjoining  ones;  two  of  November. 
Avhich  were  dammed  up.  There  was  an  old  beaverhoufe  in  one  mZ  s.ls.  £.' 
of  them,  with  Ibme  new  work  upon  it.  It  was  a  ^'ery  dark, 
foggy  niglit,  and  we  had  four  miles  to  walk  liome,  through  fc- 
veral  bad  woods:  however,  we  at  lad  found  our  way,  but 
\\-ere  Aerv  wet,  and  much  fatigued.  Ned  rettu-ned  from  Seal 
Illand,  and  the  furriers  from  ihcir  rummage;  Avhich  they  had 
completed.  They  informed  me,  tliat  they  had  found  two 
new  bcavcrhoufcs,  and  fome  okl  ones;  and  that  they  faw  the 
track  of  a  white  bear,  by  the  iide  of  the  river,  about  half  a  mile 
above  this  place:  which,  I  prelume,  was  made  by  the  fame 
animal,  as  the  track  I  law  yeOerday.  The  rell  of  the  people 
were  employed  as  before. 

I  fent  Ned  and  Milmouth  (one  of  the  furriers)  to  Weft:  North  FnJiy  16. 
Welhvard;  with  orders  to  lie  out  a  night  or  two,  and  rummage 
well  in  that  clircilion.  Charles  and  Haines  (the  other  furrier) 
went  to  complete  the  rummage  of  the  lower  part  of  Atkinfon 
Brook ;  but  they  returned  at  night  without  finding  any  thing. 
I  walked  round  to  the  traps  and  death-falls  near  home,  and 
found  a  marten  cauglit  on  Dog  Point.  As  the  men  were  re- 
moving the  dogs  into  their  new  houfe  to  day,  the  bloodhound 
dog  (with  a  foxhound  cou})led  to  him)  and  another  Ibxhound, 
rufhed  into  the  woods,  and  got  into  full  cry  immediately :  they 
did  not  return  at  night. 

This  morning  I  ordered  Chailes  and  Haines  to  make  the  nc-  c  ,  u  .- 
ceiliuy  preparations,  and  attend  me  to  Chateau;  to  return  the  "•"''^"•'"' 
vifit  of  my  friends  Mclfrs.  Jones  and  Macleod :  accordingly, 
being  provided  with  a  proper  fupply  ol'provifions  for  the  day, 
we  began  our  journey,  with  an  intention  of  trying  to  find  Ibme 
beavers  by  the  way.  Wc  went  up  the  path  to  Profpeft  Hill ; 
Vol.  I.  I  and 
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and  proceeded  to  the  bottom  of  Ifland  Lake.  We  rummaged 
the  north  fide  of  the  lake,  together  with  a  fmall  pond  adjoining, 
and  found  one  new  beaverhoufe  and  three  old  ones.  Evening 
approaching,  when  we  got  to  the  head  of  the  lake ;  we  did  not 
go  far  up  the  brook,  before  we  conllru6lcd  a  back-tilt;  we  made 
a  good  fire  in  front,  and  pafTed  the  night  there.  In  our  way,  we 
found  a  marten  in  one  of  the  traps  in  the  path  of  Profpe6l  Hill. 
The  day  was  exceedingly  fine;  a  little  fnow  fell  in  the  night; 
and  the  frofl  was  Iharper  thaii  any  we  have  had  hitherto. 

At  day -light  this  morning  we  purfucd  our  route,  and  at  noon 
reached  the  fumniit  of  a  high  hill,  with  a  bare  top;  but  not  be- 
ing able  to  difccrn  the  fea  from  that  fituaMon;  I  concluded  we 
mufl,  have  kept  too  far  to  the  wellward.  The  profpetl  around 
us  M'^as  extcnfive  and  plealing;  but,  as  the  country  between  us 
and  Chateau  ^vas  covered  with  tliick  woods,  as  far  as  we  could 
fee;  and  the  diftance  uncertain;  and  what  was  of  greater  con- 
fequence  than  all  the  rell;  we  had  no  provifions  for  the  fupply 
of  the  following  day:  therefore,  I  judged  it  prudent  to  return 
back  again  to  the  place  which  we  left  this  morning.  In  the 
courfe  of  the  day's  walk,  wc  found  feveral  old  bcaverhoufes; 
alfo,  fome  very  large  timber,  both  of  larch  and  black  fpruce; 
but  they  are  too  far  from  home  to  be  of  any  ufe  to  me.  Charles 
killed  a  brace  of  fpruce-game. 

The  day  was  extremely  fine,  and  the  night  mild. 

I  fet  off  homeward  by  myfelf  this  morning  at  day -light;  and 
upon  a  fmall  ifland  in  Ifland  Brook,  I  had  the  fatisfadion  of 
finding  a  large  new  beaverhoufe;  which  appeared  to  be  inha- 
bited by  a  numerous  crew.  There  was  a  magazine  of  provifions 
depofited  in  the  water,  a  few  yards  before  the  front  of  it,  fuffi- 
cient  to  have  loaded  a  waggon;  and  the  tops  of  the  flicks  appear- 
ed a  foot  above  the  ice.    On  each  fide  of  the  houfe,  I  obferved, 
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they  had  kept  a  hole  open  through  the  ice,  for  fome  days  after 
the  pond  was  frozen  over;  that  they  might  work  upon  it.  The 
fight  of  this  houfe,  con^'inced  me,  that  all  thofe  which  I  had 
hitherto  feen,  were  old  ones,  and  uninhabited  by  the  beavers. 

Arriving  at  the  head  of  Long  Pool,  I  met  with  the  Hiding  of 
an  otter;  which  was  fo  frefli,  that  my  greyhound  challenged  it; 
and  I  foon  difcovered  him  lilhing  in  the  difcmboguing  of  the 
brook,  where  it  was  yet  open.  I  fat  watching  for  an  hour;  in 
which  time  he  caught  plenty  of  fniall  trouts:  he  then  got  upon 
a  fmall  rock,  which  was  at  leall  one  hundred  yards  from  my 
flation;  and,  while  he  was  making  room  for  fome  more  fi(h,  I 
fent  a  ball  through  him,  and  killed  him  upon  the  fpot.  I  fixed 
him  upon  my  back  and  hallened  home,  where  I  arrived  at  noon; 
and  found  his  weight  to  be  thirty-three  pounds.  The  two  men, 
whom  I  left  behind  me  to  examine  fome  fmall  ponds,  returned 
at  one  o'  clock,  and  brought  a  brace  of  fpruce-game. 

Ned  and  Milmouth  returned  on  Saturday,  with  a  brace  of 
fpruce-game;  and  informed  me,  that  they  had  found  one  new 
beaverhoufe,  and  feveral  old  ones.  I  fent  them  out  again  on 
another  cruife. 

The  bloodhound  dog,  having  contrived  to  difengage  himfelf 
from  his  comrade,  returned  to-day;  but  neither  of  the  fox- 
hounds have  yet  made  their  appearance. 

We  got  the  fkiff  upon  the  ice,  and  laid  her  on  ihore  for  the 
Winter,  near  Dog  Point.  One  marten  had  been  caught  fince 
I  went  out. 
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Two  of  the  woodmen  were  occupied  in  fawing;  and  the  refl   xuciday  ae. 
in  cutting  up  flumps,   and  clearing  round  the  houfe.    Sent 

I  2  Haines 
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Haines  to  the  traps  and  dcathfulls;  and  he  brought  home  a 
marten.  I  look.  Charles,  with  three  traps,  to  Fox  Pond;  where 
we  tailed  two  for  foxes,  and  one  for  martens;  and  took  up  a 
ilip.  This  is  not  a  good  part  of  the  country  for  (lips;  nor  can 
I  fuppofe  that  we  are  perfect  mailers  of  the  art  of  fnaring; 
otherwife  we  mull  have  caught  fonic  deer  before  this  time. 

Six  men  were  employed  in  taking  up  a  grapnel  from  under 
the  ice;  and  afterwards,  in  clearing  round  the  Iioufe  for  fire- 
wood. I  took  three  men  with  me,  to  put  traps  into  the  bea- 
vcrhoufes,  the  furriers  difco\'ered  the  i  |th  inllaiit,  and  fuppoied 
to  be  new,  but  we  found  them  both  to  be  old  ones,  with  fome 
new  work  upon  them.  While  the  people  were  at  work,  I  went 
up  a  fmall  adjoining  ilream,  and  loon  met  with  a  pool  which 
had  a  new  Hint  acrofs  the  foot  of  it ;  and  upon  an  illand  in  the 
middle  of  this  Avater,  I  found  the  beavers  in  a  large  new  houfe, 
with  plenty  of  writh  before  it.  We  afterwards  tailed  one  trap 
in  the  angle  (jf  the  houfe;  anotlier  at  llie  flint;  and  a  thiid  at  thai: 
in  the  pool  belo\v,  where  the  beavers  had  lived  lall  winter ;  and 
then  returned  home.  Two  martens  were  caught  to-day :  Haines 
killed  a  brace  of  i'pruce-gair)'.',  and  I  fliot  a  fquirjcl.  Ned  and 
Milmouth  returned  in  tiic  evening,  and  brouglit  a.i  oiler  and  a 
fquirrel.  They  reported,  that  they  had  found  two  nc;w  bca- 
verhoufes;  and  had  iccn  the  tracks  of  feveral  black-bciars. 

There  were  frequent  lho\s-ers  of  fmall  rain  in  the  day  ;  but 
it  froze  hard  at  night.     Thermometer,  8''  .[^y  * 

Five  men  were  employed  in  fawing  on  Nefcaupick  Ridge, 
Milmouth,  Haines,  and  Ned,  in  cutting  a  path  acrofs  the  ridge ; 
Charles,  in  building  deathfalls  near  Fox  Pond;  and  one  man 
and  the  boy  were  engaged  about  tlie  houfe.  I  went  down  to 
the  Indians,  and  got  half  a  feal  for  the  dogs.  I  then  crofl'ed 
the  river,  and  went  uj)  tlie  brook  to  the  head  of  Illand  Brook, 

and 
*  This  figiiifics,  that,  at  eight  o'clock,  the  thermometer  flood  at  forty  three  degrees. 
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ail  looked  at  the  bcavcihDun*  which  I  found  on  the  17th  in 
h  tat;  and  am  n>)\v  coivinccd  that  it  is  an  old  one,  with  Tome 
1  -w  work  upon  it.  I'"n)ni  tlicnce  I  made  my  point,  through 
Very  ihick  woods  growmg  in  a  dca  I  Hat,  for  CliarliS  River; 
which  1  came  to,  about  two  miles  above  the  lodge.  The  river 
being  frozen  over,  I  ventured  u■^()n  the  ice,  and  walked  along 
til  I  .irrived  fale  at  h()m:\  I  could  not  have  performed  fo  long 
a  round,  had  it  not  been  for  the  advantage  of  my  leates,  upon 
(lie  pools  and  lakes  which  lay  in  my  route;  lor  the  ice  is  yet 
ck ar  of  inow. 

Mild  weather  all  day. 

Si\  men  fawing;  Charles  building  dcathfulls  near  Fox  Pond: 
he  finillied  five  only,  in  the  courfo  of  thefe  two  days.  I  went 
U;i  the  path  to  Profperl;  Hill,  and  fiom  thence  to  Snug  Pond ; 
wh<re  I  found  two  old  beaverhoufes.  In  this  place  1  had  the 
misfortune  to  get  a  moll  dangerous  fall,  as  I  was  fcating  with 
great  velocity.  My  right  cheek  was  very  much  bruifed;  my 
eye  almoll  beat  out  with  my  gun:  and  the  back  part  of  my  head 
fell  with  fucli  Ibrcc  on  the  ice,  that  my  fcull  mull  have  been 
fiaciured,  had  it  not  been  well  guarded  by  natural  thickncfs. 
However,,  it  is  well  that  I  was  no  worfe:  for  a  broken  leg  might 
ha\'e  been  fital  to  uv,  as  it  would  liax'e  (le!)!-ived  me  of  walk- 
ing; and  tiK-TC  was  no  piobability  of  being  found  by  any  body 
in  that  lituation. 
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Friday  2^,. 


After  tiiis  dif.illcf,  I  crollijd  over,  and  walked  down  by  the 
ri\er  lidc,  till  I  got  home.  Ned  and  the  furriers  returned  this 
evening;  having  finillied  the  path,  and  built  eight  dcathfalls 
in  it.     I  found  a  marten  caught  in  one  of  the  traps. 

Dull  till  noon,  and  rained  hard  afterwards. 


The  fawycrs  were  employed  as  yellerday.     Ned  and  Haines    Siiturd.iy 
tailed  fome  Ihps  near  liland  Lake,  and  Snug  Pond.     Milmouth 

rummaged 
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Motkiay  26,

rummaged  to  the  Southward.  Cliarles  was  building  dcalhfalU. 
I  vifited  the  lawyers;  and  afterwards  rummaged  Watfon  Pond; 
where  I  found  an  old  beavcrhoufe,  in  which  I  tailed  a  trap  for 
an  otter. 

Hard  frofl  all  day. 

Continual  fmall  fnow  all  thefe  twenty-four  iiours. 

Six  men  fawing.  Milmouth  and  Haines  went  up  Hare  Hill 
Path  to  the  Hips  under  North  Black  Hill.  The  boy  walked  to 
Profpccl  Hill  Path;  which  he  examined,  and  found  a  marten. 
Charles  and  Ned  went  to  the  traps  and  deathfalls  on  Nefcaupick 
Ridge;  alio  to  the  beaverhoufe  on  that  fide,  and  brought  home 
an  old  beaver,  that  weighed  forty-five  pounds.  They  found  all 
the  traps  and  deathfalls  robbed  by  martens,  and  choked  with 
fnow.  On  their  return,  they  obfcrved  that  three  deer  had  fol- 
lowed them  for  a  fliort  dillance;  and  then  quitted  the  path.  I 
took  the  trap  out  of  the  beaverhoufe  in  Watfon  Pond,  and  tail- 
ed that,  and  two  others  which  I  carried  with  mc,  in  Nefcaupick 
Path;  and  alfo  fuperintended  the  bufinefs  of  the  lawyers.  Af- 
terwards I  vifited  the  two  double-fpring  traps,  and  thole  by  Fox 
Pond ;  all  of  which  I  found  had  been  robbed.  Likewife  I  ex- 
amined the  deathfalls,  and  obfcrved  they  were  badly  conflru6l- 
ed ;  altered  them,  and  baited  the  whole  afrefh.  Finding  on  my 
return,  that  one  of  the  deathfalls  had  been  robbed  by  a  dog,  I 
tailed  a  trap,  and  caught  him  at  night;  he  was  one  of  Attuiock's. 

Six  men  fawing.  Early  in  the  morning,  I  took  Charles  and 
Ned  with  me  to  Nefcaupick  path;  where  we  found  the  Hot  of 
the  deer  which  they  law  yellerday.  After  continuing  the  path 
to  North  Head  we  returned  back ;  knowing  that  the  furriers 
mufl:  crofs  the  Hot  in  their  way  home.  On  their  arrival  at  night, 
I  found  they  had  done  as  I  expeded :  for  after  finding  the  Hot 
they  followed  the  track  to  the  South  fide  of  Lyon  Neck;  where 

they 
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they  obfervcd  the  deer  had  taken  water  for  Eyre  Illand,  as  they   '"7''^;; — > 
luppolcd.     Examined  the  traps  and  dcaihfalls,  but  got  nothing;     November. 
for  thv-y  were  all  frozen:  alfo  (hot  a  fpruce-game. 

Early  in  the  morning,  ordered  Charles,  Ned,  Milmouth,  and  Wcdiief.28. 
Haines  to  launch  the  wherry  over  the  ice  into  the  water;  in- 
tending to  go  to  Eyre  Illand  after  the  deer:  but,  not  being  able 
to  get  much  lower  than  the  Narrows,  we  landed  on  the  South 
fliore,  and  walked  to  Seal  Illand.  We  arrived  there  at  fun-fet, 
and  found  that  the  feafon  for  catching  fcals  had  juft  begun. 
1  he  crew  had  moll  of  their  nets  out,  and  above  thirty  feals  oa 
fhore. 

In  the  night,  there  came  on  a  violent  gale  of  wind,  with  fnow ;   Timrfdiv  og. 
which  continued  all  day;  and  prevented  the  feal-catchers  from      '^Jif" 
hauling  their  nets. 

Mild  weather. 

The  feals  came  in  flioals  to-day ;   none  but  Ilragglcrs  having     I'ndjy  30. 
appeared  before.     I  Ihot  one  with  my  rille;  but  it  lUnk.  "   '^"'^'" 

The  ground  being  well  covered  with  fnow,  and  a  feverc  frofl; 
fetting  in,  the  wind  cauled  nmch  drill;  yet  the  people  hauled 
their  nets,  and  brought  many  feals  on  fhore. 

The  feal-catchcrs  hauled  fome  of  their  nets  to-day,  and  caught     Docpmbcr.

Severe  weather,  with  much  drift. 

Seals  came  in  great  numbers  to-day;  but  tlie  wind  was  fo     Sundays. 
high  that  the  people  could  not  lade  their  boats  more  than  half 
full.    1  fliot  two  with  my  rille,  and  got  them  both.

/mrd.  Seals  were  very  plentil'ul  to-day;  but  the  weather  turned  out 

fo  bad,  that  the  people  could  not  vilit  more  than  hull"  their  nets. 
Tiie  wiiole  conlifl  of  twelve  llioal  nets,  of  forty  fathoms  by 
two;  and  three  Hoppers,  ol  a  hundred  and  thiity  fathoms  by 
fix.  The  latter  arc  made  fall  at  one  end  to  W  hite-l'o\  Illand; 
and  at  the  other,  tocaj)llans,  which  are  fixed  on  this  illand;  by 
thefe  means,  the  headropes  are  either  loweied  to  the  bottom, 
or  raifed  to  the  furface  of  the  water,  at  pKafure:  and,  being 
placed  about  forty  yards  behind  each  other,  form  two  pounds. 
There  is  a  narrow  tickle  of  twenty  yards  in  width,  between  this 
ifland  and  the  continent;  acrols  which  a  net  is  fixed,  to  flop 
the  feals  from  palling  through.     I  fhot  a  raven  with  my  rillc. 

It  blew  hnart  this  moniing:  and  a  hard  gale  came  on  after- 
wards; which  caufed  a  great  deal  of  drift.

I  expected  the  ^vlierry  down  to-day;  but  in  the  evening,  two 
men  came  by  lanil  to  tell  me,  that  it  was  impolhble  to  get  iicr 
into  the  water.  They  likewife  informed  me,  that  they  all  got 
fafe  home  on  the  2(1  indant,  about  two  hours  after  it  was  dark; 
but  thai  throe  of  the  men  were  flightly  alfeded  with  the  frofl. 

Seals  were  in  very  great  plenty  to-day;  and  the  weather  be- 
ing fine,  the  people  loaded  both  the  boats  twice. 


Tlic 
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Tlic  feals  arc  now  on  their  annual  migration  to  the  South- 
ward; wliiihcr  they  arc  driven  from  the  remoter  parts  of  the 
North,  by  the  fcvcrity  of  thefroft;  which,  in  a  Ihort  time,  will 
freeze  even  the  ocean  itfelf. 
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At  eleven  o'clock  this  morninar  I  fetoff  homeward,  accom-  Wcdnef. 5. 
panied  by  my  two  men;  but  feparated  from  them  on  the  top  of  w.  n.  w. 
Twelve  o'clock  Head.  When  I  came  to  Crofs  Pond,  I  found 
myfelfhnking  with  extreme  excrlion;  which  I  had  been  obliged 
to  make,  to  get  througli  the  thick,  ftubborn,  bufhcs,  that  grew 
on  the  Will  fide  of  the  Head.  I  therefore  left  my  gun,  hatchet, 
and  rackets;  and  alfo  all  which  my  pockets  contained.  At  half 
after  four  I  got  home;  but  was  fo  completely  worn  out  with 
fatigue,  that  I  was  f'carce  able  to  fpeak  for  an  hour;  and  was 
with  dillicuiiy  kept  from  fainting,  during  the  greatefl  part  of 
that  time.  My  attendants  found  a  better  way  down  the  hill, 
and  arrived  an  hourafter  me,  very  little  worfe  with  their  jour- 
ney. As  I  did  not  expetl  to  walk  much,  I  had,  unfortunately, 
put  on  an  under  waiflcoat,  and  a  pair  of  drawers,  made  of  lambs* 
fkins,  with  the  wool  inwards,  which  heated  me  mofl  intolerably. 

I  found  every  thing  had  been  neglc6led  in  my  abfence:  the 
beaverhoufe  was  frozen  up;  the  traps  and  death  falls  choked 
with  fnow ;  and  only  four  martens  brought  in.  I  had  the  cramp 
feverely  all  night. 

It  was  a  very  fine  day. 

I  had  a  flight  fever,  and  was  much  troubled  witli  the  cramp    Thurfday  6. 
all  day.    binding  my  head  man  to  be  a  drunken,  worthlefs,  fel-  "  '  '" 

low,  I  degraded  him  ;  and  appointed  Obrien  in  his  place.  As 
a  continual  fnow  fell  all  day,  fo  as  to  prevent  the  bufinefs  of 
the  woodmen  in  fawing,  I  ordered  fome  of  the  workmen  to  ga- 
ther mofs,  and'chinfe  the  ftore  ;  and  the  reft,  to  cut  up  fire-

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I — ^"^^  wood.    In  the  evening  the  furriers  cleared  the  traps,  &c.  in 
Dp  Vmhfr.     Profpctl  Hill  Path,  and  thofe  by  Watfon  Brook.

At  night  the  Indian  maid-fcrvant  came  here,  and  informed 
me,  that  her  mailer  had  attempted  to  kill  her-,  and  that  he  and 
his  family  had  threatened  to  murder  me  and  all  my  people.  Al- 
though I  did  not  give  much  credit  to  her;  yet,  I  thought  it  pru- 
dent to  load  all  my  fire-arms,  left  there  might  be  fome  truth  in 
the  report;  efpecially  as  my  people  were  under  great  apprehen- 
fion  of  danger,  from  the  account  of  the  Indian  woman.  She  re- 
mained here  all  night. 

Attuiock,  accompanied  by  one  of  his  wives  and  his  brother, 
came  here  this  morning  after  the  girl;  and  fpent  the  day  with 
me.  Finding  the  affair  to  be  only  a  flight  quarrel,  I  reconciled 
the  parties;  and  they  all  returned  home  in  the  evening,  appa- 
rently good  friends.  By  the  inftruftion  I  received  from  a  very 
imperfed;  vocabulary  of  the  El'quimaux  language,  which  Mr. 
Lucas  wrote  out,  we  were  mutually  enabled  to  underftand 
each  other;  but  it  was  a  work  of  gnat  difficulty,  and  proved 
very  tedious,  for  we  often  were  much  embarraflcd  in  our  con- 
verfatlon.  All  the  woodmen  were  employed  about  the  houfe 
till  the  afternoon;  when  I  fcnt  fome  of  them  to  Watfon  Brook, 
to  make  a  fawpit;  and  get  a  flock  of  larch  upon  it.  Profped 
Hill,  and  Illand  Brook  Path  were  cleared;  two  martens  were 
brought  out  of  the  former. 

It  fnowed  haid  t.U  noon;  and  a  little  drizzhng  the  reft  of  the 
day. 

Saturday  8.  Scven  men  were  engaged  in  fawing  on  Nefcaupick  Ridge. 
The  furriers  cleared  the  path  there,  and  had  a  marten.  Charles 
cleared  Hare  Hill  Path,  but  got  nothing.  The  boy  walked 
Profped  IliU  Path,  and  had  a  yellow  fox,  which  he  faw  go  into 

the 
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ihe  trap.  I  went  to  Ifland  Brook,  where  I  tailed  a  trap  for  a  fox,   r 
and  fhifted  a  fnare. 
Mild,  dark  weather. 
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Sunday  9, 
calm% 


I  fent  two  men  to  the  wherry,  to  bring  home  fome  bread,  and 
other  things,  which  had  been  left  in  her.  The  three  Indian 
men  came  and  breakfaftcd  with  me.  Atluiock  and  I  then 
walked  down  the  river  fide,  to  fee  if  it  were  prafticable  to  get 
the  wherry  into  the  water;  but  found,  that  it  was  not  fo;  the 
\o\vQt  part  of  the  river  being  frozen  acrofs,  in  bridges,  and 
much  of  the  ice  very  weak.     I  fhifted  an  ottertrap. 

The  day  was  dull;  and  there  was  a  dead  calm:  it  froze 
fo  fevcrcly,  that  I  could  fcarce  keep  my  eyes  open;  the  lafhes 
continually  freezing  together.  At  four  in  the  afternoon,  the 
mercury  in  the  thermometer  flood  at  6°  below  o. 


Two  men  fa  wed  fpruce  and  fir  on  Nefcaupick  Ridge;  two  Monday  lo, 
fawed  larch  by  Watfon  Brook;  one  fquared  timber;  and  two 
made  dogs  to  haul  home  the  boards  upon.  Milmouth  vifited  Nef- 
caupick Path,  and  the  beaverhoufe  beyond  it;  and  caught  a  mar- 
ten; but  the  beavers  had  lain  out,  under  fome  part  or  other 
of  the  bank,  where  it  was  hollow ;  and  had  not  returned  into 
their  houfe  fince  it  was  examined  the  lafl  time.  Haines  went 
down  the  river  to  look  for  a  trap  which  had  been  tailed  for  an 
otter,  fome  time  fmce;  but  he  could  not  find  it:  he  tailed  one 
at  the  mouth  of  Ifland  Brook;  and  found  that  flruck  up,  which 
I  tailed  yederday.  Charles  built  two  deathfalls  by  the  fide  of 
the  river  above  the  houfe.  I  walked  Ifland  Brook  Path,  where 
I  found  all  the  deathfalls  frozen,  and  two  of  them  broken.  At 
night  I  planned  new  ones,  and  made  models  of  them. 

The  day  was  calm  and  clear,  with  fevere  frofl.    Thermome- 
ter S""  16°  below  o. 

K  2  Six 
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Six  men  were  employed  in  fuwing,  and  in  making  dogs;  and 
one  in  brewing.  The  furriers  went  up  the  river,  and  proctrdcd 
towards  Snug  Pond,  where  they  m  jrked  a  path,  in  which  thoy 
built  four  dcathfalls.  Charles  vilitcd  Illand  Brook  Path,  and 
fliifted  one  of  the  traps;  built  a  dcathfall  according  to  one  of 
the  models  which  I  made  lall  night:  and  began  another  after  the 
other  model.  I  vifited  the  ottcrtrap  on  Punt  Pond,  and  rcmov- 
ed  it  to  another  place;  alfo  examined  the  trap  at  the  mouth  of 
Illand  Brook. 

Seven  men  were  fawing.  The  two  furriers  and  Charles  walk- 
ed the  paths ;  the  latter  brought  home  a  marten  and  a  rabbit, 
after  having  finiflied  the  dcathfall  which  he  began  to  make 
yeflerday.  I  went  down  the  river  and  vilitcd  the  traps;  alio 
removed  that  which  Charles  tailed  for  a  fox  yeflerday,  and  fct 
it  for  an  otter;  together  with  live  fnarcs  for  rabbits.  Although 
they  are  pretty  numerous  in  the  woods,  yet  they  are  not  eafy  to 
be  caught,  becaufe  they  do  not  keep  any  path.  1  afterwards 
called  on  the  Indians,  begged  fome  feal's  flclh  for  my  dogs,  and 
fome  oil  for  the  lamps;  at  the  fame  time  gave  them  an  invi'ation 
to  the  lodge;  on  which  they  accompanied  me  back  to  my  houfc, 
and  dined  with  me :  one  di(h,  among  the  rell,  confilled  of  a 
fox;  which  was  boiled,  and  tailed  very  well. 

The  day  was  clear  and  ferene,  but  the  froll  was  fevcre. 


ThurfJay  13.  Four  men  were  fawing,  and  three  making  fleds  and  dogs. 
Tooklavinia  came  this  morning  with  his  dog,  and  went  with  the 
furriers,  to  try  if  he  could  find  under  what  part  ol  the  pond 
bank,  the  beavers  had  taken  up  their  abode:  but  the  cur  would 
not  hunt.  Charles  vifited  his  traps,  but  got  nothing.  I  went 
to  thofe  which  are  down  the  river,  but  nothmg  had  been  caught. 
Obftrved  two  otters  going  downwards  under  the  ice,  and  tre- 
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quently  coming  upon  it  through  cracks  and  holes,  which  they 
found,  (bein^l  »w-\vatrr  mark:)  I  headed  them  a  confiderablc 
dillance,  and  then  walked  upwards,  until  I  met  with  a  hole, 
near  which  I  fat  watchinjj  for  three  hours.  Thiy  then  came 
through  it  upon  the  ice,  when  I  fired  upon  them  with  my  dou- 
Me-barrcl,  and  knocked  them  b(Jth  over;  but  one  got  down 
tlie  hole  again,  before  I  could  get  at  him,  and  made  his  efcape; 
the  oihjr  was  killed  dead. 
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While  I  was  watching  the  otters,  a  fox  crofTcd  from  the  other 
fide  of  the  river,  at  the  dillance  of  a  hundred  yards  :  from  his 
appearance,  I  expected  him  to  come  quite  near  to  me;  but  on 
obfcrving  the  track  of  my  feet,  he  turned  and  made  a  precipi- 
tate retreat. 

The  weather  was  milder  than  yeflerday  ;  and  we  had  a  little 
fnow  towards  the  evcninji. 


Tooklavinia  came  again  this  morning  with  another  dog,  and     Fndiy  t^. 
went  with  Milmouth  and  Ilaines  to  the  bcaveriioufe;  but  this        *"''"' 
dog  proved  no  better  than  the  former.    I  went  down  the  river, 
and  carried  the  three  ottertraps  as  low  as  Hat  point ;  where  I 
tailed  two  of  them  for  foxes  and  the  third  for  an  otter. 

A  calm,  clear  day  ;  with  fevere  froll  till  the  evening,  when 
it  blew  frelh.     Thermometer  S**  7°  below  o* 

Two  men  were  engaged  in  fawing;   two  went  to  Salt  Point   Saturday  15. 
for  a  calk  of  od;  aud  three  made  Ueds  and  cut  lire  wood. 

While  I  was  at  brcakfad,  the  houfc  was  difcovered  to  be  in 
flames.  1  he  penihoufc,  which  was  conflruded  over  the  funnel 
of  the  Ilove,  had  taken  fire,  and  communicated  it  to  the  roof. 
Fortunately,  however,  feven  men  were  at  home,  by  whofe  af- 
fiilance  it  was  extinguilhed;  yet  not  before  I  had  almofl  defpair- 
cd  of  faving  the  huufe ;  for  wc  had  much  diificulty  in  accefs  to 
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water;  the  boy  having  neglefted  to  open  the  hole  through  the 
ice,  which  I  had  direfted  always  to  be  kept  clear.  I  then  Ihift- 
ed  the  gunpowder  into  the  flore,  for  fear  of  a  fimilar  accident. 

The  furriers  took  four  traps  out  of  cat-houfes  near  home,  and 
carried  them  down  the  river,  where  they  tailed  them  for  foxes: 
together  with  one  which  was  on  a  rubbingplace  near  the  mouth 
of  Atkinfon  Pond.  Charles  altered  fome  deathfalls ;  but  the 
frofl  was  too  fevere  to  do  much  at  them.  Three  of  the  men 
were  flightly  froflburnt,  *  and  moll  of  them  feared.  The  pig 
was  fo  much  burnt,  that  I  was  forced  to  kill  it;  and  was  obliged 
to  houfe  the  fowls,  their  combs  and  feet  being  frozen  ftiff. 

The  day  was  clear,  and  calm;  and  the  frofl  uncommonly  fe- 
vere :  for  at  eight  o'  clock  in  the  morning  the  mercury  flood  at 
25*  below  o. 

I  fent  Ned  with  the  Indians,  to  try  if  they  could  walk  down 
to  Seal  Illand  upon  the  ice  ;  but  they  could  not  get  any  lower 
than  Otter  Ifland.  On  their  return,  they  met  with  an  otter  up- 
on the  ice  in  Charles  Harbour,  and  killed  him  with  the  grey- 
hound. I  made  a  vifit  to  the  Indian  ladies,  in  the  morning;  and 
read  prayers  to  my  family  in  the  afternoon. 

A  fortnight  ago,  I  placed  a  box  of  earth  near  the  top  of  the 
flove,  and  fowed  fome  feeds  in  it ;  there  are  now  cucumbers, 
muflard,  creflTcs,  and  onions  coming  up. 

A  fine  day,  and  at  noon  the  mercury  flood  at  5* 

I  employed  all  the  men  near  the  houfe  to-day.  In  the  even- 
ing the  three  Indian  men  came  here ;  and,  from  the  effef^s  of 
fome  liquor,  were  exceedingly  noify  and  troublefome.    I  hud 

a  fullad 

*  Froftburnt  Is  a  term  ufed  in  this  part  of  the  world,  to  fignify  that  the  flefh  is  amazing- 
ly benumbed  with  cold,  fo  as  to  render  it  callous.  It  has  not  unfrequently  happened,  tiiat 
people  have  loll  the  ufe  of  their  limbs,  by  the  feverity  of  the  froft. 
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a  fdllad  at  dinner;  which  I  may  venture  to  affirm,  was  the  firft 
ever  cut  upon  this  coaft  in  the  month  of  December. 
Continual  fnow  all  day. 
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The  fawyers  were  employed  in  various  work  at  the  houfe.  Tuefday  i8. 
Milmou'h  cleared  Ibme  of  the  deathfalls  near  home.  Haines 
vifued  the  traps  down  the  river,  in  one  of  which  he  found  a 
yellow  fox;  and  in  another,  the  foot  of  a  raven  (he  fuppofed  the 
Garcafe  had  been  eaten  by  a  fox  after  it  was  caught  in  the  trap;) 
and  all  the  others  were  robbed.  Charles  cleared  and  altered 
the  deathfalls  by  Ifland  Brook.  I  walked  up  the  river,  where 
1  Ihot  three  fpruce-game  and  two  fquirrels  with  my  rifle. 

A  delightful  day. 


The  fawyers  were  employed  as  yeflerday.  One  of  the  fur- 
riers brought  a  couple  of  traps  out  of  Hare  Hill  Path;  I  took  up 
mine  from  Ifland  Brook,  and  we  carried  them  all  down  the  ri- 
ver, where  we  tailed  them  for  foxes :  alfo  we  ftiifted  two  of 
tiiofe  which  w.'re  there  before.  The  fnow  was  fo  deep  and 
light,  that  I  was  greatly  fatigued  with  my  walk  to-day;  to 
which  the  weight  of  the  traps  contributed  not  a  little. 

The  Indians,  havinir  been  to  Seal  Ifland  with  their  fled, 
brought  a  couple  of  leals'  carcafles  for  my  dogs ;  fome  fealflcins; 
a  bottle  of  feal's  oil,  and  fome  other  things  I  had  left  there. 

The  day  was  fine,  but  it  froze  feverely. 

As  the  conftruOion  of  an  Efquimau  fled  differs  fo  widely, 
and  is,  I  think,  fo  much  fuperior  to  all  others  which  have  yet 
come  to  my  knowledge;  a  particular  defcription  may  not  be 
unworthy  of  notice:  It  is  made  of  two  fpruce  planks,  each 
twenty-one  feet  long,  fourteen  inches  broad,  and  two  inches 
thick,  which  are  hewn  out  of  feparate  trees  (becaufe  they  are 
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not  acquainted  with  the  ufe  of  the  pitfaw.)  They  are  placed 
collaterally  with  their  upper  edges  at  the  diftance  of  about  a 
foot  afunder;  but  the  under  edges  are  fomewhat  more,  and 
fecured  in  that  pofition  by  a  batten,  two  inches  fquare,  which 
is  placed  clofe  under  the  upper  edges.  The  fore  ends  are  Hoped 
off  from  the  bottom  upwards,  that  they  may  rife  over  any  in- 
equalities upon  the  road.  Boards  of  eighteen  inches  long  are 
fet  acrofs  the  upper  edges  of  the  fled,  three  inches  afunder, 
to  place  the  goods  upon  ;  and  to  accommodate  the  driver  and 
others  with  a  feat.  The  under  edges  are  fliod  with  the  jaw 
bone  of  a  whale,  cut  into  lengths  of  two  or  three  feet,  half  an 
inch  thick ;  and  are  fallened  on  with  pegs  of  the  fame.  This 
flioeing  is  durable,  and  makes  them  Aide  very  glibly.  The 
woodwork  is  fewed  together  with  fplit  whalebone.  A  couple 
of  holes  are  bored  through  the  fore  ends  of  each  plank ;  in  w  hich 
are  inferted  the  two  ends  of  a  flrong,  fhort  thong,  made  out  of 
the  hide  of  a  fea-cow,  and  fecured  by  a  knot;  and  to  the  mid- 
dle part  of  the  thong,  a  feparate  one  is  fallened,  from  each  dog. 
They  make  ufe  of  any  number  of  dogs,  as  occafionmay  require: 
and  their  thongs  are  of  different  lengths;  always  minding  that 
the  dog  which  is  befl  trained,  has  the  longeft.  The  driver  fits 
forcmoll  of  the  company,  with  a  very  long  thonged  whip  in  his 
hand:  but  the  handle  is  Ihort  in  proportion  to  the  whip,  being, 
not  more  than  a  foot.  The  motion  of  the  fled  is  very  eafy, 
and  half  a  dozen  people  may  travel  forty  miles  a  day,  without 
difficulty,  if  they  have  fourteen  or  fifteen  dogs  yoked. 


Thurfday  20.  The  woodmcn  were  employed  about  the  houfe.  The  furri- 
ers began  to  build  a  tilt  of  boards,  which  is  to  be  fcnt  to  Eyre 
Ifland,  for  the  convenience  of  furriery  and  fliooting. 

We  had  fome  fmall  fnow  this  morning;   but  it  rained  hard 
all  the  rell  of  the  day. 

The 
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The  flove  chimney  being  built  in  frofly  weather,  of  mud  on- 
ly, lad  night  it  was  wafhed  down  by  the  violence  of  the  rain ; 
but  we  repaired  it  to-day.  The  infides  of  the  dining-room  and 
bed-rooms  are  finilhed,  and  the  fire-place  in  the  fervants'  houfe 
is  rebuilt:  all  this  bufmefs  has  fully  employed  the  woodrhen. 
The  furriers  were  at  work  on  the  tilt. 

It  rained  very  hard  all  lall  night,  and  the  day  proved  dull, 
with  frequent  fhowers. 

The  woodmen  flill  employed  about  the  Iioufe :  for,  the  trees 
in  this  neighbourhood  are  fo  fmall,  in  general;  that  the  work- 
men do  not  earn  their  provifions  in  fawing  them  up.  The  rattles 
and  rapids  in  the  river  are  now  broken  up ;  a  ftrong  ftream  runs 
over  the  ice  on  the  level  part,  and  all  the  vallics  are  flooded.; .  in 
confequence  of  which  ^ve  are  prevented  from  making  any  dif- 
tant  excurfions. 

There  was  a  filver  thaw  in  the  morning,  and  it  rained  freely : 
very  mild  weather  all  the  rell  of  the  day.

The  Indians  came  here  this  morning,  and  brought  me  a  pair 
of  (lockings;  the  legs  of  which  are  made  of  dcer-lkin,  with  the 
hair  on  the  outfidc;  and  the  feet  of  flicep-flvin,  with  the  wool 
on  the  infidc:  they  are  intended  to  wear  with  Indian  boots. 
Mod  of  the  fnow  is  gone  off  the  land,  and  a  ftrong  ftream  runs 
down  the  river  over  the  ice. 
A  dull,  mild  day.     Thermometer  8''  36°  — 4''  32® 

The  woodmen  were  employed  about  the  houfe.  Charles  and 
Haines  vifited  the  traps  which  are  about  the  mouth  of  the  river. 
Milmouth  and  Ned  attempted  to  go  to  the  beaverhoufe  in  Ifland 
Lake,  but  could  not  get  any  farther  than  Profpeft  Hill.  I  went 
to  Ifland  Brook,  where  I  took  up  fix  fnares,  and  looked  at  fome 
of  Charles's  deathfalls.  '  '•^-  •   ^  ''      '1  •  *•

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At  fun-fet  the  people  ufhered  in  Chriftmas,  according  to  the 
Newfoundland  cuilom.  In  the  firll  place,  they  built  up  a  pro- 
digious large  fire  in  their  houfe;  all  hands  then  alTembled  be- 
fore the  door,  and  one  of  them  fired  a  gun,  loaded  with  powder 
only;  afterwards  each  of  them  drank  a  dram  of  runi;  conclud- 
ing the  ceremony  with  three  cheers.  Thefe  formalities  being 
^performed  with  great  folemnity,  they  retired  into  their  houfe, 
got  drunk  as  fall  as  they  could,  and  fpent  the  whole  night  in 
drinking,  quarrelling,  and  fighting.  It  is  but  natural  to  fup- 
pofe,  that  the  noife  which  they  made  (their  houfe  being  but  fix 
feet  from  the  head  of  my  bed;  together  with  the  apprehenfion 
of  feeing  my  houfe  in  flames,  prevented  me  from  once  doling 
my  eyes.  This  is  an  intolerable  cuftom;  but  as  it  has  prevailed 
from  time  immemorial,  it  mufl;  be  fubmitted  to.  By  fbme  ac- 
cident my  thermometer  got  broke. 

The  morning  was  mild  and  dull ;  wc  hud  fomc  fnow  after- 
wards, and  at  night  it  rained.  •  ^ 

The  people  were  all  drunk,  quarrelling,  and  fighting  all  day. 
It  fnowed  early  in  the  morning,  the  forenoon  was  dull,  and 
the  reft  of  the  day  clear,  with  hard  frofl. 

Two  of  the  people  fet  off  for  Chateau  this  morning,  in  com- 
pany with  the  Indians.  Charles  and  Milmoutli  vilited  the  Nel- 
caupick  Path,  and  the  beaverhoule.  They  found  the  dcathfulis 
all  ilruck  down  and  choked  with  fnow ;  the  trap  in  the  bcavcr- 
houfe  ftruck  up  -,  and  the  pond  flooded.  Taking  Ned  and  die 
greyhound  with  me,  I  vilited  the  traps  at  the  lower  part  of  tlic 
river,  but  could  find  only  four  of  them;  one  oi  which  I  ihiited. 
We  had  a  good  courie  after  a  fox,  and  Ihould  have  killed  hiiii, 
had  not  Ned  ilippcd  the  dog  too  loon.  Wc  favv  the  liot  of  a 
fmull  company  of  deer,  whiCh  had  palfed  Salt  Point,  and  gone 
to  the  South  Weft.  , 

iJard  fioft,  with  a  clear  fky»  Haines 
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Haines  went  down  the  river,  and  Charles  walked  his  paths. 
I  took  Ned  with  me  intending  to  go  to  the  top  of  Belvoir  Hill, 
but  the  fnow  was  too  deep  in  the  woods  to  walk  without  rack- 
ets; and  we  had  none.  We  walked  half  way  along  Nefcaupick 
l^th^  and  as  foon  as  we  returned,  I  fent  him  to  Watfon  Brook, 
where  he  tailed  three  fnares  for  rabbits. 

A  clear  fine  day,  with  hard  froft, 

Ned  and  Haines  cleared  the  Nefcaupick  Path,  in  which  they 
had  a  marten;  alfo  ihey  vifited  the  beaverhoufe.  Milmouth 
had  a  marten  in  Profpeft  Hill  Path.  Charles  walked  his  paths, 
but  got  nothing.  I  paid  the  Indian  women  a  vifit,  and  then 
went  to  liland  Brook. 

A  fine  mild  day. 


Three  of  the  people  worked  to-day;  they  finilhed  the  ftove  Saturday  29. 
chimney,  and  brought  two  turns  of  boards  from  Nefcaupick 
Pitts.  Charles  and  Haines  went  down  the  river,  and  brought 
up  my  two  traps,  which  they  tailed  in  Ifland  Brook  Path.  Mil- 
mouth  vifited  the  home  and  new  paths,  and  had  one  marten. 
Ned  worked  on  the  tilt;  and  I  made  a  boxtrap  for  martens. 

A  very  mild,  dull  day.  .   .       <    .    ' 


After  breakfafl  I  took  Ned  with  me  and  intended  to  walk 
down  to  Eyre  Ifland;  but,  near  Barred  Ifland,  coming  upon  the 
frefli  flot  of  fifteen  deer,  leading  towards  Punt  Pond,  we  fol- 
lowed them.  On  one  of  the  fmall  ponds  we  met  with  the  tracks 
of  four  flout  wolves,  which  had  but  juft  palled.  When  we 
arrived  at  Niger  Sound  we  faw  the  flot  of  other  fmall  compa- 
nies of  deer;  fome  of  which  were  gone  towards  Drifty  Moun- 
tains, and  the  reft  upon  the  cape  land.  The  day  being  then  far 
fpent  we  haftened  to  Seal  Ifland,  where  we  arrived  at  five  in 
the  evening.  1  had  then  the  pleafure  to  be  informed,  that  Guy 
and  his  people  had  killed  near  eight  hundred  feals,  and  had  got 
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all  their  nets  on  Chore.    On  Niger  Sound  we  faw  a  good  filver 
fox;  and  I  killed  a  groufe  on  the  cape  land  with  my  rifle. 
It  was  a  very  fine  day,  although  the  froft  was  fevere. 

After  breakfaft  we  fet  off^  homewards,  being  accompanied  by 
two  of  the  fealers.  We  crofl'ed  Mahar  Cove  on  the  ice,  paffed 
over  the  top  of  Twelve  o'  clock  Head,  and  came  upon  the  ice 
again  in  White-Bear  Sound;  the  water  being  flill  open  under 
the  head.  Upon  the  ifthmus  of  Cape  Dumpling,  we  faw  the 
flot  of  feventeen  deer,  and  the  track  of  a  wolf  which  had  fol- 
lowed them.  From  thence  we  crofTed  the  harbour  until  we 
approached  Eyre  Ifland,  and  then  came  up  the  river  home. 
By  the  way  we  looked  at  the  foxtraps;  alfo  found  one  I  had 
loll.  On  my  arrival  at  home,  I  found  Mr.  Macleod,  and  a 
marine ;  they  had  accompanied  the  Indiiins  on  their  return 
from  Chateau. 

A  clear  day;  but  the  weather  remarkably  Iharp  and  piercing.. 

I  fent  Milmouth  and  two  others  with  my  boxtrap  to  Nefcau- 
pick  Path,  with  orders  to  vilit  the  beaverhoufe;  and  they  re- 
turned with  a  large  beaver,  two  martens,  and  a  Ipruce-game. 
Charles  and  Haines  took  two  traps  out  of  Profpect  Hill  Path, 
and  then  proceeded  to  tlie  beaverhoul'e  at  the  head  of  Illand 
Lake,  intending  to  tail  them  in  it;  but,  on  opening  the  houie, 
they  found  it  flooded,  and  left  the  traps  there.  Ned  and  the 
marine  went  to  Little  Caribou  in  quell  of  deer,  but  could  not 
find  any.  In  the  afternoon  Mr.  Macleod  and  I  walked  to  Fox 
Pond;  where  we  frcfli  baited  the  deathfalls,  and  fliifted  both 
the  traps.     One  of  the  fealers  fliot  a  fprucc-game» 

1  he  weaiher  was  much  the  fame  as  yellerday.

I  fent  Charles  and  Haines  to  open  the  beaverhoufe  in  Ifland 
Lake,  and  to  tail  two  traps:  one  in  the  houfe;  and,  another 
upon  the  top  of  it,  for  a  fox;  but,  on  their  return  they  were 
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benighted,  and  loft  in  the  woods.  On  hearing  their  guns  of 
diftrefs,  I  ordered  them  to  be  anfwered  immediately,  and  a 
iire  to  be  made  on  Battery  Hill ;  by  which  means  they  were 
direfted  home.  Milmouth  vifited  the  houfe  in  Bye  Pond,  but 
the  beavers  had  lain  out,  and  they  had  not  a  dog  that  would 
hunt  for  them.  Mr.  Macleod  and  1  walked  round  the  foxtraps 
which  are  at  the  river  mouth,  and  obferved,  that  a  number  of 
deer  had  lately  come  through  the  path  by  the  lide  of  Atkinfon 
Brook;  like  wife  we  faw  the  tracks  of  fome  wolves.  Two  men 
hauled  home  boards  from  Nefcaupick  Ridge.  The  marine  and 
Ned  worked  on  the  tilt. 
A  very  fine,  mild  day. 

Milmouth  went  round  the  home  paths.  The  marine  and  Ned 
worked  on  the  tilt;  and  the  reft  of  the  people  brought  home 
fome  firewood.  Mr.  Macleod  and  I  went  round  the  foxtraps, 
but  found  nothing ;  nor  could  \\re  perceive  that  any  animal  had 
been  near  them  lately.  The  two  lealers  went  hoine  this  morn- 
in-^;  an  I  my  two  men  returned  from  Chateau. 

The  morning  was  dull  and  mild;  but  it  began  to  fnow  at  noon-, 
anl  continued  without  intermilfion  for  the  remainder  of  the 
day. 

H  lines  went  to  the  beaverhoufc  in  Bye  Pond.  I  took  a  dou- 
ble-lorfnrr  trap  oul  of  Profpeft  Hill  Path,  and  tailed  it  a  little 
b  jlow  Do^  Point ;  then  went  to  Fox  Pond,  where  I  fhiftcd  both 
tiie  traps. 

It  fiiowc  J  all  laft  night,  and  till  noon  to-day ;  but  the  after- 
noon was  clear,  and  the  weather  continued  mild. 

I  fjnt  tii^  furriers  to  look  at  tlic  beaverhoufe  in  Ifland  Lake; 
b  it  the  fao.v  being  too  deep,  they  were  obliged  to  return. 
1  h'-y  tlicn  went  uloiig  the  home  paths.    Mr.  Mackod  and  his 
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man  fet  ofFon  their  return  to  Chateau;  Charles  walked  his  paths 
and  killed  a  fpruce-game;  and  I  went  to  Atkinfon  Brook,  and 
tailed  two  flips  in  the  path.  The  late  thaw  having  ripped  up 
the  ice,  in  the  llream  of  the  brook  at  Salt  Cove,  I  attempted  to 
crofs  over  at  a  place  where  the  ice  lay  in  fmall  pans,  and  appear- 
ed to  be  firm ;  but  I  broke  in  with  one  foot,  and  Ihould  certain- 
ly have  funk,  had  I  not  infl^antly  thrown  out  my  oppofite  arm 
at  full  length  with  my  heavy  Hanoverian  ritle  in  my  hand. 
This  preferved  my  life;  for  my  other  arm  was  adually  in  the 
water,  and  great  part  of  my  fide  was  wet.  1  he  uncommon 
mildnefs  of  the  weather  was  another  fortunate  circumftance : 
for,  had  it  been  fevere,  Imuft  have  been  mofl  miferably  froft- 
burnt.  After  this  difafter,  I  found,  that,  befides  being  fo  wet, 
I  had  loft  one  of  my  cuffs  in  the  water. 
A  mild  day,  with  Ibme  fmall  fnow. 

Sunday  6.  My  maid-fervant  and  boy  not  being  very  well,  I  took  fome 
blood  from  both  of  them;  and  gave  the  latter  two  dofes  of 
James's  powder,  of  feven  grains  each.  After  breakfaft  I  paid 
a  vifit  to  my  neighbours. 

The  weather  was  uncommonly  fine. 

Monday  7.  Two  men  were  employed  in  fa  wing;  two  worked  on  the  tilt; 
and  three  cut  firewood.  Charles  and  Milmouth  went  to  Ifland 
Lake,  where  they  opened  the  beaverhoufe  again,  and  put  the 
other  trap  into  it.  Taking  Haines  and  the  Indians  with  me  I  in- 
tended going  to  the  Caribou  Iflands;  but  we  found  the  fnow 
too  deep  and  too  light.  We  returned  home,  after  vifiting  the 
foxtraps. 
A  pleafant,  clear  day ;  with  hard  froft. 

Tuefday  8.  Charlcs  and  Milmouth  walked  the  Nefcaupick  Path,  and  vi- 
fited  the  beaverhoufe  in  Bye  Pond.    Haines  went  to  the  fox- 
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traps,  and  returned  with  his  thighs  and  face  much  frofl  burnt. 
lie  had  fome  holes  in  his  breeches,  and  nothing  to  cover  his 
face.  However  by  the  immediate  apphcation  of  fnow,  ihe  ef- 
fe£l  of  the  froft  was  foon  taken  out,  and  he  recovered.  One 
man  worked  on  the  tilt,  two  fawed,  and  the  reft  cut  firewood. 
I  went  up  the  river  to  Fox  Pond,  and  proceeded  to  Watfon 
Erook,  where  I  (hifted  fome  traps,  and  fet  a  bunch  of  hooks 
for  a  fox;  but  have  not  feen  any  figns  of  martens  for  fome  time 
part, 

A  clear  day,  with  intenfe  froft. 


Two  fawyers  were  at  work  by  Watfon  Brook,  and  the  reft  Wcdnc.f.j. 
brought  home  firewood.  Milmouth  went  up  Nefcaupick  Path 
ioi  fome  traps,  one  of  which  he  tailed  by  the  fawpit  for  rabbits, 
and  brought  four  home;  afterwards  he  carried  them  up  the  ri- 
ver and  tailed  them  for  foxes.  Charles  walked  his  paths.  I 
took  Ned  with  me  up  the  river,  where  I  tailed  five  fiiares  for 
rabbits,  caught  a  groufe  with  a  partridge  net,  and  fhot  a  fpruce- 
game  with  my  riile.  A  wolf  had  lately  been  frequently  tra- 
verfing  the  river,  and  liad  made  himfclf  a  very  fnug  kennel 
upon  the  bank  in  the  fnow,  wlierc  feme  long  grafs  grew.  At- 
tuiock  and  Tooklavinia  came  here  this  evening,  and  informed 
n.v;,  that  tliey  had  met  with  a  herd  ot  deer  to-day  upon  Great 
C;irib»ja:  and  that  Attuiock  would  have  killed  one  of  them, 
h;id  he  uo*  broke  his  arrow  in  drawing  his  bow  fo  Ilrong,  as  to 
c:itch  the  point  in  the  infide  of  it.  The  deer  then  went  otF  for 
L'  on  Xctk,  and  th^y  returned  home.  They  alio  faid,  that  a  wolf 
had  been  in  one  of  the  lower  traps,  but  had  gotten  out  again. 
A  he  day  was  very  fmc,  and  not  quite  fo  fevere  as  yefterday. 


Talking  Charl-  s,  Ned,  Milmouth,  and  the  greyhound  with 
us,  Attuiock  a»id  1  went  in  queil  of  the  deer.  Judging  that 
they  woul^  Lc  found  near  Cutler  Harbour,  wc  went  up  the 
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lawyers'  path  by  Watfon  Pond,  and  crofTcclat  the  foot  of  Eelvoir 
Hill  to  tlie  head  of  Atkinfon  Pondj  but  not  meeting  with  their 
Hot  there,  we  walked  down  the  lake  to  Lyon  Neck;  where 
the  Indian  left  us  and  returned  home.  Soon  after,  we  came 
upon  the  Hot  of  ilie  deer,  and  followed  them  to  the  top  of  Lyon 
Head;  at  which  place,  the  greyhound  was  fo  eager  to  get  loofc, 
that  we  judged  iliey  mull  have  been  feeding  there  very  lately; 
night  now  overtaking  us,  we  retired  a  little  way  under  the  fide 
of  a  hill;  made  a  good  fire,  and,  confidering  the  weather  was 
extremely  cold,  and  we  lay  in  the  open  air,  on  tlie  Labrador 
coall,  we  pallc'd  a  tolerably  comfortable  night. 

The  frofl,  was  fo  immoderately  fevere  this  morning,  that  we 
did  not  leave  the  fire  before  the  fun  was  up,  we  then  proceeded 
along  the  North  Eafl  fide  until  we  got  to  the  extreme  point  of 
the  hill,  that  we  might  get  to  leeward  of  the  deer.  At  nine 
o'  clock  we  difcovered  them  feeding  by  the  fide  of  a  bleak  hill, 
not  far  from  where  Ave  ilept:  we  approached  as  near  to  them  as 
the  fituation  would  permit,  and  there  lay  watching,  inexpefta- 
tion  that  they  would  foonfhift  their  ground;  butnot  finding  them 
difpoled  to  move,  and  the  froll  increafing,  we  attempted  to  gain 
their  right,  but  they  difcerned  us  and  gallopped  away  till  they 
came  upon  the  ice  in  the  harbour;  where  they  lay  down,  about 
three  hundred  yards  from  the  Ihore.  There  I  flattered  myfelf 
that  the  dog  would  have  been  a  match  for  one  of  them,  and  I 
divided  the  people  in  order  to  furround  the  herd,  but  they  were 
too  cunning  for  us.  On  their  rifing,  the  dog  was  flipped,  when 
he  foon  ran  in  and  fcparatcd  them,  but  they  joined  again  pre- 
Icntly ;  and  there  being  about  fix  inches  of  light  fnow  upon  the 
ice,  with  a  thin  fliell,  frozen  on  the  top,  the  dog  Ilruck  lb  deep 
in,  and  cut  his  legs  fo  much,  that  he  was  at  length  obliged  to 
dcfill  from  the  purfuit.  Never  did  I  fee  creatures  more  fcnfiblc 
of  the  advantage  they  had,  or  make  better  ufe  of  it.    At  firfl: 
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flarling  they  ran  up  wind,  and  keeping  as  clofe  together  as  pofTi-  1 — ^— 
ble,  they  kicked  up  fuch  u  Iliowcr  of  frozen  fnow,  that  I  could  January. 
Icarccly  tl  fiern  tlic  dog  when  he  was  near  them;  and  wondered 
at  his  rcfijlulion  in  continuing  the  chafe.  When  they  came  near 
the  fhore,  they  wheeled  gently  round,  well  knowing,  that  they 
could  not  run  there  near  fo  well  as  on  the  ice,  and  might  be  in 
danger  of  an  ambufcade.  As  the  dog  abated  of  his  fpeed,  they 
dimiiufhcd  theirs;  and  when  he  gave  up  the  purfuit,  they  ran 
no  longer,  but  turned  about  and  looked  at  him.  On  obferving 
our  attempts  to  furround  them,  they  trotted  away  upon  the  ice 
towards  Great  Caribou,  palFing  between  Eyre  lilandand  Little 
Caribou.  1  his  herd  of  deer,  eighteen  in  number,  were  all  hinds 
and  calves;  and  I  believe,  that  die  flot  which  we  faw  fome  time 
ago,  was  made  by  them. 

Great  Caribou  being  a  barren  ifland,  and  having  no  (helter 
near  it,  we  were  under  the  neceflity  of  returning  home,  though 
the  dillance  is  feven  miles:  accordingly  we  made  the  bed 
of  our  way,  and  arrived  fafe  ;  but  were  mofl  completely  tired. 
By  the  way  we  had  a  yellow  fox  in  one  of  the  traps. 

A  clear,  fcvere  day. 

The  tilt  being  taken  to  pieces  and  flowed  upon  the  Indian  Saturday  i 
fled,  the  lawyers,  with  the  affiftance  of  the  Indians  and  their 
dogs,  carried  it  to  Eyre  Ifland;  where  they  left  it  and  returned 
home.  Charles,  Milmouth,  and  Haines  went  round  the  traps 
and  deathfalls,  but  got  nothing  ;  although,  nearly  the  whole  of 
them  had  been  robbed  by  wolves  or  foxes.  Another  flip  was 
tailed  in  the  path  by  the  brook.  Lafl:  night  five  deer  went 
clofe  up  to  one  of  thofe  flips,  which  I  tailed  on  the  fifth  inftant, 
but  turned  off^,  and  pafled  by  the  fide  of  them.  I  went  to  Punt 
Pond,  and  there  faw  the  frefli  flot  of  feven  deer. 
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I  fent  the  Indians  to  Seal  Ifland  for  fome  flefh  for  my  dogs; 
and  they  returned  with  a  fled  load  at  night:  they  alfo  brought 
a  letter  from  Guy;  informing  me,  that,  yefterday  he  killed  a 
deer  on  great  Caribou,  where  he  (kinned  and  left  it;  but  that, 
when  he  went  for  it  this  morning,  he  found  the  greatell  part 
had  been  eaten  by  a  wolf. 

There  was  a  flight  froft  till  noon,  but  it  thawed  afterwards. 

Monday  14.        The  woodmctt  went  to  Eyre  Ifland  to  fet  up  the  tilt.    Charles 

and  Haines  vifited  the  beavcrhoufe  in  Ifland  Lake,  and  brought 

home  three  flips ;  alfo  Milmouth  went  to  Bye  Pond  and  brought 

one.    I  examined  the  traps  and  deathfalls  near  Fox  Pond,  and 

upon  the  river,  and  had  a  good  crofs  fox. 

It  thawed  fo  freely  lad  night  and  the  whole  of  this  day,  that 
there  now  is  but  little  fno\v  left  on  the  ground. 

At  day-light  this  morniiig,  taking  Charles,  Milmouth,  and 
Haines  with  me,  I  fet  off  for  Eyre  Illand.  By  the  way  I  tailed 
four  more  flips  near  Aikiiifon  Brook,  and  looked  at  the  traps  on 
the  North  fide  of  the  harbour,  while  Milmouth  and  Haines  vifit- 
ed ihofe  on  the  fouth  fide.  I  found  my  way  to  the  tilt  very  well ; 
but  the  men  loll  themfelves  for  fome  time.  They  informed  me, 
that  they  met  with  four  deer  upon  the  ice,  but  could  not  get  a 
fliot  at  them.  I  lent  one  of  the  woodmen  to  Seal  Ifland,  and 
two  of  them  home.  The  tilt  not  being  finifhed,  we  all  lay  in 
the  woods,  where  we  palfed  a  moil  uncomfortable  night. 

The  morning  proved  dull  and  mild,  but  it  fnowed  fall  and 
in  large  flakes,  from  ten  to  twelve  o'clock;  when  the  wind 
fliifted  and  blew  hard,  with  much  fnow,  drift,  and  feverc  froit. 
At  midnight  the  frofl;  increafed  ;  the  wind  blew  the  fire  about, 
and  made  it  fmoke  mofl;  intolerably.  The  fuel  was  not  of  -i 
good  kind  for  burning,  and  the  trees  in  the  wood  being  fmall 
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and  rather  thinly  raittcrcd,  ihofc  parts  ol" us  which  were  not   « — ^S^ 
ii)init(haicly  next  to  the  (ire  were  ready  to  freeze:  we  were      January, 
thcnioieol  hged  to  turn  ourfelvcs  continually;  during  which 
t.nie  I  olten  wifhed  to  be  lalhcd  to  a  fpit,  and  turned  hke  a 
roalling  goule,  without  the  trouble  of  doing  it  myfelf. 

Early  in  the  morning  I  took  Charles,  Ned,  and  Haines  with  Wednef.  16. 
me  to  Little  Caribou,  but  met  with  nothing  there.  The  man  N./mart. 
whom  I  lent  to  Seal  Illand  yeflerday  returned  at  noon,  accom- 
panied by  Guy  and  one  of  his  crew;  who  went  home  again  in 
the  evening.  One  of  my  people  came  from  the  lodge  at  night, 
and  biought  two  traps.  We  all  lay  in  the  wood  again,  and 
pafTed  the  night  in  the  fame  'nanner  as  the  lad. 

J  here  was  much  drift,  and ;  fevere  frofl;  all  thefe  twenty-four 
hours. 


firing. 


Early  this  morning  I  went  to  great  Caribou,  and  walked  all  xhutfdty  17. 
over  that  Illand;  but  the  deer  were  gone;  and  I  faw  only  the 
tracks  of  a  wolf  and  fome  foxes.  I  tailed  two  traps  for  foxes 
upon  Eyre  Ifland.  Having  no  provifions  left,  I  fent  Milmouth 
home  for  a  fupply,  with  which  he  returned  in  the  evening, 
aflifted  by  another  man,  who  immediately  went  back.  The 
tilt  was  fo  far  finifhed  to-day,  that  we  all  lay  in  it,  and  I  got  a 
mofl  luxurious  night's  fleep.  The  Indians  came  here  in  their 
way  to  Seal  Ifland,  and  remained  with  us  all  night. 

It  froze  hard  all  day,  but  rained  in  the  evening. 

So  much  wind  came  into  the  tilt  lafl  night  through  the  feams    Friday  tS. 
of  the  boards,  and  it  was  fo  well  wain^ed  by  a  good  fire  and 
the  number  of  people  in  it,  that  I  caught  a  very  bad  cold.  I  fent 
the  remainder  of  the  fawyers  home,  and  Haines  for  fome  of  the 
foxtraps  which  were  fartheil  from  hence.    I  took  but  a  fliort 
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walk  to-day,  and  obferving  that  a  wolf  had  lately  been  near 
this  place,  I  tailed  a  gun  for  him,  and  baited  it  with  a  piece  of 
feal's  flefh.    Ned  viiited  the  traps  on  this  ifland, 

Ned  and  Haines  vifited  the  traps.  My  cold  being  much  worfe, 
I  went  home ;  and  by  the  way,  I  broke  through  the  ice  and  got 
up  to  my  knees  in  water,  at  the  foot  of  a  fpring  where  I  went 
to  drink;  but  fortunately  for  me,  the  weather  was  fo  mild  that 
I  received  no  fort  of  injury.  As  foon  as  I  had  changed  my 
clothes,  I  went  to  Fox  Pond,  and  frelh  tailed  the  traps  there.  I 
found  two  of  the  fealers  here;  and  in  the  evening  five  men  ar- 
rived from  Chateau,  on  a  vifit  to  my  people.  Only  one  marten 
has  been  caught  fince  I  left  home. 

Sunday  20.  At  noou  our  fcalcrs  and  all  the  people  went  off  for  Seal  Ifland, 
and  I  accompanied  them  as  far  as  South  Head :  from  whence 
I  took  a  circuit  over  the  Barrens,  and  then  returned  home, 
having  three  of  my  toes  frollburnt  a  little.  As  they  were  not 
very  bad,  the  immediate  application  of  fnow  only  foon  reviv- 
ed them.    All  my  people  returned  from  the  tilt  in  the  evening. 
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Ned  and  Milmouth  went  back  to  the  tilt  again.  The  wood- 
men were  fawing.  Haines  went  up  Nefcaupick  Path  to  Bye 
Pond.  Charles  vifited  his  traps.  I  looked  at  thofe  which  are 
up  the  river,  and  fliot  two  fquirrels.     My  cold  very  bad  ft,ill. 

A  clear  day  with  fevere  froll. 

Charles  and  Haines  went  to  Ifland  Lake,  and  opened  the 
lower  houfe  in  a  frefli  place ;  they  found  the  lodging  with  two 
angles  to  it,  and  tailed  a  trap  in  one  of  them.  They  had  before 
opened  into  an  old  houfe,  on  which  this  was  built,  and  were 
confident  that  the  beavers  had  deferted  it.    I  fent  the  Indians 
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to  the  tilt  with  fome  things;  and  from  thence  to  Seal  Ifland  for 

dog's  meat.  At  noon  I  walked  up  the  river,  where  I  ihot  a  fquir-      j*ll..y. 

rel  and  ihifted  a  trap.     My  cold  much  better  to-day. 

We  had  a  laAd  morning;    Ihow  at  noon;  and  hard  frofl  at 
night.  . 

Charles  and  Haines  walked  Nefcaupick  Path,  and  went  to   Wednef.  23. 
Bye  Pond;  where  they  opened  the  beaverhoufe  in  the  lodging, 
and  found  the  angle  frozen  firmly  up.     I  went  up  the  nver, 
found  a  marten  in  the  trap  which  I  fhifted  yefterday,  and  fliot 
a  fquirrel. 

It  was  a  very  fine  day,  but  froze  hard. 


Haines  went  up  the  river,  and  Charles  to  his  paths.  I  car- 
ried a  trap  up  the  river,  and  tailed  it  for  an  otter,  by  a  hole 
which  I  found  through  the  ice;  afterwards,  made  a  vifit  to  the 
Indians.  Two  of  our  fealers  came  here  this  evening,  and 
brought  me  a  common  cai^,  my  ftore  being  much  troubled  with 
mice;  a  vermine  with  which,  1  find,  this  country  abounds  in 
Ipite  of  froft;  and  fnow. 

Another  fine  day. 

Charles  and  Haines  vifrted  the  beaverhoufe  at  the  head  of 
Ifland  Lake;  and,  being  convinced  that  it  was  an  old  one,  they 
brought  the  trap  away  and  tailed  it  in  the  other  houfe;  where 
they  could  perceive  that  the  beavers  had  been,  fince  they  were 
there  laft:  they  had  entered  by  the  angle  in  which  there  was 
no  trap. 

Early  in  the  morning,  accompanied  by  one  of  the  fealers,  I 
fet  off  for  Seal  Ifland.  We  went  down  Charles  River  to  the 
mouth  of  Punt  Brook;  crolfed  the  ponds  lying  on  the  illhmus 
to  Niger  Sound,  and  walked  to  Niger  Brook;  which  appeared 
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wide  enough  for  the  reception  of  a  few  falmon ;  but  of  the  depth 
I  could  not  judge.  From  thence  we  proceeded  down  the  found 
till  we  came  to  the  bight  at  the  back  of  Mahar's  Cove;  from 
which  place  we  crofled  over  for  Seal  Ifland,  and  arrived  there 
at  night.  Upon  the  Sound  I  could  perceive,  tiiat  a  great  number 
of  deer  and  wolves  had  been  wandering  about  for  fome  time 
part;  but  mod  of  the  footing  pointed  to  the  South  Well. 
A  fine  day,  but  the  frofl;  was  fevere. 

I  fet  off  homewards  this  morning,  and  called  at  the  tilt  in  my 
way.  At  the  Narrows  I  faw  an  otter,  a  marten,  and  a  beauti- 
ful filver  fox.  I  arrived  at  home  in  the  evening,  and  found 
ipyfelf  greatly  fatigued  with  walking  thirty  miles  the  two  pre- 
ceding days:  and  I  have  the  mortification  to  lind  myLlf  grown 
very  weak. 

Severe  froll,  with  fmart,  low  drift. 


I  fent  fome  provifions  to  the  tilt  by  the  Indians,  who  were 

Sunday  27.     to  procccd  to  Seal  liland  for  fome  feals.    I  rode  upon  their  fled 

as  far  as  Slip  Cove,  and  tailed  one  trap  for  a  fox  there,  and 

another  in  the  Narrows;  where  I  faw  the  tracks  of  thi  ^e  wolves. 

Charles  went  up  the  river,  and  brought  a  marten. 

The  frofl  was  very  fevere  till  noon  to-day,  at  which  time  it 
began  to  abate. 

Monday  28.  The  fawyers  were  occupied  in  hauling  home  fome  boards, 
and  making  frefli  pits,  or  more  properly  fpcaking,  faw-gallows. 
Charles  and  Haines,  in  building  deathfalls  up  the  river. 

In  the  evening  Guy  arrived  here,  and  informed  me,  that  on 
Friday  laft,  he  fhould  have  accompanied  Mr.  Jones  from  Cha- 
teau to  Seal  Ifland,  in  his  way  to  this  place;  (in  order  to  render 
that  afliftance  to  my  maid-fervant,  Nanny,  which  ftie  will  foon 

(land 
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(land  in  need  of)  but,  as  it  was  not  convenient  to  him ,  Mr.  Jones 
came  oflf  by  himftlf :  he  added,  that  he  had  crofled  the  track  of 
a  man  yefterday  upon  Niger  Sound,  who  had  gone  down  to- 
wards the  fea.  On  hearing  this  account  I  was  much  alarmed;  for, 
as  Mr.  Junes  had  not  arrived  at  the  ifland,  1  concluded  that  he 
mud  have  loH  his  way,  or  fome  other  misfortune  befallen  him. 

The  Indians  returned,  and  brought  me  three  round  harps. 
Severe  weather  all  day. 


At  day-break  this  morning,  I  fent  off  two  men  acrofs  the  TuefJay  29. 
country  to  Chateau,  to  enquire  if  Mr.  Jones  had  returned  back 
again;  I  alfb  fent  another  man  with  Guy  to  Niger  Sound,  to  fol- 
low th*:  track  which  he  had  obferved  there.  In  the  evening, 
two  of  i:  fealers  arrived  with  a  letter  from  Guy,  informing 
me,  i  '>■•'.  Punt  Pond  he  had  met  with  the  footlleps  of  a  man 
(crofling  into  the  track  made  by  me  and  one  of  Guy's  men,  on 
I'l  iday  lull)  who  had  followed  us  to  the  end  of  the  pondj  and 
t  here  broken  a  few  boughs,  upon  which  he  fuppofed  he  had 
lam  during  the  night,  and  gone  forward  again  on  Saturday  morn- 
ing. He  jjurfued  the  track  to  the  mouth  of  Niger  Sound,  and 
upon  the  North  end  of  Round  Ifland  he  found  the  unfortunate 
]Mr.  Jones  frozen  to  death,  wiih  liis  faithful  Newfoundland  bitch 
by  his  fido  !  He  gave  the  poor  creature  what  bread  he  had  a- 
bout  him,  but  could  not  prevail  on  her  to  leave  her  mailer.  He 
had  been  fo  imprudent  as  to  leave  Chateau,  not  only  by  him- 
fclf,  but  alfo,  without  cither  a  hatchet,  provifions,  tinder,  or 
matchts.  It  was  evening,  I  fuppol'e,  when  he  met  with  my 
tiack,  and  he  certainly  did  not  know  where  he  was ;  forbad 
he  taken  it  the  other  way,  he  might  have  reached  my  houfe 
in  about  an  hour's  good  walking.  The  lofs  of  this  young  man 
is  the  more  to  be  regretted,  as  he  was  of  a  very  amiable  difpofi- 
tion,  and  likely  to  pro^e  an  ornament  to  his  profelfion. 

Charles 
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Charles  and  Haines  were  engaged  in  building  dcathfalls  in 
Nefcaupick  Path,  where  they  obferved,  that  three  deer  had 
lately  been  chafed  by  two  wolves;  but  had  made  tlieir  efcape; 
and  that  the  wolves  had  revenged  themfelves  upon  the  death- 
falls  and  cathoufes,  by  tearing  feveral  of  them  tc  pieces. 

I  went  to  my  traps  down  the  river,  and  alfo  vifited  moll  of 
thofe  the  contrary  way.  T\  o  of  the  woodmen  refufed  to  work, 
to-day,  and  were  fo  infolent  to  me,  that  I  could  not  refrain  from 
exercifing  myfelf  in  breaking  a  couple  of  flicks  over  their 
backs.  Afterwards,  one  of  thefe  gentry  had  the  audacity  lo 
challenge  me  to  fight,  and  I  indulged  him:  but  being  exceed- 
ingly weak  and  out  of  condition,  and  he  a  ftout,  robuft  young 
fellow,  I  fhould  have  had  the  worft  of  it,  had  not  my  head-man 
interfered. 

The  froll  was  very  fevere. 

I  bled  one  of  the  Indian  men;  afterwards  went  down  the  ri- 
ver to  my  traps,  and  built  a  deathfall.  Charles  and  Haines 
vifited  the  beaverhoufe  in  Ifland  Lake,  and  found  both  the  traps 
llruck  up.  On  their  return,  they  obferved  that  five  deer  had 
been  attacked  by  three  wolves,  not  far  from  Fox  Pond;  but  had 
efcaped  from  their  voracious  jaws.  One  man  was  employed  in 
building  a  houfe  for  the  goats  and  fowls.  At  night  three  men 
arrived  from  Chateau,  in  quell  of  Mr.  Jones ;  they  informed  me, 
that  two  other  parties  alfo  were  out  on  the  fame  bufinefs. 

The  weather  was  fomewhat  milder  to-day,  than  it  has  been 
for  fome  time  paft. 

The  Chateau  men  went  off  for  Seal  Ifland  early  this  morning; 
from  which  place  my  man  returned  to  day,  accompanied  by 
thofe  whom  I  fent  from  Chateau ;  alfo  another  party  from  the 
fame  place,  joined  them  upon  the  road,    1  hefe  people  brought 
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me  what  things  ihcy  found  in  Mr.  Jones's  pockets,  and  inform- 
ed me  that  they  had  covered  the  corps  with  fnow  and  boughs  of 
trees;  but  could  not  prevail  on  the  bitch  to  leave  her  deceafed 
maftcr.  I  went  down  to  my  traps,  where  I  met  with  the  frefh 
flot  of  five  deer  upon  the  river,  and  followed  them  over  South 
Head;  but  on  obferving  that  one  of  the  Indians  had  purfued 
them,  I  turned  back.  I  did  not  reach  home  till  fome  time 
after  it  was  dark,  and  found  myfelf  greatly  fatigued:  being 
weak,  troubled  with  excefTive  thirfl,  and  much  inclined  to 
profufeperfpiration.  Charles  and  Haines  vifited  the  deathfalls, 
and  built  feme  new  ones.  In  the  evening  they  obferved,  that 
five  dec  r  had  come  do\vn  the  river  ^vithin  fhot  of  the  houfc  •. 
and  that  tluy  had  turned  back  and  taken  the  woods  on  the 
South  fide  ;  but  it  v/as  loo  late  to  follow  them. 

This  day  proved  very  mild,  but  was  dull,  and  feemcd  like- 
ly for  more  fnow. 

I  had  the  fat  of  two  harps  melted,  Avhich  produced  eighteen 
gallons  01  oil.  The  weather  proved  {'o  bad,  that  the  fawyers 
could  not  ^vork,  nor  the  Cliateau  people  return  home.  Mil- 
mouth  returned  from  the  tilt  in  tlic  evening,  and  faid  that  they 
had  lately  killed  two  foxes;  viz.  a  filver  fox,  and  a  white  one: 
that  a  wolf  had  kit  two  of  his  toes  in  one  trap,  that  a  white  fox 
had  left  his  leg  in  the  other:  and  that  they  had  feen  four  deer 
feveral  times,  which  they  believed  were  gone  to  Great  Caribou; 
but  could  not  get  a  fliot  at  them. 

Mild  weather,  with  much  fnow  all  day. 

Ilcirly  in  the  morning  Milmouth  Tvcnt  off  for  the  tilt,  with  or- 
ders to  go  after  the  deer.  The  Chateau  men  fet  out  for  Seal 
Ifland.  Charles  and  Haines  went  to  Illand  Lake,  where  they 
found  one  of  the  beavertraps  flruck  up.  The  fawyers  cut  and 
brought  home  fome  firewood.    I  went  down  the  river,  where 
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I  frefh  baited  my  traps  and  deathfalls,  and  f.it  watching  about 
the  Gull  Rocks  till  the  evening.  Yellcrday's  fnow  made  it  ve- 
ry bad  walking. 

A  clear  day,  with  moderate  frofl;.    • 

Haines  went  up  the  river  for  four  traps,  in  one  of  which  he 
found  an  Indian  dog  almofl  dead ;  and  an  otter  had  been  in 
another.  On  his  return,  I  lent  the  Indians  to  the  tilt  with  the 
traps  and  fome  proviiions;  with  orders  to  proceed  to  Seal  Illand 
for  fome  dog-meat. 

The  morning  was  fharp,  but  the  frofl;  abated  as  tlie  day  ad- 
vanced; it  froze  but  little  in  the  evening,  and  appeared  very 
likely  for  more  fnow.  ^

moderate. 


I  got  both  fu^^'s  to  work  at  the  new  pits  down  the  river.  Charles 
and  Haines  cleared  the  deathfalls;  the  latter  had  a  marten.  I 
went  down  the  river,  where  I  baited  the  traps  and  deathfalls 
with  falt-lifli  and  fcal's  tlelh  fried  in  cod-blubber.  On  my  return 
I  found  a  raven  caught,  and  faflened  him  to  the  back  of  one  of 
the  traps.  The  Indians  returned  with  one  round  leal,  having 
left  another  at  the  tilt. 

A  clear  day,  with  hard  frofl. 


Tuefday  g.  Two  fa^vs  at  work.  One  man  was  difabled  in  his  arm.  Charles 
and  Haines  cleared  the  deathfalls  in  Nefcaupick  Path,  and  they 
brought  the  trap  out  of  the  beaverhoufe  in  Bye  Pond,  which 
was  forfakcn.  1  fent  the  lame  man  to  my  traps  down  the  river, 
E.  little,  and  went  the  contrary  way  myfelf ;  whore  I  tailed  another  fnare 
and  Ihot  a  fpruce-game  ^vith  my  rifle. 

Raw,  dull  weather,  with  Ihow  rn  the  evening. 

Wednef.  6.        It  fnowcd  fo  exceedingly  hard  the  whole  day,  that  we  did 
not  attempt  to  Ilir  out. 

Two 
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Two  fan's  at  work.  Charles  and  Haines  fet  out  with  an  in- 
tention of  going  to  the  beaverhoufc,  but  found  the  fnow  too 
light:  they  afterwards  cleared  the  deathfalls  up  the  river,  and 
fome  others.  I  employed  myfelf  molt  part  of  this  day  in  mak- 
ing a  pair  of  fcales  and  weights;  that  I  may  have  the  advan- 
tage  of  proportioning  my  medicines  with  more  accuracy. 

A  fine  day. 

The  fawyers  at  work.  Charles  and  Haines  carried  out  ano- 
ther trap  to  the  bcaverhoufe,  and  tailed  it  in  the  lodging:  they 
found  both  the  others  llruck  up  and  whittled  flicks  in  them. 
They  alfo  vifitcd  the  traps  up  the  river;  out  of  one  of  which, 
an  otter  had  made  his  eicape.  I  %vent  down  the  river,  where 
I  obfervcd,  that  a  fox  had  been  feveral  times  round  one  of  the 
traps,  but  would  not  touch  the  bait:  alfo  faw  a  brace  of  filvers. 
I  called  at  Attuiock's  in  my  way  home;  but  the  old  gentleman 
and  his  family  were  gone,  and  moft  of  their  furniture  taken 
away.  > 

A  clear  day,  with  fharp  frofl. 
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Friday  8. 


The  fawyers  engaged  in  felling  and  bringing  home  firewood.  Saturday.  9. 
I  had  the  lat  of  two  fcals  mtlted,  and  it  produced  fourteen  gal- 
lons of  oil,  I  w'as  much  indifpofed  this  morning,  and  have 
been  fo  for  fome  time  pall.  My  pulfe  is  quick  and  low,  par- 
ticularly after  meals;  1  ain  fubje61:  to  profufe  fweating,  and  con- 
fequent  weaknefs.  I  attempted  to  bleed  myfelf,  but  was  fo 
very  awkward,  that,  after  making  fix  incifions,  I  could  not  get 
more  than  four  ounces  of  blood.  However,  I  was  much  bet- 
ter in  a  few  hours.     I  lent  a  man  with  a  letter  to  the  tilt. 

Much  fnow  all  lafl  night,  and  till  near  noon  to-day. 

At  three  o'  clock  this  morning  I  took  a  dofe  of  James's  pow-     SunJay  le. 
der,  but  it  had  no  fenfible  effetl:.     I  was  very  indifferent  until 
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the  evening,  at  which  time  my  pulfe  became  regular,  and  I  felt 
better.  The  man  whom  I  lent  to  the  tilt  yefterday,  returned 
this  morning,  accompanied  by  Ned;  who  brought  two  crofs-fox 
Ikins;  and  informed  me,  that  one  of  the  traps  was  loll;  and  that 
they  had  caught  a  white  fox,  and  found  five  legs  of  different  ani- 
mals which  the  traps  had  taken  olf:  he  alfo  faid,  that  the  Indians, 
had  made  themfelves  a  houfe  in  the  fnow,  that  tliey  might  have 
a  better  chance  of  killing  feuls  upon  the  ice,  (when  they  come 
up  to  fun  themfelves)  than  they  could  have  by  living  up  the  ri- 
ver. Attuiock  and  Tooklavinia  came  here  at  noon,  and  com- 
plained of  their  being  in  great  dillrefs  for  want  of  provilions. 

The  morning  was  dull;  it  began  to  fnow  fall  at  noon,  and 
continued  all  the  remaining  part  of  the  day;  notvvithllanding 
which,  the  weather  was  mild. 

The  fawyers  at  work.  Ned  returned  to  the  tilt,  accompanied 
by  Charles  and  Haines  to  aflifl  him  in  carrying  the  week's  pro- 
vifions.  The  Indians  being  gone  home,  and  finding  mylelf  free 
from  all  my  late  complaints,  I  went  up  the  river  to  vifit  the 
traps  and  deathfalls:  one  of  the  former  was  buried  fo  deep  in 
the  fnow,  that  I  could  not  find  it.  I  caught  a  marten;  faw  two 
more,  and  (hot  a  groufc. 

It  has  been  a  pleafant  fpring  day ;  the  fnow  is  exceedingly 
deep;  but  it  was  good  walking  with  Indian  rackets. 

Two  faws  at  work.  I  was  very  indifferent  again  to-day  till 
after  dinner;  when  I  grew  fomewhat  better.  Gharlesand  Haines 
returned  from  the  tilt,  and  went  to  fome  of  their  deathfalls. 

At  fix  o'  clock  this  evening,  my  maid  was  taken  in  labour  : 
and  for  want  of  better  affillance,  I  was  obliged  to  officiate  as 
midwife  my  felf.  She  had  a  fevere  time ;  but  at  half  after  eleven 
I  deUvered  her  of  a  flout  boy :  and  Ihe  did  me  the  honor  to  fay, 

that 
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that,  although  (he  had  been  under  the  hands  of  three  male,  and   1 — '^ » 

two  female  praflitioners,  before  flie  left  England,  fhe  never  February. 
met  with  a  perfon  who  performed  his  part  better.  Fortunately 
for  her,  Brookcs's  Pra6lice  of  Phyfic,  which  was  found  in  Mr. 
Jones's  pocket,  gave  me  fome  idea  of  an  art,  which  never  till 
then  did  I  expeft  to  be  called  upon  to  pra6life.  Having  taken 
proper  care  of  the  mother,  I  was  obliged  next  to  a6;  as  nurfe, 
and  take  the  child  to  bed  with  me;  neither  of  which  offices  do 
I  wifh  ever  to  re  fume. 

Mild  weather  all  day,  with  fnow  firfl;,  and  rain  afterwards. 

I  have  been  very  ill  all  day;  which  I  attribute  chiefly  to  Wcdncf.  13. 
being  up  lb  late  lall  night.  Nanny  had  a  bad  night,  and  her 
pams  were  very  great  to-duy.  I  gave  her  chamomile,  which 
loon  relieved  her,  and  in  the  evening  Ihe  was  as  well  as  could 
be  expected.  The  fu'.A'yers  felled  firewood.  Charles  and  Haines 
vifiLed  fome  of  their  traps.  Two  of  the  Indians  came  here  in 
tlie  evening  with  a  couple  of  round  feals,  and  llayed  all  night. 
I  took  a  dole  of  rhubarb  before  bed-time. 

Freq^uent  lliowers  of  rain,  with  a  free  tha^\^ 

I  had  the  feals  flcinned.  Haines  Avcnt  up  the  river,  but  got  Thurfday  14. 
nothing.  I  i'ound  myfelf  conliderably  relieved  by  the  phylic 
which  I  took  lail  night.  Little  or  no  work  done  to-day.  The 
Indians  came  up  with  their  fled,  and  brought  fome  of  their  own 
goods  to  depolite  in  my  (lore.  They  then  took  two  empty 
hoglheads  to  Seal  Iflaiid,  and  were  diivfted  to  leave  a  few  things 
at  the  tilt,  on  their  return  home. 


Two  men  were  engaged  in  making  a  new  funnel  for  the  fl;ove 
chimney ;  as  the  other  was  obliged  to  be  removed,  on  account 
of  the  intolerable  fmoke.  The  houfe  for  the  fowls  was  finilhed; 
fome  firewood  cut,  and  various  other  work  done  about  the 

houfe. 


Friday  15. 
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houfc.  Chailcs  luid  Haines  went  to  Illand  Lake,  and  brought 
home  a  /iiiall  beaver.  My  fcniale  j)atient  is  rather  vvorle,  and 
had  a  laintiiij;  lit  to-day.  I  was  but  indilU  rent  myftli,  and  in 
the  evening  had  a  i'everc  attack  of  the  gravel. 

It  thawed  all  day;  there  were  frequent  (bowers  of  fleet  and 
rain  in  thp  morning;  but  the  latter  part  of  the  day  proved  fair. 

The  fuwyers  fixed  the  ne^s^  fimnel  and  broudit  home  fome 

firewood.     Charles  and  Haines  cleared  Nelcaupick  Taih.     I 

was  not  well  all  day ;  and  Nanny  continues  mucli  as  flic  was 

before. 

Rain  and  fleet  till  the  evening,  when  the  fky  cleared  and  it 

began  to  freeze. 

The  Indians  came  up  ^vilh  fome  feals  for  the  dogs,  and 
brought  fome  more  of  their  own  baggage.  Ned  and  Milmouth 
returned  from  the  tilt,  and  brought  two  foxes;  viz.  afilver  fox  and 
a  white  one.  I  was  greatly  indilpofed  to-day ;  and  Nanny  was 
confiderably  vvorfe:  at  night  flie  had  a  long  and  fevere  fit.  I 
finiflied  the  lafl  of  my  venifon  this  day;  and  it  had  kept  per- 
fectly good.  From  the  three  deer,  the  few  large  filh  which  were 
caught  in  November  lafl:  and  the  beavers,  foxes,  otters,  mar- 
tens, groufe,  and  other  animals,  which  we  kilkd  in  the  courfe 
of  the  winter;  I  had  frelli  meat  for  dinner  almofl  every  day, 
and  a  fuflicient  variety.  The  otters  are  hard  and  flrong  eating, 
but  the  martens  are  nearly  as  good  as  rabbits;  and  the  foxes  are 
not  defpicable  food:  yet  they  tafle  befl  when  boiled  and  ferved 
up  with  caper  fauce. 

The  morning  was  mild,  dull,  and  fair ;  but  we  had  a  conti- 
nued fnow  in  tlie  afternoon. 


Monday  18.        The  woodmcn  were  employed  in  new-cafling,  and  ganging 
fifhing  leads.    Haines  being  indifpofed  to-day,  and  finding  that 

he 
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he  had  fcvcrifli  fymptoms,  I  took  twelve  ounces  of  blood  from 
him  in  the  morning,  and  gave  him  asi  emetic  in  the  evening.  I 
found  my  fell'  better  than  ufual,  and  Xanny  is  lo  well,  that  Ihc 
fat  up  /bme  hours,  althongh  it  was  contrary  lo  my  profedional 
advice.  I  have  not  b;  en  able  to  keep  a  lire  ia  the  diaiug-ruom 
thefe  two  days,  on  account  of  the  iiuukc. 
Snow  widi  thaw.

Continual  fnow  with  thaw,  the  whole  of  theli;  two  days. 


The  fawyers  having  been  employed  in  cutting  up  firewood, 
they  brought  home  a  Hack  in  the  evening;  and  Look  an  oppor- 
tunity of  behaving  ill  to  me  again,  by  inl(.)lcntly  roquelling  an 
increafe  of  their  provifions:  but,  as  they  have  their  full  ihare,  I 
would  not  comply  with  thc-ir  demands,  lell  we  (houldall  perilh 
for  want,  before  a  frclli  fupply  arrives.  Charles  and  Haines 
went  to  Illand  Like,  but  the  beavers  lay  out:  one  of  the  blood- 
hound whelps  found  tliem  in  another  apartment ;  which  they 
opened  and  put  a  trap  into  it.  A  Iheam  of  water  came  down 
over  the  ice  to  day. 

Dull  weather  with  fiofl.

The  fawyers  at  work,  but  two  of  tliem  were  obliged  to  leave    SaMir,i„v  53 


off  at  noon  for  want  of  timber.  Charles  and  Haines  went  round 
their  home  walks,  and  tlie  latter  had  an  otter  and  part  of  the 
tail' of  a  marten;  thr  nil  had  been  eaten  by  a  (ox,  which  had 
likewile  robbed  and  damaged  moll  of  the  dcathfalls.  I  went 
down  the  river,  where  1  cleared,  frclh  tailed,  and  baited  my 
traps  and  deathfalls.  'i  he  Indians  came  up  to  the  Lodge  with 
fome  feals  for  the  dogs;  and  ihey  afterwards  allifled  my  peo- 
ple to  haul  wood  home  upon  their  lied. 

Dark  uiifcttled  weather.  The 
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The  Indians  returned  home;  and  afterwards  tcx)k  with  them 
three  larch  planks,  for  Seal  Illand. 
Small  fnow  moll  part  of  this  day. 

One  faw  at  work  till  noon.  Charles  and  Ilaincs  went  to  Kland 
Lake,  from  which  place  they  brought  the  foot  of  a  large  beaver, 
and  then  walked  their  paths.  Haines  had  a  marten;  and  feveral 
of  the  deathlalls  had  been  robbed  by  a  wolf  and  fome  foxis.  I 
w^^nt  to  my  traps  down  the  river,  and  (hilled  one  of  them.  A 
wolf  was  in  the  \ery  ail  of  dtmolifhing  the  dtathlall  in  Larch 
Cove  when  I  went  up  to  it;  biit  on  hearing  me  he  fcoured  olf 
into  the  woods.  As  I  expeded  that  he  would  return  again,  I 
drew  a  drag  after  me  to  a  point  on  the  oppofite  fide  of  the  river, 
and  watched  for  him  a  confiderable  time,  but  he  never  appear- 
ed. There  ^\'ere  many  tracks  of  foxes  upon  the  river.  It  was 
very  fatiguing  to  walk  upon  the  fnow  from  my  houfc  to  the 
Narro\vs,  but  below  that  place  it  was  drifted  pretty  firm. 

A  very  fine  day. 

The  fawyers  at  work.  Charles  and  Haines  walked  their 
paths,  but  got  nothing.  I  looked  at  my  traps  down  the  river, 
and  then  proceeded  to  Lyon  H  'ad.  where  I  vifited  my  Indian 
friends  in  their  fiiowhoufe:  ^vith  which  I  was  greatly  pleafed. 
This  curious  habitation  was  hollowed  out  of  a  drift  bank  of 
fnow,  in  form  of  an  oven;  the  length  is  about  twelve  feet,  the 
width  ten,  and  the  height  fcven.  Acrofs  the  farther  end  was 
raifed  a  platform  o^  fiiow.  On  this  were  laid  fome  boards, 
wliere  the  whole  family  flept  upon  bedding,  compofed  of  a 
confiderable  number  of  dccrikins:  which  arc  both  foft  and 
warm.  There  was  a  curious  window  in  the  roof,  fronting  the 
bed;  which  was  nearly  thice  feet  fquarc,  and  made  of  a  piece 
of  tranfparent  ice,  fhaved  to  a  proper  fubllance.  It  admitted 
a  perfcclly  good  light,  and  was  fccured  in  its  place  by  flrewing 
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thr  r.l.'^rs  witli  Inow,  and  fnrinklins  that  fnow  wiih  water.   On       ^^^^^ 
<  iclj  lidf  was  a  fmall  pedcaul  of  friow,   for  the  fupport  of  i     Fei^ruaiy 
couple  of  lamps,  ^vhich  gave  a  fullicicnt  lij^ht  by  night,  and  add- 
t  d  lb  much  heat  to  that  occalionctl  by  tlu;  breath  of  the  Indians, 
as  to  make  the  lioufc  entirely  uaiin ;  I  was  even  obliged  to  open 
my  waillcoat  for  a  while.     This  heat,  alfo  thawed  the  roof  and 
fules  luflicienily  to  enable  the  external  froO,  and  natural  cold- 
nefs  of  the  fnovv,  to  form  innumerable  imall  ieiclc3.     Tiiofi: 
different  (oncrcticMis  from  the  nfle6iioij  of  lh<-  lauip;  nvjideth« 
apartment  •flitter  with  the  appearance  of  radiaiit  diimoAidj,  or 
luminous  cryllali/ations.     'ilie  lamps  were  foiUKdoi  (lone, 
which  they  contrive  to  hollow  v»ut  propcily  I'jr  this  pivpoQ", 
and  the  wicks,  (for  each  had  fevcra!  laid  in  :>.  row  ou  the  ed<^« 
of  the  lamp)  were  bits  of  a  particular  kir. Id  rnolij,  vvr:ll  'iried. 
Having  firll  poured  fome  oil  into  the  lan:p    ihcy  f.hci?.  •'pit  a 
number  of  fmall  pieces  of  fat  upon  a  (lick,  and  place  their  b(i* 
rizontally,  at  fuch  a  dillancc  behind  the  wicks,  that  iheir  heat 
melts  the  fat,  equal  to  the  confumptici  of  oil.     The  orjtrDnce 
was  two  feet  fquare,  atul  tlie  upper  part  of  it  re  lined  outward.*, 
making  a  confidcrable  angle,  and  was  near  the  centra'  part  of 
the  front  of  the  apartment.     'Hie  door  was  a  block  oi  thick  ice.^ 
which  they  laid  upon  the  infide  of  that  apertine.     From  the? 
door  was  a  defcent  of  four  {!(  ps  into  a  porch,  which  was  fixteen 
feet  lon;^,  four  feet  wide  at  the  bottom  next  ihe  iiouio,  h\v  nar- 
rowed towards  the  outer  end  till  it  was  but  iuft  fullieient  for 
them  to  enter  at,  where  it  was  quite  open.     It  '\utib'iiltof  !arp-c, 
oblong  blocks  of  fnow  laid  one  upon  anotlicr,  and  meeting  at 
the  top,  which  was  ten  feet  high.     J^y  t!.c  entrance  or  the  houfe 
projecting  forward  into  the  porch,  a; -J.  the  ileps  before  it,  any 
perlbn  might  walk,  in\.iinoL';  Hooping. 

Adjoining  to  the  entrance  of  the  porch  was  a  detached  kitch- 
en, formed  with  blocks  of  fnow,  and  fliaped  like  a  glafs-houfe; 
Vol.  I.  O  but 
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but  not  more  than  ten  feet  high,  and  five  in  diameter.  A  flick 
was  laid  acrofs  it  to  hang  the  pot  upon,  which  was  boiled  by 
the  blaze  of  a  k\>r  fmall  flicks. 

After  fpending  an  agreeable  hour  with  the  Indians,  I  returned 
to  the  tilt  on  Eyre  Illand;  but  was  dilappointed  in  finding  no- 
body there:  all  the  firewood  was  nearly  burnt  up;  and  1  was 
too  lazy  to  cut  any  more  myfclf.  The  weather  being  exceed- 
ingly cold,  and  neither  of  the  men  returning,  I  palled  an  uncom- 
fortable, folitary  night.  The  ^vind  forced  fo  much  drift  in  be- 
tween the  boards,  that  my  bed,  and  the  whole  floor  of  the  tilt, 
were  loon  covered  a  foot  deep  with  [\\o\\\ 

A  very  fine  day,  but  an  extremely  bad  night. 

At  one  o'clock  this  afternoon,  Ned  and  Milmouth  returned 
from  Seal  Ifland,  where  they  lay  lad  night.  They  informed  me, 
that  the  ice  was  driven  off  fhore,  to  the  diRance  of  fome  miles; 
and  that  a  boat  arrived  lall  night  from  Chateau,  with  fome  peo- 
ple belonging  to  Meflis.  Noble  and  Pmfbn  of  Dartmouili,  who 
carry  on  their  bufinefs  in  Temple  Bay.  In  the  evening  one  of 
my  people  came  from  the  Lodge,  and  brought  me  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Ged,  who  relieved  Lieutenant  Davycs  in  the  command  of 
York  Fort. 

Hard  frofl  with  low  drift. 

I  returned  home  early  this  morning,  and  looked  at  my  traps 

by  the  way,  one  of  which  was  flruck  up ;  the  other,  which  had 

a  yellow  fox  in  it,  was  dragged  near  a  :uile  from  its  place.     On 

my  arrival  at  the  Lodge,  I  found,  that  two  of  our  fealcr>  had  aj- 

companii  d  thr.e  of  Noble  and  Pinion's  pc(>;)le;  who  were  come 

here  to  purchafe  a  calk  of  rum;  they  had  brong!  ;  me  twoquu'- 

tcls  of  dry  fifh  from  Chateau,  but  had  1  fi  thcin  at  Seal  Ulan  ;. 

Nanny  was  very  ill  all  day,  ha.ing  again  caught  coKl.     Tl  . 

Indians  came  up  in  the  evening  vith  a  fcal  for  the  dogs. 

la 
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In  the  morning  the  flrangers  went  oflF  for  Seal  Ifland;  and  the 
Indians  took  a  tierce  of  rum  for  them  upon  their  fled.  One  faw 
at  work.  Two  men  hauhng  home  timber  to  build  a  falmon- 
houfc.  At  one  o'  clock  I  fent  a  man  off  for  Seal  Ifland,  with 
orders  to  proceed  to  Chateau,  along  with  Noble  and  Pinfen's 
people.  Haines  looked  at  fome  of  his  deathfalls,  and  built  two 
more.  I  lent  Attuiock  a  muflcet,  and  furniflied  him  with  fome 
ammunition,  to-day ;  on  condition  that  he  gave  me  half  of  what 
he  killed.     Nanny  much  worfc  than  yefl^erday. 

It  fnowed  fall  all  day 

The  fawycrs  were  ganging  fifhing  leads. 
Continual  fnow  with  much  drift  all  day. 
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Charles  looked  at  my  traps  lefl;  they  fliould  be  loft.     Nanny     Sui.Jay  3. 
continues  very  ill. 

The  weather  was  tlie  fame  as  yefterday. 


The  fawyers  were  cutting  beams  and  other  timber,  for  a  fal- 
mon-houie.  Charles  and  Haines  went  to  Ifland  Lake,  and 
brought  home  an  old  beaver  which  weighed  thirty-four  pounds 
when  it  was  paunched.  The  Indians  brought  fome  fcals  for  the 
dogs,  and  a  brace  of  groufe.  I  went  up  the  river  and  killed 
a  fquirrel. 

Thick  fog  with  fmall  rain. 

The  fawyers  were  employed  in  felling  timber  to  build  a  cod- 
flage.  Charles  and  Haines  cleared  fome  of  their  deathfalls,  and 
the  latter  faw  the  track  of  a  white-bear  upon  the  river,  not  far 
above  the  houfe.  I  gavx  Attuiock  five  harp  Ikins  to  cover  his 
kyack,  and  he  carried  thrre  hrch  pkuiks  to  Seal  Ifland.  Thi  fe, 
and  the  oiher  planks,  winch  I  have  lent  down  at  different  times 
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before,  are  intended  to  build  vatts  fur  the  fcals'  oil,  when  it  is 

mehed  out  in  the  fpring. 

.    There  were  feme  (bowers  of  rain  to-day. 

The  fawyers  and  furriers  were  employed  as  yefterday.  I  went 
down  the  river  to  my  traps,  and  found  very  bad  walking ;  as 
the  fnow  was  tender,  and  dicre  was  much  water  under  it.  At 
night  Milmouth  came  up  from  the  tilt.  Nanny  no  better;  and 
I  think  her  in  very  great  danger. 


Thurfday  7.  Somc  of  thc  fawycrs  were  employed  as  yeflerday,  and  the 
refl  were  digging  a  trench  in  the  fnow  round  the  houfe,  to  draw 
off  ihe  water,  which  is  beginning  to  rife  through  the  floor. 

Nanny  \v'as  fo  bad  to-day,  that  I  was  greatly  alarmed.     Her 

face  was  intcnfcly  red,  her  eyes  had  a  [iery  briglitnefs,  and  flie 

had  fuch  a  quick  fucceflion  of  fainting-fits,  that  each  was  of 

longer  duration  than  thc  interval  which  jM-cccdcd.     Being  dclli- 

tute  of  every  medicine  which  Dr.  Brookes  prcfcribes  in  fuch 

cafes,  I  was  entirely  at  a  lofs  what  to  give  her;  but  as  I  judged, 

that  Indian  tea  was  of  thc  fame  nature  with  the  herbs  which  are 

recommended  by  that  author,  I  had  fome  gathered  from  under 

the  fnow  in  the  woods,  and  ga\'e  her  a  pint  of  the  llrong  infu- 

fion  of  that  plant  fv/eetened  with  fugar;   repeating  the  fanie 

three  hours  after.     In  a  fliort  time,   1  had  the  plcafure  to  find 

her  complaints  removed,   and  the  unfavorable  fymptoms  dd- 

appcar.     I  vifited  my  traps,  and  Ihiiled  them  both.     Charles, 

Haines,  and  Milmouth,  went  tollland  Lake,  and  brought  home 

three  fpruce-game,  and  the  old  beaver,  whofe  foot  they  took 

off  the  25th  of  la(l  month.    At  night  the  Indians  brought  twa 

feals  and  a  pair  of  ducks.- 

M  Id  weather  thefe  two  days. 

One 
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One  faw  at  work.  Charles  and  Hain'^s  cleared  Nefcaupick 
Path,  and  opened  the  beaverhoufe  in  Bye  Pond ;  but  found  too 
much  ice  m  the  angle  to  tail  a  trap  in  it .  they  faw  the  track  of 
a  large  white  bear.  The  Indians  took  eight  planks  to  Seal  Illand, 
and  I  lent  Tooklavinia  a  niulkct,  on  the  fame  terms  as  before 
mentioned.  I  went  down  the  river  to  my  traps,  and  took  a 
Walk  over  South  Head. 

A  fine  mild  day. 

One  faw  at  work.  Charles  and  the  boy  went  to  Ifland  Lake, 
and  Haines  vifited  the  dcathfalls  up  the  river.  The  Indians 
came  up  in  the  evening  from  Seal  Uland,  with  three  feals'  car- 
cafles,  and  were  accompanied  by  my  meilenger,  who  had  re- 
turned from  Chateau,  and  brought  me  a  Newfoundland  whelp 
from  Guy. 

Pleafant  wea  ther. 

The  Indians  went  to  the  tilt,  and  returned  in  the  evening  ac- 
companied by  Ned,  with  a  good  filvcr-fox,  and  moll  of  the 
things  which  were  there.  I  read  prayers  to  my  family,  and 
churcht'd  Nanny,  who  is  now,  thank  God,  pcrfcclly  recovered; 
an  event  which  I  have  reafon  to  believe,  was  effecled  by  the 
Indian  tea. 

A  line  day. 

After  fending  Mihnouth  and  Haines  into  tlie  country,  to  open  j^,,^j, 
and  tail  traps  in  thofe  beaverhoufes  which  they  found  near  the  '''•  ''"''• 
foot  of  Button  Hill ;  and  Charles  along  with  Etuiock,  to  brinrr 
all  the  reft  of  the  things  from  the  tilt:  I  fet  off  at  feven  o'clock 
this  morning,  attended  by  Ned,  Attuiock,  and  Tooklavinia, 
for  Chateau.  We  went  down  Charles  River  to  the  mouth  of 
Punt  Brook,  and  croffed  the  illhmus  to  Niger  Sound;  which  we 
comiuued  till  wc  were  oppofue  to  Niger  Uland.    We  landed 
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on  the  South  fide,  and  advanced  acrofs  the  country  to  the  head 
of  St.  Peter's  Bay,  and  afterwards  to  York  Fort;  where  we  ar- 
rived at  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  1  he  dillance  I  judge  to 
be  near  thirty  miles,  for  the  fnow  was  uncommonly  lirm,  and 
we  walked  with  a  very  quick  pace.  All  the  ground  between 
Niger  Sound  and  St.  Peter's  Bay  appears  vciy  likely  for  foxes 
andgroufe,  yet  we  faw  the  tracks  of  but  few  of  the  former,  al- 
though thofc  of  the  latter  A\crc  numerous.  On  St.  Peter's  Bay 
we  met  with  an  otter,  but  he  got  through  a  hole  in  the  ice;  we 
alfo  oblerved  the  tracks  of  fome  wolves  there.  The  iky  was 
perfe6lly  clear  all  day,  and  as  there  was  only  a  gentle  wind,  we 
fuflered  from  heat  and  thirfl.  Immediately  on  my  arrival  at 
home,  I  felt  much  pain  in  my  eyes;  (with  a  fenfation  like  that 
of  having  dull  in  them)  which  continued  all  night.  It  was  cauf- 
ed  by  the  rclleflion  of  the  fun  upon  the  furface  of  the  fnow, 
that  had  been  thaAved  and  froz;:n  again. 

Three  large  (lags  were  feen  upon  Temple  Bay  this  morning, 
coming  from  the  Weftward;  but  the  barking  of  the  dogs  at  the 
fort,  turned  them  back. 


TuefJayis.        Thc  pain  in  my  eyes  much  increafed,  and  I  felt  very  flifF 
from  yc  Herd  ay's  walk. 
Fine  weather. 


\Vcdncf.13.  At  four  o'clock  this  morning  I  awoke  with  extreme  pain  in 
my  eyes,  and  was  cntiiely  unable  to  open  them;  which  is  a 
complaint  tliat  is  called  in  this  part  of  the  world,  fnow-blind. 
Upon  forcing  my  eyes  open  with  my  lingers,  the  ft  nfation  was 
exquifite,  attended  with  a  plentiful  difcharge  of  (harp  water; 
which  brought  on  a  quick  fuccelFion  of  fevt  re  fpafms.  I'he 
efleds  were  exaftly  the  fame  as  would  be  produced  by  a  per- 
fon  having  his  eyes  filled  with  the  moil  pungent  fhuff.    As  foon 

as 
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as  I  got  up,  I  held  them  over  the  fleam  of  hot  water,  and  by    « ^ — > 

repeatedly  doing  the  lame  in  the  courle  ol"  the  day,  and  keep-       Aiardj. 
ing  them  well  defended  from  the  lij^ht  with  hindkerchiefs 
bound  over  them,  the  pain  was  jn;reatly   diminilhed  at  night, 
when  I  applied  apjukice  of  boiled  brea.l  aad  oil. 

This  mDrninT;  I  could  not  open  my  eyes  without  force,  and  Thurfjay  14. 
the  admilTion  of  light  immediately  brought  on  a  violent  fpahn. 
I  continued  the  fomentation,  but  laid  alide  the  poultice  ;  for  I 
tliought  that  the  latter  incrcafcd  the  pain.  They  grew  better 
all  day,  and  at  night  I  could  open  tlum  a  little,  but  could  not 
bear  the  light,  not  even  by  the  fnuxllell  rclh  ction.  I  fent  Ned 
to  the  Wellward,  in  company  with  a  party  from  the  fort,  who 
went  out  to  try  if  they  could  kill  a  deer.  One  of  the  marines 
became  fnow-blind  to-day. 

My  eyes  were  fo  much  better,  that  I  could  keep  them  open     pruW  1/5. 
all  day,  and  even  be  u*  to  g  )  to  the  door  for  a  few  minutes  at  a      ta/oil". 
time.     A  white-bear  v/ai  feeji  in  Temple  Tickle.     The  deer- 
hunters  returned  tliis  evening,  and  had  Icen  near  forty  iiead  ; 
but  could  not  get  within  lliot  of  them.     All  the  ground  whicli 
lies  along  the  Ihore  of  the  llrails  of  fJelle  IIlc  is  generally  much 
fre(pientecl  by  deer  during  the  Wintei-,  but  particularly  {o  at 
tliis  time  of  the  year;  and  they  continue  there  till  the  end  of 
April,  or  later.     '1  he  marine  was  niucli  \\'(jile  to-day  ;  having    a',  r, /,,/ 
ufed  th.-  ablui'd  Newfoundland  ap'plica' ion  of  poul(  ices  :  I  acl- 
vifed  him  !o  try  my  remedy,  which  he  did,  and  louad  relief. 
1  he  Indians  returned  home  this  morning  by  them  (elves. 

The  day  was  fine,  but  on  the  Ihifting  of  the  wind,  the  wea- 
ther was  likely  to  becoinc  unfavourable. 

My  eyes  are  better,  but  they  ac  yet  too  weak  for  reading;    <;iM,ri,v  ^(\, 
nor  can  I  fix  diem  with  attention  u.i  any  objejl;   particularly    ' '  ^'  ''"'"^' 

if 
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if  any  light  be  reflc£led.    Ned  was  feized  with  a  violent  com- 
plaint in  his  bowels.     The  marine  recovered  his  fight,  but  his 
eyes  are  very  weak. 
Dark,  tempeftuous  weather,  with  continual  fnow. 

I  was  able  to  read  much  to-day.  Ned  was  better;  and  the 
marine  capable  of  doing  his  duty.  Lafl;  Spring,  the  fame  man 
was  blind  for  a  month,  and  feveral  others  were  fo  for  a  long 
time;  few  recovering  their  fight  in  lefs  than  ten  days.  The 
confumption  of  fuel  in  this  houfe  is  very  great,  and  yet  it  is 
intolerably  cold. 

Extremely  bad  weather. 

A  very  great  fwell  rolled  into  the  bay,  occafioned  by  the 
late  heavy  gales  of  wind,  and  ripped  up  the  ice  as  far  as  it  could 
reach.  My  eyes  being  now  pretty  well,  I  determined  to  return 
home  on  the  morrow,  if  the  weather  prove  favorable.  Ned  is 
ft;ill  very  indifferent. 

The  gale  continued  without  intermiffion,  attended  with  fre- 
quent fnow,  and  fo  much  drift,  that  the  people  could  fcarcc 
go  out  of  doors,  ever  fince  Saturday  morning  lalt,  to  fupply  the 
houfe  with  firing  from  the  wood-pile;  although  it  is  at  no  great 
diflance.  The  wind  was  more  moderate  to-day,  and  at  night 
the  weather  became  quite  fine. 

Rifing  at  day-light  this  morning,  I  prepared  for  my  depar- 
ture, but  a  white-bear  being  difcoveied  upon  the  ice,  coming 
towards  the  fort  from  Henly  Illand,  we  all  ran  out  to  attack 
him.  The  people  made  fo  nmch  noife,  that  he  turned  back, 
took  the  water,  and  fwam  acrofs  to  Whale  Gut,  where  he  landed 
and  went  into  the  country.  A  party  of  the  marines  purfued, 
but  could  not  overtake  him.    Thcfe  animals  travel  at  a  much 

greater 
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greater  rate  than  is  generally  fuppofed;  for  they  take  very  long 
ileps.     Two  men  went  to  the  Welt  ward  in  quell  of  deer;  they      March. 
wounded  a  brace,  but  got  neither  of  them, 
A  very  fine  day. 

At  eight  o'  clock  this  morning,  leaving  Ned  behind  me,  who  Friday  22. 
is  yet  too  weak  to  travel,  and  borrowing  a  marine  of  Mr.  Ged, 
I  fet  off  on  my  return  home.  We  kept  along  the  low  land  till 
we  came  near  St.  Peter's  Bay,  then  turned  up  the  hills  and  af- 
cended  St.  Peter's  Head;  which  is  bald  on  the  top,  and  the  high- 
eft  mountain  in  this  neighbourhood.  We  had  a  commanding 
view  of  the  country,  and  I  could  plainly  difcern  Profpefl  Hill. 
W^e  defcended  on  the  North  fide  of  the  head,  where  we  found 
thick  woods,  in  which  the  fnow  was  very  deep  and  light.  Here 
we  met  with  the  recent  marks  of  porcupines;  and  1  killed  a 
fpruce-game  with  my  rifle:  but  my  eye  not  being  clear  enough 
to  attempt  beheading  the  bird,  as  I  ufually  do,  I  fired  at  the 
body,  and  the  ball  knocked  him  entirely  to  pieces.  Afterwards 
we  made  a  flraight  courfe  to  Ranger  Lodge,  but  did  not  arrive 
there  till  feven  o'clock  in  the  evening;  for  we  had  many  fmall 
hills  to  crofs,  fcveral  (kirts  of  woods  to  go  through,  and  the 
fnow  was  light.  All  thefe  difficulties,  together  with  the  diftance 
which  is  twenty  miles,  fatigued  us  much.  At  the  head  of  Fox 
Pond  we  c rolled  the  frelh  track  of  a  white-bear,  but  I  had  not 
the  leafl  inchnation  to  follow  him.  I  found  Milmouth  and  , 
Haines  had  returned  home;  but  the  beaverhoufes  all  proved  old 
ones.  Since  my  departure,  Charles  had  brought  in  two  mar- 
tens; the  furriers  one,  and  a  wolvering;  one  trap  was  loll,  and 
they  found  a  foxhound  dead  in  another,  in  which  he  had  the 
misfortune  to  be  caught. 

A  delightful  mild  day. 

One  faw  at  work,  and  the  reft  of  the  crew  hauling  home  fire-   Saturday,  ro 
wood.    The  furriers  went  round  their  traps,  and  brought  in 
Vol.  I.  P  two 
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two  foxes.  I  fent  the  marine  out  a  (hooting;  and  he  killed  a 
brace  of  fpruce-game,  and  a  fquirrel.  Charles  and  I  were  en- 
gaged all  day  in  altering  the  furboards,  and  making  new  ones 
after  the  Canadian  form.  Thofc  ufed  in  Newfoundland,  being 
too  fliort  and  too  broad,  do  not  make  the  Ikins  look  near  fo  well 
as  the  furboards  of  Canada. 
A  very  fine  day. 

The  Indians  came  here  in  the  evening  with  fome  feals,  and 
remained  all  night. 

It  fnowed  for  the  greatefl;  part  of  lafl  night  and  this  morning; 
and  thawed  freely  all  day. 

Having  ferved  out  to  the  farriers  a  month's  provifions,  I  fent 
them  off  for  Green  Bay,  and  St.  Modcll;  the  former  of  which 
is  fourteen  leagues  from  this  place,  and  ilie  hitter  twenty-fcven. 
I  accompanied  them  to  Seal  Illand;  and  the  Indians  carried  their 
provifions,  traps,  and  a  ialnion-punt  upon  their  lied.  Wc  fet 
the  fail  in  the  boat,  to  alii  ft  the  dogs,  and  I  liiilcd  down  in  her 
the  greateft  part  of  the  way.  The  dogs  fometimes  found  it  dif- 
ficult to  keep  ahead  of  the  fled. 

A  clear  day,  with  fharp  froll. 

The  fealers  had  a  fox  to-day,  which  is  the  nineteenth  that 
they  have  killed.  The  weather  was  too  bad  for  me  to  return 
home;  for  it  was  tempeftuous,  with  fliarp  froft  and  much  drift. 

The  ice  being  driven  clofc  in  to  the  fliore,  the  furriers  could 
not  proceed  on  their  intended  voyage.  After  breakfaft  1  let 
off  homewards  by  myfelf  Under  South  Head  I  faw  feven 
groufe  fitting  upon  a  rock,  but  as  I  had  only  my  rifle,  I  would 
not  difturb  them.  On  the  river  I  obferved  the  tracks  of  feveral 
wolves,  and  tailed  a  trap  for  them  on  Rabbit  Ifland,  making  it 
f«^fl  to  a  boat's  grapnel    On  my  arrival  at  home,  I  fent  Charles 

and 
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itnd  the  marine  after  the  groufe,  and  they  returned  in  the 
evening  with  hx  of  them.  They  had  killed  two  brace  of  fpruce- 
gtfme,  and  brought  in  a  marten,  fince  my  departure. 
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The  fawyers  felled  timber  for  a  wharf,  and  made  fome  oars.   '^^"^^}.^y  "^' 
Cliarles  and  the  marine  went  to  Idand  Lake;  but  the  beavers      E.Aard. 
lay  out,  and  for  want  of  a  dog  that  would  hunt,  they  could  not 
tell  wliere  they  had  taken  up  their  abode.    I  fat  watching  at 
Rabbit  Illand  niofl  part  of  the  day,  but  faw  nothing. 

It  fnOwed  hard  almoll  the  whole  of  this  day. 


Friday  29. 
S.lV.tMt. 


The  fawyers  were  employed  as  yeflerday.  Charles  and  the 
marine  crolfed  Hare  Hill,  and  brought  home  four  flips.  I  walk- 
ed to  Atkinfon  Biook,  where  I  examined  the  flips,  and  tailed 
four  more  in  Slip  Cove.     The  ijoy  was  cutting  fcwel-fticks. 

Clear  weather,  with  frofl;. 


The  fawyers  felling  timber.  Charles  and  the  marine  walked  the  Saturday  3», 
deathfall  paths:  the  former  brought  two  traps  out  of  New  Path, 
and  tailed  them  on  Profped  Hill;  where  he  fhifted  one  of  thofe 
which  was  there  before.  In  the  evening  the  furriers  returned 
from  Seal  Ifland,  as  the  ice  Hill  continues  near  the  fliore.  They 
were  accompanied  by  Guy  and  one  of  his  crew,  and  had  killed 
two  brace  of  groufe  by  the  way.  My  eyes  arc  very  tender  again. 
Serene,  fine  weather. 

The  boy  became  fnow -blind  to-day.     The  Indians  brought    Sunday  31, 
my  filh  from  Seal  Ifland,  and  a  feal  for  the  dogs.     One  of  the 
bloodhounds  was  caught  in  a  trap,  but  received  no  injury. 

Delightful  weather. 


I  fiiifted  the  fawyers  into  the  Indian  houle  which  is  in  the 
cove  below,  and  fent  Milmouth  and  Haines  to  colle61  flips  out 
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of  the  North  Weft  walk;  but  they  could  find  only  fix.  They 
faw  the  flot  of  a  brace  of  deer.  The  fealers  and  Indians  returned 
home.  Charles  an(i  the  marine  vifited  the  traps,  but  got  no- 
thing. I  went  up  the  river  and  altered  all  the  deaihfalls.  My 
family  was  greatly  increafcd  to-day,  by  the  bloodhound  bitch 
bringing  forth  ten  whelps,  but  fhe  overlaid  three  of  them. 
A  gentle  tha^v  came  on  to-day. 

The  fawyers  felled  timber  to  build  a  codftage  and  fifhflakes. 
The  furriers  went  to  Guy's  Cove  to  try  if  they  could  crofs  upon 
frefh  flot  of  deer;  and  they  tailed  a  trap  for  an  otter  in  Atkin- 
fon  Brook.  Charles  and  the  marine  walked  the  dcathfall  paths. 
J  took  a  turn  up  the  river  and  tailed  two  fiiares  for  rabbits. 

It  thawed  freely  all  day. 

One  faw  was  at  work,  and  the  reft  of  the  people  were  em- 
ployed as  yefterday.  Haines  fnow-blind.  Mihnouth  went  up 
Nefcaupick  Path  and  killed  two  brace  of  fpruce-^ame.  Charles 
and  the  marine  vifited  the  beaver houfc,  and  brijui^ht  the  fmall 
beaver,  whofe  foot  was  taken  off  on  the  i8th  of  February.  I 
went  up  the  river  and  looked  at  all  the  trans,  deathfalls,  and 
fnares,  but  got  nothini^.  Attuiock  brought  two  feals  and  the 
feven  traps  from  Seal  If  land. 

A  clear  day,  with  hot  iun  and  fharp  froft. 

One  faw  at  work,  two  men  hauling  home  the  timber  wliich 
had  been  felled  up  the  river,  and  the  other  two  cut  and  brought 
home  a  fliallop's  main-mall.  Attuiock  took  three  larch  planks 
to  Seal  Ifland.  1  went  to  Slip  Co\'c,  where  I  tailed  eleven  more 
flips;  and  the  fewels,  which  I  brought  from  England,  were  fet 
up  to  dire6l  the  deer  into  them.  I  likewife  placed  fewel-fticks 
acrofs  the  river,  ready  for  fixing  up,  and  killed  a  groufe  with 
my  rifle.    In  the  afternoon  I  made  a  hundred  and  fifty  yards 

of 
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of  fcwels,  Charles  walked  all  the  paths  except  the  Nefcau- 
pick.  He  tailed  two  more  traps  for  foxes,  and  (hot  a  brace  of 
fpruce-game.  Milmouth  and  the  marine  carried  the  other  five 
traps  to  Niger  Sound,  where  they  tailed  them  for  foxes.  They 
returned  over  the  hills,  and  brought  a  fprucc-gume  and  a  por- 
cupine. Haines  was  not  able  to  go  out.  Attuiock  brought 
live  feals;  alfo,  a  letter  from  Seal  Ifland,  which  informc  d 
me,  that  above  twenty  deer  had  croflijd  the  harbour  to  the 
Weflward  on  Monday  lafl;  that  the  ice  was  flill  on  ihe  coull; 
and  that  two  white-bears  were  leen  at  Cape  Charles  a  few  days 
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A  charming  day. 

The  fawycrs  were  felling  and  hauling  home  firewood.  Haines  Friday  5, 
went  up  Nefcaupick  Patii.  Attuiock  took  two  planks  to  Seal 
Illand.  I  went  to  Slip  Cove  and  fct  up  the  new  fewcls,  which 
were  but  jull  luflicicnt  for  it;  the  river  will  require  fifteen  hun- 
dred yards  more.  Havinr;  finilhed  that  bufmefs  I  went  to  At- 
kinfoii  Brook,  walked  acrofs  Lyon  Neck,  and  returned  home 
to  dinner,  which  confilled  of  a  fide  of  the  porcupine.  It 
proved  f\veet  and  good  eatin.^,  although  botii  lean  and  tough ; 
for  they  are  now  quite  out  of  leafon.  The  Indians  had  lately 
cauglit  a  \-cry  fine  lilver  fox,  but  another  had  eaten  it  out  of 
the  trap.  Mihnoutli  vifited  the  traps  by  Niger  Sound,  and 
took  a  circuit  beyond  them.  He  killed  two  brace  of  groufc  and 
fiiw  the  Hot  of  'ome  deer  which  were  gone  to  tlie  Eadward. 
C'harles  ^vent  up  Hare  Hill  and  Illand  Brook  Path;  afterwards 
walked  round  Rugged  and  Tough  to  Niger  Sound;  and,  pal- 
fmg  o\  er  South  Head,  he  came  up  the  river  home  again.  He 
killed  a  groul'e  and  faw  the  fiot  of  Ibmc  deer,  which  were  gone 
to  the  Eallward. 

A  very  fine  day. 

Four 
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Four  of  the  fawyers  filled  and  hauled  home  lircwoftd,  arrd 
the  other  two  made  fome  oars.  Charles  walked  the  home  pat)is, 
and  killed  a  fpruce-gatne.  Milmouth  "went  to  Niger  Sound, 
where  he  fhifted  the  traps,  and  killed  a  groufe.  Haines  wcni. 
to  Atkinfon  Brook  and  the  tilt ;  from  wh.ch  place  he  returned 
at  night.  I  was  employed  in  making  more  I'ewels.  'i'he  Indi- 
ans coming  up  with  a  leal,  I  ordered  them  to  make  fonu'  traces 
foi  my  dogs;  I  tried  one  of  the  bloodhounds  in  the  fled,  and  he 
behaved  very  well.  At  night  Ned  and  fvo  men,  who  came  in 
a  boat  to  1'able  Point,  arrived  from  Chateau,  and  informed 
me  that  they  had  buried  the  corps  of  Mr.  Jonrs  in  the  fea ;  it 
being  impoflllle  to  dig  a  grave,  without  infinite  drflflculty. 
They  faw  a  herd  of  deer  which  were  coming  to  the  iNorlhward. 

Cloudy  weather,  with  a  little  frofl. 

Early  in  the  morning  I  put  my  provifions,  bedding,  and  other 
baggage  on  the  Indian  fled  ;  my  gun  and  rackets  upon  my 
own,  drawn  by  three  dogs,  and  fet  off  with  Haines  for  t!ic  tilt; 
which  with  much  difficulty  we  four>d.  I  afterwards  fent  the 
Indians  to  Seal  Ifland  with  a  plank. 

A  thick,  wet  fog  all  day. 

Early  in  the  morning,  Haines  went  to  Seal  Ifland  for  fome 
things,  and  returned  with  them  at  noon.  At  ten  o'clock  Mil- 
mouth  came  from  the  Lodge  to  remain  with  me.  Soon  after- 
wards tw  o  of  the  fcalcrs  called  to  inform  me  that  they  had 
killed  a  wolf  at  the  Eall  end  of  this  ifland,  which  had  got  into 
one  of  their  traps  uj  on  White-Fox  Ifland  tliis  morning.  He 
travelled  at  fuch  a  rate  with  the  trap  upon  one  of  his  fore  feet, 
that  they  had  much  diificulty  to  overtake  him,  though  aflifled 
by  a  couple  of  flout  Newfoundland  dogs;  for  the  wolf  fo  in- 
timidated the  dogs,  by  frequently  fnapping  at  them  as  he  ran, 
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that  thry  were  ufraid  to  attack,  him.  I  went  with  them  to 
take  a  view  oi  the  bcall,  and  a  large  old  dog  he  was,  but  very- 
poor;  for  he  had  been  impelled  by  hunger  to  haunt  about  the 
leaiers'  houfe  for  fome  time  pall,  to  eat  the  feals'  bones  which 
had  been  left  half  picked  by  their  dogs.  Milmouth  and  I  were 
employed  all  the  rell  of  the  day  in  cutting  boughs  to  fewcl  the 
harbour,  in  order  to  caufc  the  deer  to  come  clofe  to  a  point  of 
Eyre  Illand,  where  I  intend  to  watch  for  them. 
It  fnowed  hard  all  lall  night,  and  drifted  the  whole  of  diis  day.

At  five  o'  clock  this  morning  I  fent  Milmouth  to  (Irike  up  the 
traps  which  aie  by  Niger  Sound,  and  tlien  take  a  walk  round 
the  Cape  Land  in  Icarch  of  the  deer  which  were  feen  on  Satur- 
day lad:  at  the  fume  time  Haines  cut  more  boughs.  I  walked 
to  the  top  of  one  of  the  hills  on  this  illand  and  there  fat  down 
to  watch.  Shortly  after  I  difcovercd  a  fox  upon  the  harbour, 
and  Hipped  my  greyhound  at  him,  but  he  efcapL'd.  A  man 
came  from  Seal  Ilhnid  and  brought  me  a  fore  quarter  of  the 
A'.oir,  a  piece  of  which  was  roalUd  for  dinner,  but  it  {)roved  fa 
hard,  dry,  tourh,  and  rank,  that  I  could  fwallow  but  one 
mouthful.  As  I  was,  however,  determined  to  get  tlu^  better  of 
Hiy  fqucamilh  ilomach,  I  fct  the  remainder  by  for  lupper,  but 
my  fucccfs  was  not  then  miicli  greater.  At  one  o'  clock  I  joined 
IlauK  s,  and  we  made  a  Ihooling-ltand  of  Ihow  at  the  South 
Wcfl  point  of  this  illand.  My  eyes  being  very  tender,  I  flcamed 
them  this  evening.  Milmouth  returned  at  night,  and  brought 
me  two  dogs  from  home;  alfo  fome  few'el-twine  and  other 
things.  On  Niger  Sound  he  met  tlic  Chateau  men  returning 
home. 

Mild  and  plcafant  till  noon,  dark  and  raw  afterwards.

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flelh  to  the  Indian  fnow-houfe,  which  Attuiock  has  quitted;  he 
now  hvcs  in  his  tent  near  Seal  Illand.  I  was  engaged  in  making 
fome  more  harnefs  for  my  dogs,  and  I  added  another  blood- 
hound and  the  Newfoundland  dog  to  my  coach.  I  ate  part  of 
the  wolf  to-day;  but  as  it  was  not  altogether  palatable,  a  little 
fufficed  me;  notwithllanding  I  tailed  no  other  kind  of  food. 
Frequent  fliowers  of  fmall  rain  all  day. 

I  fcnt  Haines  home  for  fome  things,  with  which  he  returned 
at  night  accompanied  by  Ned.  In  their  way  hither,  they  faw 
a  large  wolf,  and  the  Hot  of  a  brace  of  deer.  The  Indians  call- 
ed here  in  their  road  home,  and  brought  me  a  few  things  from 
the  Lodge.  The  tilt  has  leaked  very  much,  through  every  part 
of  the  roof,  lince  the  rain  began. 

Friday  i!>.  Early  in  the  morniiig,  Haines  went  to  Seal  Ifland  for  fome 
flefli  for  the  dogs;  and  on  his  return,  he  met  two  wolves  upon 
the  harbour,  which  appeared  to  be  inclined  to  attack  him ;  but 
on  firing  fome  fliot  at  them,  they  howled  and  then  ran  off. 
Milmouth  went  to  the  South  fliore  for  a  trap,  which  he  tailed 
on  Salt  Point :  he  returned  in  the  evening,  and  informed  me 
that  he  had  found  one  of  our  empty  hoglheads  greaily  damaged 
by  the  wolves,  and  that  he  had  obferved  the  tracks  of  two  of 
thofe  animals  upon  the  river. 

Thick  fog,  with  rain  all  yeRerday  and  to-day. 

Saturday  13.  Early  tliis  morning  Haines  and  Milmouth  tailed  fome  flips 
and  traps  upon  Lyon  Neck,  and  Ned  returned  with  the  New- 
foundland whtlp;  for  he  would  not  draw.  At  the  fame  time 
I  went  to  the  South  Weft  point  of  this  illand,  where  I  repaired 
the  fland,  and  kept  watch  until  the  fog  grew  too  thick  to  fee  a 
gun-lhot.  One  of  the  fawyers  came  down  in  the  evening  with 
another  bloodhound,  and  a  fupply  of  provifions. 
Thick,  foggy  weather.  At 
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At  day-light  this  morning  I  fent  the  farriers  round  the  traps, 
and  they  brought  me  a  groufe.  A  man  came  here  from  Seal 
liland,  vvlio  informed  me  that  another  wolf  had  carried  oflf  one 
of  their  traps  lad  week;  and,  tliat  in  his  way  to  this  place,  he 
had  killed  an  otter  upon  the  ice.  The  Indians  having  caught 
fix  leals,  they  brought  them  to  the  Lodge  this  evening,  as  a 
frelli  fupply  of  provifions  for  the  dogs.  Whether  my  appetite 
or  the  talk;  of  the  wolf  be  better,  I  cannot  tell;  but  I  can  now 
make  a  tolerable  good  meal  of  him. 

Thick  fog,  with  hard  rain,  moll  part  of  thefe  lad  twenty-four 
hours.

At  day-light  I  fent  the  farriers  to  drike  up  the  farthefh  traps;  Monday  tj. 
but  the  harbour  being  almod  knee-deep  in  water  upon  the  ice, 
it  was  very  unpleafant,  laborious  walking.  One  of  the  Indians 
brought  two  leals :  alfo  Guy  called  here  and  informed  mc, 
that  he  had  tailed  a  gun  upon  White -Fox  IHand  for  a  white- 
bear,  Avhich  had  been  there  the  two  preceding  evenings;  and, 
at  the  latter  time,  he  had  eaten  a  round  jar.  Milmouth  and 
Maines  repaired  the  Ihooting  dand  that  had  been  wadied  down 
by  the  late  rains.  Tlie  evening  being  clear,  I  walked  to  the  top  of  ^-/npi' 
the  highed  lull  upon  this  idand,  and  had  an  extendve  view  out 
to  fea  ;  but  could  not  difcern  a  drop  of  fredi  water.  I  finiflied 
my  quarter  of  wolf  to-day,  and  I  believe,  that  my  domach  will 
not  refufe  dich  food  again,  during  my  reiidence  in  this  country. 

The  ^vcather  continued  the  lame  till  two  o'clock  this  after- 
noon, when  it  cleared  up,  and  at  night  a  gentle  frod  came  on. 


The  furriers  finidied  the  dand  this  morning,  and  then  fewel- 
cd  the  harbour.  I  eroded  the  ice  to  the  North  head  of  White- 
Hear  Sound,  and  fat  watching  there  Ibme  time.  We  began  to 
build  another  dand  with  dones,  on  the  North  point  of  Tilt  Cove. 

It  fnowed  a  little,  now  and  then,  in  the  courfe  of  the  day; 
and  rained  hard  all  night.

The  furriers  went  to  Little  Caribou  to  look  for  fome  traps, 
which  they  lod  there  in  January  lad,  and  found  that  one  of 
them  had  been  carried  away  by  a  wolf;  and  thit  the  refl  were 
ftill  buried  in  the  fnow.  At  noo.i  the  Indians  came  from  the 
Lodge  with  half  a  beaver,  foms  bread,  and  a  keg  of  fpruce- 
beer.  In  their  way  hither,  they  croffed  the  flot  of  a  brace  of 
deer  near  Salt  Point.  The  ice  in  the  harbour  being  covered 
with  much  water,  it  is  very  weak  in  many  places. 

Hard  rain  during  the  greatefl  part  of  the  day,  but  the  night 
proved  fair. 

The  men  cut  fome  more  boughs  in  the  morning  ;  but  were 
foon  driven  from  their  work  by  ttie  badncfs  of  the  weather.  As 
Haines  was  rubbing  the  lock  of  his  gun  this  evening,  by  the 
iirefide,  where  the  other  man  was  fitting  alo.ig  \vith  me,  it  ac- 
cidentally went  off;  but  very  fortunately  did  no  other  damage, 
than  that  of  fmgeinghis  own  eyes  and  face  by  the  explofion  of 
the  priming. 

It  fnowed  hard  all  day. 

Haines  was  blind  this  morning  and  '\\\  great  pain,  from  the 
accident  of  lafl  night.  I  fomented  his  eyes,  and  anointed  the 
lids  of  them  with  Turner's  cerate.  Milmouth  went  home,  with 
orders  to  tail  the  traps  on  the  North  Well  hie  of  the  harbour  ; 
and  look  at  the  Hips  by  Atkinfon  Brook  in  his  way.  He  return- 
ed at  night  and  brought  Ibme  butter  and  oil. 

We  had  fnow  in  the  morning,  the  rell  of  the  day  proved  fog- 
gy, and  a  fharp  froll  came  on  at  night. 

I  fct  off  homewards  at  eleven  o'clock,  and  as  I  was  refling 
myfclf  uj)on  a  rock  under  South  Head,  three  deer  which  came 
acrofs  from  Salt  Point,  palled  by  me  at  the  diflance  of  about 
two  hundred  yards.    I  followed  ihcm,  but  they  ran  io  fwifily 

acrofs 
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acrofs  the  barrens,  that  they  arrived  at  Niger  Sound  before  I 
got  to  the  top  of  the  head.  At  the  fame  time  I  difpatched  Mil- 
mouth  to  Seal  Ifland  for  fome  dog-meat,  with  orders  for  the 
Indians  to  cany  Haines  home  to-morrow  upon  their  fled.  One 
fox  and  a  marten  had  been  caught  fnice  I  left  home. 
A  clear  iky  and  fiiarp  fro II.

At  day-light  this  morning,  two  of  tlic  fawyers  went  to  Niger 
Sound  after  the  deer  which  I  faw  yeflerday,  and  obferved, 
that  fome  others  had  joined  them.  They  followed  the  flot  till 
bad  weather  came  on,  and  then  turned  back  again;  but  meeting 
with  the  frefli  track  of  a  white-bear  upon  Punt  Pond,  they  fol- 
lowed it  down  Niger  Sound  till  they  came  to  the  place  where 
the  bear  had  taken  water:  further  purfuit  being  then  impracti- 
cable they  returned  home.  Ned  went  to  Atkinfon  Brook, 
where  he  found  one  of  the  flips  down  ;  and  the  deer  which  I 
law  yellerday  had  pafled  over  it.  He  tailed  a  flip  upon  the 
illhmus,  and  another  in  Slip  Cove,  in  whicii  there  are  now 
twenty.  Upon  the  river  he  found  the  bloodhound  dog  in  one 
of  my  traps,  where  he  had  been  all  night. 

Attuiock  and  his  favourite  wife  came  here,  and  brought 
Haines  home.  His  left  eye  is  {o  bad,  that  I  fear  he  will  lofe  it. 
Upon  an  examination  of  my  provifions,  I  found  no  more  left 
than  will  be  fufficient  for  five  weeks.  Various  complaints  were 
made  to  me  againll  the  fawyers;  and,  upon  a  full  inveftigation 
of  the  circumflances,  I  found  them  all  to  be  rafcals. 

The  weather  was  \'ery  fine  till  noon,  when  it  began  to  fnow, 
which  continued  without  intermiflion  for  the  remainder  of 
the  day.

highefl  hill,  and  could  [)srceive  all  the  land  around  ftill  cover- 
ed with  fnovv,  and  nothing  but  iirni  ice  to  be  difcerned  out  at 
fea,  as  far  as  the  eye  could  reach:  which,  I  f'uppofe,  cannot  be 
lei's  than  fifty  leagues  from  the  land. 

It  fnowed  till  noon  when  the  Iky  cleared,  but  there  was  much 
drift  all  day.     The  frofl  was  very  fharp. 

At  five  o'clock  this  morning,  Mihnouth  began  to  fewel  more 
of  the  harbour.  I  went  to  Salt  Point,  and  watched  till  five 
in  the  evening  without  feeing  any  thing;  though  feveral  foxes 
and  wolves  had  traverfcd  the  harbour  lad  night.  During  my 
abfcnce,  the  Indians  having  been  at  the  tilt,  they  had  left  fix 
feal  Ikins  and  a  letter,  which  they  had  brought  from  Seal  Ifland. 

A  clear  day  with  hard  frofl:. 

Early  in  the  morning  I  went  to  S.ilt  Point,  and  fat  watching 
there  all  day  witliout  any  lucccis.  At  the  lame  tin^e  Milmouth 
"went  home;  but  returned  to  llie  tilt  in  the  evening,  accom- 
panied by  Charles.  The  fa^\'yc^s  launched  the  wherry  over 
the  ice  to  a  fecure  place,  for  fear  of  the  harbour  breaking  up 
fuddenly. 

Clear  froRy  weather. 

Early  in  the  morning  I  fent  Charles  home,  and  took  Mil- 
mouth  with  me  to  Seal  illand  ;  where  we  arrived  juft  as  the 
people  were  fitting  down  to  breakfall:  one  dilh  confilled  of 
fome  of  the  old  wolf  Iried  in  feal's  oil.  Ihey  nivitcd  me  to 
partake  with  them;  which  I  did,  and  made  a  very  hearty  meal; 
but  I  mull  confefs,  that  it  was  rather  llrong.  We  were  obliged 
to  remain  here  all  night;  for  there  was  lb  great  a  thaw,  that  the 
dogs  could  not  travel  with  the  lied;  which  is  ihort  and  heavy, 
of  the  Newfoundland  conllrudion. 

It  thawed  very  freely  all  day.

It  rained  at  day -light,  but  fnowed  hard  the  refl  of  the  day, 
accompanied  with  a  heavy  gale  oi  wind,  which  obliged  us  to 
continue  here. 

The  ice  being  driven  to  a  diflonce  from  die  fhore,  fome  of  the 
people  went  with  me  this  morning  to  tlie  outer  point  of  Indian 
Illand,  in  expeftation  of  (hooting  fome  ducks ;  but,  although 
many  thoufands  flew  to  the  Northward,  they  all  kept  too  far  olf. 
On  my  return  to  Seal  Ifland,  at  two  o'  clock,  I  found  Charles 
there;  whofe  errand  was  to  inform  me  of  the  indifpofition  of 
part  of  my  family.  Leaving  the  dogs  and  fled  behind  me,  I 
immediately  fet  off  with  Milmouth  and  Charles  for  the  tilt,  but 
could  not  proceed  any  farther:  becaufe  the  ice  in  the  harbour 
was  covered  with  water  nearly  a  foot  deep,  and  I  felt  myfelf 
fufTiciently  fatigued  with  what  I  had  already  performed. 

A  mild,  plcafant  day. 


At  day-light  this  morning  I  fent  Milmouth  and  Charles  for  Sumhy  28, 
the  dogs  and  fled,  and  went  home  by  myfelf  Upon  the  river, 
I  met  all  the  men,  who  where  able  to  walk,  going  in  quell  of 
deer.  On  my  arrival,  I  had  the  pleafure  to  find  the  fick  folks 
nmch  belter.  I  received  informatioji,  that  John  Williams,  one 
of  the  fawyers,  had,  on  Thurfday  lad,  committed  an  abomi- 
nable and  capital  crime-,  and,  upon  examination,  there  were 
fufhcient  proofs  of  his  guilt.  I  feized  and  bound  him,  that  I 
m'ght  fend  him  to  Chaleau  by  the  full  opportunity,  to  be  con- 
veyed to  St.  John's  in  Newfoundland  to  take  his  trial.  The 
Indian  boy  came  up  with  fome  feals.  Haines  being  now  re- 
covered returned  to  the  tilt.

Early  in  the  morning  I  went  to  Seal  Ifland  upon  the  Indian    Monday  29, 
fled^  and  remained  there  all  night.

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I  paid  a  vifit  to  the  Indians  this  morning,  and  brought  At- 
tuiock  and  Ickcongoquc  (his  liivourite  wife)  back  with  me.  I 
pmchafcd  an  otterlkin  ol"  liim,  fold  him  ten  fealikinson  crech't. 
and  gave  him  another  to  make  into  boots  for  myl'elf.  Ickcon- 
goquc afterwards  carried  me  to  the  tilt  upon  their  fled.  Charles 
being  very  ill  I  fent  him  home  ;  and  Haines  went  to  Salt  Point. 
After  making  a  fliort  llay  at  the  tilt,  I  croffed  the  harbour  to 
South  Head,  and  obfcrved  lix  deer  upon  Niger  Sound  coming 
towards  me.  On  lAnding,  they  feparated  and  began  to  feed ; 
upon  ^^'hich  I  went  to  the  fpot  immediately,  but  could  fee 
nothing  of  them.  I  foon  difcovered,  that  we  had  palled  each 
other  by  the  way,  within  gun-fliot;  the  inequality  of  the  ground 
having  hid  them  from  my  fight.  I  haflened  home,  and  fent 
Ned  to  the  tilt,  on  my  arrival. 

Complaint  being  made  to  me  that  Williams  was  not  well 
fecured,  and  that  his  guard  often  fet  him  at  liberty,  I  delivered 
out  two  trapchains  and  a  couple  of  padlocks;  with  which  1  or- 
dered him  to  be  chained  to  one  of  his  bedpoits. 

Ned  and  Milmouth  came  up  for  fome  flips,  and  informed  me, 
that  they  had  leen  fix  deer  this  morning;  and  that  thofe,  which 
I  faw  yeflcrday,  had  pafl'ed  clofe  on  the  left  fide  of  the  flips  by 
Atkinfon  Brook.  I  gave  them  a  feather-fewel  to  run  on  that 
fide.  Ned  returned  in  the  e\ening  with  an  otter  and  a  groufe, 
which  Haines  had  fliot;  he  had  alfo  killed  another  otter  at  the 
fame  time,  but  loll  it  in  the  water. 


ThurfJay 


At  dav-light  I  fent  Ned  to  the  tilt,  with  orders  for  Milmouth 
and  himfi.  If  to  go  immediately  beyond  North  Black  Hill,  to  fee 
it  they  could  meet  any  black-bears  among  the  burnt  woods; 
alfo  directed  Haines  to  go  to  Great  Caribou  to  try  for  ducks.  I 
walked  down  to  South  Head,  and  fat  there  till  two  o'  clock.  On 

my 
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my  return  I  went  up  Punt  Brook,  (hifted  a  trap  which  had  been 
tailed  ihere  l\jr  a.i  oLter,  a;i  J  g^t  h)in  *  at  foar  in  the  afternoon. 
At  fix  o'clock  the  fawycrs  faw  four  deer  come  out  of  the  woods, 
near  Rabbit  Ifland,  and  go  down  the  river. 
Cold,  cloudy  weather. 

At  four  o'clock  this  morning  I  went  down  the  river,  and 
flotted  the  deer  to  the  top  of  Sou. h  Head.  As  they  made  no 
ftop  there,  I  concluded  that  they  were  far  enough  out  of  my 
reach;  but  at  nine,  they  cr oiled  the  harbour  to  Lyon  Head.  I 
followed  them  to  that  place,  but  on  my  arrival  they  were  crolT- 
ing  St.  Lewis's  Bay.  1  then  turned  round  on  the  North  Well 
fide  of  the  head,  and  came  back  to  Salt  Point,  where  I  met 
Haines;  he  had  been  out  this  morning,  in  company  with  fome 
of  the  fealers,  in  one  of  their  Ikilfs,  to  Ihoot  ducks;  but  had  met 
with  no  fuccefs.  At  lix  in  the  evening,  I  arrived  at  home  ex- 
ceedingly fatigued,  and  my  feet  were  much  inllamed  by  the 
wet;  the  fnow  being  full  of  water  and  rotten  to  the  bottom. 
Ned  and  Milmouth  returned  at  night  with  a  fox,  and  informed 
me  they  had  feen  the  marks  where  a  bear  had  been  fome  time 
ago.    A  ttuiock  broi  ight  four  carcaircs  and  one  round  bedlamer. 

A  fine  day. 

Finding  tliat  I  was  fevcrifli,  I  made  ten  attempts  to  bleed  my- 
felf,  but  did  not  fuccccd.  My  feet  were  lb  tender  to-day,  that 
I  could  fcarce  Hand  on  thcni.  Ned  and  Milmouth  returned  to 
the  tilt,  and  Attuiock  to  his  tent. 

It  rained  all  the  morning,  the  afternoon  was  fair,  and  it  rain- 
ed again  at  night. 

Etuiock  came  here  early  this  morning  with  their  fled;  and  Snntinv-. 

and  taking  Charles,  Bettres  (the  boy)  and  Williams  with  mc,  a'-^- £•>;/'<' 
\vc  went  to  Seal  liland.     At  noon  we  fet  out  for  Chateau  in  a 
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fklfTj  taking  alfo  a  couple  of  ihc  fealcis.  We  had  clear  water  till 
\vc  palled  Camp  Illands;  but  onobfcrving  a  jamb  of  ice  vvliicli 
extended  from  Table  Point  towards  Belle  Ifle,  we  endeavour- 
ed to  go  on  the  outlide  of  it.  In  this  attempt  we  got  io  far  out 
to  fea,  (and  fuch  abundance  of  ice  at  the  fame  time  came  after 
us  from  the  North  Eall)  that  it  was  with  gr^at  dillicuky  v^e  re- 
gained the  fliore  at  Birchy  Cafcade:  we  hauled  our  fkiff  up 
and  fpenl  the  night  by  a  good  (ire  in  the  woods. 
The  day  was  hne,  but  it  fnowcd  hard  all  night. 

Early  in  the  morning  we  launched  the  boat,  and  rowed  along 
fhore  to  Foulwcatiier  Droke,  but  could  get  no  farther;  the 
ice  being  firmly  jammed  quite  acrofs,  from  Table  Point  to  Belle 
Ille.  1  here  we  hauled  up  the  boat  and  I  walked  upon  the 
point  where  I  met  with  eight  deer,  and  (hot  one  of  them  through 
the  haunches,  at  a  confiderable  dillance,  but  did  not  kill  him;  I 
then  purlued  him  a  long  way  without  i'uccefs.  1  he  red  of  the 
people  w^ent  round  the  fliore  to  the  Head  of  St.  Peter's  Bay, 
but  killed  nothing.  We  fuffered  greatly  all  night  from  cold, 
for  the  woods  were  thin,  chiefly  old  birch,  the  Ihow  was  very 
deep,  and  we  could  fcarce  keep  our  fire  alight,  the  fuel  being 
full  of  lap. 

At  day-light  this  morning,  finding  the  ice  v/as  driven  back 
to  the  Northward,  I  ordered  the  boat  round  the  Point,  and 
walked  acrofs  to  Conden  Tickle;  where  I  found  fourteen  deer 
feeding  upon  wild  rye  which  appeared  through  the  fnow. 
Unfortunately  they  got  fight  of  me  at  the  fame  time  and  went 
off,  when  I  fired  at  above  two  hundred  yards  dillance,  without 
effect.  Ihe  boat  meeting  me  there,  wc  made  the  bcR  of  our 
way  to  Chateau,  and  arrived  in  Henley  Tickle  at  four  in  the" 
afternoon,  where  I  fliot  four  ducks  and  then  went  to  York 
Tort. 

Mr. 
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Mr.  God  being  invellcd  by  the  governor  wllli  po^vcr  to  try 
and  piiniPn  fmail  crimes,  I  profecutcd  Williams  accordingly, 
and  lie  was  fentcnccd  to  receive  a  dozen  laflies.  I  went  to  the 
tickle  to  Ihoot  ducks,  but  killed  very  lew.

In  the  morning  I  went  to  the  tickle,    but  no  ducks  flew    Thurfdayg, 
through.     After  dinner  Williams  received  his  punifliment,  and 
I  then  accufcd  him  ot  a  capital  crime.     Mr.  Ged  ordered  him 
in  nons  and  committed  him  to  prifon,  to  take  his  trial  at  St. 
John's.  lii  the  e\ening  I  went  to  the  tickle,  and  killed  ten  ducks. 


Early  in  the  morning,  leaving  Charles  to  follow  with  tlie  feal- 
ers,  and  takmg  Bettres  with  me,  I  went  to  the  Table  Land  in 
a  boat  bclongirig  to  the  garriibn,  and  lent  it  back  immediately 
on  my  arrival.  In  my  way  hither  I  meafurcd  the  flight  of  the 
eider  ducks  by  the  followmg  method:  viz.  on  arriving  off  Duck 
Illand,  fix  miles  dillant  from  Henley  Tickle,  I  caufed  the  peo- 
ple to  lie  on  their  oars;  and  when  I  fiiw  the  flafh  of  the  guns, 
Avhich  were  fired  at  a  flock  of  ducks  as  they  palTed  through,  I 
obierved  by  my  watch  how  long  they  were  in  flying  abreafl  of 
us.  The  refuli;  of  above  a  dozen  obfervations,  afcertained  the 
rate  to  be  ninety  miles  an  hour.  After  making  a  tilt  with  fome 
feal  Ikins  which  1  borrowed  at  Chateau,  I  took  a  walk  acrofs 
the  point,  and  got  fhots  at  a  good  fox  and  a  black  duck,  with 
my  rifle ;  alfo  law  a  deer,  but  night  came  on  before  I  could  get 
up  to  it.  It  was  nine  o'  clock  when  I  returned  to  the  tilt  very 
hungry  ;  liaving  eaten  nothing  lince  fix  in  the  morning  :  but, 
inftead  of  dinner  being  ready,  the  boy  had  not  been  able  to 
light  a  fire;  therefore  I  was  obliged  to  do  that  bufinefs  myfelf ; 
I  foon  effeded  it,  and  broiled  fome  ducks  for  our  fuppcrs.  In 
my  way  hither  I  killed  one  duck  out  of  the  boat,  and  brought 
fome  otliers  along  with  me. 

A  fine  day. 
Vol.  I.  R  At 
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At  eleven  o'  clock  I  went  to  the  place  wlicre  1  had  wounded 
the  deer  on  the  6th  influnt;  and  fat  waiting  there  till  three  in  the 
afternoon,  in  expe6btion  of  meeting  with  it,  or  Ibme  others; 
but  being  difappointed,  I  came  back  and  found  our  boat  arrived 
from  Chateau.  Bcttres,  whom  I  had  lent  aci  ois  the  neck,  did 
not  return  until  f-ve  o'  clock;  at  which  time  we  made  fail  with 
a  frefh  wind,  and  arrived  at  Seal  Illand  at  nine.  Unfortunately 
I  forgot  a  couple  of  foxhounds,  Avhich  I  had  brought  IVom  home, 
and  left  them  coupled  together  and  tied  up  near  the  tilt.  We 
found  much  li?a  off  the  Cape,  as  it  had  blown  hard  there  all  day. 

Rain  and  fog  all  morning,  but  fair  afterwards. 

Early  in  the  morning  Etuiock  and  the  Indians  came  to  the  tilt, 
and  conducled  me  and  my  baggage  home  on  their  fled.  We 
found  the  bay  broken  up  in  the  middle,  as  high  as  the  South 
head  of  White-Bear  Sound,  where  we  inadvertently  got  upon 
loofe  pans  of  ice,  and  v/ere  in  danger  of  being  driven  out  to  fea; 
but  by  the  activity  ol  the  dogs,  we  efciped  the  danger.  From 
Seal  Illand  to  Ottei  Ifland  tlie  ice  was  very  rotten,  and  knee- 
deep  in  water.  On  my  arrival  at  home  I  was  informed  that  one 
of  my  people  had  killed  a  deer  lall  week ;  but,  by  not  being 
paunched  till  late  the  next  day,  ii  was  Ipoiled.  A  great  many 
deer  had  crofled  the  liarbour  fince  I  went  from  home ;  and  foon 
after  my  return,  three  crofled  the  river  a  little  below  my  houfe: 
the  fawyers  followed  them,  but  without  fuccefs.  The  river  be- 
gan to  break  up  in  the  evening. 

• 

I  had  the  fkiff"  caulked  and  payed;  the  boards  piled;  the 
foundation  for  the  falmon-houfe  cleared;  and  other  things  done. 
Charles  began  to  dig  the  garden,  Ned  took  up  fome  leweling, 
and  was  at  work  down  the  river  all  day.  In  the  evening  the 
the  river  broke  up  as  far  as  Rabbit  Ifland ;  having  been  entirely 
frozen  twenty-feven  weeks  and  three  days, 

A  very  warm  day.  I  had 
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I  had  the  (kiff  launclicd  and  brought  up  to  the  houfc.  Three 
men  were  employed  in  refitting  her  rigging,  and  other  bufinefs;        May. 
two,  f'etting  up  the  garden  fence;  Charles  and  the  boy,  clearing   mndw.sw. 
it  of  Itoncs;  and  Ned,  in  taking  up  the  remainder  of  the  fewels  ' 

which  were  on  the  ice.  I  went  to  Illund  Pond  Brook  to  watch 
for  geefe,  but  none  appeared.  The  two  furriers  came  up  from 
the  tilt,  and  brought  an  otter  and  a  lord.  Attuiock  walked  up 
to  pay  me  a  vifit,  and  llayed  all  night.  In  the  evening  I  went  in 
the  boat  to  tiie  Narrows,  whcie  I  tailed  three  traps  on  a  rub- 
bingplace.  We  had  a  hard  row  back  againfl  the  current,  and 
narrowly  efcaped  being  jammed  between  the  large,  thick  pans 
of  ice,  which  came  down  the  river.  All  the  lower  part  of  the 
river  gave  way  this  evening.  A  hot  day. 

Two  men  were  employed  all  the  forenoon  about  the  Ikiff;    wedncf.  15. 
three  on  the  garden  fence;  and  four  in  the  lower  garden.    In      ^""'^* 
the  afternoon  the  fawyers  were  picking  oakum,  and  the  fur- 
riers making  otterboards.     There  was  a  very  high  tide  this 
evening,  which  floated  part  of  the  flage  timber,  but  by  timely 
afTi fiance  we  faved  it. 

The  morning  was  cloudy,  and  it  rained  in  the  afternoon.

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In  the  forenoon  the  fawyers  were  picking  oakum  ;  the  fmith 
at  work  on  the  fkiff;  Charles  ill  in  bed;  and  I  was  engaged  in 
damping  and  new  fpreading  the  furs.  In  the  afternoon  the  fur- 
riers went  out  with  ottertraps:  they  tailed  one  in  Salt  Point 
Cove,  and  found  both  thofe  at  the  mouth  of  Atkinfon  Brook, 
in  the  water;  with  the  toe  of  an  otter  in  one  of  them. 

It  rained,  hailed,  and  froze  all  day.

The  weather  being  bad  to-day,  all  of  us  were  varioufly  em-    Friday  t?. 
ployed  in,  and  about  the  houfe.     The  river  was  much  lower      ^'^'  ^' 
to-day  than  at  any  time  fmce  the  ice  broke  up.

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THE  FIRST  VOYAGE. 

At  ten  o'clock  this  morning  I  fent  off  five  men  for  Chateau 
to  fhoot  ducks,  my  (lock  of  provifions  being  now  very  low; 
but  finding  the  ice  in  the  harbour  ftiU  firm,  they  were  obhged 
to  return.    They  killed  a  brace  of  groufe. 

The  fall  of  fnow  continued  until  eight  o'  clock  this  morning, 
at  which  time  it  was  two  feet  deep;  but,  as  the  fun  fhone  ftrong 
all  day,  moft  of  it  was  gone  by  night,  when  it  fet  in  for  rain. 

Two  of  the  people  belonging  to  the  fealing  crew  came  here 
this  morning,  to  engage  with  me  for  the  fummer's  fifiiing.  I 
hired  one  of  them  (JohnTilfed)  for  a  boatfmafler;  but  would 
not  engage  the  other.  After  dinner  I  went  down  the  river  in. 
the  (kifF,  and  landed  two  of  my  people,  together  with  one  of 
the  fealers  at  South  Head,  in  their  way  to  Seal  Ifland. 

Cloudy  weather,  with  a  few  fmall  fhowers. 

I  "Went  to  Cub  Pond  at  four  o'  clock  this  morning,  and  faw 
the  frefli  track  cf  a  black-bear  on  Dog  Point.  At  ten  I  took  all 
hands  with  me  in  the  Ikiff,  and  fet  off  for  Chateau;  in  going 
down  Punt  Reach  we  faw  five  deer  on  the  South  Weft  ihore, 
and  flieered  near  to  them;  I  then  fired,  but  without  any  effect. 
I  landed  and  walked  upon  South  Head,  from  whence  a  bridge 
of  ice  was  ft  ill  to  be  feen  acrofs  the  harbour.  I  therefore  fent 
one  of  the  furriers  by  land,  with  orders  to  meet  the  men  who 
went  to  Seal  Ifland  yefterday,  and  go  along  with  them  to  the 
tilt,  and  bring  every  thing  away  from  the  place.  I  then  ordered 
the  fltiff  back  to  wait  for  me  in  Punt  Reach,  and  taking  Bettres, 
with  both  rifles,  I  went  after  the  deer.  I  flotted  them  round 
Punt  Pond,  and  acrofs  the  South  Barrens,  in  a  direction  to  the 
Ihallop,  where  the  people  met  them,  as  they  were  returning 
from  Seal  Ifland.  1  killed  a  groufe  with  a  fingle  ball.  Charles 
faw  five  deer  in  a  fmall  marfti^ot  far  from  the  river.  I  re- 
turned to  the  n^iff,  and  landed  at  the  Narrows,  from  whence  I 
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walked  home,  fending  her  back  to  South  Head  to  wait  for  the 
other  people,  but  (he  returned  at  night  without  them.  Attuiock 
brought  me  feven  ducks. 
Clear,  pleafant  weather. 

Taking  all  hands  in  the  (kiff,  at  four  this  morning,  I  went 
down  the  river  and  landed  at  Barred  Ifland.  I  then  ordered 
Charles  and  Milmouth  to  take  Ned,  Haines,  and  the  fawyers  in 
the  flcifF  to  Chateau  to  fhoot  ducks.  They  proceeded  down  the 
harbour,  and  meeting  a  Seal  Ifland  boat  near  White-bear  Sound, 
they  put  them  on  board  and  returned  to  me  with  the  (kiff.  On 
their  way  back,  they  met  with  one  of  the  foxhounds  which  were 
left  at  the  Table  Land.  They  alfo  brought  an  otter  out  of  one  of 
the  traps  at  Atkinfon  Brook,  and  found  the  old  Newfoundland 
bitch  in  another;  fhe  had  been  in  the  trap  ever  fince  Saturday 
lafl,  and  her  foot  was  almofl;  cut  off.  I  tailed  a  trap  on  one  of  the 
barren  rocks,  and  anotiier  by  the  lecond  little  pond ;  alfo  killed  a 
(hell-bird  in  the  third,  and  got  home  at  the  approach  of  evening. 
The  firft  green  leaf  appeared  to-day,  which  was  a  currant. 

Clear  morning  and  hazy  day,  with  mild,  pleafant  weather. 

I  went  down  the  river  at  five  o'  clock  this  morning,  and  land- 
ed on  the  lowefl  point  of  the  Narrows,  where  I  fat  all  day.  I 
killed  a  pair  of  fliell-birds;  fkinned  and  fpread  an  otter;  al- 
tered a  trap  and  tailed  it  on  a  rubbingplace.  I  fent  the  fkifF 
forward  to  Seal  Ifland,  and  Ihe  brought  up  a  fcore  of  feals* 
carcafes;  likewife  the  punt,  and  fome  traps  from  the  Indians. 
Milmouth  Ihot  an  otter,  but  did  not  get  him. 

Cloudy,  mild  weather. 

At  five  in  the  afternoon  having  crofled  the  river,  I  fat  watch-  TiiurHa«,«3. 
ing  till  dinner,  where  I  killed  a  loon,  and  altered  a  trap.  At  the 
lame  time  I  had  a  falmon-net  put  out,  and  the  feals  landed  on 

Dog 
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Dog  Point,  after  which  the  people  went  to  the  tilt,  and  returned 
at  ten  at  night  withal!  the  things  from  thence;  aUb,  a  white-fox 
and  a  lord.  After  dinner  1  walked  to  W  alien  I'oi.d,  and  return- 
ed to  the  point  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river,  where  1  fat  till  dark. 
A  clear,  warm  day. 

Charles  and  Bcttres  were  at  work  in  the  lower  garden,  Mil- 
mouth  calling  goofe  fhot,  and  I  was  engaged  in  frefli  fpreading 
fome  furs.  In  the  evening  I  eroded  the  river  and  fat  watching 
for  a  couple  of  hours,  but  law  nothing. 

It  rained  all  day. 

Milmouth  and  Bettres  went  down  the  river  in  the  punt  to  vi- 
fit  the  ottertraps,  and  tail  all  thofe  which  were  at  home.  They  re- 
turned at  night  with  the  wherry  from  Eyrelfland,  having  found 
one  of  thofe  traps  which  were  lod  on  Little  Caribou,  and  killed 
three  waterfowls;  they  informed  me,  that  two  of  my  traps 
in  the  Narrows  were  gone.  Charles  was  employed  in  calling 
mould- (hot,  and  my  felf  in  drefling  furs.  As  we  could  not  catch 
any  lifli  we  took  up  the  net  in  the  evening. 

There  was  a  continual  fall  of  fmall  fnow  all  day. 

After  breakfafl  I  went  down  the  river  to  look  for  the  lofl 
traps,  one  of  which  1  found  with  an  otter  in  it,  and  tailed  three 
more. 

Foggy,  moifl  weather. 

Early  in  the  morning  I  went  down  the  river,  landed  on  the 
South  Weft  Ihore,  and  fent  Milmouih  to  Niger  Sound  to  tail  a 
trap.  At  noon  five  of  the  people  came  from  Chateau,  with 
only  twenty-feven  ducks:  they  had  left  Ned  and  Haines  there. 
Returning  home  with  thofe  people,  I  immediately  fent  them  to 
Seal  lUand  in  the  fealing  fkiflf,  with  eleven  empty  tierces.    I 
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killed  a  gull  with  my  little  rifle,  and  caught  five  large  trouts 
with  baits.  Milmouth  returned  at  night,  and  brought  a  goofe. 
Charles  was  at  work  in  the  lower  garden. 

The  people  returned  from  Seal  Ifland  at  day-light;  and  after 
they  had  taken  fome  lleep,  they  went  to  the  fliallop,  to  get  her 
ready  for  launching.  Early  in  the  morning,  taking  Milmouth 
and  Bettres  with  me  in  the  IkiiF,  I  failed  tor  St.  Lewis's  Bay, 
but  it  blew  fo  hard,  that  we  could  not  proceed;  we  therefore 
changed  boats  with  the  other  people,  and  went  round  the  traps. 
We  found  a  fpruce-game  in  one  of  them,  and  another  was  in 
the  water.  I  winged  a  goofe,  but  did  not  get  it;  and  found  the 
trap  which  was  loft  on  Saturday  laft,  with  a  good,  fat  goofe  in 
it,  full  of  hard  eggs.  We  took  up  four  flips  from  the  fide  of 
Atkinfon  Brook,  and  tailed  two  of  them  on  Salt  Point. 
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At  day -light  I  fent  moft  of  the  people  down  to  the  fliallop,  and  Wednef.  zg. 
went  niyfelf  with  two  hands  into  St.  Lewis's  Bay.  We  tailed  »""'"'*''• 
one  trap  for  an  otter  in  Cutter  Harbour;  then  went  into  Mary 
Harbour,  \vhere  we  tailed  two  more.  At  the  head  of  this  place 
we  found  a  very  fine  falmon  river,  which  precipitates  over  a 
flat  rock,  extending  acrofs  the  mouth  of  it,  and  forms  a  moft 
beautiful  cafcade.  Near  this  ("pot  was  a  mountaineer  whigwham 
of  laft  year,  on  which  we  fpread  our  fails,  and  llept  in  it.  I 
killed  a  feal  and  a  fpruce-game  with  my  rifle,  but  loft  the 
former. 

It  fiiowcd  and  hailed  all  day  and  night.. 

We  rofe  at  day -light;  but,  the  boat  being  aground,  we  were   Thurfdayao. 
obliged   to  wait   till  fix  o'clock  before  Ihe  could  fail.     We 
found  two  more  rubbingplaccs,  and  put  traps  on  them  both. 
The  wind  blowing  down  the  bay  prevented  us  from  proceeding 
any  higher;  therefore  we  landed  on  fome  of  the  iflands  in  the 

mouth

mouth  of  the  bay,  where  we  killed  four  ducks,  andgadiM'cd 
two  gull,  and  two  duck  eggs.  In  the  afternoon  we  endeavour- 
ed to  return  home,  but  had  much  difficulty  to  work  into  En- 
terprize  Tickle.  In  the  evening  we  anchored  in  one  of  the  coves, 
and  flept  in  the  boat.  I  tailed  another  trap  there,  'kHled  a  pair 
of  ducks,  andfaw  the  people  launch  tlie  (hallop. '»^'»  '^'»«i  <-'^»» 

Early  in  the  morning  we  rowed  along  the  fliore  to  die  Eaft 
point  of  Wolf  Cove,  and  tailed  another  trap  hy  the  way;  fet 
the  fails  and  worked  over  to  the  fhallop,  where  we  exchanged 
the  fkifffor  the  wherry,  and  went  to  Seal  Ifland.  Having  ex- 
amined the  (hores  as  we  went  along,  I  fixed  upon  a  place  for 
our  codflage.  We  proceeded  to  Eyre  Ifland,  where  we  found 
a  duck  in  a  trap:  being  caught  there  by  a  hard  fquall  of  wind, 
we  were  obliged  to  run  through  Raft  Tickle  into  a  cove,  where 
we  hauled  up  our  boat;  killed  a  pair  of  eider  ducks,  and  wing- 
a  black-duck,  but  lofl  it.  In  the  evening  the  fquall  abating,  we 
fet  off,  and  got  home  by  ten  at  night;  in  the  way  I  killed  a  feal 
with  goofe  fhot,  but  it  funk.  Ned  and  Haines  were  come  from 
Chateau,  but  had  brought  only  twelve  ducks.  They  had  begun 
to  build  the  falmon-houfe.  Attuiock  fent  mc  a  prefent  of  his 
old  kyack.  Clear  weather. 

I  turned  the  people  out  at  four  o'  clock,  and  finding  that  the 
work  at  the  falmon-houfe  was  not  well  executed,  I  made  them 
pull  it  down  and  begin  afiefli.  The  boatsmafler  came  up  and 
informed  me,  that  he  had  brought  the  fhallop  into  the  river. 
Milmouth  and  Bettres  went  to  Eyre  Ifland  with  traps  ;  where 
they  killed  a  duck  and  a  tinker,  and  gathered  thirty-three  eggs. 
Two  of  the  Indians  came  up,  and  brought  me  a  duck  and  a  few 
eggs.  The  inflant  I  got  home  I  fat  down  to  write  letters  to 
Fogo  and  England,  and  continued  at  that  work  all  day. 

It  rained  all  this  morning,  but  proved  a  fine  day  afterwards. 
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I  continued  \\'rilinfT  all  thclafl:  Wfj:ht,  and  until  noon  to-day  ;    t — 
when,  bavin"'  linilhcd,  tlu- Ihallop  innntdiatciy  (ailed  lor  Eogo        June 
with  only  three  ];an(K;  but  on  their  arrival  at  Seal  Illand  they        ""  '^ "' 
expi'cted  to  he  reinforeed  with  two  nu»ro.     I  went  to  bed  at  half 
;;lcer  two  in  the  al'iernoon,  not  a  little  I'atigucd. 

At  four  o'  clock  all  hands  were  at  work  on  the  falmonhoufc,     Mondays, 
cxcej^t  two;  aL  the  lame  time  I  lent  down  the  river  lor  the  (kiflf 
and  pnnt,  which  were  left  in  Turriers  Cove:   thiy  returned  at 
e!<>ht,  when  iMilniouth  went  to  Niger  Sound,  Ihiftcd  the  trap, 
and  killed  a  ihell-bird  and  a  bottle-nofed  diver.

At  day-li<Tht  I  fent  three  handsa  rinding,  and  Charles  to  work  Ti'^nJ-ij'  ^. 
in  the  lower  garden;  the  rell  were  employed  on  the  lalmon- 
houle,  which  they  (inillied  by  three  o'  clock,  except  the  cover- 
ing and  chinfing:  two  of  them  then  joined  die  rinders,  and  the 
other  two  ground  hatchets.  'J'he  rinders  took  oil'  twcnty-fevcn 
nitches;  and  found  an  olil,  double-f[)ring,  liench  trap.  At  night 
I  made  the  people  a  prelentof  fome  rum  to  drink  his  Majelty's 
lieakh;  being'  the  anriiverfary  of  his  birth-day. 

Small  rain  and  cold  weather  all  liay. 

At  day-lijdit   five   hands    wont    to  Furriers  Cove    to   raft   T'll'."^!^" '': 

.  6.  ((.  hard. 

fome  (jf  the  Rage  timber  down  to  the  filhing-rooni;  Charles 
and  two  others  repacked  the  boards.  One  of  them  afterwards 
went  to  Furriers  Cove  and  hauled  die  remainiler  of  the  wood 
out  to  (he  water  lide,  while  Charles  and  the  other  worked  in  the 
lower  garden. 
Cloudy  weather. 

At  day-light  I  began  to  prepare  foracruife;  and  at  fevcn    ThurfJay  6. 
o'clock,  raking  Charles  and  Cettres  with  me,  I  failed  for  St. 
Lewis's  Bay:    we  had  three  otters  in  the  traps,  tailed  three 
Vol.  I.  S  more, 
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more,   fliot  tliicc  ducks,   ar.d  gathered  ftvcntecn  eggs, 
pafled  the  night  in  Mary  Harbour. 
A  fine  day,  but  it  rained  in  the  night.

Friday;.  At  feven  o' clock  this  morning  we  went  to  Hutton  Ifland 
A.  N.iw  where  I  killed  three  ducks,  and  gathered  twenty-feven  eggs. 
At  noon  we  failed  up  the  bay^  got  to  the  head  of  it  at  night, 
and  there  found  a  large  river,  with  plenty  of  good  timber  on 
the  north  fide  of  it.  W^e  landed  at  the  mouth  of  a  fmall  brook, 
5.  E.frtjji.  where  there  were  fome  old  Nefcaupick  whigwhams,  and  erect- 
ed a  tilt  for  ourfclves;  but  had  not  a  very  pleafant  night,  as  it 
fnowed  hard  the  whole  time.  I  named  the  river,  the  CoUeroon; 
from  a  large  river  in  the  Eaft  Indies  of  the  fame  appellation. 

Saturday  8.  We  fpent  the  morning  in  taking  oflF  fome  rinds  to  cover  our 
tilt,  and  in  fkinning  the  otters.  In  the  afternoon  we  went  a- 
bout  two  miles  higher  up  the  river,  which  appeared  very  like- 
ly to  produce  plenty  of  falmon,  but  difficult  and  expenfive 
to  filh;  being  broad,  Ihoal,  and  rapid.  On  examination  of  the 
timber  we  found  a  great  number  of  white  fpruce  trees,  wiiich 
were  tall,  clear,  and  Itraight;  from  fix,  to  nine  feet  in  circum- 
ference. We  killed  a  fpruce-game,  and  returned  to  the  lilt  in 
the  evening. 

The  day  was  fair,  but  it  rained  at  night.

At  ten  o'  clock  this  n:orning  we  fet  out  homewards.  About 
two  miles  lower,  we  met  wiih  a  fmall  river  on  the  South  Well 
fide  of  the  bay  ;  which  I  examined  and  found  it  would  admit 
of  a  few  fifli:  near  the  mouth  of  the  river  there  was  a  fmall, 
bad  meadow.  We  had  not  gone  much  farther  when  the  wind 
Ihifted  and  blew  Ilrong ;  which  obliged  us  to  put  into  the  mouth 
of  the  above  river,  and  pafs  the  night  there.  I  named  it  the 
Alexander;  abundance  of  that  plant  growing  on  its  banks. 

A  warm  day,  but  froze  fliarp  in  the  night.  We 
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We  made  fail  down  the  bay  at  five  this  morning.     On  the 
South  Qiore  were  feveral  groves  oi"  good  birch,  fit  for  hoop-poles ; 
plenty  of  trees  proper  for  rinding;  and  many  fpots  of  good 
grals  lit  for  hay.    I  killed  a  goofe  and  wounded  two  more.    We 
vifited  the  traps  in  Mary  Harbour,  and  had  an  otter.     We  then 
went  to  Hutton  Ifland,  where  I  killed  five  ducks  and  a  fhell- 
bird;  we  alfo  gathered  twenty-nine  eggs,  and  found  a  goofe- 
nell  with  feven.     At  half  pall  feven  we  left  that  place,  and,  with 
the  help  of  our  fails  and  oars,   reached  home  at  midnight, 
very  well  pleafed  with  the  difcoveries  wiiich  had  been  made: 
for,  befides  the  above-mentioned  advantages,  there  are  many 
good  rubbingplaces,  and  the  country  feems  likely  for  martens; 
but  not  fo  for  beavers.    We  faw  but  few  figns  of  deer  or  black- 
bears ;  nor  were  there  many  vclliges  of  Indians,  and  thofe  we 
found  were  old.     The  length  of  the  bay,  from  Lion  Head  to 
the  river  mouth,  is  about  ieven  leagues.     I  ^vas  writing  letters 
all  the  remainder  of  the  night. 

I  wrote  till  half  pad  three  o'clock  this  morning,  and  then  call- 
ed the  people  up,  made  them  put  out  a  falmon  net,  and  fent 
them  down  to  Stagre  Cove  with  a  raft.  At  five  o'clock  I  went 
to  bed  and  arofe  again  at  noon ;  ordered  Cliarles  to  Ikin  the 
otter  which  we  brought  home  yellerday,  ar-i  fent  Bettres  to 
look  at  the  trap  in  Niger  Sound,  which  he  fou  id  in  the  "water 
but  could  not  get  k.  At  three  in  the  afternoon  the  fkiff  return- 
ed, and  the  people  made  another  raft.  In  the  evening  the  feal- 
ers  came  up  with  the  fealing  craft  in  their  fliallop.  I  fpread 
the  fkins  which  we  brought  home  yellerday.

At  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  people  unloaded  the  Ihal-   MVdiur.  12. 
lop,  and  flowed  the  fealing  craft  in  the  llorehoufe.   After  which,     '  * 

I  fent  them  down  the  river  to  make  a  raft  lor  the  fhallop  to  tow 
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to  Sta^c  Covc;  and  ordered  Milinouth  aiul  Bettrcs  to  look  at 
the  traps:  ilie  latter  returned  in  the  alleraoon,  with  a  Ipruee- 
game  and  an  otter  from  Niger  Sound.  I  was  manufacturing 
fur;  and  Charles,  being  very  much  afflicted  witli  tiie  fciatica, 
kept  his  bed  all  day.  At  fix  o'clock  the  fkitf  rciurned;  the 
men  having  done  their  work,  and  the  weather  being  bad,  I  did 
not  fet  them  to  any  more.  A  contrary  wind  prevented  the 
fliallop  from  failing.  We  had  three  flinks  in  the  net. 
I'he  morning  was  foggy,  and  it  rained  afterwards. 

I  f:nt  Milmouthand  Bcltrcs  to  look  at  tiie  traps  in  the  har- 
bour; they  returned  at  night  with  two  otters,  eleven  ducks,  and 
a  good  many  eggs.  We  loaded  the  fhallop  with  polls  and  Ihores, 
and  were  employed  in  various  work  about  the  houlc";  ainongll 
the  reft,  in  getting  uj)  an  old  boat,  which  was  found  funk  in  tlic 
river ;  but  it  proved  llaved  and  rotten. 

A  foggy,  rainy  day. 

We  were  at  work  by  day-light,  and  at  eight  o'clock  the  flial- 
lop failed  with  a  couple  of  rafts.  Taking  Haines  and  lictires 
with  mcin  tiic  wherry,  1  went  into  St.  Lewis's  liay.  On  IWk- 
linglon  Illand  we  killcil  a  pair  of  clucks,  and  gatlured  Icvciity- 
ninc  eggs.  On  llution  Illand  we  killed  the  goofe,  bcloa^^nnx- 
the  nell  we  found  on  Monday  lail;,  and  brought  away  her  eggs. 
In  Mary  Harbour  we  found  one  trap  in  the  water,  but  the  oucr 
had  efcaped.  We  then  rowed  into  Cutter  Harbour,  looked  at 
the  traps  there,  tailed  another  for  an  otter,  and  lix  fljr  ducks. 
We  pitched  our  tent  on  Drake  Illand,  where  we  lliot  two  ducks 
and  a  flull-bird,  and  gathered  lour  eggs. 

A  cloudy  day.

By  rcafon  of  its  being  low  water,  wc  could  not  get  our  boat 
afloat  until  eight  o'clock,  and  in  the  mean  time  I  killed  a  duck; 

we 
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wc  then  ro'vcvi  lo  Iluitoii  111  itul,  where  vvc  killed  fix  more,  and 
gathered  forty  c;;;;s.  At  (wilvc  we  made  luil  homewards,  and 
arrived  at  (i\  in  the  evciiinj;.  We  had  an  otter  in  Enterprde 
'J  lekii',  and  anodi^r  trap  was  in  the  water;  wc  hud  alio  li\  ilinks 
in  the  net  tu-d  ly. 

At  (Icven  o'clock  I  took  Haines  and  Tiettres  widi  mc  to  Eyre 
Ilbnd,  where  we  killed  live  ducks  and  gathered  twenty-eight 
cggs;  nine  of  which  I  put  under  a  tame  duck.  'J  he  rell  of  the 
j>eo>  le  had  towed  a  raft  ol  timber  down  (o  Stage  Cove  yelter- 
duy  with  the  Ikilf;  and  to-day  they  had  vilited  tiie  Duck  Illands 
in  tlie  mf)uih  ol  St.  Lewis's  li.iy:  lioin  this  place  they  brought 
iixiei'ii  ducks,  a  tinker,  a  wiiite-fox,  and  eighty-leven  eggs. 
Guy's  (h.illop  huvin  5  torn  the  net  very  much,  we  took  it  up. 

Cloudy  weather. 


At  four  o'clock  the  people  put  the  rinds  into  the  fkifT,  and  Monday  17. 
at  eight,  four  hands  went  in  the  wherry  to  St.  Lewis's  Bav  for 
more.  At  nine  I  wjut  niyfelf  with  tliree  hands  in  the  (kilFto 
Stage  Cove,  and  c.irriid  all  the  rinds  whic:h  were  below  the 
lioufe.  We  gcjt  one  raft  o;i  Ihore  tiiere,  and  I  fixed  on  tlie  pla- 
ces for  the  ilige,  iLikes, an  I  the  Ihoreni'-ii's  houle.  We  gathered 
a  kettle  of  nuiicles,  and  returned  at  ni''ht. 

At  day-light  I  vielualled  three  men  for  a  weik,  and  lent  them    TuefJay  18. 
down  in  the  Ikilf  to  Stage  Cove  to  begin  the  buildings.    I  tried 
the  fulmon  with  l!y,  and  killed  f.vo  Ilinks  and  a  brace  of  large 
trout.     In  the  evening  the  Indians  came  n\i  and  brou-dit  me 
Ibrne  new  boots  of  their  own  making. 

Early  in  tlic  morning  I  {iflied  in  the  flrcam  above  the  houfe    WcJnef.  19. 
with  fly,  and  killed  three  Ilinks  and  four  trout.     At  noon  the 
Indians  returned  home.    After  dinner  I  took  Charles  with  me 
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clown  the  river  and  landed  at  Punt  Point.  I  took  up  niy  trap 
from  Little  Pond  and  carried  it  to  IViiit  Pond ;  I  found  a  yel- 
low fox  in  the  trap  by  Niger  Sound,  and  killed  a  ft  al  with  my 
rifle,  but  did  not  get  it.  In  the  mean  lime  Charles  looked  at  the 
trap  by  Atkinfon  Brook,  and  found  the  remains  of  a  groulc  in  it. 

I  was  making  flies  and  a  fifliing-line  till  dinner;  after  which 
I  went  in  the  punt  up  the  ftream,  and  killed  one  flink  and  a 
brace  of  trout.  Charles  took  up  the  fewels  in  Sewcl  Cove.  The 
flvifF  came  up  at  night  with  two  of  Guy's  crew,  who  bi  ought 
me  a  confufed  account  of  a  rupture  with  Spain,  which  ihcy 
had  heard  of  from  fome  people  of  Chateau,  that  had  arm  td  at 
Seal  Ifland  this  day :  that  a  velfel  belonging  to  Noble  and  Pinion 
had  arrived  at  Chateau;  that  the  codlilh  were  on  the  coafl;,  and 
that  they  had  caught  a  quintal  this  morning  with  a  few  trouts, 
which  I  fent  them  yellerday. 

Bright  fun,  and  very  hot  weather. 

At  four  o'  clock  we  put  the  falmon-net  out  again,  to  kill  baits 
for  the  codfifliery.  I  went  in  the  punt  up  the  llream  and  killed 
a  falmon  with  a  fly,  which  I  gave  to  the  fifliermen  for  baits.  I 
lent  them  my  Ikiff  and  fent  them  off  at  fix ;  with  orders  to  take 
fome  fait  from  Salt  Point.  I  tailed  a  flip  in  the  marfli  behind 
the  houfe.  The  whole  of  the  afternoon  was  fpent  in  writing. 
My  maid,  through  carclefliiefs  in  heating  the  oven,  fet  the  hill 
on  fire,  but  by  timely  afllflance,  it  was  extinguilhed;  otherwife, 
the  buildings;  and  all  the  whole  country  round,  would  foon 
have  been  in  flames.     Had  twenty -fcven  flinks  in  the  net. 

A  very  hot  day,  and  the  mofchettos  bit  for  the  firft  time  this 
year. 

We  had  fifteen  flinks  to-day,  and  in  the  evening  we  took  up 
the  net.  it  rained  hard  all  day,  but  cleared  up  at  night.] 

At 
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At  nine  this  morning  the  fkiffcamc  up  from  Seal  Ifland,  and 
brought  our  people  from  Stage  Cove.  The  fiftiermcn  mended 
the  ialmon-nct,  and  in  tlie  evening  we  put  it  out  again.

At  three  this  morning  I  fent  the  pcoj  le  back  to  Stage  Cove,    Mon,iay  24. 
and  Charles  to  look  at  the  traps.     At  two  in  the  afternoon  the    i  modfatt. 
wherry  returned  from  St.  Lewis's  Bay,  and  brought  thn  e  otters : 
they  had  taken  olF  one  hundred  and  twenty  nitches  of  rinds. 
At  noon  I  tried  the  (almon  with  fly,  and  railii'd  three,  but  killed 
none.    I  drelled  a  fox  Ikin,  and  Ikinned  and  fpread  the  otters. 


In  the  mornin,:5  I  fet  the  people  to  cut  timber  for  the  falmon- 
houfc,  and  gave  them  the  red  of  the  day  to  ihemfelves.  I  took 
Charles  with  me  in  the  wherry,  and  looked  at  the  (lips  at  Salt 
Point,  and  the  traps  in  the  cove;  we  then  went  to  Eyre  Illand, 
where  I  killed  fix  ducks,  and  the  dogs  caught  two  more.  In  the 
evening  I  went  to  Stage  Cove,  and  from  thence  returned  home; 
we  had  a  very  hard  row  back,  both  wind  and  tide  being  againll 
us.     We  caught  the  firll  Ipring-fiih  this  evening. 

A  very  hot  day. 

At  four  o'  clock  this  morning  I  fiiu  fomc  men  into  St.  Lew- 
is's Bay,  to  take  oIF  more  rinds.  We  had  live  falmon  to-day,' 
and  I  killed  one  with  a  ily,  although  my  rod  brok'^  in  the  nud- 
dle  as  I  was  playing  him.  In  the  afternoon  John  Tilled  came, 
and  brought  intelligence  of  his  return  with  the  fliallop  from 
Fogo;  from  whence  lie  had  brought  back  another  fiiherman  and 
a  coj^Jcr.  Sh^  was  laden  with  empty  hoguieads,  (for  the  feals' 
oil,>  and  a  frdh  fupply  of  provifions.  He  delivered  to  me  fome 
letters  from  England  and  Fogo.  From  the  former  place  I  re- 
ceived the  very  afflicting  information  of  the  death  of  my  good 
friend  Lord  (Jranby ;  and  from  the  latter  I  was  informed  of  the 
lofs  of  my  partner  lieutenant  Lucas,  who  was  fuppofed  to  have 

foundered.

June.  from  Fogo  to  Oporto;  for  which  place  he  failed  the  latter  end 
of  October  lall,  widi  a  cargo  of  dry  fiih  on  freight.  They  alio 
adviled  me,  that  our  fchooncr  Ninnoc  was  to  be  conligncd  to 
me  with  a  cargo  of  fupplies  from  England;  and  that  a  Ihallop, 
intended  as  a  prcfcnt  to  Attuiock,  was  to  be  immediately  fent 
to  me  from  F(jgo,  Tilfcd  and  his  crew  returned  to  Stage  Co\e 
at  night  to  aflill  in  carrying  on  the  work  there, 
A  very  hot  day. 

TimiHay?;.        We  had  but  few  fifli  to-day.     I   was  bufily  employed  in 
damping  and  frefh  fpreading  fome  of  our  furs.

Charles  was  confined  to  his  bed  all  day  with  a  violent  attack 
of  the  fciatica.  Part  of  my  time  was  taken  up  in  Uicnding  the 
net  in  the  water;  and  the  reft  of  the  day  I  was  engaged  iti  clear- 
ing the  filh  out  of  it,  in  fplittingand  lahing  them,  a}id  in  frefh 
fpreading  fomc  more  of  the  furs. 

We  had  a  few  ihovvers  of  rain  in  the  courfe  of  the  day,  but 
it  was  in  general  very  pleafant. 

I  was  bufy  in  clearing  the  fifh  out  of  the  net,  and  in  fplitting 
and  faking  them  till  noon;  at  which  time  I  took  Charles  with 
me  in  the  punt.  We  rowed  down  to  Seal  Ifland,  and  Etuiock 
aflifted  us  to  bring  the  fkiff  back  to  the  (tage.  Charles  and 
three  men  went  home  in  the  Ikiff,  and  I  remained  at  Stage  Cove. 

Pleafant  weather.

At  one  o'clock  this  morning  the  rinders  returned  out  of  St. 
Lewis's  Bay,  and  informed  nic  that  they  had  taken  off  two 
hundred  nitches  of  rinds;  and  that  thty  hud  killed  an  otter,  a 
a  porcupine,  and  a  ranger.  At  fix  o'  clock  I  fent  the  fliallop  off 
for  the  rinds,  and  returned  home  myfelf  in  the  wherry.     On 
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my  arrival,  the  two  men  who  brought  me  up,  together  with 
thofe  who  came  here  laft  night,  went  back  again  in  the  (kiff; 
they  loaded  the  boat  with  boards  and  alfo  towed  down  a  raft 

of  timber.

There  is  now  great  abundance  of  falmon  in  the  river;  but 
the  net  is  fo  rotten,  that  it  will  not  hold  one  in  twenty  of  thofe 
which  ftrike  into  it. 

Attuiock  came  here  in  the  afternoon  and  remained  all  night. 
In  the  evening  I  killed  a  feal  with  my  Hanoverian  rifle  from  the 
top  of  Battery  Hill,  but  it  funk  in  deep  water.  It  is  an  excel- 
lent fituation  for  fliooting  feals:  becaufe  from  the  elevation  of 
the  hill  the  whole  of  their  heads  are  feen,  and  they  do  not  ob- 
ferve  the  flafli  of  the  gun;  their  attention  being  fixed  on  objects 
below. 

Attuiock  returned  home  in  the  morning,  and  Charles  went 
down  with  the  wherry  and  brought  up  the  cooper,  who  trimmed 
fome  tierces  for  the  falmon.  In  the  evening  I  took  the  cooper 
with  me  in  the  wherry,  and  carried  fome  provifions  to  the  peo- 
ple at  Stage  Cove. 

At  five  o'  clock  this  morning,  taking  a  couple  of  men  with 
me  in  the  wherry,  I  went  to  Seal  Ifland ;  where  Hezekiah  Guy 
and  company  delivered  to  me  two  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  five  gallons  of  feals'  oil ;  thirty-two  fox,  and  four  otter 
fkins ;  one  wolf  and  one  deer  fkin,  with  two  bags  of  feathers ; 
being  part  of  their  winter's  *  voyage.

*  A  term  ufed  in  this  country,  to  exprefs  the  whole  of  what  any  fet  of  men  make, 
catch,  or  procure,  in  the  courfe  of  a  winter,  or  fummcr. 
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I  then  made  a  vifit  to  the  Indians,  who  are  encamped  o»  Cape 
Ifland ;  and  my  old  friend  Attuiock  made  me  a  prefent  of  a 
beautiful  ranger  (kin. 

I  was  greatly  pleafed  with  their  method  of  curing  codfifli 
without  fait ;  which,  in  that  (late,  they  call  pipjhy.  The  fi(h  is 
fpht  down  the  back,  the  bone  taken  out,  and  the  thick  parts 
fcored  down  to  the  fkin,  an  inch  afunder  -,  two  of  them  are  then 
faftened  together  by  their  tails,  and  hung  acrofs  a  pole  to  dry 
in  the  open  air.  This  method  of  curing  (iih  o\'  llelh,  we  call 
jerking.  It  is  an  excellent  way,  and  any  thing  which  is  fo  cured, 
will  keep  perfectly  fweet  and  good,  for  a  great  length  of  time, 
provided  no  wet  or  damp  atfed  it ;  but  it  requires  to  be  well 
foaked  before  it  be  drelfed. 

On  my  return  to  the  (lage,  which  I  had  the  pleafure  to  find 
nearly  finilhed,  I  threw  the  (irll  fifli  upon  it ;  my  boat's  crew 
having  killed  a  (core  while  I  was  with  the  Indians.  After  or- 
dering fome  fifli  to  l  e  jerked  for  my  own  ufc,  I  returned  home, 
taking  the  baitfkiff  along  with  me.  There  wore  but  tea  falmon. 
in  the  net  to  day ;  for  it  is  rotten  and  full  of  holes. 

The  prefent  fituation  of  our  affairs  is  a  caufe  of  real  anxiety 
to  me.  The  river  is  full  of  falmon,  yet  I  have  neither  nets, 
calks,  nor  much  fait:  cod  are  in  great  abundance,  but  I  have 
no  baitnets  nor  fhoremen  :  great  part  of  the  oil  is  dill  in  the 
vats,  for  want  of  hogllieads,  and  the  Nimrod  is  not  yet  arriv- 
ed. I  compute  the  lofs  which  we  have  already  fullaincd,  to  be 
not  lefs  than  four  hundred  pounds  ;  befides  a  current  lofs  of 
twenty  pounds  a  day.  For  all  thefe  difadvantages,  I  may  thank 
my  Briftol  partners,  who  are  making  this  concern  fublervient 
to  their  own  at  Fogo. 

The 
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The  fkifF  went  down  tliis  morning  with  a  load  of  boards,  and 
Milmouth  came  up  in  the  punt,  with  an  otter  and  a  young  goofe, 
and  informed  me  that  the  Ihallop  had  returned  to  the  flage  with 
the  rinds.  In  the  afternoon  fhe  brought  fome  of  them  here, 
when  I  had  the  falmon-houfe  immediately  covered  in,  and  the 
fliallop  loaded  with  boards.  I  fifhed  with  the  fly  a  little  to- 
day and  raifed  two  falmon,  but  hooked  neither  of  them. 


I  turned  the  people  out  at  four  this  morning,  when  they  fhift-  Tiwrfday  4, 
ed  the  falmon  out  of  the  flore,  into  the  falmon-houfe,  and  dart- 
ed four  tierces  of  fait  into  a  corner  of  it.  The  tide  ferving  at 
eleven,  the  fliallop  failed  for  the  flage.  After  breakfafl;  I  fiflied 
a  little  with  the  fly  and  flightly  hooked  two  falmon;  killed  three 
brace  of  line  trout,  but  had  the  misfortune  to  break  my  rod. 
I  then  took  up  an  Indian  fpear,  aud  killed  two  falmon  with  it. 
Milmouth  cut  flaves  for  a  falmon-crib  until  the  evening,  when 
he  and  I  brought  the  net  on  fhore  to  fliift  it.  While  we  were  at 
work,  Attuiock  and  Tooklavinia  came  up  in  their  kyacks,  ac- 
companied by  live  other  Efquimaux,  who  had  arrived  at  Cape 
Charles  this  morning  with  their  families.  They  fupped  with 
me,  and  afterwards  fmoked  a  few  whiffs  of  tobacco  and  drank 
a  little  callibogus;  but  they  feemed  to  prefer  fugar  and  water. 

Guy's  fhallop  having  brought  in  five  quintals  of  codfifli,  a 
boat  came  here  at  night  from  the  flage  for  fome  fait,  and  return- 
ed immediately  with  a  couple  of  tierces. 


It  was  aflonifliing  to  fee  what  a  quantity  of  hot  cake  and 
coffee  my  feven  uncouth  friends  fwallowed  for  breakfafl  this 
morning.  After  their  repafl,  I  went  with  them  to  the  Cape  on 
a  vilit  to  their  wives,  and  was  rowed  thither  in  the  wherry  by 
Charles  and  one  of  the  Indians.  1  he  other  fix  attended  in  their 
kyacks,  and  threw  their  different  kinds  of  darts  as  they  went 
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along;  an  art  at  which  they  are  amazingly  dexterous.    I  fliot 
a  feal  with  my  Hanoverian  rifle  but  he  funk. 

Arriving  at  Cape  Ifland,  clofe  adjoining  Attuiock's  tent,  I 
found  feveral  others,  each  of  which  was  inhabited  by  a  nume- 
rous family  attended  by  dogs.  There  feemed  to  be  no  difl;inc- 
tion  between  thefe  people  and  their  faithful  attendants ;  for  they 
all  lived  together  in  common,  much  in  the  fame  way  as  I  have 
already  defcribed  in  the  former  part  of  my  journal.  The  ground 
within  and  about  the  tents  was  covered  with  codfifh,  feals,  ducks 
and  eggs:  of  which  the  Indians  or  their  dogs  made  a  repafl  at 
pleafure,  without  ceremony.  They  had  lately  killed  an  old 
white-bear,  and  every  tent  was  fupplied  with  a  fufficient  quan- 
tity boiled  in  a  pot;  out  of  which  each  individual  helped  himlelf 
as  often  as  he  found  room  to  cram  down  a  little  more :  and  no. 
fooner  was  the  pot  empty,  than  it  was  immediately  replenifh- 
ed.  From  Shuglawina  the  chief,  (xvhofe  tent  and  fhallop  were 
both  larger  and  better  than  thofe  belonging  to  any  of  the 
other)  I  received  a  prefent  of  live  ^filver  fox-fkins:  another 
gave  me  a  ranger-ikin ;  and  a  third  an  arrow.  There  were 
feveral  pretty  girls,  and  fome  good-looking  youths  among  them. 
My  old  friend,  I  believe,  had  made  a  very  favourable  report  of 
my  behaviour  to  him  during  the  Winter;  for  they  feemed  to 
be  as  pleafed  to  fee  me,  and  as  obedient  to  me  as  if  I  had  been 
their  king.  On  my  departure,  I  diilributed  about  a  pound  of 
fmall  beads  and  a  few  needles  among  them,  with  which  they 
were  well  fatisfied;  and  the  men  promiied  to  conducl  their 
wivestomy  houfeon  the  morrow  to  return  the  vilit,  and  at  the 
fame  tune  to  bring  their  whalebone  and  Ikins  to  trade  with  me. 

In  my  way  home  I  called  at  Seal  Illaiid,  where  I  received  fix 
hundred  and  twenty-five  feal-fkins  from  Guy  and  company.     I 
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then  proceeded  to  the  ftagc,  where  I  gave  fome  direclions,  and 
got  home  by  ten  at  night,  accompanied  by  two  Indian  men  in 
their  kyacks.  Mihnouth  had  fliifted  the  net,  and  put  it  out 
again. 

The  weather  was  very  fine  to- day. 

At  five  o'  clock  this  morning,  I  fent  the  Indians  off  to  the 
llage,  with  fome  baits  for  our  fhallops.  Shuglawina  and  three 
others  came  here  at  ten,  to  inform  me  that  their  wives  could 
not  come  to  day,  becaufe  there  was  no  wind.  They  brought 
me  one  Itick  of  whalebone,  and  the  fkins  of  fix  rangers,  two 
hares,  and  one  deer.  Two  of  them  returned,  but  the  others 
went  up  the  river  with  me  to  filh  for  falmon.  I  hooked  a  large 
fifh,  which  broke  my  rod  and  got  off.  Shuglawina,  whom  I 
found  to  be  a  very  intelligent  man,  and  pofifefTed  of  llrong  na- 
tural parts,  advifed  me  to  make  a  pound  to  catch  falmon,  and 
ftiewed  me  where  to  place  it.  I  was  greatly  obliged  to  him  for 
his  information,  although  it  happened  to  prove  unnccefTary ;  for 
1  have  one  now  making,  and  intend  to  fix  il  in  the  very  place 
which  he  pointed  out.  He  killed  three  filh  with  my  fpear,  and 
1  caught  one  with  a  gaff-hook. 

At  one  o'clock  this  afternoon,  our  bait-fkiff  full  of  Indians, 
attended  by  feveral  others  in  their  kyacks,  caine  here;  having 
left  their  Ihallop  in  the  river  below.  They  brought  a  fmall 
quantity  of  whalebone  and  a  few  fkins,  which  I  purchafcd  with 
Ibme  trilling  articles.  There  were  in  the  whole,  thirty-two 
people,  cf  both  fexes  and  of  all  ages.  Nine  falmon  were  boiled 
for  them,  and,  although  the  fifh  were  fifteen  pounds  weight 
each,  on  an  average,  they  ate  the  whole  at  a  meal.  I  can  cat 
pretty  well  myftlf ;  but  my  performances  in  that  way  are  not 
worth  recording  in  the  hiflory  of  men  of  fuch  fuperior  talents. 
They  all  returned  in  the  evening  except  Shuglawina,  his  daugh- 
ter, Attuiock,  and  Ickongoque.  There 
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There  was  c.xa  llcnt  fi filing  (o-clay,  and  had  there  hecn  hut 
one  fleet  ol'  good  nets  in  llic  watti-,  we  could  have  killed  ten 
tierces. 

I  made  an  aiTortment  of  goods  this  morning,  to  take  along 
with  me  to  the  Indian  encampment,  while  Shuglawina  and  At- 
tuiock  employed  thendelves  in  darting  fbme  falmon,  1  he  IkilF 
came  up  in  the  afternoon  with  four  hands;  and  alter  putting  the 
goods  into  her,  I  look  Charlis  and  the  two  women  along  with 
me  to  Seal  llland  ;  (attended  by  the  men  in  their  kyacks)  from 
^vhich  place  I  lent  the  ladies  home  in  my  boat. 

Early  this  morning  I  went  to  Cape  Charles,  and  there  pitched 
my  tent  upon  the  continent,  directly  oppolite  the  Indian  camp; 
having  a  tickle  between  us,  not  more  than  eighty  yards  wide. 
The  inllant  that  I  was  ready  to  open  fl;op,  I  lent  my  people 
home,  with  injudions  not  to  come  near  me  until  I  fent  them  an 
order  in  writing  for  that  purpofe;  or,  unlefs  they  had  any  bu- 
fmefs  with  me,  which  could  not  be  deferred  till  my  return. 
My  tent  was  fbon  filled  with  Indians,  and  we  carried  on  a  very 
brifk  trade  till  two  o'  clock  in  the  afternoon.  Shuglawina  then 
came  in,  fj  oke  a  few  words  in  a  rough  tone  of  voice,  and  all  the 
reft  inftantly  walked  out.  Taking  me  by  the  fhoulder  and 
fpeaking  flernly,  he  made  figns  lor  me  to  go  along  with  him. 
As  the fe  people  have  hitherto  plundered  and  murdered  Euro- 
peans whenever  they  had  the  opportunity,  I  mull  confefs,  that 
I  expefled  that  was  to  be  my  fate  now ;  and  my  fufpicions  were 
confirmed,  upon  recollecting  the  apprchenfions  which  they  ex- 
prelled  at  the  light  of  my  fire-arms,  till  I  convinced  them, 
that  they  were  not  ktadcd.  However,  being  well  aflhred,  that 
if  they  were  determined  to  kill  me,  I  could  not  prevent  them; 
I  put  the  bell;  face  poflible  on  this  unpleafant  affair,  locked  up 
my  goods,  and  followed  him  out.    He  led  me  to  the  top  of  an 

eminence,

eminence,  at  the  back  of  my  tent,  and  we  were  followed  by  f"^^ — * 
all  the  men  and  boys.  On  obfcrving  a  colleclion  of  brufii  July. 
wood  and  other  dry  fuel,  I  naturally  concluded,  that  I  was 
to  be  facrificcd;  but  whether  they  intended  to  road  me  alive  or 
dead,  1  could  not  determine.  I  did  not,  however,  long  remain 
in  fufpenfe,  for  Shuglawina  foon  difpelled  my  fears  by  tell- 
ing me,  that  we  h;id  done  bufinefs  enough  for  one  day,  and 
therefore  he  had  brouglit  me  there  to  look,  out  for  veifels  at  fea, 
(that  (lation  con  mar.dimv  a  view  quite  acrofs  the  flraits  of  Belle 
Ifle  as  far  as  Quirpon  ani  the  a(lj()iniii<»;  p;irts  of  Newfound- 
land) adi'ing,  that  ihe  vvood  w  as  td  make  li^rnals  to  th  m.  On 
difcovermg  a  wiiahhy  IwimniiDg  m  a  Imall  po:id,  I  Ic  ut  for  my 
rifle,  and  broke  loth  itS  tliighs  at  llie  iirll  (hot;  Sim-^lawina 
then  fired  and  killed  it.  It  was  really  fiupriiing,  that  he  ihould 
kill  a  bird  with  a  fingle  ball,  the  full  fhot  which  he  ever  fired 
in  his  life,  at  the  dillance  of  a  hundred  yards  at  the  leall. 

They  all  returned  to  their  own  tents  at  fun-fet,  and  did  not 
flcal  a  fingle  article  from  me,  although  feveral  of  my  goods  lay 
expofed  to  them;  which  I  firmly  believe  was  the  iirll  inflance 
of  the  kind  ever  kno^vn. 

A  very  fine  day. 

Not  an  Indian  ollcred  to  crofs  the  tickle  this  morning  until  WeJncf.  iw. 
they  faw  me  up  at  live  o'  clock.  Moll  of  the  men  vvcie  gone 
out  to  kill  feals  and  codillh,  and  tliole  who  where  in  camp 
then  came  to  my  tent;  but  as  I  had  yellerday  purchafed  the 
greatefl  part  of  their  goods,  my  trallic  Aviili  th(>m  was  now  tri- 
fling. 

Thcfe  people  live  at  the  three  fouthernmofl  fcttlcmcnts,  where 
no  \\haks  are  killed;  they  do  not  trouble  themfelvcs  much  to 
caJLch  furs,  not  bcmg  furnilhed  with  traps;  nor  do  lliey  under- 
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ftand  the  ufe  of  deathfalls.  They  kill  plenty  of  feals,  fifli, 
and  fowl  in  their  own  neighbourhood;  and  barter  with  the 
northern  tribes  for  whalebone. 

Very  little  more  than  the  mere  neceflaries  of  life  (which,  a 
little  relief  lion  will  convince  every  one,  are  few  mdced)  will 
fatisfy  an  Indian;  for  he  has  no  llimulus  to  indullry.  When  he 
has  killed  food  he  has  generally  procured  clothing  alfo ;  there- 
fore he  will  work  no  longer.  As  feals  are  infinitely  more  valu- 
able to  an  Efquimau,  and  much  more  certain  to  be  killed  by 
him,  than  foxes,  martens,  or  any  other  animals,  on  the  ikinsof 
which  luxury  has  fixed  a  better  price;  it  is  not  furprifing  that 
he  will  flick  clofe  to  the  chafe  of  the  one,  to  the  great  negleft 
of  the  other.  Befides,  the  catching  of  furs  is  fo  fatiguing  and 
precarious,  and  the  carcafles  fo  fmall,  that,  were  he  to  give  up 
his  time  to  that  bufinefs,  his  family  mull  perifh  with  hunger. 
Yet  I  have  not  a  doubt,  but  commerce  will,  in  progrefs  of 
time,  have  the  fame  cffedl  on  thefe  people,  that  it  ever  has 
had  on  other  nations:  it  will  introduce  luxury,  which  will  in- 
creafe  their  wants,  and  urge  them  to  much  more  induftry  than 
they  at  prefent  poflfefs.  They  will  then  purchafe  traps,  learn 
to  build  deathfalls,  and  contrive  other  devices  to  kill  furs,  at 
fuch  times  as  a  fuccefsful  feal-chafc  fhall  give  them  leifure  to 
pay  proper  attention  to  that  branch  of  trade. 

In  the  afternoon  I  went  over  to  the  ifland  and  vifited  the  la- 
dies. I  found  them  varioufly  employed,  and  obfervcd  that  great 
attention  was  paid  to  the  providing  of  belly-timber;  for  the  ket- 
tle was  either  boiled,  or  boiling,  in  every  tent.  Some  were  bufy 
in  drefling  green  fcal-lkins,  and  others  in  jerking  fifh;  fome, 
in  making  boots  and  jackets,  whilfl;  others  were  fucking  the  fat 
from  eider-duck  Ikins,  intended  for  winter  garments,  and  en- 
gaged in  a  great  variety  of  other  employment.     The  moll  per- 
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fe£l  good  humour  prevailed  among  them,  and  they  took  great  r— ^^ 
pains  to  entertain  me  with  finging  and  dancing.    Although  I  did       July.' 
not  admire  their  tunes,  yet  I  could  perceive  that  many  of  them 
had  very  foft  and  mufical  voices;  but  as  to  their  dancing,  one 
would  have  fuppofed  that  they  had  learned  that  art  from  the 
bears  of  the  country. 

As  mere  vlfiting  was  not  my  fole  objeft,  Jew  like,  I  took  with 
me  a  box  of  beads  and  other  trifles,  with  which  I  picked  up  fe- 
veral  Ikins  and  a  little  whalebone.  Shuglawina  made  me  a  pre- 
fent  of  a  very  fine  filvcr  fox-lkin;  but  he  infilled  on  having  the 
fame  price  for  the  brufli  of  it,  as  I  had  jull  before  paid  for  an 
entire  (kin.  However,  as  he  only  demanded  a  fmall  ivory  comb, 
which  cofl  me  no  more  than  twopence  halfpenny,  and  the  fkin 
was  worth  four  guineas,  1  made  no  fcruple  in  completing  the 
purchafc. 

This  was  a  very  fine  day,  but  it  rained  hard  all  night.

At  nine  o'clock  Guy's  fhallop  palfed  by  for  the  purpofe  of  ThurWayu. 
fifliing,  and  brought  me  the  wherry  and  a  few  things  from   m  Ljirong. 
home.     The  baitfkiff  came  foon  after  with  a  couple  of  blood- 
hounds, and  I  ordered  her  out  in  quefl;  of  baits. 

Rainy,  flormy  weather  all  day.  ^-  ^ard. 


I  had  but  little  trade  to-day. 

It  rained  hard  all  lafl  night,  but  was  fair  to-day  until  fix  in 
the  evening,  when  it  rained  again:  cold  weather. 

The  (kiff  came  down  this  morning  and  brought  me  fome  pro- 
vifions  and  a  few  more  goods;  but  I  fent  mofl;  of  the  latter 
home,  together  with  what  I  had  purchafcd  from  the  Indians. 
In  the  afternoon.  Shuglawina  and  I  look  a  walk  on  the  Cape 
land  in  quell  of  deer,  but  faw  none.  I  deleded  his  fon  in  at-

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r ^ — >   tempting  to  fell  me  feme  of  my  own  whalebone  which  he  had 

J  iiy.*  flolen  out  of  my  tent:  I  complained  to  his  father,  but  for  want 
of  being  pcrfcd  in  the  language,  I  could  not  make  him  under- 
ftand  me;  or  at  leafl,  he  would  not:  however,  he  otFcred  me  a 
prefent,  by  way  of  fettling  the  alfair,  which  I  refufed;  but  made 
him  fenfible  that  I  was  fatislied.  hi  the  evening  three  Indians 
returned  from  Chateau,  who  went  thither  a  few  days  ago,  and 
brought  advice,  that  no  velTcl  was  there;  and  that  Mr.  Macleod 
was  gone  to  Belle  Ille  to  flioot  deer.  U  his  intelligence  made  the 
red  alter  their  rcfolution  of  goins^  to  Chateau. 
A  fair  day,  but  rained  hard  all  night. 

Sunday  14,         I  paid  my  neighbours  a  viiit  in  my  kyack,  and  fent  one  of 
them  with  a  letter  to  my  houle. 
Foggy,  rainy  weather. 


Monday  1 1;,

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Tiiffday  16. 
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At  one  o'  clock  this  afternoon  the  baitfkiff  came  with  fome. 
things  from  home,  I  lent  her  out  in  quell  of  caplni,  but  flic  got 
only  a  brace  of  lance.     I  kept  David  Condon  with  me. 

Foggy  weather  with  thunder  llorins. 

At  eight  o'  clock  this  morning,  the  Indians  flruck  their  tents 
and  failed  for  Camp  Illands.  I  went  in  Shuglawina's  boat,  but 
Guy's  fliallop  following,  I  embarked  in  her  and  went  on  to 
Condonlfland,  which  lies  on  the  South  Welt  fide  of  Table  Point. 
Guy  and  his  crew  (who  had  engaged  to  filh  for  us  this  fummer 
on  the  fharcs)  having  already  fullered  extremely  for  want  of 
baits,  through  the  default  of  my  Partners  Perkins  and  Co.^iiiaii, 
and  the  feafbn  being  too  far  advanced  for  any  chance  of  their 
being  able  to  make  up  their  lofs,  I  propofed  to  them  to  can- 
cel the  former  agreement,  and  to  engage  them  on  wages,  'i'o 
this  they  readily  confented ;  I  therefore  fent  them  back  for  ih^ 
former  agreement,  and  fome  other  things  which  I  wanted. 
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In  the  evening  I  eroded  llie  tickle,  and  took  a  walk  upon  the 
Table  Land  in  quell  ot  deer.  I  law  fome  frefh  flot,  and  killed 
a  whabby  witli  my  rillc,  and  a  pied  duck  with  fliot. 

Foggy  \\'eather. 

At  eleven  o'clock,  being  accompanied  by  Condon,  I  went 
upon  the  Table  Land  again,  and  took  a  large  trap  with  me 
which  I  tailed  in  a  padi  for  deer.  A  hind  and  calf  being  obferv- 
ed  by  Condon  near  tlie  foot  of  Upper  Table,  I  fat  watching  for 
them  until  the  evening;  but  could  not  get  fight  of  them.  In 
the  mean  time,  I  fent  him  to  try  for  codfifh,  and  he  killed  a 
few.  In  the  evening  I  went  upon  a  finall  adjacent  ifland,  and 
killed  a  feal  with  my  rifle.  At  night  the  two  bloodhounds  croff- 
cd  over  to  the  continent  and  walked  ofT. 

Foggy  with  rain  in  the  morning;  it  was  afterwards  fair  but 
dull,  the  fog  Hill  hanging  over  head. 

At  eleven  o'clock  I  croffcdover  to  Table  Land,  fent  Condon 
to  look  at  the  trap,  and  went  my  felf  to  the  fame  place  where  I  fat 
yelterday.  I  had  not  been  there  long,  before  I  difcovered  a 
young  Rag,  Handing  on  a  patch  of  fnow,  near  the  fpot  on  which 
Condon  fa\v  tlie  two  deer.  I  made  what  hafle  I  could  towards 
him,  but  before  I  got  within  Ihot,  an  eddy  flaw  gave  him  the 
wind  of  me,  and  he  went  off.  He  was  immediately  followed  by 
the  hind  and  calf,  which  were  feeding  near  him,  behind  fome 
buflies,  but  they  foon  returned,  and  I  killed  the  hind.  The 
calf  was  very  much  alarmed  at  the  report  of  the  gun,  and  ran 
backwards  and  forwards  fcveral  times;  at  lafl,  coming  clofe  to 
me  as  I  lay  hid  amongft  the  bullies,  it  wmded  me,  and  imme- 
diately ran  off  over  the  hill.  1  broke  up  the  hind,  and  then  went 
after  the  calf,  which  I  foon  found,  but  could  not  get  near  it.  At 
a  long  diflance  I  fliot  and  broke  one  of  its  fore  legs,  but  it  ran 
away.    I  followed  it  about  a  mile,  when  getting  a  fecond  fliot, 
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I  killed  it.  Condon  then  came  up,  and  wc  carried  as  much  of 
the  \-cnilbn  as  ^ve  could,  to  a  bank  of  fnovv  near  the  water  lide, 
and  flowed  it  on  clean  flones  over  a  watercourfe,  which  ran  un- 
der the  fnow;  and  the  rcfl  in  a  fimilar  place,  where  I  killed  the 
hind.  In  hot  weather  theic  places  are  excellcni  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  as  there  is  a  fine  draught  of  air;  the  water  underneath 
and  the  fnow  above,  keep  the  meat  cool  and  free  from  flies. 
The  hind  was  very  lean,  and  only  beginning  to  cad  her  win- 
ter's coat ;  and  the  calf,  being  only  five  or  fix  \veeks  old,  was 
not  extraordinary;  but  they  were  frefh  meat  and  venifon;  to 
both  of  which  I  ha\'e  long  been  a  flranger,  having  for  fome  time 
pafl  lived  on  fifh. 

There  was  a  thick  fog  till  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon; 
it  then  cleared  away. 

At  nine  o'chjck  I  went  over  to  Table  Land  again,  and  took 
a  Hand  for  deer,  but  faw  none;  at  the  lame  time  Condon  brought 
the  remainder  of  the  venifon  down.  At  noon,  Guy's  boat,  and 
one  of  the  Indian  fhallops,  with  twelve  men  and  as  many  ky- 
acks  in  her,  c\mc  to  Condon  Tickle.  I  went  on  board  the  lat- 
ter and  failed  for  Ciiateau,  leaving  Guy  to  How  tlic  venilbn 
properly,  and  then  follow  me.  We  arrived  at  fix  o'clock,  and 
I  went  to  the  fort,  where  I  Hayed  all  night. 

Foggy  weather. 

This  morning  at  fix  o'clock,  Guy  came  and  informed  me, 
that  he  had  left  Condon  at  my  tent.  I  then  went  to  Lance  Cove, 
where  I  found  captain  Helling  with  a  brig  of  Noble  and  l*in- 
fon's.  He  informed  me,  that  he  had  killed  ihree  hundred  and 
twenty  quintals  of  fifh  for  each  boat;  but  that  lie  had  lately  the 
misfortune  to  lofe  a  boat  and  four  men.  We  hauled  the  ficn  in 
Lance  Cove,  and  took  half  a  barrel  of  caplin.  My  boat  took 
in  fix  hogfheads  of  fait  at  Perkins  and  Coghlan's  Huge  ii.  ilenly 
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Harbour.    I  flayrd  with  iljllin;^  till  ninlnight,  and  then  return- 
ed to  the  fort. 

On  my  arrival  at  t!ic  fjit  I  cinccUcd  the  former  agreement 
with  Guy  and  crew:  ariil  in  the  prcfcncc  of  Mr.  Ged,  the  com- 
manding ofTiLvr,  I  hired  lIkiii  as  fervants.  When  that  bufmefs 
was  fettled,  iIil*  diy  jull  tlicn  appearing,  I  failed  homewards. 
Near  Tabic  I'oi.it,  difovoring  three  deer,  I  landed  and  went  in 
queflof  tlu'in.  I  Lft  the  Ihallop  in  Condon  Tickle,  with  orders 
to  take  o;i  boird  the  venifon,  my  tent  and  baggage,  and  then  run 
round  llic  point  and  meet  me  there.  As  the  deer  had  moved 
off,  it  was  near  three  hours  before  I  found  thenij  they  confilled 
of  an  old  hind  with  her  calf,  and  a  young  male  deer  of  a  year 
old.  Al  lafl  I  got  within  a  hundred  and  twenty  yards,  and  had 
a  good  Ihot  at  the  two  largefl:,  fide  by  lide,  but  I  was  fo  dim 
fighted  through  want  of  lleep  the  preceding  evening,  that  I 
milfed  them.  At  eleven  o'clock  I  got  on  board  the  fliallop,  and 
failed  homewards  with  as  much  wind  as  we  could  flaggcr  un- 
der. This  caufed  the  fea  to  be  fo  boiflerous,  that  one  of  the 
oars  was  loft  out  of  the  wherry  which  •we  had  in  tow.  I  arriv- 
ed at  the  llage  at  two  o'clock,  where  I  found  nothing  near  fo 
much  work  executed  as  ought  to  have  been  done.  I  landed  the 
fait,  and  ordered  Guy's  boat  to  the  Cape  to  ii(h  tliere,  and  look 
out  for  the  ihallop,  which  1  expect  from  Newfoundland.  Putting 
my  things  into  the  wherry  and  leavir.g  the  hind  for  tlie  people, 
I  then  went  home  with  two  men,  whom  I  immedialcly  fent  back. 
I  found  things  had  gone  on  much  better  licre  tlKm  below.  The 
wear  and  pond  were  completed,  a  good  quantiiy  of  fifh  killed, 
and  moll  of  the  traps  brought  home,  and  widi  them  two  otters 
and  a  Ibx;  but  they  were  all  tainted.  The  old  bloodhound  dog 
arrived  at  the  ftage  lafl  night,  but  the  young  one  has  not  yeti 
been  feen. 
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I  was  exceedingly  heavy  and  not  well,  from  the  fatigue 
of  tlic  two  j)rcceding  days.  The  falmoniers  were  chinfing  the 
falnion-hoidc  all  tlie  forenoon;  they  afterwards  cleared  the 
pound,  and  brought  ninety-leven  filli  out  of  it:  at  night  I  fcnt 
them  to  the  ftage  with  the  guts  for  baits. 

Foggy  rainy  ^vcather. 


Tucfdiy  23.  -pj^g  falmoniers  returned  at  daylight,  with  two  tierces  of  fldt. 
In  the  forenoon  I  tried  the  falmon  with  a  fly  for  a  fliort  time: 
I  hooked  three  llightly,  and  killed  a  trout.  We  got  fifty-two 
fifli  out  of  the  pound.  At  five  o'clock  in  the  evening,  taking 
the  guts  and  fbme  things  witli  me,  I  fet  off  for  the  flage,  but 
meeting  fiv^e  Indians,  I  returned  with  them.  Their  objeft  was 
to  kill  falmon.  I  went  up  the  flream  wiUi  them,  and  had  much 
difficulty  to  prevent  their  taking  the  fifh  out  of  the  pound;  the 
chief  not  being  with  them,  they  were  very  ungovernable.  The 
^veather  being  dark,  they  killed  but  one. 
Foggy,  rainy  weather.

At  fn'c  this  morning  I  fent  the  falmoniers  with  the  net  up  the 
ri\'er.  We  caught  fixtecn  fifii  with  it,  in  the  pools  above  the 
pound;  the  latter  had  fixty-three  in  it,  and  the  Indians  killed 
twenty  Avith  their  darts.  At  noon  they  went  off  for  Camp 
Iflands,  and  I  fet  off  in  the  wherry  for  the  flage;  but,  meeting 
captain  Watfon  by  the  Avay,  coming  up  in  a  falmon  punt,  I  re- 
turned home  with  him.  He  informed  me  that  he  was  jufl  ar- 
rived in  the  mouth  of  the  river,  with  our  fchooncr  Nimrod 
from  FoTO.  He  brouq-ht  me  letters,  botirfVoni  thence  and  Brif- 
tol.  By  the  former,  I  got  intelligence  that  the  Indian  Prince 
fliallop,  configned  to  me,  failed  from  Fogo  fometime  ago.  In 
the  evening  I  went  on  board  the  fchooncr,  and  returned  at 
night.  In  going  down,  the  punt  (which  was  new,  and  had  not 
been  trimmed)  leaked  very  much,  and,  at  lall,  I  perceived  her 
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to  be  finking;  we  rowed  as  fafl  as  pofTible  for  a  fmall  rock  (for- 
tiinarely  not  far  olf)  and  reached  it  ju(l  as  Ihe  was  going  down. 
We  there  freed  her  fr.oni  tlie  water,  and  then  proceeded  in  lafe- 
ty ;  I  y  keeping  clofe  to  the  fliore,  and  bailing  all  llie  way.    1  rc- 

Clear  weather. 
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turned  home  at  night. 


At  five  this  morning.  I  fcnt  Charles  with  a  letter  to  captain 
Watfon,  and  at  ten  I  went  up  tin;  llream  to  lilh;  where  I  killed 
one  falmon  and  a  dozen  trout  with  lly.  In  th^  courfc  of  the 
d;j^  I  received  fuch  part  of  the  Niinro.l's  cargo  as  I  wanted  to 
be  landed  here.  In  the  evening  caplani  Walfijn  came  up,  and 
returned  again  after  dark.  I  ordered  him  to  unmoor  at  day- 
ligiit,  and  prumilcd  to  [tlol  Inni  to  die  llage.  We  got  one  tierce 
of  filh;  but  they  begin  to  iail.  At  night  a  boat  came  up  from 
the  llage  to  inform  me  that  live  more  Ihallops  of  Indians  were 
arrived  at  Camp  lllands. 

At  day-light  I  went  down  to  the  fchooner  and  carried  her 
to  Stage  Cove,  mouicd  her  there,  and  ordered  the  cargo  to  be 
landed  immediate! v.  At  the  lame  time,  one  of  the  Indian  llial- 
lops,  which  arrived  yellerday,  came  up  wiih  two  of  old  Attui- 
ock's  brothers.  After  m  king  a  Ihort  Hay  at  the  Ihige,  I  wejit 
on  board  and  piloted  her  up  the  river,  as  high  as  the  lower 
houfc;  the  tide  being  out,  llie  could  get  no  fartiier.  I  then  fired 
a  gun  for  a  boat,  which  came  immediaiely  and  took  me  in. 
The  Indians,  having  landed  their  wive.v  and  children  to  walk 
up,  followed  in  their  kyacks.  I  had  a  lilile  trade  with  them, 
but  they  had  not  much  whalebone.  After  dinner  our  baitlkilf 
cn.ieup  Vv'ith  ai-olht  r  of  Attuioek's  brothers,  his  wdo  and  fijur 
other  Indians;  whom  llicy  had  brought  from  Camp  lllands  in 
their  way  from  Chateau,  where  they  had  been  in  queH  of  baits. 
1  hey  brou'iht  me  word  from  thence,  that  the  Indian  Prince 
was  ft  en  by  one  of  N(.ble  and  Pinion's  1  oats  on  Sunday  lall,  u\ 
tlie  ilraits  ni  great  dillrefs,  being  dduiuiled.     I  feut   the   IkilF 
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back  immediately,  with  a  letter  to  one  of  our  boatsmaRcrs  to 
go  to  Quirpon  in  qucfl  of  her.  Finding  I  had  been  cheated  by 
the  Indians  in  two  bargains,  I  was  very  angry  with  them,  and 
fliutting  up  fhop,  I  turned  all  of  them  out  of  the  houfe,  except 
thofe  who  came  up  lafl;  as  the  fraud  happened  before  their  ar- 
rival. We  had  but  thirty-feven  filh  to-day. 
Foggy  morning,  but  clear  afterwards. 

At  eight  this  morning  two  more  Indians  came  up,  and  brought 
word  that  the  Indian  Prince  was  arrived.  The  mafler  of*her 
came  foon  after,  and  informed  me,  that  flie  was  in  the  river 
about  half  a  mile  below,  but  could  not  come  any  higher  till  the 
tide  ferved.  I  got  fuch  things  out  of  her  as  I  wi.ntcd,  put  fome 
old  planks  on  board,  and  in  the  evening  fhe  went  down  to  the 
llage.  I  purchafed  a  few  (kins  from  the  Indians  to-day,  and, 
in  the  evening,  they  went  off  for  Camp  Illands.  One  of  the 
Indian  men  behaving  rudely  to  my  maid,  I  feized  him  by  the 
collar,  and  launched  him  out  of  the  door.  I  was  moil  heartily 
tired  of  their  company  before  they  went,  they  were  lb  very 
rude  and  troublefome:  and  although  they  eat  no  lefs  than  fif- 
teen large  falmon  in  twenty-four  hours,  yet  they  were  much 
difplcafed  that  I  would  not  give  them  another  meal.  I  did  not 
count  the  number  of  vifitors,  but  I  do  not  believe  they  exceeded 
forty.  I  had  two  new  falmon-nets  put  out  to-day.  We  had 
but  few  fifli  out  of  the  pound,  and  only  a  fcore  out  of  the  nets; 
mod  of  which  had  been  fome  time  in  the  river.  I  fifhed  a 
little  with  the  lly  at  noon,  and  killed  a  few  trouts.  I  received 
feveral  letters  by  the  Indian  Prince,  among  which  was  a  packet 
from  Marnham. 

Foggy  morning,  clear  afterwards. 

After  break  fa  ft,  taking  a  few  things  to  trade  with  the  Indians, 
I  went  in  the  wherry  to  the  llage.    After  the  Indian  Prince  was 

unloaded, 
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unloaded,  I  fent  her  to  Seal  Ifland  with  a  cooper  and  fome 
empty  calks,  after  which  I  gave  her  to  old  Attuiock,  I  fcnt 
the  wherry  home,  and  lay  on  board  the  Nimrod. 

I  attempted  to  beat  down  to  Camp  Iflands  in  the  Difpatch 
niallop,  but  was  forced  to  return;  I  then  went  over  to  Eyre 
llland  in  a  punt  with  one  man;  but  the  wind  increafing,  we 
could  not  row  back  in  the  evening.  We  therefore  crofled  over 
to  Little  Caribou,  and  there  hauling  the  punt  up,  we  made  a  fire 
for  a  fignal,  which  being  fcen  at  the  flage,  the  fchooner's  boat 
came  for  us.  Clear  weather.

I  fent  the  *  Pocgic  fliallop  with  a  herring-net  to  Chateau,  to 
try  for  baits  and  (ilh.  At  eleven  o'clock  1  failed  in  the  Dif- 
patch for  Camp  Iflands,  and  arrived  there  at  three  in  the  after- 
noon: at  the  fame  time  there  came  on  an  excelfive  hard  Ihower 
of  rain,  attended  with  much  thunder  and  lightening,  but  very 
little  wind ;  yet,  I  make  no  doubt,  there  was  plenty  not  far  off. 
I  pitched  my  tent  among  thofe  of  the  Indians,  and,  keeping  one 
man  with  me,  I  fent  the  fliallop  to  Chateau  on  the  fame  errand 
as  the  other.

I  had  but  little  trade;  for  the  lafl;  five  fhallops  had  met  with   Wfdner.  31, 
his  Majefty's  brig  Grenville  to  the  northward,  and  fold  mofl  of     moderate, 
their  goods.     The  Grenville  is  employed  on  the  furvey  ing  bufi- 
nefs,  and  commanded  by  Mr.  Michael  Lane.  One  Indian  fliallop 
failed  to  the  fouthward,  and  another  to  Niger  Sound,  to  cut 
timber  to  build  a  new  kyack;  they  both  returned  at  night. 

Clear,  plcafant  weather. 


At  noon  the  Poegie  returned  from  Chateau;  no  baits  nor  filh 
were  to  be  found  there.  I  put  my  things  on  board  her  and  fail-

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ed  homewards.  At  the  fame  time  the  Difpatch  came  and  an- 
chored at  the  eaflern  point  of  thefe  iflands.  V\^e  tried  for  fifh 
off  Indian  Tickle  and  Charles  Uland,  but  could  not  catch  any  ; 
we  fuppofe  that  the  late  thunder  had  driven  them  into  deep  wa- 
ter At  five  in  the  afternoon  we  arrived  at  the  llagc,  and  fooa 
after  I  failed  homewards  in  the  fkiff;  but,  having  a  contrary 
wind,  did  not  get  there  till  midnight.

I  lent  Guy  my  chart  of  the  coafl,  and  ordered  both  boats  to 
Port  Charlotte  to  try  for  fifh  and  baits  about  Point  Spear  and 
Cape  St.  Francis.  Having  examined  the  Indian  traffic,  I  found 
that  I  had  got  three  hundred  weight  of  whalebone;  ninety-feven 
ranger,  four  doater,  and  nineteen  fox  fkins;  twcniy-one  Ipare 
fox  brufhes;  twelve  deer,  four  otter,  and  two  marten  fkins ; 
one  wolf,  one  wolvering,  and  one  black-bear  fkin.  At  night 
the  fkiff  came  up  with  a  letter.  We  found  a  wolvering  to-day 
in  one  of  the  trajis,  which  was  tailed  fome  time  fince  in  Watfon 
Brook,  but  he  was  tainted.    Few  falmon  going. 

At  nine  o'clock  this  morning  I  fent  the  fkiff  down  to  the  Nim? 
rod  with  the  whalebone  and  fome  fkins,  my  chcfl,  and  bedding: 
at  two  in  the  afternoon  I  went  down  myfelf  in  the  wherry, 
made  a  fhort  flop  at  the  flage,  and  then  embarked  on  board  of 
the  Nimrod  in  Seal  Tickle.  Our  boats  returned  from  the  north- 
ward and  failed  for  Chateau ;  having  met  with  neither  baits  nor 
fifh.  Two  more  Indian  fliallops  arrived  from  the  northward, 
but  brought  no  iraiiic;  having  fold  all  they  had  on  board  the 
Grenvillc.  I  ordered  the  falmon-nets  to  be  taken  up,  and  Ned 
and  Milmouili  to  go  into  St.  Lewis's  Bay,  to  put  out  ottertraps 
and  deerflips.  I  faw  the  firfl  curlew  to-day.  At  night  the  Nim- 
rod  completed  her  loading,  which  confilled  of  the  feal-oil  and 

Ikins  which  lay  at  Seal  Ifland.  Clear  weather.

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At  eight  this  morning,  being  accompanied  by  Shuglawina, 
■we  got  under  weigh  and  failed  for  Fogo;  but  immediately  got 
aoTOund  on  the  bar  between  White  Fox  and  Litde  Ifland :  we 
lay  there  an  hour,  then  got  off  by  the  help  of  a  warp,  and  went 
to  fca.  There  being  but  litde  wind  all  day,  we  got  no  farther 
than  the  back  of  Belle  Ille,  and  were  beating  in  the  mouth  of 
the  llraits  all  night. 

A  clear  day  and  foggy  night. 

We  were  about  four  leagues  from  Groais  Ifland  at  fun-fet,  Mondays, 
when  we  faw  a  fnow  Handing  in  for  Croque.  During  a  calm  in 
the  afternoon,  Shuglawina  went  off  in  his  kyack  in  purfuit  of  a 
penguin;  he  prefently  came  within  a  proper  diflance  of  the  bird, 
and  llruck  his  dart  into  it;  but,  as  the  weapon  did  not  enter  a 
mortal  part,  the  penguin  fwam  and  dived  fo  well,  that  he  would 
have  loll  both  the  bird  and  the  dart,  had  he  not  driven  it  near 
enough  the  veffel  for  me  to  ffioot  it. 

We  had  variable  winds  and  weather  all  day  ;  the  fog  continu- 
ed till  ten  this  morning,  and  then  cleared  up. 


At  daylight  we  found  ourfelves  nearly  in  the  fame  place  as 
laft  night,  and  got  very  little  ground  all  day. 
Clear  day  and  foggy  night,  with  a  frcfli  wind. 

Early  in  the  morning  we  made  land  right  a  head,  and  not  more 
than  a  mile  dillant.  1  he  mailer  took  it  for  Litde  Fogo,  but  in 
going  upon  deck,  I  found,  that  we  were  clofc  to  Burnt  Iflands, 
where  1  told  him  over  night  the  courfe  which  he  fleered,  mud 
carry  us.  Thefe  lie  between  Cape  John  and  Twillinga  e.  ,  We 
then  gibed,  and  hauled  our  wind  to  the  Northward.  Finding  we 
could  not  clear  the  land  on  either  tack,  the  weather  being  very 
Foggy,  and  a  great  fca  tumbling  in,  and  driving  us  faff  to  leeward, 
J  determined  .o  atttm^.t  the  fliips  run  iiiio  iLe  Bay  of  Exploits,

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in  order  to  come  to  an  anchor  under  fhelter  of  Burnt  Iflands ; 
we  bore  up  accordingly,  but  immediately  after,  the  wind  veer- 
ing more  northerly,  we  hauled  the  wind  to  the  fouthward;  and, 
in  the  afternoon  fetched  clofe  in  with  the  land,  near  Back  Cove 
in  Twillingate  Ifland.  I  fent  Shuglawina  on  ihore  there,  with 
a  letter  to  Guy's  father,  who  is  a  planter,  lives  in  that  place,  and 
keeps  feveral  cows.  He  immediately  caine  off,  and  brought 
me  two  bottles  of  milk,  with  fome  frelh  butter;  both  of  which 
were  very  acceptable  prefents.  At  fun-fet,  we  were  to  wind- 
ward of  Gull  Ifland,  and  bore  away  for  Fogo. 
Very  foggy  till  near  noon,  but  clear  and  hot  afterwards. 


ThurfdayS.        Wc  ajichorcd  in  the  harbour  of  Fogo  at  ten  this  mornings 
and,  in  the  courfe  of  the  day,  landed  all  the  oil  and  other  things. 
Clear  weather. 


Friday  9.         I  fpcut  tlic  day  with  Mr.  Coghlan,  who  refides  here  during 
s.  w.jrejh,    ^^  fifhing  feafon.    Mod  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  place  came  to 

fee  the  Indian;  for  none  of  them  had  ever  feea  an  £fquimau, 

before.

Saturday  10.       J  {hipped  off  fomc  prov  ifions  and  other  things  for  Labrador, 
and  fhould  have  gone  to  fea  in  the  evening,  but  a  heavy  thun« 

fi.fquaiiy.     der  llorm  brought  on  a  fhift  of  wind. 

A  fine  day,  but  much  rain,  with  thunder  and  lightening  in:

Early  in  the  morning  I  engaged  fome  of  the  belt  furriers  in 
the  place  (who  are  alfo  good  falmoniers)  to  enter  into  our  fervice 
for  the  enfuing  year.  At  feven  in  the  evenin;;  I  iailed  for 
Charles  Harbour.  Mr.  Bell,  the  furgeon  of  this  jikice,  accom- 
panied me  on  a  vilit ;  and  John  Wrixon,  a  furrier,  came  alio  to 

Luko 
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take  a  view  of  the  country,  in  order  to  make  a  report  of  his  ob- 
fervations  to  his  comrades. 
A  pleafant  day. 
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At  day-light  we  were  abreaft  of  Groais  Ifland,  but  got  little  or  ^rjyjl^'; 
no  ground  all  day,  for  want  of  wind. 
Very  hot  weather. 

We  were  plying  along  fliore  all  day;  in  the  evening  we  were    Tuefday  13. 
abreafl  of  Griguet,  and  flood  oflF  all  night. 
Rainy  weather. 

We  plied  alon^  Hiore  all  this  day,  in  the  evening  we  were  off  wdncf.  14. 
Quirpon,  and  pullied  acrols  the  flraits.    At  ten  at  night,  judging      ^"  ''"*'* 

we  were  near  the  latid,  we  lay  to  till  day-break.  s.e  /re/a. 

A  clear  day,  but  thick  fog  all  night. 

We  made  fail  at  day -light,  and  at  feven  o'clock  were  very  Thurfday  15. 
near  running  on  fliore,  not  fur  from  Wreck  Cove.  We  hauled 
our  wind  to  the  northward,  but  it  foon  after  falling  calm,  we 
had  the  utraofl  difficulty  and  labour,  in  preventing  the  veflel  taim 
from  being  driven  on  iiicic,  as  a  veiy  great  fwell  rolled  in. 
upon  the  land.  A  light  air  fpringing  up  at  north  in  the  af- 
ternoon, we  got  im  offing  of  four  miles  by  night ;  but,  in  affefl- 
ing  that,  we  narrowly  efcaped  getting  foul  of  a  large  ifland  of 
ice.  I  can  plainly  perceive  that  Mr.  Watfon  is  no  lefs  oblli- 
nate  than  ignorant. 

There  was  a  thick  fog  all  day ;  it  rained  for  a  few  hours  in 
the  morning,  and  again  very  hard  at  night. 

We  flood  in  again  after  day-light,  and  the  fog  flill  continuing  p,;j    ^g 

we  were  entangled  with  the  land  a  fecond  time ;  at  noon  the  ^-  ''"^'^ 

wind  fliifted,  the  log  cleared  away,  and  we  prefently  got  fafe  s.s.tv.nta'e. 

into 
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into  Hrnly  Harbour.     We  found  two  men  of  war  in  Pitt's 
Harbour,  and  both  our  fliallops  iilhing  there. 

Early  in  the  morning  I  put  fuch  things  as  I  had  brought  from 
Fogo  into  the  Difpatch  ihallop,  intending  to  fail  loi  Charles  Ri- 
ver, but  the  wind  lh;ftmg  we  could  not  lUr.  I  dined  onboard 
the  Otter  man  of  war  with  captain  Morns,  and  prevailed  on 
Mr.  Mercitr,  the  lieutenant  of  marines,  to  accompany  me  on  a 
vilit  to  Ranger  Lodge.     1  fliot  a  curlew  on  Henly  Illand. 

The  Nautilus  fhip  of  war  failed  early  in  the  morning  for  St. 
John's  in  Newfoundland.  Captain  Jones  refufed  to  take  Wil- 
liams the  prifoner,  becaufe  the  prolicutor  did  not  accompany 
him.  At  noon  1  failed  for  Charles  Harbour,  but  was  obliged 
to  return. 

In  the  courfe  of  this  day,  I  killed  nine  curlews  on  Henly 
Ifland;  Mr.  Bell  and  the  furrier  killed  many  more. 

At  ten  o'clock  lieutenant  Mercier,  Mr.  Bell,  and  I  failed  for 
Ranger  Lodge,  and  at  two  in  the  afternoon  we  arrived  at  Seal 
Ifland  near  Cape  Charles;  where  we  found  the  garrifon's  whale- 
boat,  which  came  for  Bettres,  in  order  that  he  might  go  to  St. 
John's  to  profecute  Williams.  I  made  a  fhort  flay  both  at  Seal 
Ifland  and  the  llage,  and  then  went  home.  The  whaleboat  fol- 
lowed to  take  their  officer  on  board  who  remained  at  my  houfe. 
I  found  all  the  falnion  packed,  which  produced  twenty-feven 
tierces;  and  we  could  eafily  have  killed  above  a  hundrtd,  if  I 
had  been  provide  d  with  nets,  fait,  and  cafks  in  proper  time.  At 
night  Mr.  Bullock  wdnt  off  for  Chateau,  takmg  Bettres  with 
him. 

A  very  fine  day. 


I  was 
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I  was  engaged  in  writing  letters  for  England  and  Newfound- 
land, and  frelh  fprcading  fox-lkins. 
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I  was  employed  as  yellcrday.     Lieutenant  Mcrcier  and  Mr.    Thurfdayaa, 
Bell  went  to  South  Head,  where  tlioy  flioL  nine  brace  of  curlews 
and  a  groufe. 

I  finifhed  the  fox-fkins  to-day.    The  Difpatch  fhallop  and  the     ^''^'^  "3. 
baitfkifFcame  up,  and  took  in  the  falnion  and  the  furs. 

Lieutenant  Mercier,  Mr.  Bell,  Wrixon  and  I  failed  for  Cha-  Saturday  24. 
teau  in  the  D-fratch:  we  were  a  long  time  in  getting  out  of  the 
river,  but  only  lour  JDurs  in  failing  from  Stage  Cove  to  Henly 
Harbour.  I  Ihipped  ihe  falmonand  furs  on  boaril  of  the  Nim- 
rod;  likewife,  fome  wet  fifli  belonging  to  PerLins  and  Coghlan. 
At  night  one  of  t!ie  fiflicniien  fell  over-board  and  was  drowned. 

I  finiilK  d  my  letters,  and  fliipped  off  our  wet  filh.    I  dined    Sunday  25. 
with  c;i^)'.ain  Morris  on  board  iiis  fliip. 

At  eight  this  morning  the  Nimrod  failed  for  Fogo.    At  ten,  I    Monday  26. 
fent  the  Poegie,  with  our  Ihoremcn  and  nets,  to  Stage  Cove;  and 
foon  after  I  failed  mylclf  in  the  Difpatch.     In  the  evening  we 
got  into  Condon  Harbour,  where  we  found  the  Poegie  and  four 
Chateau  boats. 

I  fenl  both  the  boats  homo,  and  Haines  aflifled  me  in  pitching  TuefJay  27, 
my  tent.  We  tiien  went  upon  the  'i  uble  Land  and  the  high  hills, 
where  we  faw  plenty  of  frelh  do'  of  deer  and  many  curlews; 
one  of  wliicli  I  killed  witli  my  i..L,  and  Haines  killed  a  dozen 
with  (hot. 

I  fat  0:1  Lower  Table,  from  the  rifing  tMl  the  fetting  of  the  fun,   Wednef.  28, 
every  day  till  the  evening  of  the  thirtieth,  without  meeting  with    Yrii^y  30,

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<— ^^-»  any  thing  but  a  large  porcupine,  which  I  brought  away  alive ; 
Augutt.      and  in  the  night  the  Difpatch  came  for  mc. 

Saturday  31.  Wc  failed  homcward  early  in  the  morning,  and  tried  fomc  of 
the  ledges,  on  which  we  caught  a  few  filh.  For  want  of  wind 
il  was  nine  o'  clock  at  night  when  we  got  to  the  ilagc.

Early  in  the  morning,  having  fcnt  the  fkiflThomc  with  my  bag- 
gage, Macgraith,  our  mailer  of  voyage,  and  I,  walked  over  the 
hills  and  met  the  boat  at  Bare  Point.  I  font  her  back  in  the 
evening  with  fome  provifions  for  the  llage.  Milmouth  had 
killed  kvcn  otters  and  two  martens,  lince  I  went  from  home. 

I  fent  Milmouth  in  a  punt  at  day -light  to  the  Coleroon,  and 
Ned  and  Haines  to  collect  flips;  they  returned  at  two  o'  s,lock 
in  the  afternoon.  A  bear  had  lately  been  in  one  ot  the  flips 
and  broken  it.  Charles  was  lengthening  Profpe6l  Hill  Path.  In 
the  evening,  being  accompanied  by  Ned  and  Haines,  I  took 
fome  traps  and  flips  along  with  me,  and  went  in  the  wlicr, }  to 
the  Huge.  On  my  arrival  there,  I  was  much  furprifjd  to  hear 
that  the  Indians  came  from  the  fouthward  yeflerday,  and  had 
failed  homewards  this  morning  in  great  hafle,  without  leaving 
the  two  mulkets  which  I  had  lent  them,  the  canoe  they  were 
building  for  me,  or  the  bloodhound  which  they  had  met  with 
near  Birchy  Cafcade.  By  their  precipitate  retreat,  I  fufpcded 
they  had  been  guilty  of  fome  of  their  old  tricks  ;  efpecially,  as 
they  had  added  two  or  three  French  fifliing-boats  to  their  fleet. 
They  called  at  Chateau  in  their  way  back,  and  behaved  very 
infolently;  attempting  to  carry  off  feveral  things  by  force:  a 
convincing  proof,  that  they  are  not  yet  to  be  confided  in. 

I  intended  going  this  morning  to  Granby  Ifland,  but  the  late 
behaviour  of  the  Indians  made  me  determine  to  wait  a  day  lon- 
ger. 
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rr,  Icfl  they  niould  be  lurkitiGr  thereabouts,  and  attack  mc  for  r— ^  -i 
the  fake  ot  my  boats  and  their  contents-,  ^vhich  would  be  a  great  September, 
temptation  to  them.  At  day-h'ght  I  lent  Ned  upon  the  Cape 
land;  he  returned  at  four  in  the  afternoon  with  a  groufe  and  a 
liind's  heart.  I  immediately  took  a  couple  of  bloodhounds,  the 
greyhound,  and  three  men,  and  went  back  with  him  to  fetch 
home  the  venifon  and  try  for  her  calf  We  found  it,  not  far 
from  its  dam,  and  mull  have  killed  it,  had  nc.  the  greyhound 
been  iniprudently  Hipped.  I  then  threw  oft  ooth  the  hounds, 
and  they  ran  it  very  hard  till  dark.  We  fhould  probably  have 
killed  it,  had  not  the  evening  come  on  during  the  chacc;  as  it 
would  not  leave  that  part  of  tlie  country,  and  was  almofl  tired. 
About  two  hours  after  dark  we  got  back  to  our  boat  with  the 
venifon,  which  was  but  thin  of  fat.  I  killed  a  groufe  with  my 
rifle,  and  three  curlews  with  fhot. 

I  fent  a  haunch  of  venifon  by  one  of  the  Chateau  fhallops  Wcanef,  4. 
which  were  at  our  llage,  to  captain  Morns.  At  eleven  o'clock,  s.iv./ref,. 
taking  Mrs.  Stlby,  Ned,  Haines  and  Condon,  I  failed  for 
Granby  Ifland  in  the  bait-fkiff,  having  the  wherry  in  tow. 
Running  between  Little  Caribou  and  Eyre  Ifland,  I  heard  the 
howl  of  a  loll  dog,  and  fbon  perceixed  my  poor  Bellman  on  the 
latter.  Immediately  on  his  hearing  my  well-known  voice,  he 
leapt  into  the  water  and  fv/am  off  to  us.  The  Indians,  I  pre- 
fume,  had  put  him  on  fhore  there:  or,  according  to  the  prowl- 
ing nature  of  hounds,  he  was  taking  a  ramble  when  they  went 
off.  How  he  had  fubfilled  from  the  time  he  left  me  on  Condon 
Ifland,  the  feventeenth  of  July,  I  cannot  imagine;  as  he  could 
not  catcli  any  thing  himfelf,  and  the  Indians  did  not  find  him 
till  after  I  had  failed  for  Fogo  on  the  fourth  of  Augufl.  In  the 
evening  we  arrived  at  Harbour  Haines  in  Granby  Ifland,  which 
is  about  nine  leagues  from  Stage  Co\  e.  We  llcpt  by  a  fmall' 
fire  on  the  beach.  A  clear,  fine  day.

At  (lay-light,  perceiving  fome  gccfc  at  the  head  of  the  har- 
bour, I  crolled  over  a  bank,  which  was  clof'c  bcliiiid  us,  in  or- 
der to  get  a  (hot  at  them;  when  calling  my  eyes  upon  a  pond 
there,  I  faw  a  large  (big  fwiinming  acrols  towards  me.  1  foon 
placed  myfcU  whcrel  mud  have  had  a  near  Ihot,  but,  winding 
one  of  my  people,  he  turned  off  another  way ;  and  as  the  pond 
was  too  large  for  me  to  get  round  it  in  time,  he  landed  and 
made  off  for  the  north  end  of  the  illand.  Lcavii;^  one  man  to 
pitch  the  tent,  the  other  two  and  1  went  out  to  look  lor  Hip 
and  rubbingplaccs.  We  loon  difcovercd  rccc  nt  iigns  of  Nef- 
caupick  Indians,  but  I  believe  they  are  gone.  We  law  no  frefh 
flot  of  any  deer,  but  of  one  old  lU^,  which  certainly  was  the 
fame  we  hadfeen;  as  we  found  two  well  ufed  layers  among  fome 
bufhes  towards  which  he  was  going.  We  could  perceive  that 
feveral  deer  had  been  upon  the  illand  moll  puiL  ot  liie  Summer; 
but  they  generally  return  to  the  contnicnt  about  this  time  of  the 
year.  Returning  to  the  tent,  I  ihot  a  curlew  with  my  rifle  in 
a  very  curious  manner;  the  bird  flood  fronting  me,  and  the  bull 
cut  the  feathers  out  of  one  wing,  as  clean  as  a  knife  could  have 
done  it,  yet  did  not  draw  blood.  I  killed  a  ranger  with  a  ball 
in  the  evening.  Ned  and  Haines  went  to  Denbigh  Iflaiid,  but 
faw  no  figns  of  deer  there. 


Friday  6.  Early  in  the  morning  I  went  to  Denbigh  Ifland,  w^hcrc  I  tail- 

ed four  traps  for  otters,  and  then  proceeded  to  Cartwright 
Ifland,  on  which  I  tailed  two  others,  and  four  flips  for  deer. 
On  our  return  we  hauled  up  the  wherry  in  Belle  Harbour^ 
there  being  only  a  narrow  iflhmus  between  that,  and  Harbour 
Haines.  On  this  iflhmus  my  tent  was  pitched,  in  a  pleafant 
grove  of  young  larch  trees,  where  we  found  two  old  wniter- 
houfcs  of  the  Efquimaux,

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Early  in  the  inorning  Ned  nnd  Haines  looked  at  the  traps  and    i — '^ 

flips  whir' I  we  had  taill-d  Oii  this  illaiul,  and  afterwanls  tried     Scptcmi)op. 
for  ducks  on  Leg  IflaiKl,  but  they  had  no  fuccefs.     At  night    ^*'"''''y  7- 
they  brought  the  wherry  into  Harbour  Haines,  and  moored 
the  fkilf  olF  ready  for  failing  in  the  morning.     Ned  killed  a 
groule  with  his  rifle. 

This  was  a  delightful  day.

While  the  people  were  putting  the  things  into  the  boat,  a 
fpnicc-game  perched  in  a  tree  near  the  tent,  and  I  beheaded  it 
Avith  my  rifle.  At  fix  o'clock  we  came  to  fail,  leaving  the  wher- 
ry behind  us.  We  ran  into  Port  Charlotte,  where  Ned  and  I 
landed  in  Mofchetto  Cove,  and  walked  from  thence  to  I'etty 
Harbour.  The  fkitf  met  us  there,  and  drove  a  number  of 
young  ducks  in  before  her;  fix  of  which  Ned  fliot.  We  then 
pitched  our  tent  upon  a  fmall  beach  which  lies  clolc  within  the 
mouth  of  the  Harbour. 

The  whole  of  the  land  which  we  croITed  to-day,  appeared 
very  promifing  for  deer,  and  we  obfcrvcd  much  frelh  fiot.  The 
hills  near  both  the  Ihores  are  fleep,  and  the  vallies  full  of  thick 
buflies;  there  are  alfo  fome  cliffs,  twenty  or  thirty  feet  high. 
The  middle  part  is  very  good  to  walk  over,  for  the  hills  there 
are  low,  rife  gradually,  and  have  an  even  furface,  covered  with 
Empetrum  Nigrum;  and  there  is  abundance  of  larches,  fmall 
ponds,  and  marfhes  difperfed  about,  which  caufe  a  beautiful 
appearance.  In  many  places  we  found  plenty  of  ripe  currants, 
which  were  very  acceptable. 


At  day-light  we  perceived  our  boat  to  be  funk,  occafioned    Monday  9. 
by  the  fleepnefs  of  the  b;;ar'i;  a>  th,*  returning  tide  flowed    ^'- "'<"'"''"'' 
over  her  flern,  before  it  reached  far  ti.cugh  forward  to  float 
her.    With  much  difficulty  we  hauled  her  fo  far  up,  as  to  get 
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her  gunwale  above  water,  to  bail  her  out.  We  then  rowed 
round  the  harbour;  on  the  fhores  of  which,  we  found  feveral 
good  rubbingplaces,  and  tailed  four  traps  upon  them.  At  the 
head  of  the  harbour  a  prelty  brook  runs  in,  and  there  are  fome 
deerpaths,  in  which  we  tailed  five  llips;  alfo  (hot  four  black, 
ducks  and  a  goofe.  We  left  this  place  at  noon,  and  met  Guy's 
fliallop  coming  in  qucfl  of  us;  but  on  finding  that  we  were  fafe, 
flie  bore  up  and  anchored  near  St.  Lewis's  Rock  to  fifh;  from 
whence  Ihe  returned  home  at  night,  with  eight  quintals  of  large 
fifh.  We  arrived  at  the  lodge  at  eight  in  the  evening. 
A  very  fine  day.    , 


TuefJay  10,  Sending  for  John  Macgraith,  I  ordered  him  to  put  the  dry 
fifh  into  the  Difpatch,  and  prepare  to  carry  it  to  Fogo.  Mil- 
mouth  went  to  Little  Caribou,  and  brought  from  thence  both 
the  traps  which  he  lofl  there  in  the  Wnitcr. 

Wcdnef.  11.  According  to  the  cuRom  of  this  part  of  the  world,  as  well  as 
fome  others,  all  the  people  got  very  drunk  to-day;  becaufe, 
fome  of  their  friends  were  taking  their  leave  of  them,  and  going 
away.  I  fent  Guy's  boat  into  St.  Francis's  Bay  to  fetch  home 
the  traps  and  llips,  having  altered  my  intention  of  taking  ano- 
ther cruife  to  that  place.     I  was  writing  all  day. 

TiiuifJdy  18.  Writing,  as  yeflerday,  and  all  the  people  drunk  again.  In  the- 
evening  Macgraith  came  up,  and  informed  me  that  every  thing ' 
was  ready.     We  got  two  I'almon  out  of  the  pound  to-day. 

Friday  13.  ^"  ^^^  morning  I  went  down  to  the  fla<Te,  and  A^nt  off  th^ 
{hallop  for  Fogo.  Leaving  two  hands  there,  I  walked  back  by 
myfelf,  and  killed  a  groufe  and  a  fpiuce-gamc  with  my  rille. 


Not 
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ly  recovered  from  their  late  debauch.     I  took  a  walk  up  Prof-    September. 
ped  Hill,  but  faw  nothing.     We  had  one  falmon  out  of  the     ""'  '  *^* 
pound. 

In  the  morning  I  read  prayers  to  my  family ;  in  the  afternoon    Sunday  15. 
I  went  to  the  lower  garden,  and  gathered  fome  green  peas  and 
ripe  currants. 

Guy  returned  to-day,  and  brought  fix  otters.     Two  deer  had    Monday  16. 
been  in  the  flips,  but  both  had  got  out;  they  being  too  hard 
twifted.

one  man  from  tlience,  and  try  for  lilh.  In  the  e\'cning  a  fcal 
got  upon  a  rock,  and  I  kilK  d  him  with  my  rifle.  Bettrts  came 
uj>  by  land,  having  been  lent  back  in  a  fiihing  {iiallop  from 
Chateim  to  the  ilagc.  Charles  put  out  eight  traps  in  Proipecb 
Hill  Path.

We  finiflied  the  wicker-work  of  the  fi;ove  chimney,  and  pull- 
ed down  the  copper,  in  order  to  fet  it  up  in  the  new  kitchen. 
In  the  evening  a  punt  was  put  into  Atkinfon  Pond.  I  took  all 
the  people  who  had  completed  their  fervice,  and  two  others, 
down  to  the  fl;age  in  Guy's  boat;  being  accompanied  by  the 
wherry.

but  wc  got  her  up,  and  rowed  round  the  lower  end  of  the  pond, 
whtre  wc  tailed  four  traps  for  otters,  and  looked  at  the  two 
which  were  there  before ;  one  of  which  being  ftruck  up,  we  took 
it  in.  At  fun-fet  we  hauled  the  punt  up,  and  made  the  beft  of 
our  way  home ;  but  the  night  proving  very  dark,  and  the  coun- 
try being  all  woody  between  us  and  home,  we  loft  our  way, 
and  did  not  get  home  till  midnight;  much  fatigued  andbruifed 
by  frequent  falls.

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At  noon  the  fhallop  Difpatch  arrived  from  Fogo  witli  dry 
provifions;  alfo  brought  a  cdf,  fonie  fowls,  and  a  crew  of  hands 
for  St.  Lewis's  Bay  John  Balkem,  foreman  boat-builder,  and  his 
wife  and  two  chilJrcn  alfo,  came  in  the  Difpatch.  This  boat 
had  put  into  C'hatcau  i?i  her  way  hither,  and  brought  from 
thence,  John  Willium<;,  and  a  letter  from  Mr  Ged.  The  eaft 
end  of  the  florehoufc  was  longered,  and  the  provifions  ilowed 
in  it. 

Had  any  accident  prevented  the  arrival  of  this  boat,  we  all 
muft  inevitably  have  perifhed  for  want  of  provifions.  My  part- 
ner Coghlan  has  hi'.herto  been  unaccountably  negligent,  in  not 
furnilhing  mu  with  neceflury  fupplies  in  proper  time. 

The  people  all  drunk.  Continual  fnow  all  day;  fair  with 
hard  frofl  at  night. 

It  froze  fo  hard  lad  night,  that  the  river  was  covered  with  ice 
this  morning,  but  the  ebb  tide  broke  it  up  again.  I  had  all  the 
fealing-craft  put  on  board  the  fhallop,  and  fcnt  three  hands  in 
the  wherry  down  the  river  to  tah'^the  traps  up,  get  the  punt  out 
of  Atkinfon  Pond,  and  carry  them  down  to  the  (lage.  Charles 
was  ill  in  bed. 

Hard  froll  all  day,  but  it  abated  at  night. 

This  morning  the  river  was  frozen  as  low  as  the  Narrows.  As 
foon  as  the  ebb  was  llrong,  I  went  on  board  the  Ihallop  and  got 
hereunder  fail ;  the  ice  not  being  thick  fhe  ripped  it  up,  but  tak- 
ing ground  near  Rabbit  Ifland,  we  could  get  her  no  farther.  I 
then  found  that  (he  was  abfolutely  cut  through  by  the  ice  in  fe- 
veral  places;  but  the  fear  of  her  being  frozen  up  here,  had  made 
me  run  all  rifks.  Bafkem  left  his  wife  and  children  at  my  houfe, 
until  fuch  time  as  he  could  get  his  own  built.  We  houfed  the 
calf  and  fowls.

Going  up  Watfon  Brook,  I  found  mofl  of  the  traps  had  been 
robbed  by  jays.  In  the  afternoon,  Condon  and  Bcttres  re- 
turned from  the  llage,  and  informed  me,  that  the  Ihallop  failed 
yefterday  for  St.  Lewis's  Bay;  and,  that  Williams  went  off  for 
Chateau  on  foot;  they  left  the  wherry  below  the  Narrows.  In 
the  night  the  river  was  again  frozen  over  near  the  Narrows.

Fogarty  and  Condon  employed  in  flopping  leaks  in  the  lioiifc. 
I  took  Charles  and  Bettrcs  with  me  down  the  river,  and  landed 
fome  more  fealing-craft  at  Flat  Point;  we  then  went  to  Wolf 
Cove  where  we  finiflied  the  dcathfall  except  fixing  the  killers. 
We  did  not  get  home  till  two  hours  after  dark. 

Fogarty  and  Condon  replaced  the  upper  covering  of  the 
houfe,  gathered  mofs,  and  chinfed  the  florchoufe.  At  day-light 
Bettres  looked  for  and  found  a  trap  which  was  lofl  on  Hare 
Hill,  and  brought  a  marten;  he  afterwards  helped  the  other  men. 
I  went  up  Profpeft  Hill  Path,  where  I  had  a  marten  and  three 
jays.  , 

An  exceedingly  fine  'day,  more  like  June  than  November; 
it  froze  gently  at  night,  but  thawed  afterwards. 

After  breakfaft  I  went  up  Watfon  Brook,  but  got  nothing. 

At  eleven  o'  clock  John  Tilfed  arrived  in  the  Sanfon  fliallop 

with  provifions  from  Fogo;  having  brought,  five  men  for  a  leal- 

ing-crew;  a  cooper;  andlikewife  two  letters  from  Marnham:  all 

of  which  I  had  entirely  defpaired  of.     I  intended  going  myftlf 

With  three  hands  to  the  ftage,  to  feal  in  White-Bear  Sound.     I 

fent  two  hands  to  fetch  the  traps  and  the  punt  out  of  Atkinfon 

Pond,  as  the  Ifland  Ponds  were  yellerday  free  from  ice.     They 

returned  at  night  with  an  otter,  but  could  not  find  two  of  the 

traps;  they  got  the  punt  down  into  the  little  pond. 

Snow  and  thaw  all  day,  but  froze  gently  at  night.

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Early  in  the  morning,  having  taken  out  of  the  fhallop  every 
thing  vvliicli  I  fliall  want,  I  lent  her  down  to  Furriers  Cove, 
and  afterwards  went  in  the  wherry  myfelf.  I  carried  three  of 
the  fcahng  crew  to  the  ftage,  from  whence  they  went  to  Seal 
Kland  in  a  fealing  (kiff;  and  arc  to  return  to-morrow  to  remain 
at  the  llagc  till  they  have  mended  their  nets.  I  returned  home 
at  night,  and  brought  the  other  men  from  the  fhallop.  After 
dark,  a  punt  with  two  men  from  St.  Lewis's  Bay,  came  up  for 
Ba(kcm's  wife,  and  to  borrow  a  couple  of  men  to  thwart  their 
fliallop  up.  In  the  night,  my  Newfoundland  dog,  not  having 
been  put  in  the  kennel,  vifited  fomc  of  the  faps,  and  brought 
one  of  them  home  on  his  foot.

After  breakfall  I  went  round  the  traps 
in  Profpeft  Hill  Path,  where  I  got  one  marten,  and  knocked  off 
the  heads  of  a  brace  of  fpruce-game  with  my  Hanoverian  rifle.

I  fent  Bettres  down  the  river  to  look  for  Condon,  fearing  fome 
accident  had  happened  to  him;  at  night  they  returned  together, 
and  Condon  informed  me  that  the  weather  was  fo  bad  laft  night, 
that  he  could  not  walk  back;  that,  therefore,  he  launched  the 
punt,  and  went  to  the  ftage;  that  it  blew^  very  frefh  to-day,  with 
a  great  fea  along  fhore,  although  we  had  but  little  wind  here  ; 
which  is  often  t,he  cafe. 

I  believe  this  houfe  is  fituated  in  the  warmed  place  on  the 
coafl,  and  lefs  fubjeft  to  gales  of  wind  than  any  other;  being 
well  Iheltered  by  low  hills  and  good  wood.  Charles  carried 
four  traps  up  the  river,  and  I  went  to  Watfon  Brook,  but  law 
no  figns  of  furs.  According  to  my  obfervations,  the  martens 
keep  in  the  trees  when  the  fnow  is  very  light,  and  the  foxes  are 
then  on  the  barrens. 

A  clear  day,  with  hot  fun  and  a  free  thaw. 

The  river  broke  up  again  to  day,  and  all  the  ice  went  clear 
off.  At  day-light  Condon  went  to  cut  firewood,  and  return- 
ed at  night.  Charles  went  up  Mare  Hill,  and  brought  one  flip, 
four  fnares,  and  fix  traps  from  thence.    I  went  to  Profped  Hill, 

and 
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and  found  that  either  a  wolf  or  a  bear  had  eaten  a  marten  out 
of  the  trap  by  Long  Pool ;  and  that  a  fox  had  broken  the  fnare, 
the  fpring-ilick  being  too  weak.  On  my  return  home  I  carried 
the  bear  trap  over  the  river,  and  fet  another  fpring- fnare.  I  fhnt 
at  a  feal  from  Battery  Hill,  but  miflcd  bim.

At  noon  the  two  men  whom  I  fent  to  aflifl  Bafkem  returned  in 
the  wherry,  and  informed  me  that  he  had  built  his  houfe  on  the 
north  fliore,  a  little  below  the  upper  illand;  where  there  is  a 
cove,  with  a  fmall  beach,  fit  for  a  fliallop  to  lie  on.  In  the  even- 
ing I  fent  the  wherry  and  one  punt  down  to  the  Narrows.

I  went  up  Profpetl  Hill 
to  the  firfl  trap  on  the  barrens,  and  found  all  the  traps  and 
deathfalls  robbed;  and  a  great  run  of  martens.  Charles  went  to 
Hare  Hill  and  Watfon  Brook;  he  fliifted  the  box-trap  to  the 
watering  hole. 

Dark  weather,  with  fmall  fnow  and  free  thaw. 

Charles  carried  three  traps  up  the  river,  and  frefli  tailed  the 
four  which  he  had  there  before.  I  went  up  Profpe6l  Hill,, 
where  I  had  a  marten;  I  alfo  carried  t^vo  of  the  traps  which 
were  on  the  barrens,  into  the  wood  by  Long  Pool,  and  tailed 
the  beartrap  at  the  path  end,  by  the  river.  On  my  return,  I 
found  the  punt  funk  by  the  Hern,  and  the  oars  adrift,  but  Hon- 
ped  by  a  pan  of  ice.  I  did  but  jull  get  them  in  time,  as  a  bridge 
of  ice  then  broke  loofe,  which  would  have  carried  them  away. 
After  getting  the  punt  off,  and  clearing  her  of  the  water,  1  got 
fafc  home. 

Sleet,  rain,  and  a  great  thaw  all  day. 

Charles  carried  three  more  traps  up  the  river,  and  looked  at 
all  thofe  on  this  fide  of  the  water,  but  got  nothing.  1  went  up 
Profpeft  Hill;  had  a  marten  in  one  of  thofe  traps  I  Ihifted  yef- 
terday,  and  removed  the  other  to  fbme  bulhcs  beyond  the  bar- 
rens. The  bloodhound  whelps  were  let  out  of  the  kennel  in  the 
evening,  and  one  being  milling  when  the  rell  were  put  up,  I 
fent  Charles  out,  when  he  foon  found  it  fall  by  the  nofe  in  a 
trap,  which  being  new  and  llrong,  had  broke  the  griflle. 

Cloudy  weather,  with  Ihowers  of  fmall  fnow,  and  gentle  froft; 
at  night  it  was  clear  and  mild. 

I  had  information  this  morning,  that  the  river  was  frozen 
acrofs  at  Rabbit  Ifland;  I  took  Charles  and  Bettres  with  me  in

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the  punt,  and  we  broke  our  way  through  the  ice,  with  much 
labour  and  fome  difficulty,  and  got  clear  of  it:  on  arriving  at 
the  place  where  the  wherry  was  left,  and  finding  no  oars  in  her, 
I  was  obliged  to  proceed  in  the  punt  and  tow  her  to  Seal  Ifland; 
otherwife,  I  intended  going  thither  alone  in  that  boat.  It  was 
eight  o'  clock  at  night  before  we  arrived  there,  and  I  had  the 
pleafure  to  find,  that  Tilfed  had  ufed  his  utmofl  exertions  to 
get  forward  with  his  worl;,  but  yet  he  was  much  behind  hand; 
owing  to  the  latencfs  of  hi  j  return  from  Fogo.  The  feals  made 
their  firfl  appearance  on  the  twentieth,  when  he  and  his  crew 
were  at  the  llage,  mending  and  fitting  up  their  craft.  Yeflerday 
they  put  out  three  Ihoal-ncts,  in  which  they  had  nineteen  feals 
this  morning,  and  fixed  one  ftopper  to-day.  They  require  fix 
k  ;at  loads  of  firewood  for  the  confumption  of  the  Winter;  yet 
f ;  lave  now  not  more  than  half  a  load,  nor  can  they  fpare 
i..*.v:  to  get  more,  before  the  fealing  fcafon  is  over;  by  which 
time  they  will  not  have  a  flick  left,  and  their  boat  is  already 
laid  on  fliore,  where  flic  mull  remain  till  the  Spring.

Accord- 
ingly I  ordered  a  man  to  make  the  nccellary  preparations  for  that 
purpole;  hkewifc  to  put  eleven  Icals'  carcales  uito  the  wlierry  for 
my  dogs.  Every  th.ng  being  ready,  we  lailed  at  nine  o'  clock 
this  morning.  In  palling  one  of  the  Ikiffs,  which  I  oblerved  was 
loaded,  the  people  informed  me  that  they  iiad  jull  leen  a  white- 
bear  in  Mahar  s  Cove.

On  cading  up  the  account,  I  find  we  have  killed 
nine  hundred  and  feventy-two  feals ;  which  is  the  moft  I  ever 
heard  of,  in  proportion  to  the  men  and  nets.  Had  the  crew  ar- 
rived earlier  on  the  coaft,  with  a  proper  number  of  good  nets, 
and  more  favourable  weather,  we  fhould  have  killed  double 
that  number. 

The  flcifFs  were  to  have  gone  up  to  the  flage  to-day  for  fire- 
wood, having  fcarce  any  left;  but,  in  the  night,  a  large  Iheet  of 
ice  came  acrofs  the  mouth  of  the  tickle,  which  blocked  it  up. 
I  fent  a  fkiff  for  the  wood  of  the  Indian  houfe  in  the  cove  be- 
low; and  had  it  not  been  for  that  fupply,  we  muft  have  perifh- 
ed  with  cold.    Bettres  came  down  at  night  with  a  letter  for  me. 

Mild  weather;  and  much  fnow  in  the  night.

lay  fo  thick  on  the  water,  that  we  could  not  row  through  it. 

The  bay  was  clear,  but  the  tickle  was  fo  full  that  we  could 
not  get  a  boat  into  the  water. 
Snowed  hard  all  day. 


Saturday  21.       I"  tfit  aftemoon  I  took  Bettres  with  me  round  Mahar's  Cove, 
w.frejh.     ^ijej-e  ^vj.  found  the  chain  that  belonged  to  a  trap,  which  had 
been  carried  off  laft  winter  by  a  wolf. 
Moft  fevere  froft  all  day,. 


Sunday  22. 
W.  littU. 


At  eleven  o'  clock,  taking  Bettres  and  two  of  the  fealers  with 
me^.  Ifeit  out  for  home  by  land.    We  croITed  the  peninfula  to 

Nigec 
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Niger  Sound,  from  thence  over  Punt  Ponds  to  Charles  River, 
and  arrived  at  the  Lodge  at  night,  exceedingly  fatigued;  the  fnow 
being  very  deep,  and  lying  as  light  as  feathers.  On  Niger  Sound 
we  got  upon  new  ice,  which  was  fo  weak  that  a  (lick  went 
through  it,  and  we  were  near  breaking  in;  if  fo,  we  (hould  all 
have  been  loft.  On  Punt  Pond  my  greyhound  dog  was  fo  over- 
come with  the  leverity  of  the  weather,  that  he  was  unable 
to  travel  any  farther;  we  made  him  a  bed  in  the  woods  with 
my  great  coat,  and  left  him  there.  On  my  arrival  I  found  all 
my  family  ill  from  fevere  colds.  They  had  not  been  fuccefsful 
in  my  abfence.  Charles  had  got  only  two  martens,  one  fox,  and 
one  wolvering;  this  morning  he  had  a  white-bear  in  a  trap,  but 
he  had  efcaped. 
Extreme,  fevere  froft,  with  a  clear  (ky. 

I  fent  Bettres  for  my  great  coat,  and  the  dog,  which  he  found 
dead.  I  took  Tilled  on  the  fled,  and  carried  a  beartrap  and 
fome  flips  to  Salt  Cove.  We  tailed  the  trap  and  one  flip  in  the 
boat  path,  for  deer;  and  two  fmall  traps,  which  were  in  the  punt 
at  Canoe  Point,  for  foxes. 

Dark  weather,  and  froft  not  fo  fevere. 
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I  fent  the  fealers  to'  Eyre  Ifland  for  a  fled,  to  bring  three  traps 
from  Atkinfon  Brook.  The  cooper  made  fome  alterations  in  n.  w.uitu. 
the  houfe,  the  reft  of  the  people  cleaned  and  fet  the  houfe  in  or- 
der. I  removed  the  trap  from  Dog  Point  to  Ifland  Brook,  where 
there  was  abundance  of  marten-trackings,  but  not  many  of  fox- 
es. A  bear  had  lately  been  up  there.  At  night  Chriftmas  eve 
was  celebrated  in  the  ufual  manner,  by  the  people  getting  very 
drunk.        Severe  froft. 

I  treated  all  hands  with  buttered  hot  rolls  and  coffee  for  break-  wednef.  25. 
faft ;  after  which,  fome  of  them  walked  up  the  river,  where      ^-  ''"^* 
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they  faw  the  track  of  a  wolf.    I  read  prayers,  and  afterwards  re- 
galed the  people  with  veal  pie  and  rice  pudding  for  dinner.  In 
the  evening  I  walked  to  Ifland  Brook, 
The  (ky  was  clear,  and  the  frofl  not  fo  fevere  as  yefterday. 

I  went  up  Profpeft  Hill  and  had  two  martens  there,  then 
carried  two  of  the  traps  from  Long  Pool  to  Fox  Pond;  but 
was  extremely  fatigued  with  the  weight  of  them,  and  the  depth 
of  the  fnow.  The  fweat  running  down  my  face  moft  plentifully, 
it  froze  on  my  hair,  and  hung  about  my  head  in  icicles.  Charles 
was  very  ill  again  from  exceflive  drinking. 

Cloudy  weather,  with  a  little  fnow. 

Charles  fo  ill  to-day,  as  to  be  in  much  danger. 
Exceedingly  bad  weather;  it  drifted  and  froze  very  hard  all 
day. 


Saturday  28.       I  wcnt  up  Profpcft  Hill  Path,  and  vifited  the  traps  by  Ifland 
w.  w.fitjh.  BiTook  and  Cub  Pond,  but  faw  no  track,  except  that  of  one 
marten.    Charles  was  much  worfe  today. 
A  clear  flcy,  with  fevere  froll. 


Sunday  29.

1  ordered  Tilfed  to  go  to  Salt  Cove,  and  went  myfclf  to  Fox 
Pond,  where  I  tailed  one  of  the  traps  which  were  left  there  on 
Thurfday,  and  the  other  on  Cub  Pond.  From  thence  1  took  a 
circuit  round  the  barrens  on  the  fouth-eafl  fide,  back  to  the 
river;  and  in  my  walk  I  faw  much  old  trackings  of  foxes,  but 
none  new.  At  night  Condon  returned  from  Seal  Ifland  and  in- 
formed me,  that  White-Bear  Sound  and  Mahar's  Cove  were 
both  frozen  up,  but  the  bay  between  them  was  Hill. open. 
Charles  not  likely  to  live  a  day  longer. 

Clear  flcy,  with  fevere  froft. 
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I  was  called  this  morning  before  day -light  to  Charles^  whom 
I  found  very  bad;  but  on  taking  fome  blood  from  him  he  was 
better,  and  continued  fo  till  the  evening,  when  he  grew  worfe 
again.  At  nine  in  the  morning  the  fealers  went  off  for  their 
houfe.  I  went  up  the  river  in  the  afternoon,  and  frelh  tailed 
fome  of  Charles's  traps. 

Weather  as  yefterday. 

At  eleven  o*  clock  I  went  to  Slip  Cove,  and  tailed  ten  flips 
there,  then  vifited  the  traps  on  Ifland  Brook.  No  furs  flirring 
fince  the  fine  weather  fet  in.  The  late  drift  has  made  it  very 
good  walking  on  the  river  downwards;  but  upwards  on  the 
ponds,  and  in  the  woods,  it  is  very  bad,  as  there  has  been  con- 
tinual hard  froft  ever  fince  the  lafl;  fnows  fell. 

Mod  part  of  tlie  day  was  employed  in  making  a  long  whip 
to  drive  my  fled.  Charles  is  ib  much  better,  that  he  appears 
out  of  danger. 

Continual  fmall  fnow,  with  moderate  froft. 

After  brcakfaft  I  went  down  on  the  fled  to  Atkinfon  Brook, 
and  frelh  tailed  the  deertrap,  but  faw  no  figns  of  either  deer  or 
wolves.  At  five  in  the  evening  two  men  arrived  from  St.  Lew- 
is's Bay,  who  were  both  much  froft-burnt;  I  applied  fnow  to 
the  parts  as  long  as  I  could  prevail  on  them  to  bear  it;  but 
not  long  enough  to  prevent  entirely  the  bad  canfequences.  I 
fat  up  all  night  to  attend  the  operation  of  James's  powders,  which 
I  adminiflercd  to  one  cf  my  patients,  and  employed  myfelf 
during  that  time  in  netting. 

Froze  feverely,  and  drifted  hard. 

Both  my  burnt  patients  had  fome  fmall  bh'fters  on  the  affeft- 
ed  parts,  as  I  expefted.    I  cut  and  drelled  them,  and  believe 
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they  will  foon  be  well.  After  breakfall  I  went  up  the  river, 
and  viiitcd  all  the  traps  there;  flutted  Ibmc,  and  killed  a  groulc 
with  a  ball.  One  of  the  people  had  a  toe  much  froll-burnt; 
but  by  the  application  of  cold  water  and  fnow,  a  cure  was  foon 
elfeded. 
A  clear  fliarp  morning,  after  ten  o'clock  it  froze  mod  Lverely. 

At  noon  I  went  up  Watfon  Brook  and  found  all  the  I  rips 
froze,  and  no  figns  of  furs,  I  killed  a  fpruce-ganio  \Aith  bull, 
and  brought  the  two  fmall  double-lpring  trans  home.  In  the 
morning  I  fent  two  men  off  for  Seal  Ifland,  to  bjifijj;  fomc  car- 
cafles  for  the  dogs;  but  one  of  them  being  taken  ill  by  the  way, 
they  both  returned.  Five  of  the  fealers  arrived  here  in  the  even- 
ing. A  cloudy,  mild  day,  with  fmall  fnow. 

All  the  people  got  drunk  to-day,  and  the  cooper  behaving 
in  a  very  infolent  manner,  I  gave  him  a  few  ftrokes  with  a 
fmall  ftick;  upon  which  he  had  the  impudence  to  complain  of 
being  fo  bruifed  as  not  to  be  able  to  eat  his  dinner.  Charles 
rclapfed,  and  was  very  ill  again. 

It  fnowed  hard  all  lafl  night  and  till  noon,  when  it  turned  to 
rain  for  the  reft  of  the  day ;  mild  weather. 

After  breakfaft  the  fealers  went  home,  and  the  St.  Lewis's- 

Bay-men  accompanied  them.     They  took  eight  bloodhounds 

with  them ;  as  they  were  ftarving  for  want  of  food,  and  it  is 

impoflible  at  prefent  to  fupply  them  with  feals.    I  bled  one  of 

the  fealers,  and  two  of  my  dogs.   The  cooper  refufed  to  work, 

pretending  he  could  not  ufe  his  right  arm;  I  gave  him  nothing 

but  water-gruel,  and  made  a  dedudion  from  his  wages  for 

his  negleft.    Charles  fo  ill,  that  I  think  he  will  fcarce  live  till 

the  morning.  .      .    . 

Foggy,  with  filver  thaw. 

The 
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The  cooper  flill  refufing  to  work,  I  treated  him  as  yefterday. 
Charles  much  the  fame.    I  fcraped  (kins. 
Fog,  rain,  and  thaw. 
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I  attempted  to  vifit  the  traps  up  the  river,  but  there  was  fo  Wdnef.  8, 
much  water  on  the  ice,  that  I  could  not  get  to  one  of  them.  I  J,/,' 
found  many  of  the  filh  in  the  ftore-houfe  very  wet;  v/e  fepa- 
rated  fuch  as  were  fo,  and  covered  lb?  reft  w  h  an  o'd  fil; 
had  the  fnow  fcraped  off  the  roof,  and  fev»;ra1.  d:/  goodi 
brought  into  the  dwelling-houfe.  The  cooper  (till  '•eli  .'cd  to 
work.    Charles  rather  better. 

Fog  and  rain  all  day. 


ThurfJay  f,. 


This  morning  a  flrong  ftream  ran  dovjj  the  river,  oxm  the 
ice,  which  is  covered  with  water.  The  fi icw  is  iHvich  gone 
off,  and  itisfo  thoroughly  foaked  witliwfwcr,  thaf,  if  a  fli.r';^ji 
froll  come  on  before  a  frefh  fall,  we  fliall  have  moft  excellent 
walking.  Charles  is  rather  better,  and  the  cooper  being  tikcd 
of  his  diet,  worked  a  little  to-day,  but  ftill  conipiair>s.  Isa 
going  out  to  look  at  traps,  or  any  thing  elfc. 

Weather  as  yefterday. 

Charles  is  now  likely  tc  recover;  he  was  up  moft  of  the  day.     p^y^y  .j^ 
At  noon  an  otter  came  up  the  watering  hole ;  I  flsot  at  him  ouC   ^'  ^  -^"-^ 
of  the  window  with  a  rifle-,  but  milled  him.    I  mad^  a  net  for 
the  fowl  houfe,  and  worked  on  the  curle\N'  nit. 

Snow  and  fleet,  with  thaw  uU  day. 


Charles  worfe  again.  Had  the  ftorc-houfe  put  in  order.  Early 
in  the  morning  I  lent  Fogar^y  up  Hare  HiU  Path,  for  the  traps 
which  were  there,  but  he  found  only  one;  it  had  a  marten  in 
it,  whic'.  was  fpoiied  by  mice.  I  carried  the  trap  to  Canoe 
Point,  and  tailed  it  there.    I  met  the  two  St.  Lewis's-Bay-men 
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and  one  of  the  fealers,  coming  from  Seal  Ifland,  who  infonned 
me  that  an  old  bitch  white-bear  and  two  cubs  came  upon  the 
ifland  this  morning,  and  they  had  killed  them  all;  that  my 
bloodhounds  behaved  very  well  upon  the  occafion;  particular- 
ly one  of  the  whelps,  which  fallened  on  them  with  great  refo- 
lution.  In  the  evening,  another  otter  coming  up  the  watering 
hole  before  the  houfe,  I  (hot  with  my  Buckcburg  rifle,  and 
knocked  it  over;  but  it  foon  recovered  fufficiently  to  get  down 
again. 
Moderate  froft. 
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At  day-light  the  three  men  fet  off  for  St.  Lewis's  Bay.  At  ten 
I  took  a  walk  to  the  top  of  Belvoir  Hill.  On  my  return  I  tail- 
ed two  traps  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  by  Watfon  Pond,  which  I 
went  round;  and  crofling  through  the  woods  to  Hare  Hill  Path, 
brought  home  two  traps  which  were  there.  Charles  extremely 
bad  to-day. 

Clear  weather,  with  gentle  froft;  a  delightful  day. 

I  thought  Charles  would  have  died  every  minute  of  Jiis  day; 
which  kept  me  at  home.  1  read  prayers  to  hini;  for  he  retains 
his  fenfes,  notwithftandinghe  is  fo  bad  that  he  can  take  notliing. 
There  is  ft  ill  a  ftream  upon  the  ice  as  low  as  the  hov  fe,  and  the 
fnow  is  fo  firm  that  there  is  no  danger  of  breaking  in. 

Gentle  froft,  and  very  fine  weather. 

Charles  ftill  alive,  and  tK^t  is  all. 

It  fnowed  faft  till  the  evening,  when  the  fky  cleared. 

The  people  being  much  fatigued  with  fitting  up  with  Charles, 
I  got  up  very  early  this  morning  to  relieve  them:  he  is  much 
the  fame  as  yefterday.  At  fun-rife  1  went  out,  vifited  the  traps 
at  the  foot  of  Belvoir  Hill,  and  crofling  Nefcaupick  Ridge, 

and 
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and  the  woods  beyond,  I  rummaged  tlie  pools  downwards  to 
Atkinfon  Pondj  I  then  crofTed  to  Watfon  Pond,  and  from 
thence  came  home.  I  found  fome  old  bcavcrhoufes,  and  fa'v 
the  tracks  of  a  few  martens  and  foxes.  The  fnow  which  fell 
yellerday  being  extremely  light,  and  very  deep,  in  the  woods; 
I  broke  in  frequently  for  want  of  rackets,  and  it  was  as  bad  or 
wcrfe  walking  on  the  ponds;  for  the  late  thaws,  and  fubfequent 
froll,  had  covered  them  with  fmooth  ice,  and  the  fnow  over  it 
being  loofe,  I  had  no  hold  for  my  feet.  After  fliifting  myfelf 
entirely  I  went  up  Profpecl  Hill,  brought  home  the  two  farther- 
moft  traps,  and  frelh  tailed  the  refl.  I  did  not  finifli  my  day's 
walk  till  night;  and,  although  I  had  gone  near  twenty  miles,  I 
felt  very  little  fatigue;  a  circumftance  quite  unufual,  as  tilUate- 
ly,  I  have  been  exceedingly  weak.  The  country  here  is  full  of 
fine  ponds  for  beavers,  provided  tliere  were  plenty  of  proper 
food ;  but  tlie  ^vant  of  that,  makes  thofe  animals  fcarce.  There 
are  many  old  houfes,  as  the  few  beavers  which  inhabit  them  are 
obliged  to  fliift  into  a  frefli  pond  every  year.  It  is  adonilhing, 
fo  much  as  I  range  about,  that  I  have  fo  little  ufe  for  my  gun  ; 
but  by  the  great  fcarcity  of  trackings  of  all  kinds,  I  conclude, 
that  this  part  of  the  country  does  not  furnifh  proper  food  for 
any  of  the  animals. 

Scattered  clouds  and  gentle  frofl,  ^vith  fome  drift  towards 
the  latter  part  of  the  day. 

This  morning  I  found  a  great  (liffncfs  in  my  hams  from  yeflcr- 
day's  walk.  At  noon  I  went  to  Watfon  Brook,  where  1  found 
the  fpring  of  one  of  the  traps  broke  by  the  frofl,  and  brought 
the  other  home;  I  then  took  two  do\vn  the  river,  tailed  one  of 
them  on  the  Gull-rocks,  and  was  going  with  the  other  to  Salt 
Cove;  but  bad  weather  coming  on,  I  kit  it  on  the  ice  and  turn- 
ed back.  I  looked  for  the  trap  at  Canoe  Point,  but  the  inow 
being  much  drifted,  1  could  not  find  it.  It  \va3  very  bad  walk- 
VoL.  I,  C  c  ing 
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ing  to-day,  the  fnow  being  light.    Charles  is  fomewhat  better. 
Dark,  frofty  weather;  but  milder,  with  much  fnow,  from  three 
in  the  afternoon. 

The  fnow  was  fo  light  to-day,  that  I  did  not  go  ouf :  but 
amufed  myfelf  in  ftudying  phyfic:  I  was  afterwards  engaged 
in  making  mould  candles.  Charles  is  fo  much  better,  that  I  be- 
gin to  have  hopes  he  will  yet  recover. 

The  morning  was  dull,  it  fnowed  hard  all  the  afternoon,  and 
cleared  up  at  night. 

Charles  was  better  till  the  evening,  and  then  worfe  again.  I 
carried  a  trap  to  Ifland  Brook  and  tailed  it  for  foxes ;  then  look- 
ed for  one  which  was  there  before,  but  could  not  find  it.  The 
fnow  being  deep  and  light,  and  the  brook  open,  I  turned  back. 
After  dark  three  men  arrived  from  Chateau,  from  whom  I  learn- 
ed, that  Noble  and  Pinfon's  people  had  done  but  indifferently. 
The  crew  on  their  Seal  Illand,  confilling  of  fifteen  men,  had 
killed  but  feven  hundred;  and  the  crew  in  Bad  Bay,  of  nine 
hands,  only  four  hundred. 

It  fnowed  a  little,  and  froze  hard. 

Charles  better  to-day  than  at  any  time  fmce  his  relapfe. 
A  clear  fky,  with  hard  froft. 

I  wrote  fome  letters  for  Chateau.  One  of  the  Chateau-men 
went  off  for  Seal  Ifland.  Charles  was  fo  much  better  that  he 
got  up. 

Severe  froft. 

Tuefday  21.  Thc  Chatcau-mcn  walked  up  the  river  with  me  to  vifit  the 
traps;  we  found  a  wolvtring's  toe  in  one,  and  four  others  were 
fo  much  covered  with  fnow,  that  we  could  not  find  them.    I 
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frclh  tailed  four  and  brought  fix  ho.Tie.  In  the  evening  Tilfed, 
and  the  man  who  went  down  y  "fb  rday,  came  up  from  Seal  jauuaiy. 
Ifland.  Tilfed's  great  toes  were  both  frozen  fohd;  I  kept  his 
feet  in  cold  water  with  fnow  in  it,  for  eight  hours,  which  re- 
covered them  almofl  intircly ;  another  hour  would  have  com- 
pleted the  cure.     Charles  much  better. 

Severe   frolt   all   day,  at  Itaft   twenty-five  degrees  below 
nothing. 

Early  in  the  morning  the  Chateau  men  and  Tilfed  went  oflF  Wednef.  iv 
for  Seal  Ifland.  The  latter  had  a  fmall  bliller  on  the  end  of  /f.  wl'fnjk. 
each  toe,  but  they  were  of  no  confequence ;  had  he  been  treat- 
ed otherwife,  his  toes  would  have  mortified.  After  breakfafl;  I 
went  up  Profped  Hill,  and  to  Fox,  and  Cub  Pond;  I  frefli  tail- 
ed the  traps,  and  faw  the  tracks  of  two  or  three  martens. 
Charles  much  the  fame  as  yeflerday. 

Cloudy  weather,  with  hard  froft. 

I  went  up  the  river,  and  vifited  all  the  traps;  I  brought  the  Tiiurfday23. 
upper-moll  one  down,  and  tailed  it  above  the  flioot.    Charles 
better. 

Clear  weather,  hot  fun,  and  fliarp  froft. 


Going  down  the  river,  I  frefh  tailed  the  trap  at  the  Gull 
Rocks ;  found  the  one  at  Canoe  Point,  and  tailed  it  there  again. 
At  fun-fet  two  of  the  fealers  came  up  with  their  fled,  and 
brought  the  things  which  I  left  at  the  ifland,  and  alfo  a  hind 
quarter  of  a  young  white-bear.  They  had  left  a  quarter  of  the 
old  one  at  the  ftage,  as  they  found  heavy  hauling  for  the  fled. 
Charles  ftill  mends.  Hot  fun,  with  moderate  froft. 


Friday  24, 
£.  little. 


Early  in  the  morning  I  went  up  the  river  with  the  fealers,   Saturday  25. 
and  brought  down  four  traps;  thefe,  together  with  four  that 
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were  at  home,  and  four  more  which  were  down  the  river,  they 
took  with  them  to  Seal  Ifland.  After  breakfaft  I  went  up  Prof- 
pe6l  Hill  and  Watfon  Brook,  and  faw  the  track  of  a  marten. 
I  had  part  of  a  loin  of  white  bear  roalled  for  dinner,  which 
proved  very  good;  although,  to  fay  the  truth,  it  was  much  like 
beef  bafled  with  feal  oil;  however,  for  want  of  the  beef  with- 
out the  oil,  1  ate  near  two  pounds  of  it. 
Fog  and  mild  weather. 

I  was  a  little  indifpofed  to-day;  my  chief  complaints  were 
thirfl  and  weaknefs,  with  a  propenlity  to  fweating;  my  indif- 
pofition  did  not  prevent  me  from  eating  fome  more  roalled 
beef.    Charles  goes  on  well. 

Dark,  mild  weather,  with  fome  fnow. 

I  was  free  from  complaints  to-day,  but  the  badnefs  of  the 
weather  kept  me  at  home:  I  fcraped  an  otterfkin,  and  did  fome 
other  trifling  things.  Charles  appears  rather  to  mend,  but  is 
ftill  very  ill.  By  thrulling  his  feet  out  of  bed,  four  of  his  toes 
were  burnt  by  the  troll;  notwithRanding  the  foot  of  his  bed 
was  no  more  than  fix  feet  from  the  kitchen  fire  ;  wliich  v,'a> 
conflantly  a  good  one.  This  evening  I  cut  off  the  mortified 
parts,  fomented  them  with  a  flrong  dccoftion,  and  drclled  tlwn 
with  balilicon  to  bring  on  a  fuppuration.  I  had  hitherto  made 
ufe  of  mild  fomentations  and  poultices,  althougli  I  well  knew 
the  confequence;  judging  it  better  to  facrificc  the  end  of  iiis 
toes,  than  endanger  his  life;  which  I  was  apprehenfive  the  ap- 
plication of  cold  water  would  have  done. 

Hard  frofl,  with  fnow  and  drift. 


Tuefday  28. 
S.  E.  hard. 


moderate. 


This  being  another  bad  day,  I  employed  myfelf  in  nettings 
attending  my  patient,  and  in  fludying  phyfic  and  furgery.  At

The  fnow  was  rotten  to  the  bottom,  yet  it  was  not  bad  walking 
in  Indian  rackets,  but  very  heavy  hauling  for  the  dog. 

Foggy,  with  thaw. 

Mr.  Bullock  went  with  me  to  Ifland  Brook,  and  we  dug  out 
the  two  traps  which  were  there;  I  then  went  up  Prol'petl  Hill 
and  frefli  tailed  thofe  traps.  In  the  evening  I  packed  up  my 
baggage,  intending  to  accompany  Mr.  Bullock  to  Chateau  in  the 
morning. 

A  warm,  fpring  day. 

At  eight  o'  clock  Mr.  Bullock  and  his  two  men,  myfelf,  and 
one  of  my  fervants,  began  our  journey 'to  Chateau,  with  our 
baggage  and  provilions  on  our  fleds,  each  drawn  by  one  dog. 
We  went  up  Profpe^l  Hill,  and  to  the  bottom  of  Illand  Lake; 
then  keeping  up  the  ponds  and  the  brook,  we  got  about  a  mile 
above  Square  Pond  in  the  evening,  which  I  judge  to  be  half 
way.  There  we  made  a  good  fire  and  lay  by  it.  We  faw  the 
tracks  of  a  few  martens  on  the  brook. 
Cloudy,  mild  weather. 

At  two  o'  clock  this  morning  it  began  to  fnow  veiy  hard,  with 
a  great  thaw,  and  fo  continued  all  day,  which  prevented  us  from 
profecuting  our  journey.  Being  very  wet  and  cold,  and  not  able 
to  make  the  fire  burn  well,  in  the  evening  we  began  to  dig  a 
hole  in  the  fnow,  intending  to  lie  there;  jufl  as  it  was  finifhcd, 
and  the  marine  fliU  at  work  in  it,  the  top  fell  in  upon  him.  We 
dug  him  out  with  all  expedition,  but  his  back  was  much  huit 
by  being  prefled  double.  We  then  cleared  out  the  hole,  laid 
trees  and  boughs  acrofs  it,  and  covered  them  with  fnow;   Mr.

In  the  morning  I  fent  Fogarty  with  fome  more  provifions  to 
die  fled.  At  one  o'clock  Mr.  Bullock's  man  returned;  on  the 
river  he  met  with  an  olter,  and  knocked  him  down  with  one 
of  his  rackets;  but  he  recovered  and  got  away.  At  two  the 
cooper  and  two  of  the  fcalers  returned,  and  reported  that  the 
bay  was  broke  up  as  high  as  Cape  Dumphng,  that  many 
deer  and  wolves  had  been  in  their  neighbourhood,  and  that  they 
had  not  yet  caught  any  foxes. 

Sharp  frofl. 

At  eight  o'clock  this  morning  Mr.  Bullock  and  I,  with  one 
man  each,  and  three  dogs,  fct  off  again  for  Chateau ;  leaving  the 
marine  behind,  who  is  too  bad  to  travel.     On  coming  to  the  lied 
at  the  foot  of  the  pond,  we  fixed  the  three  dogs  to  it,  and  tra- 
velled at  a  fmart  rate.     A  marten  had  cut  the  line  by  which 
our  provifions  were  hung  to  the  tr'!e,  and  eaten  all  the  beef,  but 
had  left  the  bread  untouched.     We  got  to  our  former  quarters 
at  one  o'clock,  but  Hopped  there  no  longer  than  to  divide  the 
baggage  on  the  two  lleds,  and  then  went  forward.    At  fun-fet 
we  came  to  the  head  of  St.  Peter's  Pond,  which  is  about  three 
miles  from  the  bay  of  that  name,  and  empties  into  it  by  a  fmall 
brook.    There  we  made  a  fire,  and  pafled  a  very  cold  night ; 
for  the  trees  were  fmall,  and  thinly  Icattercd.     We  alio  falfered 
greatly  from  thirfl,  not  being  able  to  get  any  other  waicr  than 
what  we  made  on  the  fire  from  fnow,  melted  in  a  filver  tumbler 
which  I  fortunately  had  with  me. 

It  fnowed  till  eight  this  morning,  and  was  clear  afterwards, 
with  a  hot  fun ;  iharp  froil  all  day,  and  froze  feverely  in  the 

night. 

Mr. 
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Mr.  Bullock  and  I  dilFcring  in  fcntimcnt  about  the  courfc  we 
ou^ht  to  lie  r,  each  fjllawcd  his  own  opinion;  but  as  I  knew 
the  way  which  he  inlended  going  would  be  a  good  one  for  the 
Hods,  I  ferit  mine  along  with  him,  and  went  by  myfelF.  I  foongot 
ii,^ht  ol  lilow-me-down  Hill,  as  lexpeclcd,  andcroiled  the  pond 
which  empties  itfclfinto  Pitt's  Harbour;  from  whence  I  had  a 
view  of  it,  and  prefenily  cam*  to  the  brow  of  the  hiH  over  Tem- 
ple Bay,  oppolite  Mr.  Hewet 's  houfe,  where  I  arrived  at  half  af- 
ter eleven  o'clock.  From  the  top  of  the  hill,  at  the  foot  of 
which  we  lay  lad  night,  I  had  a  fine  view  of  the  country,  and 
obferved  that  we  could  not  have  come  a  nearer,  or  better  way 
than  wc  did.  The  Barrens  from  thence  to  Pitt's  Harbour  and 
Temple  Bay  are  pretty  level;  there  are  fevcral  fhoal  ponds  of 
no  great  fi/.c,  fmall  marflies,  and  little  hillocks,  very  likely  for 
deer  at  mod  times  of  the  year;  but  the  walking,  although  now 
good,  mufl  be  fatiguing  in  the  fummcr,  as  the  Barrens  appear 
to  have  many  low  bulhes  upon  them.  I  was  much  troubLd 
with  the  cramp  tlic  remainder  of  the  day. 

Small  fnow  early  in  the  morning,  but  the  day  proved  fercne 
and  clear* 

In  the  morning  I  went  with  Mr.  Hewet  (agent  for  Noble  and 
Pinfon)  to  look  at  his  workmen;  they  have  fawed  much  plank, 
and  have  four  Ihallops  on  the  docks.

Jud  as  we  had  moved  off 
with  our  fleds,  as  there  came  on  a  very  hard  gale  of  \vind  with 
much  drift,  we  determined  to  turn  back :  I  then  parted  from 
Mr.  Bullock,  who  went  to  the  fort,  and  rambled  through  the 
woods  a  fhooting,  met  with  hx  fpruce-game,  and  knocked  off 
all  their  heads  with  my  rifle. 

Snowed  hard  from  two  o'  clock  to  five ;  foggy  afterwards. 

It  blew,  and  fnowed  hard  all  day. 

I  waited  for  Mr.  Bullock  till  ten  o'  clock,  and  then  \vent  for- 
ward without  him;  but  being  late  when  I  got  up  to  my  fled,  I 
determined  to  remain  there  all  night,  and  ordered  Fogarty  to 
cut  v^ood,  and  pitch  my  tent.  In  the  mean  time  I  took  a  wall: 
about  four  miles  to  the  weflwardand  beheaded  three  groufe,  but 
faw  no  figns  of  deer;  the  hills  being  covered  a  foot  deep  with 
fnow,  hard  as  ice,  it  prevented  their  getting  at  food.  Fogarty  lay 
by  the  fire,  and  I  in  my  tent;  I  was  almoll  periflied  with  cold, 
and  he  not  very  warm;  for  the  fnow  was  fo  deep  that  the  fire 
did  not  burn  to  the  ground,  confequently  it  gave  but  little  heat. 
I  tailed  the  traps  for  foxes,  by  the  fled  which  lay  about  fifty 
yards  from  the  xire;  and  at  midnight  we  heard  one  bark,  after 
linking  a  trap  up. 

Sharp  froil  and  clear  fky. 


One  of  the  do^-s  having  given  us  the  flip  lafl  ninht   (whicli    ^  ,, 
was  no  bad  proof  of  his  undcillanding)  at  day-light  I  fcnt  Fogar-    ^v.  moder.iu. 
ty  back  for  him  to  Mr.  Hewet's.     At  ten  o'clock  he  returned, 
and  Mr.  Bullock  came  with  him;   at  the  fame  time  the  wind 
vceied,and  it  began  to  blow  and  fiiow  extremely  hard ;  we  there- 
fore retired  into  the  wood  and  made  a  fire.     Mr.  Bullock  to(^k

a  fliort  walk,  killed  a  brace  of  groufe,  and  faw  a  wolf.  Of  all 
the  bad  nights  I  ever  fpent  out  of  doors,  this  was  by  far  the 
worll;  fortunately  for  us,  the  timber  was  good  and  very  plenti- 
tiful,  or  we  mufl  have  perilhed.  Fogarty,  who  is  a  good  hatchct- 
man,  was  cutting  wood  all  night,  and  we  were  mending  the  fire; 
but  although  we  kept  as  good  a  one  as  poffible,  having  never 
lefs  than  a  cart  load  on  at  a  time,  the  fnow  was  fo  deep  that 
we  did  not  fee  the  ground  till  three  in  the  morning,  and  the 
wind  flriking  down  upon  the  fire,  almoll  blinded  us  with 
fmoke;  at  the  fame  time  the  fnow  fell  in  lart^e  fleaks,  and  in 
fuch  abundance,  that  it  wetted  us  to  the  livin,  and  alfo  pre- 
vented the  fire  from  affording  us  much  warmth. 


Wednef.  i8.  Glad  wc  wcrc  to  fee  the  day  appear,  and  immediately  deter- 
mined on  returning  to  Mr.  Hewet's  houfe,  but  on  looking 
round  us  we  found  a  retreat  not  fo  eufy  a  matter;  for,  having 
dug  away  the  fnow  with  our  rackets  that  we  might  keep  our- 
felves  on  a  level  with  the  fire,  we  perceived  ourfclves  to  be  in  a 
hole  full  ten  feet  deep,  with  perpendicular  fides  of  hard  fnow. 
Fortunately,  however,  a  friendly  tree  extending  its  braiiches 
through  the  fnow,  we  laid  hold  of  them,  ftruck  our  toes  into 
the  wall  and  got  out.  Leaving  all  my  baggage  except  my 
bread-bag,  we  returned  to  Mr.  Hewet's,  and  gave  up  all  fartlier 
thoughts  of  profecuting  Our  intended  journey.  For  the  whole 
country  between  Temple  Bay  and  St.  Modefl  is  high  and  bar- 
ren, and  no  woods  to  be  met  with  but  in  four  places,  which  are 
about  ten  miles  from  each  other;  confequently  a  frefli  breeze 
of  wind  caiifes  the  drift  to  fly  fo  thick  as  to  obflru6t  the  figlit. 
I  in^medicitcly  went  to  bed,  and  lay  there  till  the  evening:  my 
eyes  were  full  of  pain,  and  watered  greatly,  with  frequent 
fpafms.  I  fomented  them  with  water,  and  bathed  them  with 
white  vitriol-water,  which  gave  me  relief  Mr.  Bullock  return- 
ed home.    1  found  Mr.  Hewet  a)id  ieveral  of  his  people  drunk,

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(ycflerday  being  St.  Patrick's  day)  in  honour  of  their  native 
country. 

Rain  and  fnow  till  nine  this  morning,  fair  afterwards.

At  day -light  I  fent  Fogarty  for  my  fled,  and  ordered  him  to   Thurfdayig. 
take  it  to  Bad  Bay,    My  eyes  were  better  to-day,  but  flill  weak.     E.N.£Aard. 
Rain,  and  free  thaw. 

After  break  fad  I  fet  off  for  Bad  Bay,  and  found  my  dog  there.     Friday  ao, 
I  was  much  fatigued,  as  the  fnow  was  wet  and  rotten. 
A  foggy,  rainy  day. 

I  went  upon  an  ifland  near  the  houfe  and  faw  an  otter:  I  fat   Saturday  21, 
watching  for  fome  time,  but  could  not  get  a  fliot  at  him. 
Rainy,  foggy  weather. 

I  fent  Fogarty  to  the  fort.     Mr.  Bullock  called  on  me  in  the    Sunday  22. 
afternoon,  and  gave  me  a  tea-kettle  and  fome  portable  foup. 
Weather  as  yellerday. 

I  fent  Fogarty  to  Mr.  Hewet's.    The  furgeon  of  the  fort  came   Monday  23. 
here  this  morning,  and  took  fome  blood  from  me.     Some  of  the 
people  obfcrved  a  flock  of  ducks  looking  for  water ;  but  I  coi^ld 
not  find  them,  noLwidiftanding  I  was  at  fome   trouble  upon 
the  occafion. 

Rain,  with  fog. 

Two  deer  were  feen  to-day  going  to  the  weft  ward.     A  wolf  TueWay  4. 
and  a  white-bear  were  laft  night  on  the  eaft  fide  of  Bad  Bay.  moderate.

After  breakfaft  Donnovan,  the  head-man,  went  with  me  up    Wcdnef. 
the  brook  to  the  high  barrens;  where  we  faw  one  groufe,  and 
the  flot  of  two  deer,  which  were  gone  to  the  weft  ward.

fide  of  a  fmall  pond  on  the  brook,  I  faw  fome  old  beaver-cut- 
tings, and  Donnovan  told  me  there  were  feveral  old  houfes  on 
fome  of  tiie  other  ponds.  No  water  to  be  feen  at  fea,  except  a 
little  at  the  fouth  call  end  of  Belle  Iflc,  the  red  being  frozen. 
Fogarty  returned  to-day,  and  laid  he  law  a  brace  of  white-bears 
yefterday  on  Temple  Bay;  which  two  men  had  followed,  but 
could  not  overtake. 

It  froze  fharp  lafl  night  and  this  morning;  fome  fmall  fhowers 
of  fnow  to-day. 

Much  fnow  is  gone  off  the  barrens  within  thefe  few  days  paft. 
After  breakfafl  I  carried  a  feal's  carcafs  and  my  traps  to  the 
weftern  point  of  St.  Peter's  Bay,  and  tailed  them  near  Chaif's 
Harbour,  for  foxes.  I  faw  feveral  bay-feals  on  the  ice  there, 
and  fliot  at  two,  but  milfed  them  both,  I  likewife  faw  an  otter, 
and  the  tracks  of  feveral  foxes.  The  frefli  Hot  of  a  deer  was 
feen  to-day  on  the  barrens  which  I  was  upon  yefterday.

I  vifited  my  traps,  but  there  was  no  fign  of  any  thing.   It  was 
good  walking  every  where  till  noon,  without  rackets  ;  but  bad 
afterwards,  with  them.

At  fix  this  moroing  I  fct  out  for  Table  Point,  and  faw  feveral 
groufe  among  the  clilFs  on  the  north  call  fide  of  St.  Peter's  Bay. 
I  fent  Fogarty  forward  to  Foul-weather  Droke  to  prepare  for 
the  night;  while  I  walked  to  Condon  Tickle  and  nuafured  the 
breadth  of  it.  I  then  went  over  Lower  Table  to  the  Droke; 
where  I  obferved  much  old  flot  of  deer,  I  milfed  fire,  in 
attempting  to  flioot  a  lilver  fox.  In  the  evening  I  killed  two 
brace  of  groufe  by  the  fide  of  the  high  hills,  and  met  with 
the  flot  of  a  large  herd  of  deer,  which  had  been  feeding  there

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this  morning.     We  lay  by  a  fire,  and  paflTcd  a  very  comfortable

I  went  upon  my  fled  round  the  lo\v  grounds,  and  faw  the 
tracks  of  two  large  white-bears;  but  was  near  loling  my  life  by 
a  frolic.  For,  laying  the  hounds  on.  the  track  of  one  of  the 
bears,  I  encouraged  them  to  hunt  it,  which  they  foon  did,  and 
ran  by  the  eye  and  cried  it  merrily.  Growing  more  eager  eve- 
ry yanl,  they  prefently  ran  away  with  me,  and  we  foon  cam® 
upon  the  ice  in  Harbour  Plcafurc;  nor  could  I  Hop  them  till 
they  had  got  near  to  the  mouth  of  the  harbour,  where  the  ice 
was  fo  weak  {being  a  frefh  freezing  of  only  a  few  days)  that 
they  abfolutcly  broke  through  with  a  foot  or  two,  and  it  bent 
very  much  with  the  weight  of  me  on  the  fled.  With  fome  dif- 
ficulty I  turned  them  about,  and  got  fafe  back.  While  I  was 
away  Fogarty  had  pitched  the  tent,  and  made  a  tilt  over  it  with 
boughs,  covering  them  with  fnow,  and  leaving  a  I'mall  hole  for 
an  entrance;  we  lay  in  it,  but  were  far  from  being  warm. 

Clear,  frofly  day. 

At  day-light  I  fent  Fogarty  to  Bad  Bay  for  fome  feal's  flefh, 
and  he  returned  in  the  evening.  My  eyes  being  very  weak,  with 
fmoke  and  the  refleftion  of  the  fun,  I  kept  within  all  day.  In 
the  evening  we  enclofed  the  fire  with  a  fence  of  boughs  to  keep 
off  the  wind,  and  at  night  took  the  dogs  into  the  cent  to  us, 
which  kept  us  very  warm. 

Dull,  mild  weather. 

Fogarty's  eyes  being  bad  to-day,  he  kept  within.  I  went  up- 
on the  high  hills,  where  I  killed  ten  groufe,  and  faw  nine  deer; 
but  they  difcovered  me  firfl,  and  went  off;  I  followed  them  a 
confiderable  diflance,  but  could  not  come  near  thtm.

At  day-Iiglit  I  font  Fogarty  to  Bad  Bay  for  ibmc  more  provi- 
fions  and  dog-meat,  but  he  did  not  return  at  night.  At  cio-ht 
o'clock  I  went  on  the  hill  fides  towards  Middle  Table,  and  kill- 
ed fevcn  groufe.  1  then  took  a  Hand  on  Look-out  Hill,  from 
•whence  I  foon  difcovered  two  deer  laid  down  on  the  high  bar- 
rens, and  Ihould  have  got  dole  up  to  them,  had  I  not  by  mif- 
taking  one  fmall  valley  for  another,  gone  too  far.  I  then  re- 
turned carelcfsly  back,  and  blundered  upon  them  unprepared; 
I  fired  at  the  hind  as  flie  ^vas  running  olf,  but,  not  having  above 
two  inches  of  her  back  clear  of  the  hill,  I  milled  her:  the  other 
was  her  calf,  and  they  both  went  the  fiune  way  as  thofe  which 
I  faw  yeflerday. 

A  clear,  mild  day. 

At  ten  o'  clock  I  went  again  to  Look-out  Hill,  and  fat  there 
fome  time;  then  walked  over  Long  Table,  turned  eafteWy  to 
the  fhore  fide  under  Drifty  Mountains,  and  back  to  the  tent. 
I  faw  the  old  flot  of  feveral  large  herds  of  deer,  and  near  the 
tent  I  found  a  large  flock  of  groufe ;  I  fetched  my  Ihot-gun  and 
killed  ten.  Fogarty  returned  at  night  with  fome  bread  and  poik ; 
but  as  he  could  not  get  any  feal's  flefli,  I  put  the  dogs  to  an  aU 
iowance  of  one  cake  of  bread  each. 

Small  fnow-  moil  part  of  this  day. 

Having  Fogarty  with  me  I  took  a  fhort  roun'^'  over  Long,  and 
Middle  Table,  then,  under  the  hiUs,  home ;  the  weather  being 
too  bad  to  go  farther. 

It  drifted  hard  all  day. 

Fogarty  and  I  went  to  Lower  Table,  but  ve  couid  not  flay 
out  long,  as  it  drifted  fmartly.  In  the  evening  numbers  of 
groufe  were  calling  near  the  tent,  but  I  had  no  powder  to  fpare 
for  them.

It  blew  a  hurricane  all  this  day,  with  fmall  fnow,  but  it  did 
not  freeze  much.

At  noon  we  fct  out  homewards,  leaving  the  tent  (landing  and  Tucfday  7. 
fome  part  of  our  baggage  in  it ;  as  I  intend  to  return  in  the  courfe  ^'  ^- >"'"'• 
of  a  fortnight.  We  went  dircclly  up  the  dumble,  and,  leaving 
Drifty  Mountains  on  our  right,  and  Cliff  Hills  on  our  left,  we 
paffcd  the  head  of  Cafcade  Pond;  then  croffmg  Birchy  Pond, 
and  the  barrens  on  the  north  fide  of  it,  we  came  to  Peck  Broke; 
at  the  bottom  of  which  we  got  upon  Niger  Sound.  From  the 
head  of  it  wc  came  to  Punt  Ponds,  from  thence  to  Charles  Ri- 
ver, and  got  fafe  home  at  fun-fet.  I  was  not  at  all  fatigued,  as 
I  rode  on  the  (led  almoll  the  whole  way;  the  dillance  I  judge  to 
be  fifteen  miles.  The  cooper  had  been  up  St.  Lewis's  Bay,  and 
made  forty  bundles  of  hoops  of  tNvo  dozen  each.  The  marine 
a  little  better.  Tilfed  was  at  the  Lodge;  he  had  lately  been  at 
St.  Peter's  Bay  in  quefl  of  me,  for  my  people,  having  heard  of 
my  leaving  Bad  Bay,  wiiv  afiaid  we  were  loll.  One  fox  has 
been  caught  lince  I  went  irom  home,  and  my  goat  kidded  on 
Sunday  night  lad;  fhe  had  four,  but  two  of  tiiem  were  frozen 
to  death,  although  wrapped  in  blankets  and  kept  in  the  kitchen. 

Cloudy,  mild  weather,  which  mended  as  the  day  advanced.

John  Tilft'cl  lm\in<T  burnt  his  toes  a;^ain,  on  the  twcnty-fc- 
coiid  of  January,  in  returning  lioiiic  Ironi  hence,  and  having 
tli.iwed  them  by  the  fire,  tliey  mortified  li)  I'ar  that  he  loll  both 
nails,  and  bared  the  ends  of  the  bones.  I  dreH't'd  them  to-day, 
and  lound  them  likely  to  do  well.  I  took  fome  blood  from  the 
marine.  Fogarty  was  engaged  in  cutting  polls  and  Ihores;  Bet- 
res  was  cutting  whitings,  and  the  coooer  trimmin<j  hogUieads. 
I  mended  my  lied,  and  in  the  evening  ILnt  rilled  home  on  it. 

Clear  day,  with  Iharp  f'roll. 

Tlie  cooper  and  Fogarty  ^vcrc  at  work  as  yeflerday.  As  the  fun 
has  now  much  power,  a  great  deal  of  Inow  is  gone  olf  within  thele 
two  lalldays,  Moll  part  of  this  day  was  taken  up  in  writing. 
In  the  evening  I  went  to  Ifland  Brook;  down  which  I  found 
that  a  large  while  bear  had  lately  gone  to  the  river.  Cub  Pond 
and  mofl  of  the  brook  are  now  open  in  the  middle.  I  had  the 
firft  hen's  egg  to-day. 

The  weather  as  yeflerday. 

At  fun-rife  I  went  down  the  river,  and  found  all  the  flips  in 
Slip  Cove  down  and  covered  with  fnow,  and  the  large  trap 
Iikewife  covered  very  high.  I  obfcrved  that  the  bear  had  gone 
upon  Salt  Point,  where  I  foon  difcovered  the  mifchief  done 
by  this  animal  on  an  oil-hogfhcad ;  which  had  been  fpoilcd  lalt 
winter  by  a  wolf:  I  flood  for  fome  time  viewing  the  damage 
with  allonilliment.  The  cafk  was  made  of  Ilrong  oak  flavcs, 
well  fecured  by  thick,  broad  hoops  of  birch;  yet  this  creature 
with  one  llroke  of  his  tremendous  paw,  had  Inanped  off  the 
four  chime-hoops,  and  broken  the  Haves  fhort  off.  From 
thence  he  crolled  for  Wolf  Po  nt.  I  tl.en  went  upon  South  Head, 
and  over  the  barrens  to  Punt  Pond;  afcendmg  the  hills  there 
at  the  north  well  end,  I  kept  the  barrens  to  the  river,  above 
the  Narrows;  but  in  all  this  walk,  I  faw  a  few  old  tracks  only

This  being  Eafter  Sunday,  I  read  prayers  to  my  f^imily  both 
in  the  forenoon  and  afternoon.  I  obferved  the  firfl  green  leaf 
to-day  on  a  currant  bufh,  which,  I  believe,  vegetates  before 
any  other  plant  in  this  country. 

A  very  mild,  fine  day. 

After  breakfafl  I  went  up  the  river  to  look  for  the  loft  traps 
which  Charles  attended,  but  could  not  find  them.  In  my 
walk  I  knocked  off  the  head  of  a  fpruce-game  with  my  rifle, 
and  law  the  frefh  tracks  of  three  white-bears;  a  dog,  a  bitch, 
and  her  cub.  After  dinner  I  went  down  to  Ifland  Brook  and 
tried  the  trout  with  baits,  but  killed  none.  I  afterwards  vifited 
my  traps  and  had  a  jay.  In  the  evening  Fogarty  returned  with 
one  of  the  fealers^  who  brought  foiu-  feals'  carcafcs  on  a  fled, 
drawn  by  five  dogs.

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At  day-light  I  fcnt  Fogarty  and  the  fealer  to  cut  wood  for  the 
Aage,  and  the  cooper  to  Seal  Illand  to  trim  the  caflcs  for  oil;  I 
went  at  the  fame  time  to  the  ilage,  with  three  empty  calks  on 
my  lied,  drawn  by  fix  dogs;  viz.  live  bloodhounds  and  a  New- 
foundlander. On  my  return  I  took  up  the  large  trap,  and  re- 
moved it  to  Bancd  Illand.  I  obfcrved  the  flot  of  a  deer  on  the 
harbour  crolTing  to  Eyre  Illand.  I  was  employed  die  whole 
of  ilio  artiinoon  in  making  lomc  new  harnefs  lor  the  dogs,  and 
had  all  the  traps  (except  one)  brought  out  of  Hare  Hill  Path.

At  fun-rife  I  went  down  to  the  flage  with  a  couple  of  empty 
hogfheads,  the  large  trap  and  five  fmall  ones,  and  tailed  the  lat- 
ter along  the  Ibulh  ftiOre  of  the  harbour,  for  foxes.  This  morn- 
ing Fogarty  cut  one  of  the  bloodhounds  in  a  very  barbarous 
manner  with  a  hatchet ;  I  fewed  up  the  wound,  but  the  crural 
artery  being  divided,  I  was  obliged  to  open  it  again,  and  apply 
Eaton's  ftyptic.  Fogarty  and  the  fealer  cutting  longers  and 
rafters. 

Dull,  foggy  weather. 

Killbuck,  the  hound,  bled  very  much  again  this  morning;  I   Situdav  95; 
therefore  opened  the  wound,  and  dreffed  it  with  flyptic  on  lint,        "''"' 
as  yellerday.     After  which  I  went  to  the  flage  with  a  load  of 
clay,  ai.  J  another  trap  which  I  tailed  by  the  way.    I  obferved 
the  tracks  of  feveral  foxes,  but  none  had  been  near  the  traps.

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On  my  return  I  brought  three  feals'  carcaflTes  for  the  dogs,  and 
on  my  arrival  found  the  poor  dog  flill  bleeding;  upon  which  I 
opened  the  wound  again,  and  drefled  it  as  before.

At  day-light  I  turned  the  people  out  to  work,  and  went  to  the 
flage  myfclf  with  four  hogiheads.  Taking  a  trap  with  me,  I 
tailed  it  along  with  the  others.  Several  foxes  had  been  near,  but 
none  would  touch  the  bait.  I  obferved  the  flot  of  fix  or  eight 
deer,  which  had  croffed  the  harbour  yeflcrday  to  the  North Eaft. 
It  was  very  good  hauling  down,  but  on  my  return  the  dogs  and 
fled  broke  in  feveral  times. 

Weather  as  yellerday. 

At  day-light  I  fent  the  marine  down  to  the  flagc  with  three 
hogfheaJs,  and  went  myfelf  with  Fogarty  and  the  fealer  to  Cub 
Pond;  where  we  worked  very  hard  on  a  beartrap,  which  we 
almofl  finillied  by  night. 

Showery,  mild  weather. 

At  day-light  I  fent  Fogarty  and  the  fealer  to  the  beartrap,  and 
followed  them  myfelf  after  breakfall:  at  the  fame  time  I  fent 
the  marine  down  to  the  flage  with  two  hogiheads,  being  the  laft. 
Having  finilhed  the  beartrap,  we  threw  a  bridge  acrofs  the 
brook.

and  the  fealer  with  mc  to  the  (lage,  from  whence  I  fent  the  lat- 
ter home.  I  obfcrved  that  the  clay  had  been  carried  away  by 
the  breaking  up  of  the  ice.  Walking  over  the  hill  above  theftage, 
I  met  the  fled  again  at  Little  Cove  Point,  and  got  home  in  the 
evening.  The  harbour  being  knee-deep  in  water,  with  a  crufl; 
of  ice  upon  it  which  broke  in  continually,  made  it  very  bad 
hauling.  No  ice  in  the  offing,  and  the  mouth  of  St,  Lewis's 
Bay  is  open. 

Dull,  thawing  weather. 

I  ordered  Bettres  and  Fogarty  to  haul  the  wood  home  in  the 
morning,  and  after  finifliing  that  work,  to  fill  the  Indian  houfe 
with  fnow,  as  I  intend  to  convert  it  into  an  ice-houfe.  I  went 
myfelfon  the  fmall  fled  to  the  fl;age,  where  I  Hayed  four  hours; 
I  faw  two  pair  of  black  ducks,  and  killed  a  brace  of  groufe  with 
my  rifle.  I  vifited  all  the  traps,  four  of  which  I  found  robbed, 
and  frefli  tailed  and  barred  them.  The  ice  in  the  harbour  breaks 
up  but  flowly.    Good  hauling  down,  but  very  bad,  back  again. 

A  clear  flcy  and  a  delightful  day  till  noon;  cloudy  and  very 
cold  afterwards.     Hard  froll  lall  night. 


Fogarty  and  Bettres  were  employed  in  hauling  firewood  and   Saturday  s. 
filling  the  drain  round  the  houfe  with  large  flones ;  and  I  was      '""^"'*'** 
engaged  in  making  a  frame  for  a  mcking  vat. 

Clofe  weather  with  fome  rain. 


I  meafured  the  thicknefs  of  the  ice  in  the  river,  and  found  it  to 
be  upwards  of  three  feet.

evening,  an  otter  came  up  the  river  on  the  ice,  when  the  hounds 
winding  him,  went  off  in  full  cry,  and  foon  came  up  with  and 
killed  him. 
Dull  wcarhcr,  with  fmall  fnow  and  gentle  froft. 

At  day-light  I  fent  Fogarty  and  Bettres  to  Wolf  G)ve,  to 
build  a  tilt  for  me  to  live  in,  for  the  purpofe  of  watching  the 
pafling  of  the  deer;  and  at  eight  o'clock  I  followed  them  my- 
felf.  Jufl  as  they  arrived  at  the  cove,  a  brace  of  deer  came  out 
at  the  bottom  of  it,  and  going  upon  Lyon  Head,  I  followed 
them  on  the  Hot,  but  they  divided  on  the  top  of  the  hill.  I  kept 
after  one,  which  turned  down  again  by  the  iide  of  Guy's 
Cov(?,  and  went  upon  the  Neck;  but  being  tired,  I  gave  up  the 
purfuit.  On  the  head  I  fkw  a  brace  of  groufc,  and  the  Hot  of 
fome  other  deer,  but  not  very  frefh.  In  Guy's  Cove  I  faw  an 
otter,  a  pair  of  black-ducks,  and  the  old  track  of  a  white-bear. 
I  Ihot  at  one  of  the  ducks  with  my  rillc,  and  cut  fome  feathers 
from  its  back.  In  the  evening,  the  tilt  being  finilhed,  we  all 
returned  home. 

A  clear  day. 

At  day-light  I  fent  Fogarty  and  Bettres  with  fome  provifions, 
&c.  on  the  Nefcaupick  lied  to  the  tilt,  and  at  eight  o'clock  I 
followed  them  myfelf,  with  Mrs.  Selby,  my  tent,  and  the  rcll 
of  my  baggage  on  an  Efquimau  lied,  drawn  by  fix  dogs.  As 
we  went  down  the  river,  I  faw,  lirll  one  deer,  then  two,  and 
afterwards  three,  upon  the  ice.  I  fired  at  the  firll  at  the  diflance 
of  three  hundred  and  fifty  yards;  at  the  fecond  at  three  hun- 
dred; and  at  one  of  the  third  at  one  hundred  and  thirty  yards, 
which  I  killed,  but  milled  both  the  others.  Having  two  couple 
of  unentered  hounds  with  me,  1  let  them  all  loole  to  blood  them, 
but  the  old  dog  following  the  firfl;  deer,  I  was  not  able  to  calch 
him  again.    After  permitting  the  hounds  to  tear  at  the  throat 

for 
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for  a  while,  I  harncfTcd  them  again,  left  the  baggage  on  the  ice, 
laid  the  deer  on  the  lied,  and  we  returned  home.  The  other  May. 
two  deer,  which  were  with  the  one  that  I  had  killed,  having 
turned  back  and  run  up  the  river  on  our  track,  I  laid  the  hounds 
on  their  flot,  and  they  ran  it  fo  eagerly,  that  they  did  not  ob- 
ferve  where  they  turned  into  the  woods,  but  kept  on  in  full  cry 
all  the  way  to  my  door.  The  cry  of  the  hounds  being  echoed 
from  a  variety  of  places,  was  fine  beyond  defcription;  and  it 
is  inconceivable  how  little  they  appeared  to  feel  the  draught 
and  weight  of  the  fled. 

I  immediately  difpatched  the  marine  with  the  fled  to  carry 
the  baggage  on  to  the  tilt,  and  he  returned  in  the  evening,  ac- 
companied by  the  other  two  men,  who  had  taken  up  all  the 
traps  and  carried  them  there  alfo. 

I  bioke  up  tlie  deer,  which  proved  an  old  hind,  big  with 
calf;  and  we  feafled  on  part  of  her,  having  had  little  bcfides 
groufe  and  vermine  to  eat  all  the  Winter. 

At  five  o'  clock  this  morning,  taking  Retires  with  me,  J  fet  off  \y'c<incr.  6. 
for  the  lilt  on  the  Efquimau  fled.  A  little  below  Salt  Point,  a  iM'- 
hind  with  her  calf  came  off  South  Head  towards  us,  and  the 
dogs  lying  clofe,  they  did  not  perceive  us  till  ihcy  were  with- 
in lixty  yards,  when  they  turned  back  and  trolled  off.  I  fired, 
but  without  fucccfs.  Having  pitched  my  tent  over  the  lilt,  I 
fent  Bettres  and  the  dogs  home  in  the  evening,  and  taking  a 
walk  to  Guy's  Cove,  I  killed  a  brace  of  otters,  but  was  not  able 
to  get  either  of  them. 

Small  fnow  till  noon,  dull  afterwards.

At  fix  o'  clock  this  morning  I  took  my  flat  ion  on  the  hill  over 
Wolf  Point,  and  at  twelve  faw  five  deer  come  down  clofe  by 

Salt 
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Salt  Point,  and  turn  into  the  cove.  They  flopped  ihere  for  fome 
time,  f'ccmingly  undetermined  which  way  to  go.  At  length 
they  llruck  acrofs  tor  the  nonh  corner,  where  I  way-laid  them 
in  a  fmall  mar(h,  at  the  back  ot  a  narrow  (kirt  of  bad  woods, 
and  there  killed  theoldell  hind;  the  reft  making  off'  for  the  head 
of  Cutter  Harbour.  1  broke  her  up,  and  then  went  to  the  tilt 
to  dinner ;  after  which  I  returned  with  the  Nefcaupick  fled, 
and  hauled  her  down,  having  firll  tailed  a  couple  of  traps  by 
the  paunch.  The  labour  of  this  day  was  truly  great  and  diHi- 
cult,  as  the  fhoAv  ^vas  very  rotten,  and  fome  fmall  hills  covered 
with  brufh  wood  lay  in  the  way.  My  eyes  were  very  weak 
from  the  fmoke  of  the  fire  and  the  glare  of  the  fnow. 
A  clear,  hot  day. 

At  four  o'  clock  this  morning  I  went  to  my  flation,  and  at 
eight  faw  the  marine  going  down  the  harbour  with  a  load  of  clay 
on  the  Efquimau  iled.  When  he  was  got  almoft  to  Man  Point, 
two  hinds  with  their  calves  came  off  the  South  Barrens  upon 
the  ice,  not  more  than  three  hundred  yards  behind  him.  They 
looked  for  a  confiderable  time  at  the  fled,  and  then  fmelling  at 
the  track,  they  trotted  brifkly  down  wind  for  Lyon  Head.  I 
ran  down  to  Wolf  Point,  in  hopes  of  meeting  them  there ;  but 
they  kept  at  fo  great  a  diflancc,  and  went  fo  fmart  a  pace,  that 
I  could  not  way-lay  them.  I  then  croffed  the  Neck  to  Guy's 
Cove,  in  expectation  that  when  they  got  upon  the  head,  and  faw 
St.  Lewis's  Bay  open,  they  would  come  round  the  back  of  it  as 
ufual;  but  after  all  my  manoeuvres  to  come  in  with  them,  I  was 
obliged  to  give  up  the  chace  at  four  in  the  afternoon.  I  then 
returned  to  Wolf  Point,  and  fat  there  till  fun-fet.  In  the  even- 
ing the  marine  came  to  the  tilt  with  fome  things  for  me,  and  re- 
turned at  night.  I  fent  the  venifon  by  him,  with  orders  to  hang 
it  in  the  Indianiioufe,  which  I  had  filled  with  fnow  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  having  a  cool  larder.    My  eyes  were  worfe,  particular- 
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ly  the  right  one.  Bettrcs  fnow  blind.  I  faw  the  firfl.  goole  to-day. 
Hot,  ckar  day. 

At  five  this  inorning  I  went  to  Guy's  Cove,  and  having  tailed 
the  large  trap  by  the  fhoro  fide  for  deer,  and  a  finall  one  for  ot- 
ters, I  fat  watching  till  four  in  the  afternoon.  The  marine  com- 
ing to  me  at  nine,  I  font  him  with  a  bloodhound  round  Lyon 
Head,  but  he  faw  nothing.  On  his  way  to  this  place  he  faw 
four  or  five  deer  going  up  the  river,  and  turn  over  for  the  South 
Barrens  between  Flat,  and  Bare  Points.  My  eyes  were  rather 
better  to-day. 

Hazy  day,  rainy  night. 

I  intended  going  home  this  morning,  but  the  harbour  was  fo 
deep  in  water  upon  the  ice,  and  the  fnow  fo  rotten,  that  it  was 
fcarccly  poflible  to  go  abroad.     The  marine  fnow-blind. 

Fog  and  rain  all  day. 

In  the  afternoon  I  went  on  the  Efquimau  fled  to  Atkinfon 
Brook,  looked  at  the  foxtraps,  and  tailed  one  on  the  rubbing- 
pUce.  I  faw  fome  black-ducks,  and  killed  a  groufe  with  my 
rifle.     My  eyes  much  better  to-day ;  the  marine  ftill  blind.

They  told  nie  that  the  river  was  broken  up  in  fevera'l  places,  and 
that  there  were  mmy  holes  in  the  ice  upon  the  harbour.  I  fent 
Bettrcs  home  with  the  marine  on  the  fled ;  and  Fogarty  to  make

the  large  trap  fafl:  to  a  log  of  wood,  and  when  he  had  taken  ir> 
a  Hip  by  Atkinfon  Brook  to  follow  mc  home.  I  went  lo  WdII 
Point  where  I  fat  for  fome  time,  then  to  Salt  I'oint,  from  which 
ftation  I  obfcrved  four  deer  eroding  the  river  fiom  Bare  Point 
to  Canoe  Point;  I  got  within  (hot  of  one,  hut  my  eyes  deceiv- 
ing me  in  the  dillance,  I  did  not  fire.  I  followed  them  over 
the  hills  to  Atkinfon  Pond,  but  not  being  able  to  come  up  with 
them,  I  turned  back  and  went  home.  I  found  the  river  clear 
of  ice  as  low  as  my  houfe,  and  from  thence  to  Punt  Brook  it 
was  ripped  up  in  pans.  Fogarty  brought  a  lord.  At  night  I 
fciaped  an  otter-fkin. 
Foggy,  with  fun-fliine. 

At  five  this  morning  I  went  to  Canoe  Point,  and  fent  Bettres 
with  the  fled  to  the  ftage.  At  noon  I  law  (ix  deer  coming  down 
the  river  on  the  other  fide;  they  would  have  crofled  over  to 
me,  had  not  the  ice  been  loofe  there ;  they  kept  along  fliore  to 
Hat  Point,  from  whence  three  of  them  croflTed  to  Salt  Point.  I 
croiftd  the  hills  in  hopes  of  way-laying  them  by  Atkinfon  Brook, 
but  the  fnow  being  very  rotten,  prevented  me  from  i,rriving  llierc 
in  time.  Going  from  thence  upon  North  Head,  I  returned  to 
Canoe  Point,  and  went  home  in  the  afternoon.  The  riv  r  \  -:; 
clear  of  ice  to-day  as  low  as  Rabbit  Ifland;  having  been  ir.j^v  i 
up  for  the  fpace  of  twenty-four  weeks  and  three  days:  a  period 
of  time  lefs  than  that  of  lafl:  year  by  three  weeks. 

Snowed  till  noon,  cloudy  afterwards. 

At  day-light  I  fent  Fogarty  and  Bettres  to  the  Hage,  to  fecure 
it  from  being  carried  away  by  the  ice.  At  feven  o'clock  I 
went  down  to  Salt  Point,  and  fat  watching  there  till  fix  in  the 
evening,  but  faw  nothing,  'J  he  middle  of  the  river  is  open  to 
Hind  Cove,  and  all  the  reft  is  ripped  up  in  pans. 

Snowed  a  good  deal  in  the  night,  and  a  Utile  to  day;  free  thaw.

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At  eight  this  morning  I  went  again  to  Salt  Point  to  watch  for 
deer,  and  fat  there  till  four  in  the  afternoon,  but  faw  none. 
Two  of  the  fcalers  came  up  here  in  the  evening  and  (layed  all 
night.     The  river  is  clear  almoll  to  Barred  Illand.

After  brcakfafl:,  the  marine's  eyes  being  now  well,  I  took  him  TueWay  19. 
with  nic  down  the  river.  As  there  was  no  frofl;  lafl;  night  the  moderau. 
fnow  would  not  lupport  us,  and  accordingly  we  went  to  the 
bottom  at  every  ilep;  which  rendered  our  journey  not  only  te- 
dious, but,  from  the  fatigue  of  walking,  ahnoft.  infupportable: 
we  were  therefore  induced  to  get  upon  a  pan  of  ice,  which, 
from  its  thicknefs,  appeared  ftrong  enough  for  our  purpofe.  By 
the  help  of  two  poles,  and  the  aflillarice  of  a  flrong  current,  we 
proceeded  faftly  and  pleafantly  down,  till  we  paffed  the  narrows, 
and  had :  c  broad  part  of  the  river  open.  We  then  met  with  a 
fliort  fwcU,  occafioned  by  a  frefti  breeze  of  wind  blowing  up, 
which  foon  convinced  us  that  what  we  had  fuppofed  to  be  fo-  s.  w.fnfi, 
lid  ice,  was  nothing  but  a  foot  of  fnow  upon  four  inches  of  rot- 
ten ice.  It  prefenlly  parted  into  many  pieces,  leaving  us 
both  upon  one,  which  was  fcarcely  fuflicient  to  bear  our  weight; 
and  had  this  fubdivided  again,  we  certainly  mull  have  fwum 
for  our  lives.  As  the  water  was  five  fathoms  deep,  we  could 
not  reach  the  bottom  with  our  poles ;  we  therefore  paddled  as 
well  as  we  could  nearer  to  the  (hore :  when,  on  our  approach. 
Vol.  I,  G  g  the 
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thccdj^coroiir  carriaj^c  toiicliin;  llic  }j;i<>ijiul  it  wcMit  to  pieces, 
and,  happily  lor  us,  Irlt  us  in  iIic  water  not  much  deeper  than 
our  knees.  We  walked  IVoin  thenee  to  Canoe  Point,  where  wc 
launclied  the  punt  and  hrou};lit  her  home.  In  our  ahlencc  a 
deer  hati  I'wum  hallaerols  thi*  river,  oppolite  t»i  die  houfe,  and 
then  turniufi;  back,  landed  on  the  lame  !ide  aj^ain.  TIjc  whole 
river  was  clear  ol  ice  to-day. 
Clear,  hot  weather. 

Alter  hreaklafl  I  went  in  the  punt  into  the  Ibcam,  and  tried 
llu;  lilli  \\'ith  lly,  but  cotild  not  rail'o  one.  At  three  in  the  after- 
noon Balkem  and  one  of  his  crew  arrived  in  a  new  punt,  brins;- 
ing  I'ogarly,  Hcttres,  and  the  hounds  from  the  llage:  they  were 
obliged  to  laiuich  the  punt  acrols  a  bridge  of  ice  in  the  liarbour ; 
the  reft  was  open. 

Cloudy  weather. 

Early  in  the  morning  Balkem  caulked  the  old  punt,  and  pay- 
ed her  with  turi)eiuine.  In  tiu-  mc  in  time  I-'ogarly  and  Ik  ities 
brought  home  a  boat  load  of"  flnswood.  Alur  breaklall,  tak- 
ing Kogarty  with  me,  I  lit  oirfor  St.  Lewis's  Bay  witli  Balkem 
ami  his  man.  Wc  found  the  harbour  entirely  open,  but  Enler- 
prifc  Tickle  being  jammed  with  ice,  wc  went  to  the  llage;  and 
taking  in  fomc  mud-lilh,  proceeded  through  Raft  Tickle.  On 
one  of  the  fmall  illands  in  the  mouth  ol'  Hoop-pole  Cove,  Balk- 
cm  had  left  another  new  punt,  which  he  was  bringing  to  the 
Lodge,  but  was  prevented,  by  the  wind  taking  him  ahead.  Wc 
took  her  back,  and  arrived  at  his  houfe  in  the  evening.  On  onr 
way  I  killed  a  doater  with  ball,  but  it  funk  jull  as  we  got  up  to 
it.  I  found  one  of  the  ptople  very  bad  from  the  fcurvy ;  and 
one  of  his  legs,  which  had  been  unfortunately  Icaldcd  Ibmc  lit- 
tle time  before,  m  a  very  Ihocking  condition.

The  wind  (oon  alter  g(>tling  up,  kept  con- 
tinually ineri ahng,  till  we  liad  (o  much,  that  we  thought  it  pru- 
diiit  to  put  into  Cutter  Harbour;  where  iiauling  the  boat  up, 
we  walked  round  ihe  Ihore  to  the  bottom  ol  Guy's  Cove,  and 
there  crolling  the  illhnms  we  got  to  the  tent  in  Wolf  Cove.  A 
deer  lately  eoming  the  lame  way,  was  caught  in  the  large 
trap,  but  e leaped. 

Dull  weather;  rained  hard  all  night. 

At  ten  o'  clock  this  morning  I  went  to  the  niarlh  on  the  Momiay  25. 
illhmus,  and  having  tailed  an  ottertrp  in  the  path  there,  I  v./zj/*. 
lent  Togarty  to  look  at  that  by  Atkinlbn  Brook,  and  the  two 
fo.xiraps  by  the  paunch  of  deer,  which  I  killed  lall.  Bettrcs 
and  the  marine  tlicn  coming  in  the  old  punt,  I  put  a  few  things 
into  her,  and  taking  up  the  traps  in  Wolf  Cove,  proceeded 
homewards,  taking  in  Fogarty  by  the  way;  who  had  got  a 
mink  out  of  the  trap  by  the  brook,  but  could  not  hnd  the 
others.  I  brought  away  the  fculls  out  of  the  punt  in  Teal 
Pond,  took  up  a  Hip,  tailed  a  trap  for  an  otter  on  Barred  Illand, 
another  by  the  Narrows,  and  got  home  at  dark.

length  I  killed  a  brace.  At  noon  eight  kyacks  of  Eliiuimaux 
came  up,  among  whom  were  Attui(ick,  Tooklavinia,  and  Etui- 
ock;  the  rell  were  part  o("  ihole  who  came  here  lall  Summer. 
They  informed  me  that  they  came  this  morning  in  two  (hal- 
lops  to  Great  Caribou,  where  they  had  left  their  boats  and  fa- 
milies. They  brought  me  prelems  of  whale-bone,  venifon, 
and  eggs;  and  likewife  one  of  my  trajis  with  an  otter  in  it, 
which  they  had  met  with  in  the  river  below.  I  i)urchaled 
fomc  whale-bone  of  them,  and  in  the  evening  fix  of  them  re- 
turned, leaving  the  other  two,  who  Hayed  all  night  with  mc. 

Weather  much  the  fame  as  yellcrday. 

After  breakfafl  onr  of  the  Indian  fliallops  came  up  to  Indian  M'cJmi.  ). 
Cove,  from  which  place  the  \v()men  walke(i  io  the  Lodge,  and 
flaved  till  the  afternoon.  I  bought  fcventy-three  pounds  weight 
<»1  long  bone,  and  a  few  (kins  of  them.  Having  only  the  marine 
at  home,  I  had  no  fmall  trouble  with  my  vifitors  in  the  article 
of  i>ii)viri()!i;  for  the  number  being  great,  and  their  appetites 
hkewile  in  proportion,  we  could  fcarcely  drefs  victuals  fall  e- 
nough  for  them.  They  behaved  very  well  howe\'er,  and  re- 
turned, to  all  appearance,  contented  with  their  traflic  and  en- 
tertainment.   I  fkinncd  and  fprcad  the  otter. 

Cloudy,  mild  weather. 

At  noon  I  went  down  the  river  in  the  old  punt,  and  tailed    Thurfday  4. 
the  trap  which  the  Indians  had  brought  up,  on  Barred  Ifland,    E.s.E./nj!,. 
where  it  was  before.    Meeting  the  fcalers,  who  were  coming

up  witli  Iicrring-nets,  and  a  tierce  of  flilt,  I  returned  with 
them;  and  '.vith  their  alllftance  buried  my  late  old  fcrvant, 
Charles  Atkitif'on.  They  afterwards  returned  home,  and  in 
the  evening  I  tilled  a  little  more  of  the  lower  garden,  and  like- 
\  ife  took,  up  the  falmoii-net  which  1  hung  up  to  dry. 
Ha/y  morning;  clear  hot  day. 

Having  fcraped  the  cttcr-fkin,  I  fpread  fome  of  the  dry  fifh 
and  repacked  it  in  the  Ilorehoule;  trimmed  a  puncheon  for  a 
faking  cafk,  and  then  crofling  the  river,  fat  and  watched  for 
fowl  till  the  evening,  and  killed  a  Ihell-bird. 

A  warm  day,  with  Ibme  broken  clouds.

Squally,  cloudy,  and  cold,  with  flio\vers  of  hail. 

Early  in  the  morning,  taking  the  marine  with  me  in  the  old 
punt,  and  a  few  tradmg  goods,  I  intended  going  down  to  the 
Indians;  but  on  my  arrival  at  Seal  Illand,  I  was  informed  that 
moft  of  them  were  gone  to  Camp  Ulands,  and  that  the  remain- 
der continued  on  Great  Caribou.  On  our  way  we  looked  at  the 
trapj,  and  in  one,  which  was  tailed  in  a  deer-path  on  Salt  Point, 
we  found  a  lynx  ;  had  a  tainted  yellow  fox  in  one  of  thofe  by 
the  deer's  paunch;  and  that  by  Atkinfon  Brook  was  gone.  I 
killed  a  fluU-liird  with  my  rille,  andlkinncd  the  lynx. 

Squally,  with  rain. 

Ti.efday  9.        At  clcvcn  o'  clock,  crcfling  the  little  tickle,  I  walked  upon  the 
j-r,j';,.  '      middle  hills,  where  1  killed  a  brace  of  groufe  with  my  nile.     I 

rccurncJ 
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returned  at  three  in  the  afternoon,  and  fet  off  for  home,  and 
arrived  at  dark,  bringing  back  the  cooper  and  one  of  the  fkiffs. 
Clear  day. 

The  cooper  was  employed  in  trimming  faking  cafks.  At  high 
water,  with  the  cooper's  afTillance,  1  put  out  both  the  new  nets, 
and  had  two  fpring  fifh  and  a  llink  in  them.  The  river  very 
low.  A  fine  day. 

At  day-light  we  hauled  the  nets,  and  had  two  fprin-r  fidi  and  Tinjrf.by  n. 
a  (link:  we  afterwards  tightened  the  moorings,  and  frefhcork-  moderate. 
ed  part  of  one  of  the  nets.  On  the  ebb  the  upper  killick  came 
home,  which  obliged  mc  to  cad  off  the  Ihore-fall  of  the  fbut-h- 
ernmoft  one,  to  prevent  its  being  torn.  At  ten  o'clock  Attui- 
ock  and  Etuiock  came  up;  they  brought  mc  five  ducks,  and 
bartered  a  (lick  of  whale-bone  and  two  ran<rcr-lkins  for  a  few 
beads,  and  afterwards  flayed  all  night.  They  informed  me, 
that  they  returned  with  their  Ihallops  to  Great  Caribou,  that 
they  had  been  at  Chateau,  but  that  no  veflll  liad  as  yet  arri\'ed 
there.  They  likewife  told  me  they  had  fcen  three  New  England 
whalers  going  .0  the  northward.  The  cooper  employed  as  yef- 
terday.

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We  hauled  tlie  nets  in  the  morning,  and  had  one  fifla  only. 
After  breakfafl,  taking  the  cooper  with  mc,  I  fct  olf  for  Seal 
Illand  in  a  Ikilf;  but  the  wind  not  proving  favourable  we  turn- 
ed back,  and  found  a  goofe  in  a  trap  at  the  Narrows.  The  In- 
dians went  home.  In  the  afternoon  I  took  up  both  the  nets,  and 
put  tliem  out  afreih  below  the  deeps,  iind  had  two  flinks  in 
tliem.  \  hile  we  were  employed  \\\  this  bufinefs,  a  Ikiff,  be- 
longing to  Noble  and  Pinfoii,  arrived  and  took  pollc'flion  of  the 
r';\'("r;  under  a  pretence  of  liaviiig  a  right  foto  do,  by  ^■irtue  of 
the  Aels  of  Parliament  relative  to  NYnvfoundland. 

Clear  till  evening,  then  fb^\gy  and  wet.  We 
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We  had  three  flinks  only  to-day.  Noble  and  Pinfon's  people 
put  out  fome  of  their  nets. 

No  lifli  to-day.  Pinfon's  people  put  out  fome  more  nets.  Af- 
ter dark  our  people  came  from  St.  Lewis's  Bay,  in  order  to  be- 
gin filhing  here,  and  brought  fome  racks  for  a  new  pound. 

As  Noble  and  Pinfon's  people  had  taken  pofTenion  of  the  ri- 
ver, and  the  difpute  could  not  be  fettled  for  fome  time,  I  thought 
it  befl:  to  fend  my  people  to  the  Colleroon.  Accordingly  put- 
ting all  the  nets  on  board  Bafkem's  boat,  \vc  went  down  with 
her  to  the  flage,  where  (he  took  in  thirty  tierces  of  fait,  and 
live  empty  tierces.  From  thence  we  went  to  Seal  Ifland,  where 
we  landed  fome  hoops  and  oars,  and  remained  there  for  the 


night. 


A  fliallop  of  Noble  and  Pinfon's  arrived  witli  fait. 


After  breakfafl  I  put  fome  cork  on  board  of  Bafkem's  boat ; 
gave  orders  to  return  to  St.  Lewis's  Bay,  and  keep  all  the  hands 
with  him,  to  filh  in  the  Colleroon.  Taking  Condon  from  the 
fealing  crew,  I  went  with  him  and  Bettres  to  the  Indian  camp 
on  Great  Caribou,  where  I  bought  a  couple  of  feal-fkins,  and 
received  prefents  of  ducks  and  eggs.  Taking  leave  of  my  In- 
dian friends  I  proceeded  homewards,  but  not  being  able  to  get 
through  Raft  Tickle,  we  put  on  fhore  there;  and  having  regaled 
ourfelves  with  a  couple  of  boiled  ducks  (and  the  wind  abating) 
we  took  our  departure  at  three  in  the  afternoon.  We  met 
Noble  and  Pinfon's  fliallop  in  the  harbour  on  her  return,  I 
boarded  her,  and  wrote  two  letters  lor  Chateau.  On  our  way 
I  look^^d  at  tlie  trap  in  Little  Pond,  and  found  a  tainted  otter  in 
it.  On  my  arrival  at  home  at  fix  o'clock,  I  found  Noble  and  Pin- 
fon's people  had  taken  poffcffion  of  my  fahnon-houfe,  and  were 
joined  by  two  more  men.  I  caught  a  fevere  cold  yeflerday, 
which  has  given  me  a  iblf  neck  and  fore  throat.

I'T  the  morning  fevcral  Indians  came  up  in  one  of  their  fhal-   Th.rfjjy  ts. 
..rid  brought  me  a  pair  of  live  young  eagles,  a  few  ducks,   ^'  ^•■Z'"'^- 
lorjii^  c<,;^s.     I  had  a  little  whale-bone  and  a  few  (kins  from 
i  hvy  lemained  all  night  with  me,  and  it  was  with  no 
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1.1  Ic  diiFicuhy  I  could  reflrain  them  from  killing  Noble  and 
Tinn 'US  people,  for  didurbing  me  in  my  fifhery.  At  noon  I 
look  the  chief  with  me  in  the  flat  up  the  flream  a  fifliing,  and 
I  Ikd  three  falmon  and  a  brace  of  trout  with  fly.  He  was 
greatly  furprifed  to  fee  me  kill  fo  large  fifh  with  fuch  fine 
tackle,  and  (hewed  me  their  method  of  fly-fifliing  for  falmon, 
but  he  did  not  raife  one.  He  had  the  flcin  of  the  leg  of  a  fea- 
pigeon,  which  is  fcarlet,  faftened  on  the  fliank  of  a  cod-hook, 
tied  (o  a  cod-line.  This  he  threw  by  hand  down  the  flream, 
and  played  it  in  the  fame  manner  as  we  do  a  fly.  I  make  no 
doubt  but  they  kill  fome  falmon  in  this  way,  or  he  would  not 
have  been  provided  with  fuch  tackle;  for  an  Indian  never  will 
ufe  thofe  things  which  will  not  anfwer  the  end  intended,  but  I 
do  not  think  theirs  a  good  way,  for  it  is  too  awkward. 
Fog  and  rain  all  day. 

In  the  morning  the  Indians  went  off  for  Great  Caribou.  After  ^"^^y  'S* 
brcakfaft  I  took  Bettres  and  Condon  with  me  in  the  flat,  and 
went  into  Atkinfon  Pond  to  look  for  the  traps  which  had  been 
loll  lafl;  fall.  We  found  one,  and  then  rowing  to  the  head  of 
the  pond,  landed  there,  and  walked  acrol's  the  Neck  to  Cutter 
Harbour,  where  I  faw  a  deer  and  leveral  geefe;  but  the  fad- 
dlc-backs  giving  the  alarm,  I  could  not  get  a  fliot.  The  head  of 
Cutter  Harbour  is  full  of  fmall  coves,  very  flioal,  with  plenty 
Vol.  I.  H  h  of 
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< — ^ — »  of  good  grafs  about  them,  ^vhich  entices  the  geefe  to  refort  there 

Jmic*       in  great  abundance.     There  is  a  good  path  for  deer  along  the 

neck,  out  to  Lyon  Head,  and  fcveral  by-paths  about  the  cove, 

which  are  much  ufed  in  Summer.     The  neck,  where  I  crolFed, 

is  a  meafured  mile  broad.    We  returned  at  night. 

Satuiday  so,       I  lifhcd  a  little  this  morning,  and  killed  one  falmon  with  fly, 
and  one  with  a  gaff.

Early  in  the  morning  three  Indian  boys  brought  fome  fkins 
in  payment  for  fome  goods,  which  I  had  fold  them  the  preced- 
ing day  on  credit.  At  noon  the  fealers  came  up  with  the  feal- 
ing-craft  in  their  fhallop,  and  having  flowed  it  in  the  flore-houfe, 
returned.  The  run  of  flinks  abates,  and  that  of  the  fpring  fifh 
increafes. 

After  breakfafl  I  went  in  the  new  punt  to  Seal  Illand,  and 
took  an  inventory  of  the  remains  of  the  provifions,  and  alfo  of 
the  craft.  By  the  way  we  crept  for  a  grapnel  and  road,  which 
captain  Lane  had  lofl  laft  year,  but  could  not  find  them.  We 
brought  the  grapnels  and  moorings  from  the  flage,  and  looked 
at  the  ottertraps  on  our  return  home,  where  we  arrived  at  dark. 

At  ten  this  morning  eight  Indian  men  came,  and  fome  now 
vilitors  arrived  likewife  this  morning;  one  of  whom  made  rae 
a  prefent  of  a  kyack.  Soon  after  their  arrival  a  fhallop  of  NoMe 
and  Pinfon's  came  to  lake  away  their  fatmon-crew.  They  nn- 
mediately  took  on  board  the  falmon  which  they  had  killed, 
(twenty  tierces)  and  their  provifions;  leaving  their  nets  on;  till 
the  evening,  when  they  cleared  them  and  took  up  all  but  on^ . 
I  purchafed  their  fait  and  three  of  their  nets,  which  I  put  out 
as  foon  as  they  had  taken  theirs  up,  and  had  eight  fifh  lu  a  ve- 
ry fhort  time.    Ihe  Indians  retumcd  home,  aiid  I  prepared  to. 

go  to  Chateau. 

At 
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At  day-light,  embarking  on  board  the  fhallop,  I  failed  for 
Chateau.  We  met  a  great  number  of  Indians  going  to  my  houfe 
on  trading  bufinefs.  Stopping  at  Seal  Illand,  I  ordered  the  coo- 
per and  one  of  the  fcalers  to  go  immediately  to  the  Lodge,  and 
the  rell  to  Chateau  to  fetch  a  boat  load  of  fait.  We  then  fet  fail 
agam,  and  no  fooner  had  we  got  out  to  fea,  but  we  carried  away 
the  head  of  the  main>mafl;.  We  got  it  down,  and,  fixing  the 
rigging  afrefh,  fet  the  fail  double-reefed,  and  worked  to  the 
weftward  of  Round  IQand  by  night,  when  we  came  to  an  anchor, 
as  did  Til  fed  alfo.

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Hauling  up  at  day-light,  we  rowed  moft  part  of  the  way  to  Thurfday  25. 
Lance  Cove,  where  we  arrived  at  two  o'  clock.    Tilfed  took  in 
fixteen  hogOieads  of  fait  at  Perkins  and  Coghlan's  ftage,  and  de-    ^'  ^-/"'fi' 
livered  it  to  Noble  and  Pinfon's  agent  in  Lance  Cove,  in  return 
for  what  I  had  of  them. 

Foggy  morning,  clear  day. 


I  fent  Tilfed  to  York  Fort  on  a  meffage,  and  afterwards  to 
Henly  Harbour  for  the  remains  of  the  fait,  which  proved  to  be 
twenty-three  hogflieads.

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I  purchafed  feven  falmon-nets  and  fome  provifions,  of  Noble  Satuniay  27. 
and  Pinfon's  agent,  who,  taking  the  advantage  of  my  diftrefs, 
obliged  me  to  pay  a  mod  exorbitant  price  for  every  article; 
he  alfo  infilled  on  having  oil  in  payment,  and  abridged  me 
in  price  fo  low  as  twelve  pounds  per  tun,  the  cafks  included. 
At  noon  I  failed  with  Tilfed,  and  by  dark  we  worked  into  Har- 
bour Pleafure,  where  we  anchored. 

Dull  day ;  fog  and  rain  all  night. 

At  day-light  I  went  on  ffiore  with  two  hands,  and  brought    Sunday  as. 
away  my  tent  from  Foulweather  Broke,  where  it  had  remained      ^••^"-^» 

H  h  2  ever 
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ever  fince  lall  April,  and  was  much  damaged.  We  afterwards 
got  under  fail,  and  with  much  difficulty  worked  out  of  the  har- 
bour, which  was  very  narrow.  Near  Camp  Iflands  we  were 
boarded  by  feveral  Indians,  four  of  whom  attended  me  home; 
they  informed  me,  that  feveral  others  had  lately  arrived,  and 
were  all  of  them  now  at  Camp  Iflands.  We  got  home  at  two 
in  the  afternoon,  and  immediately  unloaded  the  boat.  I  found 
Balkem  here  with  his  fhallop,  who  informed  me,  that  fifli  were 
very  plentiful  in  the  CoUeroon.  The  crew  here  had  killed 
twenty  tierces  in  my  abfence.  I  was  likcwife  told,  that  a  great 
number  of  Indians  had  been  here,  and  that  fome  of  them  be- 
haved very  infolently.  I  kept  one  of  the  fealers  to  remain 
here.    Good  fifhing  to-day. 

Rain  and  fog  till  noon,  clear  aftcr^vards. 

I  wrote  letters  both  to  Fogo  and  England;  and  in  the  even- 
Tilftd  failed  for  the  former  place.  Balkem  taking  ten  hogf- 
heads  of  fait  with  liim,  failed  for  his  filliing  poft,  accompanied 
by  a  cooper  and  two  oihcr  hands.  At  noon  an  Indian  Ihallop 
came  up,  bringing  fome  bone  and  fliins.  They  were  inclini  d 
to  be  very  troubkfome,  and  would  dart  the  fifli  clofo  to  ihe 
nets,  but  I  foon  taught  them  better  manners.  Some  of  1  hem 
went  down  with  the  boats;  but  as  many  remained,  as  filled  the 
dininff-room  and  the  fervants'  houfe.

We  failed  for  Camp  Iflands  early  this  rr  uiing,  "^  ere  •  e 
— ived  in  a  fhort  fpace  of  timo.  We  fr^iad  tlier  !cve'  .11 
tciit- dnd  nine  T  ..'.lops.     I  pi.cUcd  my  tuit,  an  J.  carri' .^  un  a 

very 
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very  brin-.  trade  during  the  whole  of  the  day.  In  the  evening,  t — '^— » 
two  Infh  boats  arrived  from  the  northward,  one  of  which  was  July. 
a  whahng-boat,  and  had  a  good  deal  of  bone  in  her.  At  fun-fct, 
the  Indians  ainulod  thetnfclves  with  playing  at  ball:  this  amufe- 
ment  confiiled  only  in  toiling  the  ball  at  pleafure  from  one 
to  another,  each  driving  who  fhould  get  it ;  but  I  foon  per- 
ceived they  were  very  bad  catchers.  1  taught  them  the  'ports 
of  threading-the-needle,  and  leap-frog;  the  latter  of  which  di- 
verted them  much,  as  it  did  me  likewife:  for  as  they  had  no 
idea  of  fpringing,  and  the  women  playing  as  well  as  the  men, 
they  were  continually  tumbling  over  each  other  in  glorious 
confufion;  but  as  the  women  wore  breeches,  it  was  of  very  lit- 
tle confequence  on  which  end  they  fell;  their  heads,  or  their 
heels.  They  had  likewife  a  game  much  refembling  that  of 
threading-the-needle;  but  inllead  of  the  lail  couple  turning 
hands  over  head, the  leader  ran  round,  till  they  were  all  wound 
up  in  a  circle;  when  pulling  and  hauling  dilTcrent  ways,  they 
tumbl  d  over  each  other,  and  thus  finilhed  their  fport.  One 
of  them  having  a  very  bad  cold,  which  I  undcrlland  is  a  pre- 
valent difordcr  aniongfl  them,  I  bled  him. 

I  faw  a  fliip  and  fcvcral  boats  crofs  the  flraits  from  Quirpon  Thurfdav  2. 

to  Cliatcau,  and  in  the  evening  a  boat  pafTcd  by  for  Cape  Charles.  A',  ty.  lutie. 

I  had  but  little  trafiic  to-day,  the  Indians  not  having  any  quan-  s.  iv,i,ard. 
tity  of  bones  or  (kins. 

Two  fiiallops  went  oflp  this  morning  for  Chateau.     I  faw  Fiicij^-g. 

great  plenty  of  caplin,  and  feveral  large  flioals  came  clofe  in  ^' '""'' 
iliorc,  when  the  Indians  and  I  killed  many  with  darts.  /r/'. 

A  very  line  day. 

At  noon  the  fiiallops  returned  from  Chateau.    The  Indians     SaNniav  4. 
were  very  much  diflauslied  with  the  reception  they  met  with     modaau. ' 

there ; 
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there;  and  immediately  renewed  their  trade  with  me,  with 
great  fpirit  for  a  (hort  time.  At  four  in  the  evening,  one  of 
Noble  and  Pinfljn's  (hallops  anchored  in  the  mouth  of  ihe  Eail- 
ern  Tickle,  and  lent  me  fome  letters  from  England.  I  went  in 
my  kyack  on  board,  and  found  captain  Helling  there:  he  iiaJ 
been  in  Charles  River,  and  replaced  their  fuhnon  crew.  lie 
came  on  fliore,  and  Hayed  till  the  evening;  he  informed  me, 
that  the  lliip  which  I  faw  on  Thurfday,  was  the  Otter  lioop  of 
war;  and  hke wife  that  feveral  boats  belonging  to  Perkms  and 
Coghlan  had  arrived  at  Chateau;  and  that  their  head  man  had 
fent  two  of  them  to  Charles  Harbour,  to  pull  down  our  flagc 
and  carry  the  materials  to  Chateau.  •        . ;  .         i 

Continual  heavy  rain  all  day;  fair  in  the  evening  and  night. 

I  had  but  liille  trade  to  day.  The  Indians  were  diverting 
themfelves  with  fhooting  at  a  mark  with  their  arrows;  but  I 
cannot  fay,  that  I  think  them  good  archers,  although  their  bows 
are  conftrufted  on  an  excellent  principle;  for  by  the  affiftance 
of  a  back-firing  the  bow  preferves  its  elallic  power,  and  by  flack- 
ening  or  tightening  this  firing,  it  is  rendered  weak  enough  for  a 
child  of  five  years  old,  or  flrong  enough  for  the  mofl  powerful 
man  amongfl  them.  As  there  is  fome  thing  particular  in  their  fport 
of  to-day,  I  Ihall  endeavour  to  defcribe  it.  They  provide  two 
targets  of  four  feet  fquare,  made  of  flicks,  and  covered  with 
deer-fkins.  Thefe  they  fix  on  poles  about  eight  feet  high,  and 
at  fixty  yards  diflance  from  each  otlier.  Tlie  men  dividing 
themftlves  into  two  parties,  each  party  fhoots  twenty-one  ar- 
rows at  one  of  the  targets,  Handing  by  the  other.  That  party 
which  puts  the  moR  arrows  into  the  target,  gains  the  honour, 
for  they  have  not  the  leafl  idea  of  gaming.  The  viftors  im- 
mediately fet  up  fhouts  of  mockery  and  derifion  at  the  con- 
-quered  party;  thefe  they  continue  for  fome  time;  when  the 
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wives  and  daughters  of  the  conquerors  join  in  the  triumph,  r 
and  walking  in  proccillon  round  the  targets,  ling  a  fong  upon 
the  occalion,  priding  themfelves  not  a  little  with  the  defeat  of 
their  opponents,  who  at  length  join  in  the  laugh  againft  them- 
felves, and  all  are  friendsagain,  without  any  offence  (feemingly) 
being  cither  given  or  taken.  Upon  this  occafion  the  women 
wear  a  pair  of  clean  gloves,  made  of  the  Ikins  of  while  foxes  or 
hares,  and  thefe  they  endeavour  to  make  as  much  flicw  of  as 
poffible,  by  holding  up  and  difplaying  their  hands.  At  a  little 
diftance  they  look  very  well,  but  on  infpeftion,  they  do  not 
fecm  to  be  calculated  fo  much  for  ufe  as  ornament;  the  fur 
being  on  the  outfide.  They  are  drelFcd  likewife  in  their  bell 
clothes  and  large  boots,  and  having  marched  round  the  targets, 
they  retire  to  one  fide,  whilll  the  men  renew  their  fport.  As  I 
had  formerly  praclifed  a  little  with  the  bow,  I  was  not  quite  a 
ftranger  to  the  ufe  of  it,  and  having  obferved  them  for  fome 
time,  I  defired  permiflion  to  (hoot ;  when,  more  by  accident, 
than  fuperiority  of  fkill,  I  fcnt  an  arrow  near  to  the  centre  of 
the  target  at  the  firft  thot.  They  expreflcd  very  great  aftonifli- 
ment  at  my  performance,  and  immediately  began  to  dance  and 
ftiout  around  mc;  which  they  continued  for  a  confiderable 
time.  But  a  different  fcene  was  foon  after  exhibited;  for 
being  informed  by  one  of  their  people,  that  a  priiicipal  man 
amongft  them,  had  ftolena  fkein  of  thread ;  I  immediately  i'ent 
to  the  chief  a  peremptory  order  to  bring  the  thread  to  my  tenr, 
which  he  accordingly  complied  with.  Having  reproved  him 
in  a  very  angry  tone  for  his  behaviour,  1  gave  him  a  few 
flrokes.  He  inftantly  made  refillaticc,  when  catching  him  in 
niy  arms,  I  gave  him  a  crofs-butiock  (^  method  of  throwing 
unknown  to. them;  and  pitched  him  with  great  force  headlong 
out  of  my  tent.  I  then  appealed  to  the  rcll  for  the  jullice  of 
my  caufe,  who  not  only  applauded  me  for  the  atlion,  but 
fi;cnied  to  have  a  high  opinion  boihof  my  lenity  and  llrength. 
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Tlie  man  went  immediately  to  his  tent,  and  returned  wiili  a 
btautilul  Ical-lkin  as  a  prcfent  to  mc;  but  1  would  by  no  nu  ;i  s 
a'xept  of  it,  njiikinj^  him  ami  tlic  rcll  undcrlliuid,  th.U  1  did  not 
quarrel  witli  him,  that  he  fhould  make  mc  a  niefv  nt  to  be  re- 
conciled; but  becaufe  he  had  been  guilty  ol  a  dilhonelt  actro  ; 
and  tliat  as  he  now  fecmed  to  be  ienhble  of  his  cruni ,  I  was 
lurfe^Hy  fatislied.  I  told  tlum,  that  I  would  nevir  llc-al  any 
thing  from  them,  and  as  I  would  not  fulFcr  any  ol  my  people 
to  plunder  them,  lb  neither  would  I  luffcr  thdn  lo  rob  me 
H.ith  impunity:  and  I  moreover  allured  ihim;  ih  t  noth.ni^ 
fliould  ever  induce  me  to  take  away  their  l:v  ^  Ly  words 
and  figns  together,  I  made  them  fully  compn  hc.i'i  my  mean- 
ing, which  had  the  delircd  effe6l;  for  wc  were  aficr\v'ards  not 
only  upon  the  mofl  friendly  terms:  but  I  fccmcd  likcwifc  to 
have  ellablifhcd  an  authority  over  them. 

I  fpcnt  the  greatell  part  of  this  day  in  vifiting  from  tent  to 
tent,  and  in  converfmg  with  the  principal  men;  who  not  only 
behaved  to  mc  with  refpeft,  but  did  me  the  honour  to  call  me 
an  Efquimau:  and,  indeed,  in  outward  appearance  the  differ- 
ence between  us  was  but  little;  for,  being  habited  in  the  drefs 
of  the  country,  the  only  marks  of  diflindion  were  my  hat  and 
complexion. 

Early  in  the  morning,  I  put  fome  of  my  own  goods,  and  part 
of  thofe  which  1  had  purchafcd,  into  Nawadlock's  (hallop,  and 
failed  homewards.  As  we  approached  Wolf  Point,  I  obicrved, 
by  the  help  of  my  glafs,  a  ftout  ilag  on  the  north  fhore  of  the 
Cove.  The  Indians  and  I  imm>?diatoly  got  into  our  kyacks, 
and  went  in  purfuit  of  him.  Nawadlock  came  up  with  him  up- 
on the  illhmus,  and  font  an  arrow  into  his  flank;  my  r.fle  miff- 
ed fire  at  him  thre  ■  or  four  times;  he  afterwards  fwam  acrofs  a 
pond  and  got  clear  oA  u;;.     Wc  returned  on  board,  and  arrived 
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at  my  hourc  in  the  evening,  where  I  lound  fume  provifions  Trom   < — T^^T"* 
Fo}j[<),  and  lljnic  tilings  oi  my  own  iroin  England  by  the  fame       J"'/« 
conveyance.     The  fahnon  have  been  (lack  thele  lonrdays  pafl. 
I  eani^ht  a  bad  cold  by  gelling  wet  in  following  liie  Hag.     Ano- 
tlur  Indian  Ihallop  arrived  ibonafier  ns. 
A  hot  lun,  wiih  cold  air. 

Very  Tew  fahnon  going  now.     I  had  a  htd(;  traflTic  with  the   "^^'"j^^'y^* 
Indians,  who  lilled  not  only  my  dwelling-lioule,  bul  llic  (lore-      E./r^jh. 
houl'c,  and  every  building  on  the  fpot. 


Early  this  morning  I  failed  on  board  Nawadlock's  fliallop  for 
Camp  Illaiids.  On  our  way  I  flopped  at  the  flage,  and  tent  fomc 
J  novifions  and  other  things  which  had  been  left  there,  up  to  the 
Lodge.  I  then  took  fbme  more  things  and  fome  empty  calks 
for  Seal  Illand,  and  ordered  the  cooper  and  another  man  to  that 
place  to  trim  the  oil,  and  How  both  it  and  the  Ikins  in  the  houfe. 
Near  Camp  Iflands  I  fi)oke  to  the  otter  Sloop  of  War's  boat,  gO' 
ing  for  Cape  Chailes,  and  received  a  letter  from  captain  Morris 
her  commander,  We  arrived  at  Camp  lUands,  and  went  in  at 
the  fbuthern  tickle,  which  is  very  Ihoal,  and  has  an  ugly  rock 
and  bar  lying  in  the  mouth  of  it.  Having  pitched  my  new  tent, 
which  came  in  the  Otter,  I  had  the  mortilicalion  to  find  it  very 
different  from  what  I  had  ordered. 

The  ground  being  very  wet,  and  my  tent,  whicli  was  made  of 
painted  canvafs,  drawing  the  moidurc  from  the  earth,  I  found 
my  cold  confiderably  increafcd.  The  Indians  began  a  brifk 
trade,  but  I  was  by  no  means  in  a  fituation  to  keep  it  up;  for 
I  was  ol)liged  in  a  very  fliort  time  to  retire  to  bed,  where  I  lay 
the  whole  day  and  night.  In  the  evening  the  Man  of  War's  boat 
called  upon  me  on  her  return  home,  but  made  only  a  fliort  flay. 

Rained  mofl  of  diis  day. 
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I  was  (o  extremely  ill  all  this  day,  as  to  be  obliged  to  keep  my 
bed.  Now,  indeed,  my  (ituation  was  truly  wretched!  My  bed 
lay  on  the  wet  ground  in  a  fmall  tent,  fb  clole  as  to  admit  but 
little  air,  and  th-*  heat  was  equal  to  that  of  a  cucumber  frame; 
whilll  the  (learn  occafioned  by  the  UKiillure  extra' lid  from  the 
earth,  kept  a  continual  dropping  from  the  top.  1  had  nothing 
to  cat  but  faked  beef  and  pork,  and  nothing  proper  to  give  me 
relief.  I  had  no  one  near  me  to  whom  I  could  make  known  my 
complaints,  except  tlie  Indians,  with  whole  language  I  was  but 
little  acquainted,  'ihcy  (cemed  however  to  be  really  alll'tled 
with  my  lituation,  though  without  tlie  knowledge  of  adminiller- 
ing  relief;  nor  were  they  fenfiblc  that  a  continual  noife  coulJ 
diilurb  a  lick  pcrfon.  After  it  was  dark  they  gave  me  a  con- 
vincing proof  of  their  attaclnncnt  (which  I  would  mo.'l  gladly 
have  cxcuficd)  by  aflimbling  in  and  about  the  tent  ncarell  to 
mine,  and  there  performing  Unnc  fuperditious  ceremonies  for 
my  recovery.  As  I  was  not  an  eye  witnefs  of  their  rites,  I  can 
only  fay  that  they  were  accompanied  with  Inch  hvirrid  yells  and 
hideous  outcries,  as  I  never  before  had  heard  from  tlie  months 
of  the  human  fpecies.  Thcfe  difmal  notes  were  continued  till 
day-light;  add  to  this,  their  dogs  were  incellantly  lighting,  and 
tumbling  upon  my  tent.  Tiie  weather  as  yellerday. 

At  day-light  my  frieiids,  according  to  my  defire,  called  on  mc 
to  go  with  them  to  Chateau.  We  were  foon  olf,  but  what  little 
wind  there  was  being  agai nil  us,  it  was  late  in  the  afternoon  be- 
fore we  arrived  there.  On  a  large  patch  of  fnow,  which  lay  on 
the  fide  of  the  high  land  extending  from  St.  Peter's  Bay  to  the 
harbour  of  Chateau,  we  faw  a  bra  :e  of  old  (lags;  when  leveral 
of  the  Indians  went  after  tlicm,  but  killed  neither.  They  alio 
faw  another  not  far  from  thofe.  On  our  arrival  at  Chateau  tliey 
pitched  their  tents  oa  Beacon  Point,  and  I  went  to  the  fort.  I 
was  rather  better  to  day. 

A  clear,  hot  day.  I  had 
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I  had  an  CNCccdinj;  had  night,  oicafioncd  hy  a  cough,  which 
I(/umI.'U(1  till'  t\i)loli()ii  ol  giiM|)(j\\(U  |-  in  my  l)trall,  hut  was 
brtf<  r  this  morning.  At  noon  I  \\(  nt  on  hoard  the  Otter  to  pay 
my  ri  IjU'cts  to  captain  Moi  ris,  w  Ijo  received  mo  very  pohtely, 
and  kept  nic  to  dmncr  and  tea.  In  the  evening  I  returned  to 
the  fort. 

A  hne  day. 

I  was  better  to-day,  and  early  in  the  morning  I  wt  tit  to  Lanrc   ^Vciin^r.  1,5. 
Cove  and  Ihiycd  there  till  the  evening,  when  I  went  on  board        s.'Jr. 
the  Otter  to  tea,  and  afterwards  returned  to  the  Ibrt.     Coglilan's 
liead-man  brougiit  me  ibmc  letters  from  England  and  Eogo. 

Good  weather. 


Early  in  the  morning  I  went  to  the  Indian  camp  in  my  kyack,   Timrf.ijy  t<;. 
and  having  made  a  few  bargains,  I  fent  my  baggage  to  the  fort,        "'"'" 
went  to  Ilenly  Harbour  to  brcakfall,  and  duicd  on  board  tiic 
Otter.     By  captain  Morris's  orders  I  acquainted  the  India/is  that    *•  ^/"A 
they  were  not  to  come  any  more  on  this  lide  of  Camj)  Ulands; 
and  if  they  perfided  fo  to  do,  they  would  be  fired  at.  They  pro- 
mi  led  obedience. 

Thick  fog  in  the  morning,  dull  afterwards. 

I  fpent  the  day  on  board  the  Otter.    My  cold  is  now  much  bet-    ividiy  >7. 
ter.     I  fent  my  dogs  and  baggage  to  the  Indian  Camp.  tanaiie. 

At  day-light  the  Indians  failed  for  Cape  Charles.    I  went  to   Samdiv  18. 
Henlev  Illand,  in  order  to  return  home  in  a  boat  of  Perkins    ^  "•  '''"'• 
and  Coghlan's,  which  was  going  there  with  provifions  and        ^'  f- 
empty  calks;  but  the  wind  not  fcrving,  we  did  not  fail.    I  then 
returned  on  board  of  the  Otter,  and  remained  there. 


At  day -light  I  went  to  Henly  Harbour,  and  failed  homeward.     Sunday  19. 
Wc  landed  the  empty  cafks  on  Seal  Illand.    I  law  one  fliallop     ^- /."""''>• 
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in  Indian  Tickle,  and  two  tents  on  the  ifland;  the  reft  were  in 
Raft  Tickle.  At  ten  at  night  we  came  to  an  anchor  at  Salt  Point, 
I  went  off  in  my  kyack,  and  got  home  at  midnight.  A  boat  of 
Noble  and  Pinfon's  came  with  us.  Captain  Morris  was  fo  oblig- 
ing as  to  accommodate  me  with  a  taylor,  whom  I  brought 
along  witli  me. 

The  Ihallop  not  being  able  to  come  up  the  river,  the  people 
brought  all  my  things  home  in  our  fealing  Ikiff,  which  lay  in 
Furriers  Cove,  and  then  returned.  I  found  three  Indians  at  the 
lodge;  but  they  had  not  yet  brought  up  my  baggage.  At  night 
they  returned  home.    1  Ihifted  two  of  the  nets. 

Few  fifh  going  to-day.  I  had  all  the  nets  taken  up,  and  or- 
dered four  of  them  to  be  made  into  one;  two  in  length  and 
two  in  depth. 

Continual  hard  rain  all  day. 


Wednef.  ?.2.       The  pcoplc  wcrc  at  work  on  the  nets.    After  breakfaft  I  went 
^- ^- w.      down  the  river  in  my  kyack,  looked  at  the  deer  llips  on  Salt 
Point,  and  then  walked  u;jon  North  Head,  where  1  fat  fomc 
time  but  faw  nothing. 

The  nets  being  finiflied  we  put  them  out  below  the  Narrows. 
Some  Ihowers  of  rain  to-day. 

We  had  ten  fifli  this  morning.  In  the  afternoon  two  men  ar- 
rived from  St.  Lewis's  Bay,  for  provilions;  I  gave  tht'in  fome 
immediately,  and  ordered  ihem  to  Seal  Illand  for  more;  but 
having  got  drunk  with  Noble  and  Pinion's  people,  they  not  oa- 
ly  i\-fuied  to  go,  but  were  fo  iufolent  that  I  gave  them  both  a 
fevere  beating  with  a  flout  Hick,  and  drove  them  off.  They 
wcie  no  fooner  in  their  boat  than  they  abufed  me  very  grolsly, 
wpon\vhiCh  I  purfued  and  gave  Luom  another  dreiiing;  landed 
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them  on  the  oppofiic  fiic  of  the  river,  left  them  there  and   r— -'**—> 

1  772 

brought  back  their  boat.     In  tlic  evening  Attuiock's  boat,  with        July.* 
fifteen  perfons  o;i  board,  came  up  and  brouglit  my  baggage. 

At  day-light  the  two  men  croTcd  the  river  and  came  here.   Saturday  85. 
I  Imincdialcly  got  up,  gave  them  a  third  good  trimming  for      ivsliv, 
their  abufe  after  I  left  them  la[l  night,  and  then  fent  them  off. 
I  had  a  little  trade  with  my  Efquimau  friends,  and  after  break- 
fafl  they  all  returned  except  two  men  and  three  women. 

A  very  hot  day. 

After  breakfafl  the  Indians  went  off  in  our  old  pimt.  At  noon    ^""''^y  -^' 
the  cooper  and  George  came  up  from  Seal  Ifland  in  a  fkiff,  and 
brought  the  empty  tierces.     I  had  them  put  on  board  the  Ilial- 
lop,  and  fcnt  her  to  the  Narrows. 


At  day -light  I  fent  Franks,  George,  and  Condon  to  the  Col-    ^""^^'y  =?• 
Icroon,  in  the  fliallop,  with  empty  tierces  and  provifions.     In    5^  i./refi. 
the  evening  three  Indian  boys  brought  the  old  punt  back. 


Hard  rain  all  morning;  a  dull  afternoon.

I  fetit  the  cooper  to  Seal  Illand,  and  the  Indian  boys  went  We.incf.  29. 
with  him.  I  gave  Noble  and  Pinfon's  people  a  difcharge  in  ^-^^-/"A 
writing,  immediately  to  quit  my  houfe  and  the  ground  which 
I  had  cleared;  and  I  fent  a  calk  of  pork  to  the  lower  houfe  to 
keep  poifeffion  of  that.  In  the  evening  four  Indians  came  up  in 
our  bait-llviff  to  infoim  me  that  Attuiock  was  very  ill,  and  dc- 
lired  I  would  go  to  him. 

A  very  hot  day. 

After  breakfafl  the  Indians  returned  home,  and  I  promifed  to  xhurfday  30. 
call  on  Attuiock,  in  my  way  to  Chateau,  as  foon  as  the  lliallop      variabu. 
returned  from  the  Collcroon.    I  am  lull  far  from  being  well, 
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though  better  than  I  have  been  thefe  three  lafl  days.     I  had  all 
the  nets  taken  up. 

Showery  and  moifl  all  day. 

After  breakfaft  I  ^\•cnt  down  the  river  in  my  kyack,  vifitcd 
the  flips,  and  walked  upon  North  Head;  on  my  return  1  kilkd 
four  young  Ihell-birds. 

Dull  weather. 

At  day-light  Franks  returned  in  the  punt,  having  left  the  fhal- 
lop  in  the  Narrows.  I  liad  one  net  and  a  piece  of  another  put 
out  theie.  After  breakfail  I  failed  for  Chateau,  but  the  boat 
taking  the  ground  off  Hind  Cove,  I  returned  home  in  my  ky- 
ack.  In  the  evening  the  people  returned,  and  informed  me  tiiat 
they  had  got  her  off  and  carried  her  down  to  Furriers  Cove. 

In  the  afternoon  I  fent  the  people  down  to  Ihift  the  net  and  fee 
if  the  boat  were  fafe. 
Rained  all  day. 

At  fix  this  morning  I  went  down  to  the  fliallop  and  failed. 
Stopping  at  Seal  Illand  I  landed  the  hounds,  and  alfo  fome 
boards  for  tierce-headings ;  and  then  proceeded  for  Pitt's  Har- 
bour, where  we  arrived  at  four  in  the  afternoon,  and  moored 
near  the  Man  of  War.  I  went  on  board  her  and  remained  all 
night.

I  attempted  to  go  to  Lance  Cove  in  the  Otter's  pinnace,  but 
we  could  not  row  through  the  Gut.  I  fent  a  man  out  a  flioot- 
ing,  and  he  brought  a  groufe  and  two  curlews. 


This 
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This  morning  I  went  to  Lance  Cove  in  the  Otter's  yawl,  where 
I  bought  d  fkifF's  road,  and  returned  to  dinner. 
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At  four  o' clock  this  mornins  I  failed  homewards,  accompa-  i''' ''  ^* 
nied  by  the  purfer  and  furgcon  of  the  Otter;  we  took  in  (buie 
empty  calks  at  Henley  Illand  and  proceeded ;  but  the  wind  dy- 
ing away,  we  came  to  an  anclior  near  Chaif 's  Harbour,  and  in 
the  evening  put  back  to  Seal  Ifland,  Chateau,  where  we  Hay- 
ed the  night. 

Foggy  day. 

We  failed  at  day-light,  and  at  five  in  the  morning  came  to  an  Pamr.iiv  8. 
anchor  in  Condon  Tickle.  I  fent  the  people  out  to  fifli  in  the  'y)V>.  ' 
flar,  whiin  my  vifitors  took  a  walk  with  me  on  Table  Land  in 
qucfl;  of  deer.  We  faw  only  fome  freih  Hot.  Wc  failed  from 
thence  in  the  afternoon  and  arrived  at  Seal  Illand,  Cape  Charles, 
at  fix  o'clock;  where  we  landed  the  calks,  took  in  my  two  kids 
which  had  been  upon  White-fox  Kland  for  Ibme  time,  and  came 
to  fail  again.  Palling  the  Ilage,  the  wind  failing,  we  got  into  a 
bait-Ikiff  which  was  going  to  my  houfc,  and  w^ent  in  her  a  lit- 
tle hisjhcr  than  Flat  Point.  The  wind  then  cominii  llrons'lv 
down  the  river,  we  landed  and  lay  in  tiie  woods  without  a  fire, 
a.i  I  '>vjrj  rivitly  torinjn'cd  by  the  mofchctos  all  night.  We  faw 
three  InJian  tents  on  llat  Point,  and  a  fiiallop  at  anchor  there.

At  day-light  we  hailed  the  fiiallop,  \\  liich  was  at  anchor  not 
far  oir,  and  wont  home  in  her.  I  \vas  informed  that  Noble  and 
Pinft)n's  people  went  away  on  Friday  lall.  In  the  afternoon, 
feveralofthc  Indians  came  and  intended  to  ilay  the  night;  but 
I  fent  them  all  back,  except  two. 

Early  in  the  morning,  the  Indians  went  away.     I  fent  Franks    ^f '"''y  'o. 
down  to  the  Ihallop  to  mend  the  fails.     After  breaklall,  Mr. 

Hill 
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Hill  (the  pur  fir)  and  I,  with  one  man,  went  to  the  Soutli  Bar- 
rens for  the  purpole  of  Ihooling.  We  beat  round  Crofs  l*ond, 
but  faw  a  few  curlews  only,  and  thofe  were  very  wild.  During 
our  abfence,  an  Indian  boat  full  of  people  came  up  and  behav- 
ed very  rudely;  which  caufed  the  furgeon  to  drive  them  away. 
The  Indians  at  flat  point  left  that  place  to-day. 

After  breakfaft,  Mr.  Hill  and  I  went  upon  Profpeft  Hill,  t:ik- 
ing  my  pointer  to  try  for  groule,  but  found  none;  nor  did  wc 
fee  any  frefli  fign  of  either  deer  or  bears.  I  took  up  and  left 
a  falmon  for  the  latter.  I  found  the  trap  which  I  lofl  in  the  win- 
ter, and  brought  it  home.  Had  the  net  fliifted  this  morning  to 
the  flream  above  the  houfe. 

Clear,  hot  weather. 


I  faw  feveral  falmon  going  up  the  river,  round  the  end  of

ThiufJay  13.       After  breakfafl  I  fent  Condon  to  Seal  Ifland,  by  land,  to  bring 
f'fyr^'  "P  George.    Mr.  Hill  and  I  went  up  the  river  to  fhoot  falmon, 
but  law  none. 

Friday  14.  ^^  clcvcn  o'clock  Mr.  Hill  accompanied  me  down  the  river, 
s.w.frtjii.  on  a  party  of  pleafure;  we  went  in  our  kyacks,  with  provifions 
for  two  or  three  days,  and  landed  by  the  brook  in  Salt  Cove. 
We  carried  our  kyacks  over  land  into  Atkmfon  Pond,  by  the 
fide  of  which  we  tailed  four  traps  for  otters.  We  landed  again 
near  the  head  of  the  pond,  \viiich  is  near  two  miles  long,  and 
walked  acrols  the  ifihmus  to  Cutter  Harbour;  where  we  faw 
fo  much  fi  cfli  fii^ns  of  deer  and  geefc,  as  convinced  us,  that 
plenty  of  both  hud  frequented  that  place  daily  for  fome  time

part.    In  the  evening,  twenty  geefc  came  into  the  frefli-water 
pond,  which  empties  itfelf  into  the  Cove;  but  as  we  could  not 
get  near  enough  to  them,  we  let  them  alone  till  it  was  dark, 
when  we  divided  and  tried  again.     As  we  were  watching  the 
geefc,  a  hind  and  calf  came  clofc  up  to  Mr.  Hill,  but  he  did 
not  fire,  on  a  fuppofition  that  he  could  not  kill  one  with  (hot. 
The  deer  winding  him,  went  haftily  off,  and  drove  away  the 
geefe.   We  then  laid  down  under  fome  trees,  and  endeavoured 
to  compofe  ourfelves  to  Ilccp;  but  we  were  prevented  till  mid- 
night, by  the  intolerable  biting  of  the  mofchetos,  at  which 
time  we  met  with  another  as  unpleafant  attack,'  but  of  a  differ- 
ent kind.    A  florm  came  on  at  that  time,  which  lafled  an  hour, 
during  which,  it  thundered  and  lightened  mod  tremendoufly, 
accompanied  with  much  rain.    Mr.  Hill  got  up,  and  would  have 
had  me  done  the  fame,  but  I  replied,  "Since  I  can  be  no  better 
"  off,  I  am  rcfolved  to  lie  where  I  am  till  day -light,  unlefs  I  am 
"  floated  off  the  ground."    After  the  ftorm  was  over  a  fettled 
rain  fet  in  and  continued  all  night.     Mr.  Hill  killed  three  cur- 
lews as  we  were  croffing  the  illhmus. 


At  day -light  we  got  up,  and  attempted  to  make  a  fire  to  dry  Saturday  15, 
ourfelves  by ;  but  every  thing  was  fo  wet  that  we  could  not. 
We  then  ^valked  round  the  pond,  and  found  a  deer-path  which 
had  been  much  ufed.  We  fat  watching  on  the  bar  till  nine 
o'  clock,  when,  fearing  the  weather  would  not  mend,  we  fet  out 
homewards,  after  tailing  a  couple  of  flips.  By  the  way  I  killed 
a  fpruce-game  with  my  rifle,  and  took  up  the  traps;  one  of 
which  was  ftruck  up.  We  got  home  at  Tour  o'  clock,  and  were 
informed  that  the  Indians  had  killed  a  whale. 

It  rained  till  ten  o'  clock  this  morning,  when  the  flcy  cleared, 
and  the  reft  of  the  day  proved  hot. 

After  breakfaft  Mr.  Hill  and  I  fet  off  in  a  flciff,  in  order  to  fee     Sunday  16. 
the  whale ;  but  meeting  captain  Helling  from  Chateau,  with  a 
Vol.  I.  K  k  meffage 
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mefTagc  from  Mr.  Pinfon  who  had  lately  arrived  there,  (as  was 
alfo  his  Majelly's  fhip  Nautilus)  wc  font  the  boat  forward  and 
returned  on  foot.  Captain  Helling  went  back  in  the  afternoon, 
and  I  fent  by  him  all  the  whale-bone  that  I  had  got  from  the 
Indians ;  which  weighed  eight  hundred  one  quarter  and  eleven 
pounds.  At  night  the  Ikift  returned,  and  brought  word  that  it 
was  only  a  young  grampus  which  the  Indians  had  killed;  and 
that  it  produced  neither  bone  nor  fat. 
A  clear  day. 

After  breakfad  Mr.  Hill  and  I,  accompanied  by  George  and 
Condon  in  the  large  punt,  fet  off  for  St.  Lewis's  Bay.  We  land- 
ed on  Drake  Ifland  m  Cutter  Harbour,  and  caught  four  young 
black-ducks  alive,  and  tailed  four  traps  there.  We  then  went 
to  the  head  of  the  cove  and  pitched  a  tent  near  the  mouth  of  the 
pond,  and  fat  watching  till  dark,  but  faw  nothing.  Mr.  Hill 
killed  a  curlew  as  we  came.  At  night  we  picked  up  a  few  fquids, 
V'hich  were  the  firll  I  have  feen  on  this  couit,  but  they  are  plen- 
tiful enough  in  Newfoundland. 

A  clear  day. 

Early  in  the  morning,  leaving  George  and  the  tent,  the  reft 
of  us  proceeded  up  the  bay.  We  looked  at  the  traps,  and  had 
an  old  duck  in  one  of  them;  caught  four  alive,  and  I  (hot 
another.  \\q  put  into  Mary  Harbour  where  we  dined,  then 
vent  on  and  arrived  at  the  liiltnon-poil  at  eight  in  the  evening. 
At  ten  we  heard  a  wolf  houLug  in  the  wood,  not  far  from 
the  houfc. 


Wednef.  19.  After  brcakfafl.  Mr.  Hill  and  I  went  in  our  kyacks,  to  the 
bottom  of  the  meadow  above  the  fand-banks,  and  walked  into 
the  wood  to  look  at  the  large  timber-trees  which  are  there.  We 
tV.en  went  to  the  point  above,  from  whence  I  di (covered  a 
a  young  black-bear  going  up  the  jj\'c.r;  wc  purfued  him,  and 

after 
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after  a  chace  of  near  two  miles,   got   within  fifty   yards,   *~^^^ — > 
when  1  fent  a  ball  through  him,  which  knocked  him  over;  but      Auguiu 
he  foon  recovered  fufficiently  to  get  into  the  woods,  bleeding 
vciy  freely.     Having  no  dog,  we  immediately  returned,  and 
fent  fome  of  the  people  with  a  bloodhound,  but  they  could 
not  get  him.     The  rcll  of  the  day  we  fpent  in  watching  the 
fliores,  as  levcral  deer  and  bears  had  been  feen  from  the  houfe, 
during  the  fummcr. 
A  fine  day. 

Early  in  the  morning  we  fet  off  for  Cutter  Harbour,  at  the  ThurWay  «•. 
fame  time  I  fent  Balkem  and  another  man  to  the  Lodge,  for  the  5.  £.'/,«&, 
cooper  to  trim  the  falmon,  and  to  coUeft  the  traps  which  they 
hid  out  on  the  north  fide  of  the  bay.  In  a  cove  below  Twelve- 
o' clock  Harbour,  we  met  with  a  great  number  of  geefe,  both 
old  and  young,  and  caught  one  of  the  latter.  We  had  another 
black-duck  in  one  of  the  traps,  and  George  had  killed  feven- 
teen  curlews,  He  faw  a  good  flag  on  Tucfday  lafl,  but  did  not 
get  a  fhot  at  him. 

A  fine  day. 

Early  in  the  morning,  we  took  up  the  flips,  flruck  the  tent,  Y^n^y  a,, 
and  moved  off.  While  the  people  were  packing  up,  I  purfued 
fome  young  fhell-birds,  and  killed  eight  of  them ;  took  up  the 
traps,  and  killed  three  curlews.  Mr.  Hill  and  I  landed  on  the 
north  weft  fide  of  Lyon  Head,  and  walked  acrofs  to  the  eaft 
point  of  Skiff  Harbour.  On  the  head  he  killed  a  brace  of 
curlews.  We  got  home  at  four  o'  clock,  and  found  Bafkem 
there,  and  the  cooper  returned  from  Seal  Ifland. 

Fine  day,  with  a  thick  fog  at  night. 

I  packed  up  all  the  furs  and  flvins,  and  prepared  for  Chateau.   Saturday  12. 
Dark,  cold  weather.

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After  breakfafl:  my  vifitors  accompanied  me  in  a  (kifF  to 
Seal  Ifland;  and  by  the  way  I  killed  a  ranger  with  (hot.  The 
boat  being  deeply  laden,  (for  we  had  the  furs  and  (kins  with  us) 
it  was  evening  when  we  got  down.  We  lay  on  board  the 
(hallop. 

Frequent  fhowers  of  rain. 

At  day-light  we  failed  for  Chateau,  and  arrived  in  Lance 
Cove  at  four  in  the  afternoon ;  we  left  the  fhallop  there,  and  went 
on  board  the  Otter,  where  we  remained  the  night.  By  the 
way  we  met  the  Otter's  boat  coming  to  me,  with  a  melTage 
from  captain  Morris. 


Tuefday  25.       Early  in  the  morning  I  went  to  Lance  Cove  and  returned  to 
dinner.  A  very  hot  day.

I  went  to  Lance  Cove  in  the  morning,  where  I  bought  fomc 
provifions  and  empty  hogfheads;  and  hired  a  cooper  to  trim 
the  falmon  at  the  Lodge.

Captain  Morris  fending  his  boat  for  me  this  morning,  I  went 
on  board  and  breakfafled  with  him;  after  which  I  let  off  home- 
wards in  the  Otter's  yawl,  under  the  command  of  Mr.  Symp- 
fon,  the  gunner,  whom  captain  Morris  fent  to  order  all  the  In- 
dians to  return  home  immediately  ;  excepting  thofc  who  were 
to  go  to  England  with  me,  and  a  few  others  who  were  to  re- 
main all  winter  at  my  fettlement.  By  the  way  we  met  a  IhaU 
lop,  and  were  informed  that  no  Indians  had  been  feen  by  any 
ox  the  fifhermen  for  fome  days  pad.  We  Hopped  at  Seal  llland 
v^icre  we  took  in  the  cooper,  and  arrived  at  my  houfe  at  eight 
o'  cVv  k  at  night. 

Foggy  weather  all  day.  After 
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After  breakfafl;  I  went  with  Mr,  Sympfon  for  St.  Lewis's  Bay, 
and  ordered  the  Ihallop  to  follow  us  as  fooii  as  the  people  had 
tunned  off  the  oil.  At  three  o'  clock  we  arrived  in  Efhngham 
Harbour,  and  pitched  our  tents  on  Moufe  Illand.  I  then  took 
a  fhort  walk  along  the  ihore,  and  beheaded  five  fpruce-gamc 
with  my  rifle,  and  faw  much  frefli  flot  of  deer. 


Early  in  the  morning  I  walked  to  Green  Cove,  where  the  boat    Saturd 
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Suiul. 


undav  30, 
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took  me  in,  and  we  went  to  Cribby  Corner;  we  found  a  fmall 
pond  near  the  fhore,  with  an  old  beaver-houfe  and  fbme  otters 
in  it.  From  the  head  of  the  pond,  a  good  oLter-path  led  into 
Twelve-o'clock  Harbour.  We  returned  to  the  boat  by  thefhore 
fide,  as  we, were  very  wet  with  walking  through  the  woods,  and 
then  turned  into  Hoop-pole  Cove,  which  we  intended  rowing 
round;  but  a  heavy  fquall  of  wind  and  rain  coming  on,  obliged 
us  to  make  the  bell  of  our  way  back  to  the  tents. 
Foggy  morning,  clear  evening. 

Early  in  the  morning  I  went  in  the  boat  to  Green  Cove, 
where  I  found  one  of  our  traps  on  a  rubbing-place,  and  took  it 
in.  I  then  took  one  of  the  marines  with  me  and  walked  into 
the  woods;  I  fhould  have  gone  much  farther,  but  the  flics  bit  fo 
intolerably  that  we  flruck  for  Hoop-pole  Co\'e,  where  we  met 
the  boat  again  and  went  to  Brewer's  Brook;  on  which,  and  not 
far  from  the  mouth  of  it,  is  a  pretty  pond  for  beavers,  with  an 
old  houfe  in  it:  I  walked  round  it,  and  then  returned  to  the 
tents.  I  found  another  trap  near  the  above  Brook.  In  the  even- 
ing my  fhallop  paifed  by  for  Hoop-pole  Cove,  to  cut  hoop-poles. 
I  killed  two  brace  of  fpruce-gamc  with  (hot. 

Hot  weather. 

Early  in  the  morning  we  flruck  our  tents,  and  moved  to  Monday  31 
Hoop-pole  Cove  where  we  pitched  them  again.    I  lent  one  of 

the 
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the  Otter's  people  in  my  kyack  to  the  Colcroon,  to  bring  fome 
decr-ilips.     'Ihc  flies  bit  terribly  to-day. 

At  ten  this  morning  the  man  returned  with  the  flips.  Mr. 
Sympfon  then  went  oIF  in  his  boat  for  my  houfe,  in  his  way  to 
Chateau,  and  I  went  in  my  kyack  to  Green  Cove,  to  tail  the 
ilips.  Jull  as  I  had  let  the  fourth,  a  deer  came  trotting  between 
the  waier-lide  and  me;  I  fent  a  ball  through  her  heart,  not- 
withllanding  which,  flie  ran  a  hundred  and  thirty  yards  before 
flie  dropped.  She  was  a  three  years  hind,  and  in  good  con- 
dition: I  broke  her  up,  and  returning  to  the  boat,  fent  the 
punt  for  her.     In  the  night  one  of  my  dogs  eat  half  the  Ikin. 

Ihe  morning  was  foggy  and  wC,  the  afternoon  clear. 

I  went  round  the  cove  in  my  kyack,  and  tailed  another  flip. 
In  the  afternoon  I  fent  the  people  off  in  the  fliallop  with  hoop- 
poles  for  the  falmon  fifliery,  and  remained  by  mylclf.  I  killed 
four  young  flitU-birds  from  the  tent  door.

Ijcfu  ^oiic  half  an  hour,  before  my  houfe  took  (ire,  and  liavm^ 
nobo<ly  at  home  to  allill  me  but  the  boy,  it  was  burnt  to  the 
giouiul  in  a  Ihort  time,  together  with  the  Cervants'  houfe  and 
lahnon-lioule.  We  faved  but  twenty-tune  tieices  of  faltnon, 
and  a  lew  other  things,  nmll  of  whit  h  weie  damaged.  Six- 
teen tierti'S  were  biunl,  as  were  all  the  goods  ll)r  Indian  trade; 
all  our  lloi)s,  and  my  private  baggage.  VV^ilh  miu  h  labour  we 
liived  the  llore-houle,  and  preventetl  the  woods  (Vom  taking 
(ire.  As  loon  as  that  was  elleiied  I  walked  in  among  the  ruins, 
picked  up  ("ome  giui  barrels,  and  bioilcd  fome  (leakes  of  veni- 
foii  upon  them,  to  relVelh  my  wearied  (pirits.  I  then  took  up 
my  lodgings  in  the  llore-lunde,  having  fortunately  laved  (bme 
bed-clothes.  My  private  lofs  I  com[)ute  at  near  live  hunilied 
pounds;  and  that  ol  the  paitnerlbip  at  two  hundred  and  (ifty. 
In  the  evening  another  ihallop  of  Noble  and  I'infon's  arrived. 

A  line  ilay,  but  rained  hard  in  the  night,  which  prevented 
the  fire  from  lj)readiijg  again. 

The  fire  dill  burns  fiercely  in  the  ruins,  particularly  among 
the  falnion.  I  picked  up  ibiiieof  my  plate,  but  mod  of  it  was 
melted.  Wc  lhip|K'd  the  falmoii  on  board  the  fliallop,  and  fcnt 
her  olV  for  Chateau  at  night. 

Rainy  weather. 

Bettres  employed  in  picking  the  ruins.  After  breakfad  I 
went  up  Hare  IIiU,  vilittddie  (lips  and  returned  by  the  lower 
garden;  where  I  oblirved  tiiat  the  peas  \vere  all  nipped  by  the 
morning  frolls.  At  iiiglit  the  cooper  and  Fogarty  returned  IVom 
the  Colleroon  in  one  ol  the  new  punts;  they  brought  me  a  hind-

they  informed  me  that  the  reft  were  gone  back  to  Cape  Charles 
for  the  winter. 


I  went  out  a  fhooting,  but  faw  nothing.

Attuiock  accompanied  me  a  (hooting  to  the  weftward,  and  Wednef.  30. 
killed  a  brace  of  groufe. 


I  wrote  letters  to  England  and  St.  John's,  and  fent  them  by  Thutiday », 
Pinfon's  fchooner.    The  Indians  went  lor  Cape  Charles  in  a  fhal- 
lop,  to  vifit  their  relations,  and  bring  fome  things  which  they 
had  forgotten. 

Nothing  material  occurred  till  this  day,  when  I  went  off  after  Wednef.  7. 
dinner  in  a  fliallop  of  Pinion's  for  Table  Point  a  deer  fliooting, 
accompanied  by  one  of  his  people  who  is  an  ol  J  fportfman  and 
a  good  fnot:  alfo  we  took  a  boy  to  cut  wood  and  cook  for  us. 
The  wind  failing  we  got  no  farther  tlian  Henly  Ifland,  where  I 
found  fome  empty  calks  in  Perkins  and  Coghlan's  lioufc,  with 
our  joint  mark  on  them,  which  I  put  into  the  boat.

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We  failed  at  day-light,  and  at  eleven  o'  clock  anchored  in 
Truck  Illand  Tickle.  Having  landed  our  things  there,  we  car- 
ried them  to  Foul- weather  Droke,  \.  here  we  made  a  tilt  and 
fent  the  fhallop  back. 

We  walked  over  Drifty  Mountains,  CliflP  Hills,  and  all  the 
high  lands,  and  faw  fome  groufe,  but  no  frelli  fign  of  deer.

I  committed 
an  error  in  piloting  the  boat  up  the  river,  and  ran  her  on  Ihore 
near  Spring  Rocks,  where  we  left  lier  and  went  up  in  the  puni. 
I  found  that  the  two  hands  whom  1  left  here  had  doiiC  very  lii- 
tle  work;  and  had  killed  a  fowl,  aid  my  old  lavounte  niilch- 
goat  All  my  dogs  were  illof  the  dilLempcr.  At  high  water 
Wc  got  the  boat  olf  and  brouglit  iier  up.

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We  were  employed  all  day  in  getting  the  fealing-craft  into 
the  boat. 

I  got  on  board  what  remained  to  be  taken  down  at  thjs  time, 
and  failed  for  the  llage.

Having  landed  the  remainder  of  the  things,  I  fet  the  people  Monday  19.

the  flat  with  me,  I  went  to  the  head  of  the  Sound,  and  Ihewed 
him  where  I  would  have  the  nets  fet.  I  tailed  two  traps  for 
otters,  and  one  for  a  fox,  and  killed  a  feal  with  my  rifle.  In 
the  evening  I  fent  the  fliallop  to  Seal  Illand. 

We  mended  fome  nets,  and  repaired  the  houfe.     The  fhal-    Tucfday  z« 
lop  returned  for  nic,    I  killed  a  brace  of  groufe. 

We  mended  fome  more  nets.     I  went  up  Wliite-bear  Sound,   Wedacf.  21. 
and  mcafured  and  founded  the  tickles:  the  wellcrnmoll one  is 
lixtecn  fathom  by  two  and  a  half;  the  middle,  nine  faLhom  by 
two  and  a  Iialf;  and  the  eaflcrnmon-.,  fixty  fathom  by  three. 

In  the  morning  I  failed  for  Chateau,  and  broui^ht  Edward    Thurfdjyaa, 
Franks  away ;  his  leg  being  broken  out  again.

In  the  evening  Mr.  Pinlbn,  the  Indians,  inyfclf,  Mrs.  Stlby, 
and  all  the  other  padengtrs  embarked  and  lay  on  board  the 
Mary ;  a  fhip  commanded  by  Mr.  George  Monday. 

At  day-break  we  put  to  fea,  and  fet  fail  foi-  Ireland.  We  found 
a  very  great  lea  in  the  llreights,  and  by  night  v^'crc  two  leagues 
to  the  eallward  ot  the  dland  of  Belle  Ille.

Nothing  more  occurred  than  is  ufual  in  voyages  at  this  time 
of  the  year  acrofs  the  Atlantic,  till  three  o'clock  this  morning; 
when,  by  fome  milmanagement  of  the  helm,  the  fliip  was  caught 
by  the  lee  as  flie  was  fcudding  under  the  fore-liid,  and  ^v•as 
near  foundering  before  the  fail  could  be  clued  up;  that  being 
effected,  we  brought  to  under  the  mizen-flay-fail.  At  day-light 
we  found  the  bolt-fprit  was  fprung;  we  then  reefed  the  fore- 
top-maft,  fecured  the  fore-mad  and  bolt-fprit,  and  put  her  be- 
fore the  wind  again. 

Thick  weather  and  a  great  fea. 

The  Indians  grew  extremely  uneafy  to-day,  and  infifled  that 
we  had  lofl:  ourftlves  and  (hould  never  more  fee  land.  I  then 
examined  the  log  book,  and  fhewcd  them  upon  the  chart  where 
we  were;  adding,  that  we  Ihould  make  the  land  of  Ireland,  near 
Cape  Clear,  to-morrow;  but  they  gave  very  liitlc  credit  to  what 
I  faid.

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At  day-break,  the  wind  having  fhifted  and  cleared  the  fky, 
we  }  erceivcd  ourftlves  to  be  rot  n.ore  than  four  miles  from  the 
land,  and  near  Bantry  Bay.  Xotliing  but  the  immediate  inter- 
pofition  of  Divine  Providence,  or  a  feries  of  fortunate  accidents 
(fliould  the  former  be  doubted;  could  loflibly  have  faved  our 
lives.     For  hud  vvc  IiOL  Lioached  to  on  isaturday  lad,  and  Ly  fo

doing  lofl  twenty  leagues  of  ground,  we  mufl  have  run  on  fhore 
in  a  heavy  gale  and  thicic  weather,  at  ten  o'  clock  lafl:  night.  Had 
not  the  wind  abated  to  almofl;  a  calm  at  five  this  morning,  we 
fhoulJ  have  been  on  Ihore  by  fix;  and  if  it  had  not  cleared  up 
jiill  when  it  did,  and  the  wind  fhifted,  we  fhould  foon  have 
been  too  near  the  land  to  have  cleared  it.  We  pafled  Cape 
Clear  in  a  little  time,  and  ran  along  fhore  till  midnight,  when 
we  brought  to  fur  day-light. 
A  fine  day. 

At  day-liglit  we  found  ourfelves  between  Youghall  and  Dun- 
garvon,  and  hauled  clofe  up  to  the  mouth  of  the  latter  place  in 
hopes  of  a  boat  comin,^  off  to  take  the  fcrvant  paffengers  on 
fliore;  in  which  cafe  we  fliould  immediately  have  proceeded 
fi)r  England :  but  none  appearing,  we  went  forward  for  Water- 
ford,  and  anchored  at  PafFage  at  three  in  the  afternoon.  We  found 
h  re,  h.s  Majcfly's  frigate  Glory,  commanded  by  my  old  ac- 
quaintance captain  Chads.  In  the  evening  my  friends  and  I 
landed  at  PafTage,  where  we  fupped;  then  went  to  Waterford 
in  a  noddy  and  two  carrs,  where  we  arrived  at  one  o'  clock  th« 
next  morning. 

A  fine  day. 


We  remained  at  Waterford  from  this  day  till  the  twenty-   Wednef.as. 
eighth,  and  I  was  teazed  to  death  by  the  curiofity  of  the  whole 
town  and  country  to  fee  the  Indians. 

After  breakfafl  we  fet  off  fcr  PafTage,  but  could  fcarcely  get  Saturday  28, 
through  the  flreets  for  the  concourfe  of  people;  every  window 
like  wife  was  full.  < 


J  Vt  da)' -light  we  unmoored,  and  foon  after  failed  for  Dart- 
mouth, with  a  fair  wind  and  fine  weather.

After  brcakfiift  I  took  the  Indians  with  me  and  went  to  St. 
Mary's,  the  largcll  of  the  Scilly  Iflands,  and  llaycd  the  night 
there. 

Meeting  with  the  Providence  brig  bound  for  London,  I  took 
pafTage  in  her;  the  Indians  and  myfelf  then  returned  to  the  (hip 
and  brought  away  all  our  baggage,  and  put  it  oa  board  the 
Providence.

At  four  o'  clock  this  morning  we  failed  for  London;  the  maf- 
ter  and  mate  both  drunk.  At  eight  at  night  we  were  abreaft  of 
Mount's  Bay. 

At  three  o'clock  this  afternoon  we  came  to  an  anchor  in  the 
Downs,  and  took  a  pilot  on  board.  We  failed  from  thence  the 
next  morning,  and  in  twenty-four  hours  came  to  an  anchor  in 
Gravefcnd  Road;  I  landed  with  the  two  men,  and  fct  off  for 
Loudon  in  a  pofl-chaife,  where  we  arrived  at  three  in  the  after- 
noon. 

I. went  down  the  nvrr  this  morning,  met  the  veflel  in  the  Pool, 
ana  brought  the  women  onflioro.  They  were  greatly  aflonidi- 
eJ  at  the  number  of  Ihipping  which  they  faw  in  the  river;  for 
they  did  not  fuppofe  that  there  were  Ko  many  in  the  whole 
world:  but  I  was  exceedingly  difappointed  toobferve  them  pafs 
t^  rough  London  Bridge  without  taking  much  notice  of  it.  I 
loo;i  difcovf  red  that  they  took  it  for  a  natural  rock  which  ex- 
tended acrofs  die  n  ver.   They  kughed  at  me  whcu  I  told  them 
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h  waf?  the  work  of  men;  nor  could  I  make  them  believe  it,  till 
we  came  to  Blackfriars  Bridge,  which  I  caufcd  them  to  examine 
with  more  attention;  fhewingthem  the  joints,  and  pointing  out 
the  marks  of  the  chiz/.els  upon  the  IIdhcs.  They  no  fooner 
comprehended  by  what  means  fuch  a  llrudure  could  be  ere£l- 
c(l.  tiian  ihey  cxprefled  their  wonder  with  allonilhing  fignifi- 
cancy  of  countenance. 

On  landing  at  Weftminftcr  Bridge,  we  were  immediately 
fiirrounded  by  a  great  concourfe  of  people;  attra6led  not  only 
by  I  he  uncommon  appearance  of  the  Indians  who  were  in  their 
fi  al-lkin  drefles,  but  alio  by  a  beautiful  eagle,  and  an  Efquimau 
dog;  which  had  much  the  refemblance  of  a  wolf,  and  a  remark- 
abk^  wilclnefs  of  look.  I  put  them  all  into  coaches,  with  as 
much  expedition  as  poflible,  and  drove  off  to  the  lodgings 
which  I  had  prepared  in  Leiccller  Street. 

In  a  few  days  time,  I  had  fo  many  applications  for  admit- 
tance to  fee  the  new  vifitors,  that  my  time  was  wholly  takeii 
up  in  gratifying  the  curiofity  of  my  friends  and  their  acquaint- 
ance; and  the  numbers  who  came  made  my  lodgings  very  in- 
convenient to  the  landlord  as  well  as  to  myfelf.  I  therefore  re- 
fblved  to  look  out  for  a  houfe.  I  foon  hired  a  fmall  one,  ready 
furmlhed,  for  ten  guineas  a  month,  in  Little  Caftle  Street,  Ox- 
ford Market,  and  removed  thither. 

Being  willing,  as  far  as  lay  in  my  power,  to  comply  with  the 
inceflant  applications  of  my  friends  for  a  fight  of  the  Indians ; 
and  finding  it  impoHible  eitiier  to  have  any  reft,  or  time  to  tranf- 
ad  bufinefs,  I  appropriated  two  days  a  week  to  that  purpofe, 
viz.  Tuefdays  and  Fridays.  On  ihofe  days,  not  only  my  houfe 
was  fdled,  even  to  an  inconvenience,  but  the  flreet  was  fo  much 
crowded  with  carriages  and  people,  that  my  relidence  was  a 
^r*.at  nuilancc  to  the  njighbourhood. 
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As  their  fkin  dredcs  had  a  dirty  appearance  and  an  oflTcnllve 
fmell,  I  provided  a  quantity  oFbroad-cloth,  flannel,  and  beads, 
together  with  whatevc  r  clfe  was  neceilkry ;  and  the  women  now 
having  leifure  to  work,  and  being  excellent  taylors,  loon  cloth- 
ed them  all  anew;  prcl'erving  their  own  lafliion  in  the  cut  of 
their  garments. 

I  once  took  the  men  to  the  opera  when  their  Majeflics  were 
there,  and  we  chanced  to  fit  near  Mr.  Coleman,  the  manager 
of  Ccvent  Garden  Theatre,  who  politely  invited  all  the  Indians 
and  myfelf  toa  play  at  his  houfc.  He  fixed  on  Cymbehne,  and 
they  were  greatly  delighted  ^vith  the  reprefentation.  But  their 
pride  was  mofl  highly  gratified,  at  being  received  with  a  thun- 
dering applaufe  by  the  audience,  on  entering  the  box.  The 
inen  foon  obferved  to  their  wives,  that  they  were  placed  in  the 
King's  box,  and  received  in  the  fame  manner  as  their  Majcllii.s 
were  at  the  opera;  which  added  confiderably  to  the  pleafure 
which  they  felt  from  the  ioiU  enfcmble.  Never  did  I  obllrve  Jo 
young  a  child  pay  luch  unremitting  attention  to  tlie  whole  re- 
prefentation, aa  little  Ickeuna:  no  foonerdid  the  fwords  begin 
to  clafh,  in  the  fighi  ing  fcene  between  Poilhumus  and  iachimo, 
but  Ihe  fet  up  a  mofl  feeling  fcream. 


About  a  fortnight  after  our  arrival  in  town,  having  provided 
great-coats,  boots,  and  hats  for  the  men,  in  order  that  they 
might  pafs  thiough  the  flrects  unobferved,  I  took  Attuiock 
with  me  and  walked  beyond  the  Tower.  We  there  took  boat, 
ro\ved  iip  the  river,  and  landed  at  Weflminfler  Bridge ;  from 
whence  we  walked  to  Hyde  I'ark  Corner,  and  then  home 
again.  I  was  in  great  expt Nation,  that  he  would  begin  to 
relate  the  wonders  which  he  had  feen,  the  inflant  he  entered 
the  room;  but  I  found  myf  If  greatly  difa^)pointed.  He  im- 
mediately fat  down  by  the  fire  fide,  placed  bodi  his  hands  on 
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his  knees,  leaned  his  head  forward,  fixed  liis  ryes  on  the  ground  r 
in  a  llapiJ  Rare;  and  continued  in  that  poilnrc  for  a  conlidcra- 
blc  time.  At  lengili,  tolhng  up  his  head,  and  fixing  his  eyes 
on  the  ciiling,  he  broke  out  in  the  following  foliloquy;  "Oh! 
"  1  amtjred;  here  are  too  many  lioufes;  too  much  fmoke;  too 
"  many  people ;  Labrador  is  very  good ;  feals  arc  plentiful 
*' there;  I  with  I  was  back  a^ain."  IJy  which  I  could  plainly 
perceive,  that  the  multij/licily,  and  variety  of  objects  had  con- 
founded his  ideas ;  which  were  too  much  confined  to  compre- 
hend any  thing  but  the  incon\'eniencies  that  he  had  met  with. 
And  indeed,  the  longer  they  continued  in  England,  the  more 
was  I  convinced  of  the  truth  of  that  opinion;  for  their  admira- 
tion increafed  in  proportion,  as  their  ideas  expanded;  till  at 
length  they  began  more  clearly  to  comprehend  the  ufe,  beauty, 
a.id  mechanifni  of  what  they  law;  though  the  greater  part  of 
ihc  fe  were  as  totally  lofl  upon  them,  as  they  would  have  been 
upon  one  of  the  brute  creation. 

Although  they  had  often  pafTed  St.  Paul's  without  betraying 
any  great  aflonilhment,  or  at  lead  not  fo  much  as  all  Europeans 
do  at  the  firll  fight  of  one  of  thofe  ftupcndous  iflands  of  ice, 
which  are  daily  to  be  feen  near  the  eaft  coafl;  of  their  own 
country,  yet  when  I  took  them  to  the  top  of  it,  and  convinced 
them  that  it  was  built  by  the  hands  of  men  (a  circumflance 
v'hich  had  not  entered  their  heads  before,  for  they  had  fup- 
pofed  it  a  natural  production)  they  were  quite  loll  in  amaze- 
ment. 1  he  people  below,  they  compared  to  mice;  and  infilled, 
that  it  mull  at  leall  be  as  high  as  Cipc  Charles,  which  is  a  moun- 
tain of  confiderable  altitude.  Upon  my  afking  them  how  they 
fliould  defcribe  it  to  their  countrymen  on  their  return,  they  re- 
plied, with  a  look  of  the  utmofl  exprelfion,  they  (liould  neither 
mention  it,  nor  many  other  things  which  they  had  feen,  left 
they  Ihould  be  called  liars,  from  the  fccming  impoflibility  of 
fuch  allumlhing  fads*  Walking 
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W  ilkin^  along  Piccadilly  one  day  with  the  two  men,  I  took 
them  into  a  ihop  to  fhew  ihcm  a  collcflion  of  aniinuls.  We  haJ 
no  fooncr  entered  than  I  obferved  their  attention  riv  ted  on  a 
final!  monkey;  and  I  could  perceive  horror  moll  llfin^ly  de- 
pidcd  i»-,  il'  •  ■  countenances.  At  length  the  old  mn  1  lurned  to 
me  arjd  falteicd  out,  "Is  that  an  Efquimau?"  I  mufl;  confcfs, 
that  both  the  colour  and  contour  of  the  countenance  had  confi- 
dcrable  refemblancc  to  the  people  of  their  nation;  but  how  they 
could  conceive  it  poITible  for  an  Efquimau  to  be  reduced  to 
that  diminutive  fi/.e,  I  am  wholly  at  alofs  to  account  for;  un- 
Icfs  they  had  fixed  their  attention  on  the  countenance  only,  and 
had  not  adverted  to  any  other  particulars.  On  pointing  out  fo 
veral  other  monkeys  of  different  kinds,  they  were  greatly  di- 
verted at  the  miflake  which  they  had  made;  but  were  not  well 
pleafed  to  obferve,  that  monkeys  refembled  their  race  much 
more  than  ours. 


The  parrots,  and  other  talkative  birds,  next  attrafled  their 
notice.  And  it  was  a  great  treat  to  me,  both  then  and  at  all 
other  times,  to  obferve  their  different  emotions,  much  more 
forcibly  expreffed  in  their  countenances,  than  is  pollible  to  be 
done  by  thofe,  whofe  feelings  are  not  equally  genuine.  Civil- 
ized nations  imperceptibly  contrail  an  artificial  expreffion  of 
countenance,  to  help  out  their  languid  fecLiigs;  for  knowledge, 
by  a  communication  with  the  world  and  books,  enlightens  our 
ideas  fo  much,  that  they  are  not  lo  liable  to  be  taken  by  fur- 
prife,  as  the  uninformed  mind  of  the  favage,  who  never  had 
the  lead  hint  given  him,  that  certain  things  are  in  exiftence; 
confequently,  they  break  upon  him  as  unexpe6ledly,  and  for- 
cibly, as  the  fun  would  do  u-^on  a  man  who  was  born  deaf  and 
blind,  in  cafe  he  fliould  fuducnly  be  brought  to  fight  on  4 
clear  day. 

Being 
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Being  on  a  dining  vifit,  wiili  that  excellent  furgeon  and  ana- 
toniill,  the  ingenious  John  Hunter ;  in  the  afternoon  Attuiock 
walked  out  of  the  room  by  hluiKll,  but  prefently  returned 
with   luch  evident  marks  of  f.  rror,  that  wc  were  all  greatly 
alarmed,  iVuring  onie  acci  letit  had  happened  to  him;  or,  that 
he  had  met  wiih  an  infult  Iromoneof  ihe  fervants.     He  (cizcd 
hold  of  my  hand,  and  eagerly  preJl.  d  me  to  go  along  with  him, 
I  afkcd  the  caufe  of  his  emotion,  but  could  get  nothmg  more 
from  him  than  "Come  along,  come  along  with  me,"  and  he 
lullily  led  me  into  a  room  in  tlie  yard,  in  which  ltof>d  a  glafs 
cafe  containing  many  human  bones.    "Look  there,"  fays  he, 
with  more  horror  and  confternation  in  his  countenance,  than  I 
ever  beheld  in  that  of  m  in  before,  "are  thofe  the  bones  of  £f- 
"quimaux  whom  Mr.  Hunter  has  killed  and  eaten?    Are  we 
"  to  be  killed?    Will  he  eat  us,  and  put  our  bones  there?"    As 
the  whole  company  followed  us,  the  other  Indians  had  alfo  tak- 
en the  alarm  before  the  old  priell  had  finilhod  his  interrogato- 
ries; nor  did  any  of  thvm  feem  more  at  eafe,  by  the  reft  of  us 
breaking  out  into  a  fudden  and  hearty  laugh,  till  I  explained  to 
them  that  thofe  were  the  bones  of  our  own  people,  who  had  been 
executed  for  certain  crimes  committed  by  them,  and  were  pre- 
ferved  there,  that  Mr.  Hunter  might  better  know  how  to  fet 
thofe  of  the  livmg,  in  cafe  any  of  them  fhould  chance  to  be 
broken;  which  often  happened  in  fo  populous  a  country.  They 
were  then  perfectly  fatisfied,  and  approved  of  the  practice ;  but 
Atluiock's  nerves  had  received  too  great  a  fhock  to  enable  him 
to  refume  iiis  ufual  tranquility,  tJUie  ibund  himlelf  fafe  in  my 
houfe  atrain. 
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Pafling  through  Hyde  Park,  in  our  way  to  Holland  Hbufe, 
andobfv-rving  liisMajefly  looking  at  the  regiment  of  Old  Buffs, 
which  ^vcre  then  going  to  Plymouth,  we  got  out  of  the  coach 
wd  went  up  to  the  front}  where  I  explained  to  them  the  ufe  of 
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that  body  of  men,  and  of  the  evolutions  which  they  were  per- 
forming. After  his  Majefly  had  viewed  'h-;  regiment  coUedivo- 
ly,  the  recruits  were  drawn  out  at  a  few  paces  diftant  from  the 
left  flank,  that  he  might  examine  them  feparately.  So  great  a 
crowd  had  gathered  round  us,  as  incommoded  our  view  of  the 
troops,  and  attraded  the  notice  of  the  King,  who  then  feiit 
general  Harve)-  to  order  me  with  the  Indians,  into  the  vacant 
Ipace  between  the  regiment  and  the  recruits.  Here  his  Majefly 
rode  flovvly  pafl  them,  and  condefccnd^d  to  faiute  them  by 
taking  off  his  hat,  accompanied  with  a  gracious  fmile;  honours 
which  they  were  highly  pleafed  with,  and  often  mentioned  af- 
terwards with  great  exultation.  Nor  were  they  in  the  lead  dif-. 
pleafed  that  his  Majefly  did  not  fpeak  to  them ;  fince  I  hud  pre- 
vioufly  told  them  not  to  expe6l  it ;  and  they  obferved  thiu  he 
fpoke  to  none  but  the  commanding  oHicer,  and  one  or  two  of 
thofe  who  were  in  attendance. 


They  were  afterwards  greatly  diverted  at  the  exj^ence  of  the 
Hon.  Stephen  Fox.  That  gentleman  came  to  Holland  Houfe 
on  purpofe  to  fee  the  Indians  there;  but  when  he  arrived,  they 
were  at  the  end  of  a  long  gallery :  Stephen  being  rather  out  of 
wind  with  walking  up  fidirs,  fat  down  at  the  door  to  wait  their 
return,  where  he  unfortunately  fell  fall  afleep.  Although  we 
continued  a  long  time  in  the  houfe  with  Lord  and  Lady  Hol- 
land, he  did  not  awake  from  his  flumber  till  we  had  got  into  the 
coach  to  go  away ;  when  he  mounted  his  poney  and  gallopped 
off.  His  nvmner  of  retreat  made  them  exprefs  great  compaflion 
for  the  poor  bcall,  whofe  unfortunate  lot  it  was  to  carry  fo  great  a 
wei'^ht  at  fach  a  rate  5  nor  could  I  help  ccnfuring  him  myfelf 
f  )r  cruelty,  till  I  was  informed  that  he  would  have  fallen  afleep 
0)i  ho  fe-back.  had  he  gone  flower.  Then,  indeed,  I  pitied  both 
horic  aiiJ  rider. 
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I  continued  in  London  till  the  month  of  February;  at  which  ( 
time  I  took  the  Indians  with  me  to  my  father'^  houfc  at  Mam- 
ham  in  Nottinghamlhire,  where  we  flayed  fix  weeks.  While  we 
were  there  I  amufed  them  with  all  kinds  of  field  diverfions:  we 
alfo  made  feveral  vifit  in  the  neighbourhood ;  particularly  one  to 
Kelham,  where  Lord  George  Sutton  politely  invited  our  whole 
family,  and  entertained  my  friends  with  a  fox-chafe.  Fortu- 
nately we  had  an  excellent  run  of  twelve  miles,  and  it  was  very 
lingular,  that,  although  the  Indians  had  been  on  horfe-back  on- 
ly three  times  before,  they  were  both  in  at  the  death;  which 
happened  in  an  open  field,  with  three  couple  and  a  half  of 
hounds,  out  of  twenty-five  couples;  a  proof  how  hard  they 
mufl  have  driven  him. 

I  foon  found  the  country  agree  much  better  with  their  incli- 
nations, as  well  as  their  health,  than  London.  Here  they  could 
enjoy  frefli  air  and  exercife,  without  being  diflreffed  by  crowds 
of  people  gathering  round  them  whenever  they  flirred  out ; 
which  was  always  the  cafe  in  town.  The  women,  according  to 
the  univerfal  difpofition  of  the  fair  fex,  enjoyed  vifiting  and 
dancing;  and  I  mufl  fay,  that  Caubvick  attained  to  great  per- 
feftion  in  that  graceful  accompli fhment,  during  her  fhort  flay. 
The  men^were  befl  pleafed  with  fporting;  the  exquifite  nofe  of 
the  hound,  which  could  follow  an  animal  by  the  fcent,  over  an 
open  country  or  through  a  thick  wood,  almofl  as  fwiftly  as  he 
could  have  done  had  the  creature  been  in  view,  the  fagacity 
and  fleadinefs  of  the  pointer,  and  the  fpeed  of  the  greyhound, 
were  matters  of  great  aflonifhment  to  them.  But  above  all,  they 
they  were  moft  flruck  with  the  flrength,  beauty,  and  utihty  of 
that  piece  of  perfeclion  in  the  brute  creation,  that  noble  animal, 
the  horfe. 

The  face  of  the  country  did  not  pafs  unobferved  by  them. 
Vol.  I.  N  n  and 
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and  their  expreflion  was  "  The  land  is  all  made ,"  for  they  fup- 
pofed  that  we  had  cut  down  the  woods,  and  levelled  the  hills. 
In  the  former  fuppolition  they  were  certainly  right;  and  I  do 
not  wonder  at  the  latter,  fmce  they  would  naturally  fuppofe 
that  all  the  world  was  like  the  fmall  part  of  it  which  they  had 
formerly  feen;  and  which  is  almofl;  an  entire  coUedion  of  hills 
covered  with  thick  woods.  As  they  had  never  before  feen  any 
cultivated  land  (except  a  few  fmall  gardens,  which  they  obferv- 
ed  were  dug  with  a  fpade)  they  formed  an  idea  of  our  immenfe 
numbers,  by  being  able  to  till  fo  much  land  and  confume  the 
produce  of  it  in  a  year;  exclufive  of  the  animal  food  with  which 
they  faw  our  tables  and  markets  abounded.  How  the  inhabi- 
tants of  London  were  fupplied  with  food,  I  could  never  make 
them  fully  comprehend,  any  more  than  I  could  the  number  of 
people  by  which  the  metropolis  was  inhabited.  Their  anth 
metic  goes  no  higher  than  the  number  twenty-one ;  therefa 
the  bed  I  could  do,  was  to  tell  them,  that  a  certain  number  oi 
large  whales  would  ferve  them  for  one  meal  only.  Nothing 
furprized  them  more,  than  to  meet  with  a  man  who  allUred 
them  he  could  not  fhoot,  had  never  killed  an  animal,  nor  feen 
the  fea  in  his  life. 


After  my  return  to  town,  by  his  Majefty's'  permiflion,  I  took 
them  to  Court;  where  their  drefles  and  behaviour  made  them 
greatly  taken  notice  of.  They  were  alfo  at  the  houfes  of  feve- 
ral  of  the  nobility  and  people  of  fafhion ;  and  I  omitted  nothing, 
which  came  within  the  compafs  of  my  pocket,  to  make  their 
ftay  in  England  agreeable,  or  to  imprefs  them  with  ideas  of  our 
riches  and  ftrength.  The  latter  I  thought  highly  neceflary,  as 
they  had  often,  when  in  Labrador,  fpoken  of  our  numbers  with 
great  contempt,  and  told  me  they  were  fo  numerous,  that  they 
could  cut  off  all  the  Englifh  with  great  eafe,  if  they  thought 
proper  to  colleft  themfelves  together;  an  opinion  which  could 
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not  fail  to  produce  in  me  very  unpleafant  refleftions.  But  they 
had  not  been  long  in  London  before  they  confefled  to  me,  that 
the  Efquimaux  were  but^as  one,  compared  to  that  of  the  EngliQi. 

At  the  fame  time,  I  did  not  neglecl  to  provide  every  thing 
that  was  necefl'ary  for  my  return.  I  reprefented  to  the  Earl  of 
Dartmouth  (who  was  then  at  the  head  of  the  board  of  trade 
and  plantations)  the  unjuft  proceedings  of  Noble  and  Pinfon, 
in  difpofTefling  me  of  my  lilliing-pofls,  and  obtained  an  order 
for  my  falmon-fifhery  in  Charles  River  to  be  reftored ;  but  I 
could  not  fucceed  with  refpe^l  to  my  fealing-poft  near  Cape 
Charles.  I  alfo  prefented  to  his  lordfliip  a  plan  for  the  encou- 
ragement of  the  trade  in  Labrador,  and  was  examined  by  the 
board  upon  that  head.  Their  report  was  laid  before  his  Majefty 
in  council,  and  my  plan  was  partially  adopted. 

The  term  of  my  partnerfhip  with  Perkins  and  Coghlan  being 
expired,  I  diffolved  it,  and  made  preparations  for  returning  to 
Labrador  on  my  own  bottom ;  which  the  liberality  of  my  father 
enabled  me  to  do,  by  aflifting  me  with  two  thoufand  pounds. 
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HAVING  purchafed  a  brig  of  eighty  tons,  and  named  her  r 
the  Lady  Tyrconnel,  I  (hipped  on  board  her  all  fuch 
goods  as  had  been  provided  in  London  ;  and  having  ordered 
others  at  Lymmington,  Weymouth,  and  Waterford,  I  quitted  wednef.5. 
my  houfe  on  the  fifth  of  May,  and  embarked  on  board  my  vef- 
fel  in  the  river  Thames ;  together  with  Mrs.  Selby,  the  Indians, 
Mr.  John  Williams,  a  furgeon,  whom  I  had  engaged  to  ferve 
me  in  the  capacity  of  clerk  alfo,  his  wife,  a  maid-fervant,  a  coo- 
per named  William  Mather,  and  two  apprentice  boys.  The 
command  of  the  veflcl  I  gave  to  Mr.  George  Monday,  late  Maf- 
terofthe  Mary,  in  which  I  returned  from  Labrador;  and  I 
brought  along  with  me  a  brace  of  greyhounds,  a  terrier,  and 
fome  tame  rabbits.  A  party  of  friends  dined  on  board  with  me, 
and  we  had  a  merry  leave-taking.

Having  now  completed  all  my  bufinefs  in  town,  and  the  wind 
being  fair,  at  two  o'clock  this  afternoon  we  made  fail  down 
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the  river ;  the  Efquimaux  well  pleafed  in  the  expeflation  of 
foon  feeing  their  native  country,  their  relations  and  friends  a- 
gain;  and  I  very  happy  in  the  profpedl  of  carrying  them  back/ 
apparently  in  perfect  health. 


Thurfday  13. 


Tucfday  1 1.      We  pafled  through  the  Downs  this  evening,  when  I  difcharged 
the  pilot,  and  went  to  fca. 


The  plcafing  profpefls  which  I  fo  lately  had  before  me  were 
of  very  Ihort  duration;  for  this  evening  as  Caubvick  was  going 
to  bed,  fhe  complained  of  great  ficknefs  at  her  flomach,  had  a 
very  bad  night,  and  daily  grew  worfe.  On  my  arrival  at  Lym- 
mington  on  the  thirteenth,  and  confulting  a  furgeon  there,  (for 
my  own,  I  found,  was  utterly  ignorant  of  her  com^^laintj  he 
declared  her  malady  to  be  the  fmall-pox ;  which  had  nearly 
the  fame  efFeft  on  me,  as  if  he  had  pronounced  my  fentence 
of  death.  As  it  was  in  vain  to  expeft  that  the  reft  fliould  efcape 
the  infe,6lion,  medicines  were  immediately  given  to  prepare 
them  for  it ;  and  I  thought  it  a  fortunate  circumftance,  that 
an  opportunity  offered  for  doing  it. 


Tuefday  18.  Having  taken  on  board  forty  tons  of  fait,  and  fome  other 
goods,  I  failed  from  thence  on  the  eighteenth,  and  arrived  in 
Weymouth  Roads  a  few  hours  after.  There  I  received  on  board 
fome  nets  and  other  goods  from  Bridport,  and  had  the  plea- 
fnre  to  find  Caubvick  go  on  as  well  as  poflible ;  her  diforder 
being  of  the  mild  kind.  I  took  the  others  out  in  the  boat  every 
day,  and  we  went  to  the  Bill  of  Portland  to  (hoot  murrs. 

Saturday  22.  On  the  twcnty-fecond  Caubvick  turned  the  height,  and  did 
not  appear  to  be  in  the  lead  danger.  At  the  fame  time  Ickcon- 
goque  began  to  complain.  We  failed  for  Ireland  on  the  twen- 
ty-eighth, but  the  wind  taking  us  ahead  when  we  got  off  the 
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Bill  of  Portland,  we  put  back  and  anchored  in  Portland  Road. 
Tooklavinia  now  was  taken  ill. 
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At  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  twenty-ninth  we  weigh- 
ed again,  and  proceeded  down  the  Channel  with  a  fair  wind  and 
pleafant  weather;  (liU  in  hopes  of  arriving  in  fufficient  time  for 
my  bufinefs;  but  at  ten  o'  clock,  fo  dreadful  a  llench  pervaded 
the  whole  veffel,  all  the  Indians  being  now  ill,  that  three  of  the 
ftiip's  cn^w  now  were  fcized  with  a  fever,  and  we  had  rcafon 
to  Lxped,  that  apeftilential  diforder  would  foon  attack  us  all. 
I  therefore  ordered  capt:nn  Monday  to  carry  the  veflel  into 
Plymouth,  although  I  forefaw  that  meafure  would  prove  an  im- 
mcnfc  lofs  to  me,  by  the  ruin  of  my  voyage,  and  we  came  to 
an  anchor  in  Catwater  the  next  afternoon  at  two  o'  clock.  I  went  Saturday  30. 
on  fhore  immediately,  and  made  a  perfonal  application  to  Earl 
Cornwallis,  Admiral  Spry,  and  the  Mayor  of  Plymouth,  for  an 
h  oufc  to  put  the  Indians  in,  but  could  not  fucceed. 

Ickeuna  died  this  morning,  Caubvick  had  a  violent  fever  on  Monday  31. 
her,  and  the  reft  were  extremely  ill.  In  the  evening  I  bar- 
gained for  a  houfe  at  Stonehoufe,  for  two  guineas  and  a  half 
per  week.  At  four  o'clock  the  next  morning  we  weighed  and 
removed  the  velTcl  to  Stonehoufe  Pool,  I  got  the  Indians  on 
fhore  immediately,  and  Ickcongoque  died  that  night.

On  the  fecond  I  engaged  Dr.  Farr,  the  phyfician  to  the  Naval  M'cdnff.  r 
Ilofpital,  and  Mr.  Monier,  an  apothecary  of  Plymouth,  to  at- 
tend the  Indians;  and,  by  the  doctor's  direftions,  I  removed 
the  two  men  into  feparate  tents,  which  I  had  pitched  in  an  ad- 
joining clofe.  In  the  evening  I  went  to  Plymouth,  in  o, der  to 
fet  off  for  London,  which  I  did  the  next  morning  at  fix  o  clock, 
and  arrived  there  at  two  in  the  afternoon  of  the  fifth. 
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On  the  morning  of  the  fixth  I  waited  on  the  Earl  of  Dart- 
month,  his  Majefly's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  America, 
and  acquainted  his  lordfliip  with  what  had  happened.  And  I 
mud  take  this  opportunity  of  gratefully  acknowledging  the 
many  obligations  which  I  had  the  honor  to  receive  from  his 
lordfliip  upon  this,  as  well  as  on  feveral  other  occafions. 

I  left  London  on  my  return  to  Plymouth  at  fix  o'clock  this 
morning,  and  arrived  at  Stonehoufe  on  Saturday  evening.  I 
was  now  informed  that  both  the  men  died  in  the  night  of  the 
third  Inflant,  and  that  Caubvick  had  been  given  over,  but  was 
at  length  in  a  fair  way  of  recovery,  though  reduced  to  a  Ikele- 
ton,  and  troubled  with  a  great  many  large  boils.  She  recovered 
fo  very  flowly,  that  it  was  not  until  the  fourdi  of  July  that  I 
durfl:  venture  to  remove  her,  when  I  once  more  embarked  with 
her  and  all  the  reft  of  my  family  (except  my  maid  whom  I  had 
difcharged  for  bad  behaviour)  to  proceed  on  my  intended 
voyage. 


Monday  5.  We  failed  from  Plymouth  early  in  the  morning  of  the  fifth, 
but  meeting  with  contrary  winds  we  had  a  tedious  paflage  to 
Waterford,  for  we  did  not  arrive  there  till  the  afternoon  of  the 

Saturday  10,  tenth.  It  was  fome  confolation,  however,  to  be  favoured  with 
fine  weather,  and  to  catch  great  plenty  of  mackarel  every 
day. 

Friday  16.  My  time  was  taken  up  till  the  fixteenth,  in  purchafing  and 
getting  on  board  fuch  provifions  as  I  had  occafion  for;  I  alio 
hired  another  woman-fervant,  and  on  that  day  I  failed  for 
Labrador.

As  voyages  acrofs  the  Atlantic  at  this  time  of  the  year  are  ge- 
nerally tedious,  by  reafon  of  the  prevalency  of  the  wefterly 
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wind,  I  was  not  furprilid,  that  this  proved  longer  than  was* 
convenient  to  nic.  1  lie  wea:her,  in  general,  was  exceedingly 
fine,  and  we  cau.j,''t  plentv  off. lb  of  tliirerent  kinds;  fuch  as 
maekarel,  a  fmall  Ili;irlc,  u  lew  lllh  greatly  relemblmg  tench, 
(which  I  killed  with  an  Elquiniau  binling-dart  under  the  (Icrn) 
a  porpoifiti  and  a  dolphin,  it  is  not  ufual  for  dolj^hiiis  to  come 
fo  far  north,  but  we  faw  two,  three  bonetas  and  a  few  llying- 
fiih  in  the  latitude  of  45' 
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15",  on  the  twelfth  of  Augull.

Caubv'ck's  Inir  falling  oIT,  and  being  matted  with  the  fmall- 
pox,  I  had  niiich  didlculty  to  prevail  on  her  to  permit  me  to 
cut  it  otr,  and  (have  her  head.  Notwithflanding  I  allured  her 
that  the  fuiell  of  the  hair  would  communicate  the  infcclion  to 
the  red  of  her  country  folks  on  her  return,  yet  1  was  not  able 
to  prc\ail  on  her  to  coiifent  to  its  being  thrown  overboard.  She 
angrily  Ihatched  it  from  nic,  locked  it  up  in  one  of  her  trunks, 
and  never  v/ould  permit  me  to  get  fight  of  it  afterwards;  flying 
into  a  violent  pallion  of  anger  and  grief  whenever  I  mentioned 
the  fubjeci,  which  1  did  ahnofl  every  day,  in  hopes  of  fuccccd- 
ing  at  lafl. 

This  evening  at  fun-fi^t  we  got  fight  of  the  land,  and  judged 
ourfdves  to  be  nine  or  ten  leagues  from  it;  the  next  morning 
at  day-light  we  found  ourlii^ves  about  three  leagues  from  Cape 
St.  Francis,  and  at  eight  o'clock  at  night  came  to  an  anchor  in 
Charles  Harbour. 

The  day  proved  very  fine,  but  a  thick  fog  came  on  immedi- 
ately after  we  had  anchored,  and  continued  all  night. 

Early  in  the  morning  I  went  on  fliore  at  Stage  Cove,  and     ^un^^v  29. 
found  the  houfe  locked  up.     I  fent  the  boat  to  the  Lodge,  and        "'""'  „

walked  acrofs  the  Barrens  to  Bare  Point,  where  I  met  her 

again,  with  two  of  my  people  on  board.   From  them  1  learned   ^"  '*'-^'s^'-

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that  they  had  killed  in  the  winter  as  many  feals  as  produced 
twelve  tuns  of  oil;  and  caught  fifty  tierces  of  falmon  this  fun> 
mer.  1  fliot  fix  curlews,  and  a  grey  plover  in  my  way  thither, 
and  returned  in  the  boat.

a  platform  to  land  the  goods  upon. 

About  noon  almoil  the  whole  of  the  three  foutTiernu-  "l 
tribes  of  Efquimaux,  amounting  to  five  hundred  fouls  or  tlici  - 
abouts,  arrived  from  Chateau  in  twenty  two  old  Englilh  and 
French  boats  (having  heard  of  my  arrival  from  fome  boats  be- 
longing to  that  port,  which  returned  from  this  neighbourhood 
in  the  night  of  Saturday  lafl)  but  the  wind  did  not  fuit  thein  to 
come  hither  nil  this  morning. 

I  placed  myfelf  upon  a  roc!,  near  the  water-fidc,  and  Caub- 
vick  fat  down  a  few  puces  behi-i.l  ne.  Wo  waited  for  the  land- 
ing of  the  Indians  with  feehngs  very  different  from  their's;  who 
were  hurrying  along  with  tum.ultuouj  joy  at  the  thoughts  of 
immediately  meeting  their  relatic  is  and  fncnds  again.  As  the 
Ihore  would  not  permit  them  to  land  out  of  their  boats,  they 
brought  them  to  their  anchors  at  a  dillance  off,  and  the  men 
came  in  their  kyacks,  each  bringing  two  other  perfons,  lying  flat 
on  their  faces;  one  behind  and  the  other  before,  on  the  top  of 
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the  fkin  covering.    On  drawing  near  the  fliore,  and  perceiving  r— **— 
only  Caubvick  and  myfclf,  their  joy  abated,  and  their  counte-      Auj,niii. 
nances  all'umed  a  differc  nt  afped.     Being  landed,  they  fixed 
t'lrir  eyes  on  Caubvick  and  mc,  in  profound,  gloomy  filence. 
At  length,  with  great  perturbation  and  in  faltering  accents,  they 
cjKjiiired,  fcparatdy,  what  was  become  of  the  rell;  and  were 
no  iboner  given  to  underlland,  by  a  filent,  forrowful  (hake  of 
my  head,  that  they  were  no  more,  than  they  inflantly  fet  up 
Inch  a  yell,  as  I  had  never  before  heard.     Many  of  them,  but 
particularly  the  women,  Ihatched  up  Hones,  and  beat  them- 
felvos  on  the  head  and  face  till  they  became  fhocking  fpe6lacles; 
one  priuy  yomiggirl  (a  liller  to  the  late  two  men)  gave  herfelf 
lb  fcvt  re  a  blow  upon  the  cheek-bone,  that  flic  bruifed  and  cut 
the  llelh  ihockingly,  and  alnioll  beat  an  eye  out.     In  (hort,  the 
violent,  frantic  exprellions  of  grief  were  fuch,  as  far  exceeded 
my  iiiiaginalion;  and  I  could  not  help  participating  with  them 
fo  far,  as  to  ihed  tears  molt  plentifully.     They  no  fooner  ob- 
ferved  my  emotion,  than,  millaking  it  for  the  apprehenfions 
which  I  was  under  for  fear  of  their  refentment,  they  inllandy 
fccmed  to  forget  their  own  feelings,  to  relieve  thofe  of  mine. 
They  prefled  round  me,  clafped  my  hands,  and  faid  and  did 
all  in  their  power  to  convince  me,  that  they  did  not  entertain 
any  fufpicion  of  my  conduct  towards  their  departed  friends. 
As  foon  as  the  firft  violent  tranfports  of  grief  began  to  fiibfide, 
I  related  the  melancholy  tale,  and  explained  to  them,  as  well  as 
I  could,  the  diibrdcr  by  which  they  were  carried  off;  and  point- 
ed to  Caubvick,  who  bore  veiy  ftrong,  as  well  as  recent,  marks 
of  it.     They  often  looked  very  attentively  at  her,  but,  during 
the  whole  time,  they  never  fpoke  one  word  to  her,  nor  Ihe  to 
tlu  m.     As  foon  as  I  had  brought  the  ailliding  llory  to  a  conclu- 
fiori,  ihey  aflbred  me  of  their  belief  of  every  particular,  and 
renewed  their  declarations  of  friendlhip.    Their  Hay  afterwards 
was  but  ihort;  they  prefently  reimbarked,  weighed  their  an- 
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chors,  and  rin  acrofs  the  harbour  to  Raft  Tickle,  where  they 
liiiulccl ami  encamped:  the  rcll  of  the  afternoon  and  the  whole 
of  the  ni_i;!it  was  fpcnt  in  •  horrid  yellinqjs,  whicli  were  confi- 
derably  aii^tncnted  by  the  variety  of  echoes,  j)roduced  from 
the  nuiliiplicily  of  hills  furrouiuling  the  hurb.)ui,  till  the  whole 
rung  aj^ain  with  founds  that  alnu)ll  petrilied  the  blood  of  the 
brio's  crew  and  my  new  lervanls. 

In  the  evening  the  people  returned  from  Port  Marnham,  a 
new  falmon-pod  which  they  had  ellablillic  d  this  fummer,  (for 
Noble  and  Pinfonhad  fent  a  crew  of  hands  early  in  the  fpring, 
and  difpoireilcdmeof  theColleroon)  with  the  baitikilf,  having  left: 
only  one  of  the  apprentice  boys  there  to  take  care  ot  the  lilh. 
I  immediately  fent  them  in  that  boat  to  the  Lodge.  I  had 
the  fealnets  taken  out  of  the  dwelling-houfe  here,  (lowed  them 
on  a  i'calfold  out  of  doors,  and  covered  them  with  lijal-fkins. 

I  f^.'nt  three  Indian  Ih.illops  up  the  river  for  wood.  My  peo- 
ple were  at  work  on  the  platform.  At  noon  I  failed  for  Chat- 
eau in  an  Indian  Ihallop;  but  the  wind  Ihifting  I  turned  back. 
I  then  vilited  the  Indians  at  their  Camp;  they  received  me 
vrry  well,  but  not  with  that  lively  joy  they  were  wont;  the 
LcC  mclancliolly  news  having  fpread  an  univcrfal  forrow 
throughout  the  tents.  They  took  great  pains  to  uiiurc  me,  that 
they  iUll  continued  their  fricndihip  for  me,  and  dcliredl  would 
not  be  under  any  apprehenfioris  on  account  of  wliat  had  hap- 
pened. In  the  evening  all  the  Ihallops  returned  with  wood. 
I  killed  a  black-duck  and  a  curlew. 

Borrowing  one  of  the  Indian  boats  to  unload  with,  we  land- 
ed two  batteaux  of  fait  and  fome  provifions.  The  cooper 
finifhcd  trimming  the  falmon.  We  cleared  the  fealers'  houfe 
of   the  fkiiis   azii  traps,    in  order   to  put  lorae  dry  goods 
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into  it.  I  nm  very  much  dillrcflcd  for  wnnt  c-f  mnro  pco-  Ic, 
and  (o'nc  boards;  li:»viinr  no  houlc  lo  live  in,  nor  liilllcciit 
r.K)  ri  to  How  my  goods.  In  the  cvcmim't  a  l)():\t  of  Mr.  Sladc's 
1 4:nc  to  Slaqfc  Cove,  and  I  bcf^g^cd  a  pallii^c  in  her  to  Cliatcau. 
W'c  L.kd  immediately,  and  lay  all  nii^IiL  b-lovV  Seal  Illand. 

At  fun-rife  wc  failed  fur  Ch  .teau  and  arrived  there  in  the  even- 
ing.

navir.>j  found,  by  a  variety  of  inllancrs,  that  Shuglawina,    Thurid.y  16. 
ihe  c'lief  of  tluJe  tribes,  is  not  only  a  man  of  fuperior  under- 
fl'inding,  but  alfo  one  whofe  lidclity  and  honelly  may  be  relied 
on,  (   made  him  up  a  fmall  cargo  of  goods  to  take  home  with 
him;  and  dwieruuaed  thai  lu  Ihould  go  to  the  northward  next 
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fummer,  to  trade  with  the  whaling  tribes  of  his  nation;  for  I 
underlland  that  the  fouthern  Indians  never  kill  any  whales,  but 
either  purchafe  whalebone  from  the  northern  tribes,  or  cut 
it  out  of  a  dead  whale  when  they  chance  to  meet  with  one, 
which  often  happens. 

The  Indians  being  all  aflembled  now,  and  the  wind  fair,  the 
whole  fleet  failed  to-day  for  their  refpedive  fetilements;  and 
we  parted  on  the  moll  friendly  terms. 

This  day  we  had  a  very  hard  gale  of  wind,  which  came  on 
fuddenly.  The  brig  drove,  and  the  batteau,  brig's  yawl,  and 
a  falmon  punt  were  all  on  fliore  at  the  fame  time;  but  we  got 
them  off,  with  fome  difficulty,  before  they  received  any  damage. 

The  brig  failed  for  Quebec  to  fetch  me  fupplies  of  various 
kinds. 


Tuefday  28.  Being  in  a  continual  hurry  of  bulinefs  and  much  perplexity, 
by  reafon  of  my  dillrefled  fituation,  I  have  negleded  to  keep  a 
regular  journal. 

This  morning  I  took  a  walk  upon  the  hills  to  the  weflward, 
and  killed  feven  brace  of  groufe.  Thefe  birds  are  exa6tly  the 
fame  with  thofe  of  the  fame  name  in  Europe,  fave  only  in  the 
colour  of  their  feathers,  which  are  fpecklcd  with  white  in  fum- 
mer, and  perfedly  white  in  winter,  (fourteen  black  ones  in  the 
tail  excepted)  which  always  remain  ths  fame.  When  I  was  in 
England,  *  Mr.  Banks,  Dodor  Solander,  atid  feveral  other 
naturalifls  having  enquired  of  me,  refpeding  the  manner  of 
thefe  birds  changing  colour,  I  took  particular  notice  of  thofe  I 
killed,  and  can  aver,  for  a  fact,  that  they  get  at  this  time  of  the 
year  a  very  large  addition  of  feathers,  all  of  which  are  white ; 

and 
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and  that  the  coloured  feathers  at  the  fame  time  change  to 
white.  In  fpring,  mod  of  the  white  feathers  drop  off,  and  are 
fucceeded  by  coloured  ones:  or,  I  rather  beUeve,  all  the  white 
ones  drop  off,  and  that  they  get  an  entire  new  fet.  At  the  two 
feafons  they  change  very  differently ;  in  the  fpring,  beginning 
at  the  neck,  and  fpreading  from  thence ;  now,  they  begin  on 
the  belly,  and  end  at  the  neck.  There  are  alfo  ptharmagans  in 
this  country,  which  are  in  all  refpecls,  the  fame  as  thofe  I  have 
killed  on  fome  high  mountains  in  Scotland. 

I  had  fome  more  twine,  bread,  &c.  houfed.  One  man  net- 
ting all  day,  and  the  refl  were  employed  in  the  fame  bufinefs 
at  night.  Snowed  to-day. 


At  n'ne  o'clock   this  morning  I  failed  for  Chateau,  in  the   Wcdnef.  29. 
battcau,  with  three  hands,  and  anchored  in  Henly  Harbour  at     N.^'.^ir/,. 
fevcn  in  the  evening.     Found  here,  a  fealing-crew  of  Slade's, 
bound  to  the  northward,  and  three  boats  belonging  to  Coghlan, 
bound  to  Newfoundland.

This  morning  I  engaged  one  of  Coghlan's  late  fervants  and  Timrfday  30. 
took  him  away.  I  went  to  Lance  Cove  in  the  afternoon,  and  s.iv.  jiron^. 
returned  at  night.     One  of  Coghlan's  boats  failed  for  Fogo. 


Early  this  morning  a  boat  of  Slade's  arrived  from  Twillingate 
with  fupplics  for  his  winter  crews.  I  went  to  the  Fort  and  de- 
manded a  fmall  fkiff  which  Coghlan  s  heaJ-niiin  had  hauled  up 
there;  it  being  one  of  thofe  which  had  been  ilolen  from  my 
people  in  the  Summer  before  my  arrival.  Mr.  Ged  delivered 
her  to  me,  and  from  thence  I  ^vent  to  Lance  Cove,  where  I 
fettled  my  accompts  with  Mr.  Pmfon,  brought  away  one  of  his 
difcharged  men,  whom  1  had  engaged  for  the  enf'uing  year.

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Early  in  llic  mornin<r  a  boat  of  Sladc's  failed  for  Twillinf^ate, 
and  I  lent  two  letters  by  her.  My  people  made  a  Ihoal-nct 
to-day.    Ill  die  evening  Coglilan's  two  boats  failed  for  logo.

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Early  in  the  morning  I  went  to  Lance  Cove  and  engaged 
four  other  men.  1  Ihot  two  black  di\eis.  Laid  the  baiteau 
on  iliore,  cleaned  her  bottom  and  got  her  olf  with  the  even- 


mgs  tide. 


At  ten  this  morning  I  failed  homewards.  At  noon,  being  a- 
breall  of  St.  Peters  Bay,  it  began  to  blo^v  exceedingly  hard;  when 
we  put  into  Condon  Tickle,  where  I  landed  and  lent  the  boat 
round  to  Harbour  Pleafure.  We  all  allembled  m  I'oul-weather 
Droke,  and  made  a  good  lire  there,  but  pallL'd  an  uncomfortable 
night,  by  realbn  of  the  fmoke  and  a  continual  iall  of  fnow. 
To^vards  morning  it  cleared  up,  and  froze  very  hard. 

It  being  impoflible  for  the  batteau  to  flir,  I  Cent  one  man  along 
fliore  to  meet  me  at  Cow-houfe  Tickle,  and,  taking  another  a- 
lon«T  with  me,  went  over  Drifty  Mountains.  We  got  to  die  tic- 
kle in  the  evening:  but  all  Slade's  fealing-crew  being  from  home, 
ex'cept  one  man  who  could  not  launch  the  Ikilf,  we  were  obliged 
10  go  back  to  White  Cove  and  pafs  the  night  there.  On  Drifty 
Mountains,  the  wind  blew  i'o  (hong  that  we  could  fcarcely  walk 
at^ainll  it ;  and  it  froze  moll  feverely.  I  killed  a  brace  of  fpruce- 
game  with  my  rifle,  and  a  diver  with  fhot;  and  one  of  my  peo- 
ple kilUd  a  pair  of  pied-birds,  which  ailbrded  us  an  excellent 
{'upper,  or  we  mull  have  failed. 

\  fliarp  froll  all  night. 
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At  fun-rife  we  fet  out  for  the  Lodge;  but  having  gained  the 
top  of  a  hill,  1  faw  a  (hallop  in  the  tickle,  on  which  we  turned 
down  to  that  place.  The  crew  launched  a  fkifF  and  carried  us 
over  to  Round  lUand;  where  Mr.  Jones  died,  and  on  winch  their 
houfe  was  built.  The  late  gales  have  made  a  very  great  lea 
along  Ihore. 

The  day  was  clear,  with  fharp  frofl. 

At  noon  four  of  my  people  appeared  on  the  oppofite  fliore 
and  were  brought  over.  They  informed  me  that  the  boat  could 
not  get  out  of  the  harbour,  as  the  fca  broke  acrofs  the  mouth  of 
it.  I  went  with  William  Young  (the  head-man)  to  fhew  hini 
fome  timber  in  White  Cove.  Sharp  frofl;  all  day. 

At  nine  in  the  morning  the  batteau  arrived,  and  we  imme- 
diately failed  for  Stage  Cove,  where  we  arrived  at  fun-fet.  I 
killed  a  duck  and  three  ladies  by  the  way,  faw  feveral  geefe, 
and  caught  a  large  cod-fifh  off  the  mouth  of  Indian  Tickle. 

Sharp  frofl. 


In  the  morning  I  got  fome  things  into  the  boat  and  went  up    Sunday  lo, 
to  the  Lodge,  where  I  found  all  well,  except  that  my  maid-fer- 
vant  had  run  away  with  John  Tcniplcton,  (Noble  and  Pinfon's 
head-man)  and  that  the  Indian  man  (niy  Have  giils  father)  was 
dead,  and  had  left  me  a  legacy  of  two  wives  and  three  children. 
This  man  failed  in  a  bait-lkilf  (which  was  the  price  of  his  daugh- 
ter) along  with  the  reft  of  his  countrymen;  but  meeting  with  a 
fevere  gale  of  wind,  he  foon  after  parted  from  them,  loll  his  ky- 
ack,  and  was  near  lohng  himfelf  and  all  his  family.     This  dif- 
aflcr  caufed  him  to  return,  and  to  beg  I  would  permit  him  to 
winter  near  my  fealing-poll.    I  fbiefaw  that  great  inconvenience 
and  expence  would  be  the  confequence  of  permitting  him  to  be- 
come Co  near  a  neighbour;  but  as  I  was  well  aware  that  they 
Vol.  I.  P  p  mufl: 
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mud  all  perifh  if  I  refufed,  humanity  would  not  fuffer  me  to 
give  him  a  denial.  This  was  the  firll  night  I  Uept  at  home  fince 
my  arrival  upon  the  coaft,  and  my  bed  was  now  laid  upon  the 
floor;  but  even  that  was  luxury,  having  feldom  had  my  clothes 
ofFthefe  fix  weeks  part,  and  conllantly  llcpt  before  the  fire. 

Monday  11.       Neglefling  to  keep  my  journal  regularly  for  fome  time  after 
this  day,  I  Ihall  only  remark  a  kw  particulars. 

I  got  out  traps  as  fafl;  as  pofllble  in  the  cat-paths;  fitted  out  a 
fealing-crew  at  Stage  Cove;  turned  off  Donnovan  for  bad  beha- 
viour, and  appointed  Henry  Haines  head-man  in  his  room ;  fent 
Richard  Smiih,  boat-builder,  up  St.  Lewis's  Bay,  to  work  there 
during  the  winter,  and  alfo  to  build  and  fend  down  a  fealing- 
fkiff  immediately  (I  gave  him  five  hands  then,  and  towards  the 
end  of  the  month,  when  fome  frelh  ones  arrived  from  Chateau, 
I  fent  him  three  more)  and  I  fent  forty-five  tierces  of  falmon  to 
Mr.  Pinfon,  to  fend  to  market  on  freight. 


November. 
Monday  t. 


Tuefday  9, 


The  brig  not  being  yet  returned  from  Quebec,  and  the  feafon 
fo  far  advanced,  this  day  we  went  to  lliort  allowance  for  the 
winter,  viz.  fourteen  pounds  of  flour,  three  pounds  of  rice, 
four  pounds  and  a  half  of  bread,  and  three  quarts  of  peas  per 
week,  for  nine  people ;  as  for  meat,  we  have  plenty.  Hearing 
nothing  of  Smith,  I  was  afraid  he  would  not  finifh  the  Ikiff  in 
time,  and  I  had  no  other  profped  before  me  than  thofe  of  being 
almoft  ftarved  for  want  of  provifions,  and  involved  in  ruin,  by 
not  being  able  to  avail  myfclf  of  the  approaching  winter,  nor 
yet  prepared  for  the  next  fummer. 

To  my  inexpreflible  comfort,  this  day  a  boat  came  up  here 
and  informed  me  that  the  brig  was  returned  from  Quebec,  and 
had  brought  me  all  I  wrote  for.  I  fent  her  back  in  the  even- 
ing, with  a  letter  to  captain  Monday. 

After 
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After  breakfafl;  I  went  off  in  my  kyack  for  Stage  Cove,  but 
not  being  able  to  get  farther  than  Flat  Point,  I  left  it  in  the  cove 
there,  and  walked  the  reft  of  the  way.     I  killed  three  groufe        ^.,^ 
with  my  rifle  in  croffmg  the  hills  to  Stage  Cove.  ^'  ^■■f"J''' 

Having  loaded  the  batteau  with  bread,  flour,  vegetables,  live  Thurfday  u. 
(lock,  and  boards,  I  returned  to  the  Lodge.  After  a  famine  ^-  *'"^''* 
comes  a  fcaft.  Yefterday  I  had  fcarcely  enough  to  live  on;  to- 
day we  abound  in  luxuries.  I  have  now,  not  only  great  plenty 
of  dry  provifions,  but  alfo  two  flieep,  feveral  turkies,  geefe, 
ducks  and  fowls;  alfo  potatoes,  cabbages,  carrots,  onions  and 
apples. 

It  fnowed  hard  all  this  day ;  and  the  wind  being  eafterly, 
drove  fuch  a  prodigious  quantity  of  congealed  fnow  up  here, 
that  the  batteau  could  not  get  down  again. 


The  wind  fliifting  at  four  this  morning,  drove  all  the  fnow 
down  the  river,  when  I  immediately  fent  the  batteau  back,  and 
made  preparations  for  my  return  to  England. 

Mild  weather.     Thermometer  49°.

It  froze  fo  feverely  during  the  latter  part  of  lafl:  night,  that    Saturday  13, 
the  river  was  frozen  over  this  morning,  for  a  quarter  of  a  mile       ^•'^* 
below  the  houfe.     Thermometer  0°. 


It  froze  fo  feverely  all  this  day,  that  the  thermometer  was  2" 
below  nothing,  for  the  grcatcfl  part  of  it. 

I  went  up  the  river  and  found  one  of  the  traps  which  had 
been  loll  ever  fince  the  death  of  my  old  fervant  Charles;  the  ice 
was  firm  all  the  way.  In  the  evening  Kichard  Smith  came  up 
for  fome  ncccflUries,  and  informed  mc  that  he  had  brought  down 
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the  new  fealing-fkifF,  and  that  he  faw  a  fhoal  of  bedlamers  be- 
fore his  door  one  day  laft  week.  He  alio  reported  that,  by  ac- 
counts from  Seal  Ifland,  Tcmpleton  had  caught  a  harp  on  Sa- 
turday laft;  that  Noble  and  Pinfon's  poft  at  Fox  Harbour  was 
frozen  up;  and  that  fome  of  the  Seal  Ifland  crew,  who  were 
there  a  deer-fhooting,  with  difficulty  had  launched  their  (kifF 
over  the  ice  and  got  fafe  back.  He  went  off  for  Stage  Cove  at 
nine  o'clock.  This  man  and  three  others  were  rowing  down 
St.  Lewis's  Bay  all  laft  night,  and  had  a  very  fevere  time.  The 
Ikiff  being  brought  down  fets  my  mind  perfectly  at  eafe;  as  I 
am  now  in  a  fair  way  of  making  good  winter  voyages. 
Thermometer  13°. 

I  went  round  my  traps  and  had  one  marten.  In  the  evening 
my  flave  girl  ran  away;  I  purfued  her  by  her  footfteps  in  the 
fnow  on  this  fide  of  the  river,  to  the  Narrows :  night  then  com- 
ing on  I  returned,  knowing  (he  could  not  crofs  it  below. 

Thermometer  46°. 

Early  in  the  morning  I  crofted  the  river  in  fearch  of  the  girl, 
and  found  the  marks  of  her  feet  where  fhe  had  crofted  the  ice, 
a  little  below  the  houfc,  and  tracked  her  below  the  Narrows ; 
where  I  met  a  fltiff,  coming  up  from  the  fealing-poft,  with 
her  on  board.  She  arrived  late  laft  night  at  her  mother's  houfe. 
This  boat  brought  fome  more  boards,  and  two  caflcs  of  corn  for 
the  poultry ;  likewife  a  letter  from  captain  Monday,  informing 
me  that  the  veflel  was  ready  for  fea. 

Mild  weather.     Thermometer  46". 

I  kept  the  people  hereto-day,  in  order  to  get  the  fervant's  houfe 
finiflied,  on  which  two  of  the  coopers  began  on  Tuefday  laft ; 
they  made  it  habitable  by  night,  and  lay  in  it. 

Is 
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It  blew  fo  hard  all  day,  accompanied  with  rain,  that  it  broke 
up  mod  of  the  ice  below  the  houfe,  and  weakened  that  which 
is  above,  infomuch  that  another  fuch  day  would  clear  the  ri- 
ver; buL  at  night,  the  wind  fliiftcd  and  brought  froil. 

After  breakfaft  I  went  down  in  the  boat  to  Stage  Cove,  and 
there  had  the  fatisfadlion  to  find  almofl;  all  the  fealing-craft  in 
order,  and  four  nets  out ;  I  hauled  them,  but  had  nothing.  At 
night  I  flept  on  board  the  Lady  Tyrconnel. 

Moderate  frofly  weather. 

We  unmoored  at  nine  this  morning,  hauled  out  of  the  cove,    Saturday  2». 
and  weighed  the  anchor;  when  we  found  the  fails  fo  hard  frozen,       ^^  ^, 
that  it  was  with  great  difficulty  we  got  them  loofe.    We  ran  out 
of  the  harbour  through  Enterprife  Tickle,  and  got  to  fea.    I 
brought  aw.'iy  Noozelliack,  a  boy  about  twelve  years  of  age ; 
part  of  the  old  man's  legacy. 

It  froze  exceedingly  hard  lafl  night,  and  this  morning  proved 
clear  and  fine ;  but  at  noon  it  began  to  fnow  fall,  and  continued 
till  after  dark.  The  fides  of  the  vefl'el  were  a  foot  thick  of  ice, 
all  round  near  the  water  edge,  and  every  rope  was  quite  iliff 
with  froil. 

I  had  hitherto  intended  going  to  St.  John's  in  Newfoundland,   Tuefday  23. 
to  try  to  get  a  freight  for  the  veflel,  Ihe  having  only  eleven  tons 
of  fcal-oil  and  a  few  furs  on  board;  but  the  wind  being  directly 
againll  us,  and  the  feafon  far  fpcnt,  this  morning  I  ordered  the 
mailer  to  bear  away  for  England. 

It  was  not  until  to-day  that  the  ice  fell  off  our  fides,  and  the 
ropes  grew  limber. 

The  pafiage  was  extremely  fine,  confidering  the  time  of  the 

year; 
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year;  for  we  had  a  continued  fair,  moderate  wind,  with  good 
weather  till  we  got  into  foundings,  which  was  on  the  fifth  of 
December,  when  the  wind  came  to  the  eaftward.  On  the  fixth 
came  on  a  fmart  gale,  which  continued  all  the  next  day,  and 
reduced  us  to  our  courfcs.  At  night  we  were  fo  near  being 
run  down  by  a  (lout  fnow,  that  our  jib-boom  touched  her  taf- 
ferel  as  (he  palTed  us;  for  (he  had  miilaken  the  tack  which 
we  were  upon.  The  wind  came  round  again  on  the  tenth, 
and  we  got  light  of  Scilly  that  morning.  We  faw  the  Li- 
zard in  the  afternoon,  got:  into  the  Downs  on  the  night  of 
the  t  welfih,  and  in  the  afternoon  of  the  fourteenth  came  to  an 
anchor  at  Cherry  Garden  Stairs.  I  landed  immediately,  and 
hallened  to  George's  Coffee-houfe,  where  I  aftoniOied  feve- 
rd  of  my  old  friends,  by  the  great  quantity  of  beef  fteakes 
which  I  ate  to  my  dinner;  for  I  had  not  had  one  good  meal 
fmce  I  left  Ranger  Lodge. 


\Vcdncf.i5.  Fearing  left  Noozclliack  fhould  take  the  fmall  pox  in  the  na- 
tural way,  I  determined  to  have  him  inoculated.  For  this 
purpofe  I  went  to  Knightfbridge  the  next  morning,  and  waited 
on  Mr.  Sutton;  to  whom  I  told  what  had  happened  to  thofa 
Indians  I  was  carrying  buck  in  the  fpring,  and  defired  him  to 
receive  the  boy  into  liis  own  houfe  and  take  all  poffible  care  of 
him;  which  he  readily  confented  to  do.  I  left  the  boy  with 
Mr.  Sutton  on  the  feventeenth,  and  when  he  thought  he  had 
fufficiently  prepared  him,  he  introduced  the  infeftion.  The  dif- 
eafe  appeared  in  due  time,  but  he  died  in  three  days  after; 
fo  fatal  is  that  diforder  to  this  race  of  mortals! 


This  was  a  very  great  mortification  and  difappointment  to 
me ;  for,  as  I  intended,  at  a  future  period,  to  have  vifited  all  the 

north- 
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northern  tribes  of  Efquimaux,  I  had  brought  home  this  boy, 
in  order  to  put  him  to  fchool  to  be  inflrufted  in  the  Englifh  lan- 
guage; intending  him  for  my  interpreter.  1  hrough  him  I  fhould 
hiivi'  been  enabled  to  have  gained  full  information  of  their  reli- 
gion, cu.'loms  and  manners.  At  the  fame  time,  I  fhould  have 
improved  myftlf  in  their  language,  my  dealings  with  his  coun- 
trymen would  have  been  greatly  facilitated,  and  I  fhould  have 
acquired  much  knowledge  of  the  northern  parts  of  the  coall. 
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
